Never  did  a  new  school  year  open 
with  so  little  public  notice,  the  main 
question  in  some  cases  having  been 
whether  teachers  would  be  able  to  get 
back  from  Europe.  But  though  educa- 
tional matters  have  been  to  some  ex- 
tent subordinated  to  great  events,  it  is 
likely  that  the  war  will  have  a  consi- 
derable influence  upon  education  in 
this  country,  says  the  Springfield 
Republican.  It  ought  to  give  some 
stimulus  to  the  study  of  geography, 
history  and  languages,  subjects  by  no 
means  neglected  in  this  country,  yet 
not  pressed  with  such  energy  or  suc- 
cess as  elsewhere,  largely  for  lack  of 
incentive.  If  Americans  spend  years 
in  studying  French  or  German  without 
really  learning  it,  it  is  because  they 
do  not  have  to;  it  is  a  school  sub- 
ject like  Latin  or  Greek,  and  the 
pupil  is  more  concerned  with  passing 
examinations  than  with  mastering  the 
language  for  actual  use.  History  and 
geography,  too,  are  studied  with  some 
apathy,  as  dealing  with  "old  unhappy 
far-off  'things,  and  battles  long  ago." 
But  now  the  greatest  battles  in  history 
are  not  long  ago,  but  taking  place,  and 
interest  in  this  terrific  European  ex- 
plosion may  stretch  to  the  length  of 
a  desire  to  learn  how  it  happened.  The 
war  itself  may  be  left  to  the  newspa- 
pers, but  in  the  newly  aroused  interest 
about  the  peoples  of  Europe,  their  gov- 
ernments, their  culture  and  their 
feuds,  schoolmasters  may  be  able  to 
break  some  virgin  soil.  And  in  the 
colleges  a  strong  professor  of  modern 
history  is  likely  this  year  to  have 
things   all   his   own   way. 

Why  keep  the  lights  blazing  the 
length  of  Market  street  on  Sunday 
nights  until  midnight,  with  no  benefit 
to  local  merchants,  and  one-third  the 
light  more  than  ample  for  the  few 
pedestrians  using  this  thoroughfare? 
Probably,  being  at  the  peoples'  expense, 
it  is  figured  to  be  no  expen-^?.

Honesty  of  the 
sport  was  conclusively  clinched  with 
the  four  games,  as  the  fifth  game 
(with  ticket  money  all  paid  in)  might 
well  have  been  played  had  the  league 
officials  not  decided  to  play  the  Mon- 
day game  to  the  finish.  It  might  have 
fairly  been  carried  over  another  day, 
owing  to  darkness. 

Sad  incompetence  was  again  shown 
by  one  of  the  numerous  city  hall  au- 
thorities last  month,  when  scholars 
were  forced  out  of  the  Lyun  English 
High  School  on  ten  different  days  by 
lack  of  heat.  Why  not  seek  to  find  out 
who  the  official  or  officials  are  respon- 
sible for  such  lack  of  preparation?  In 
a  private  business  such  an  act  would 
mean  instant  loss  of  employment.  Why 
not  the  same  in  city  affairs? 

It  appears  that  Ahmed  Rustem  Bey, 
the  quondam  Turkish  Ambassador,  is 
a  half-breed  Polack-Englishman  and 
not  an  Ottoman  Turk.  He  was  con- 
verted to  Mohammedism  and  changed 
his  name  from  Albert  to  Ahmed, — 
hence  his  attitude  regardini^  the  Euro- 
pean war. 

It  is  rough  on  troops  from  India  to 
bring  them  to  Europe  just  as  cold 
v.'eather  sets  in.  The  Russians,  on 
the  contrary,  have  a  cheering  sense 
that  every  mile  of  progress  they  make 
is  bringing  them  so  much  nearoi'  the

The  volume  in  memory  of  the  late

America  has  heard  a  great  deal 
about  the  German  side  of  the  present 
war,  but  hardly  anything  from  the 
French  point  of  view.  There  is, 
therefore,  special  distinction  in  a  letter 
from  Pastor  Charles  Wagner,  written 
from  Paris,  which  appears  in  The  Out- 
look for  October  28.  He  does  not 
argue,  but  simply  tells  some  of  his  em- 
pressions  and  experiences,  as,  for  ex- 
ample, the  following:  Let  me  first  of 
all  speak  of  the  profound  impression 
made  by  the  decision  of  the  United 
States  Ambassador,  Mr.  Herrick,  of 
his  successor,  Mr.  Sharp,  and  of  his 
predecessor,  Mr.  Robert  Bacon,  to  re- 
main with  us  in  Paris,  even  in  Paris 
invaded,  and  after  the  departure  of 
the  Government  for  Bordeaux.  Their 
presence  is  at  once  a  comfort  and  a 
guarantee.  Never  has  our  country 
been  so  united  as  in  this  war  that  we 
did  not  want;  and  it  is  a  real  comfort 
to  find  this  spirit  of  cohesion,  of  deci- 
sion, of  willingness  at  the  end  of  the 
humiliating  period  of  the  Caillaux 
trial.  We  breathe  now  an  entirely 
different  moral  atmosphere.  The  city 
is  wide  awake — animated.  In  the 
evening  people  sit  outside  their  doors 


and  enjoy  the  coolness.  Some  Ger- 
man air-ships  (taube)  [i.  e.,  doves] 
have  been  seen  for  several  days  en- 
deavoring to  drop  bombs  on  Paris  at 
the  very  time  when  our  children  were 
playing  in  the  parks.  This  odious  pro- 
cedure seems  to  intimidate  no  one. 
Notwithstanding  some  accidents,  the 
main  feeling  that  appears  to  be 
aroused  is  curiosity.  As  soon  as  an 
air-ship  appears  an  enormous  crowd 
throngs  the  streets  and  follows  its 
direction.

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Questions  for  the  Voter 
Three  questions  for  the  decision  of 
the  voters  will  appear  upon  the  state 
election  ballot  in  November.  The  most 
important  of  these  is  the  provision  for 
the  abolition  of  the  enrolment  feature 
of  the  state  primary  law,  which  has 
been  strongly  objected  to  ever  since 
its  adoption  and  has  been  the  reason 
for  the  failure  of  many  voters  to  take 
part  in  the  primaries.  The  question  as 
it  will  appear  on  the  ballot  will  read. 
"Shall  the  act  passed  by  the  General 
Court  in  the  year  1914,  providing  for 
the  abolition  of  party  enrolment  at 
primary  elections,  be  accepted?" 

The  enrolment  feature  has  never 
met  with  approval  from  the  voters  in 
general,  though  favored  by  many  poli- 
ticians and  workers  at  the  polls,  owing 
to  the  help  it  gives  them  by  lining  up 
the  voters  according  to  political  pre- 
ferences, and  it  is  to  be  expected  that 
the  abolition  act  will  be  accepted  by 
a  large  majority.  The  amended  act 
provides  for  placing  the  names  of  the 
candidates  of  all  parties  on  one  ballot 
and  the  chief  difficulty  to  be  overcome 
will  be  that  the  voter  will  inadvertent- 
ly mark  candidates  of  more  than  one 
political  party,  and  thus  lose  his  vote. 
Having  set  before  him  the  names  of 
all  the  candidates,  it  will  be  a  very 
natural  error,  says  the  Springfield 
Republican,  if  a  voter  marks  the  can- 
didates of  his  own  party  part  way 
down  and  then,  seeing  the  name  of 
some  man  he  would  like  to  vote  for  on 
the  next  adjoining  party  ticket,  places 
a  cross  against  that  name.  Such  a 
course  would  result  in  throwing  out 
the  ballot  as  void.  But  this  need  be 
no  reason  for  failure  to  adopt  the  act, 
as  the  voters  will  quickly  learn  of  this 
pitfall  and  avoid  it,  as  they  have  mas- 
tered many  other  complex  features  of 
our  election  laws  since  the  adoption  of 
the  Australian  ballot  over  20  years 
ago. 

The  other  two  referendum  questions 
relate  to  half-holidays  and  vacations 
for  state  and  city  laborers.  The  first 
act  to  be  passed  upon  provides  that 
"all  laborers,  workmen,  and  mechanics 
employed  by  the  commonwealth  in  any 
capacity,  or  by  an  officer,  board  or 
commission  on  behalf  of  the  common- 
wealth, who  are  permanent  employes 
or  who  have  been  certified  by  the 
civil-service  commission  and  whose 
services  can  be  dispensed  with,  shall 
be  given  a  half-holiday  on  every  Satur- 


day in  the  year  without  loss  of  pay." 
The  other  act  provides  that  "all  per- 
sons classified  as  laborers  or  doing  the 
work  of  laborers  and  regularly  em- 
ployed by  cities  and  towns  for  more 
than  one  year,  shall  be  granted  a  vaca- 
tion of  not  less  than  two  weeks  during 
each  year  of  their  employment  without 
loss  of  pay." 

While  the  first  of  these  acts  depends 
upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of 
the  commonwealth  for  its  acceptance, 
the  latter  is  a  local  matter  and  each 
city  and  town  will  determine  the  ques- 
tion for  itself,  a  majority  vote  being 
required  to  make  the  act  effective  in 
any  community. 

And  finally,  all  things  considered, 
will  there  be  an  even  dozen  voters  at 
the  polls  really  competent  to  pass  on 
these  three  questions? 

We  notice  the  report  that  Mr.  Ber- 
gengren  says  he  is  a  candidate  for 
commissioner  of  finance  upon  an 
"economy"  platform.  That  may  be  a 
good  platform  to  go  in  on,  but  we  do 
not  believe  Mr.  Bergengren  can  make 
the  journey.  Easy  to  talk  economy  in 
city  affairs  but  hard  to  practice  it  in 
office,  as  Mr.  Turnbull  has  ascertained. 
He  has  cut  city  appropriations  to  ne- 
cessities in  almost  every  instance,  and 
all  indications  point  to  his  re-election. 
Mr.  Bergengren  gave  us  our  present 
charter,  and  that  should  be  sufficient 
affliction  for  the  city,  at  least  for  the 
present. 


Treasurer  Mansfield's  suggestion  to 
Secretary  McAdoo  that  if  any  Massa- 
chusetts national  banks  have  been  dis- 
pleasing the  head  of  the  federal  treas- 
ury by  hoarding  funds  or  charging  ex- 
orbitant rates,  this  state  official  is 
ready  to  deprive  them  of  deposits  from 
our  treasury,  will  chiefly  serve  to  give 
publicity  to  Mr.  Mansfield.  Secretary 
McAdoo  has  not  found  it  necessary  to 
reprobate  national  banks  in  this  state 
for  doing  these  things.

Prohibition's  victory  in  Colorado, 
Oregon,  Washington  and  Arizona  is 
notable,  although  in  California  there 
was  defeat  on  the  same  issue.  The 
women  voters  in  Oregon,  Washington 
and  Colorado  will  doubtless  be  credit- 
ed with  the  triumph  of  the  prohibition 
cause,  yet  women  vote  in  California 
also,  says  the  Springfield  Republican. 
They  must  have  been  Influenced  no 
less  than  the  men  by  two  facts  bear- 
ing upon  California's  material  inter- 
ests, namely,  the  wine-making  indus- 
try and  the  coming  Panama-Pacific 
exposition  in  San  Francisco  Perhaps 
Californians  in  general  were  too  ap- 
prehensive regarding  the  exposition, 
for  would  anyone  from  another  state 
or  country  remain  away  solely  because 
San  Francisco  had  become  legally  a 
dry  town?  Prohibition  will  have  a 
severe  test  in  the  large  cities  of  Den- 
ver, Seattle  and  Portland.  It  is  now 
to  be  tried  out  in  all  sections  of  the 
country,  for  tjie  Pacific  coast  and 
Rocky  Mountain  states  have  not  hith- 
erto been  hospitable  to  this  movement, 
which,  judging  by  Mr.  Walker's  recent 
experience,  is  still  weak  in  Massachu- 
setts. 4- 

The  vote  cast  for  congressional 
candidates  in  the  sixteen  Massachu- 
setts districts,  in  the  November  elec- 
tion, fully  indicates  that  Massachu- 
setts is  a  Republican  State  from  the 
national  standpoint.  The  vote  for 
congressman  determined  party  feel- 
ing and  at  the  last  election  there  were 
220,621  for  the  Republicans  and  187,660 
for  the  Democrats.  This  vote  was  a 
most  emphatic  slam  at  President  Wil- 
son's theoretical  views  on  the  tariff.

Once  again  the  license  question.

Indeed  the  city  has  passed  through 
one  of  its  hardest  years.  And  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  crisis 
is  past,  nor  can  we  handle  civic  dif- 
ficulties the  more  easily  with  license 
in  our  midst. 

Police  figures  show  that  from  the 
last  month  of  no  license  to  the  first 
month  of  license,  there  was  an  in- 
crease from  125  arrests  for  drunken- 
ness to  357 — a  total  to  be  proud  of, 
indeed,  a  real  tribute  to  moderation. 
And  so  the  increase  goes,  with  an 
average  of  over  325  arrests  each  month 
for  drunkenness  and  an  increase  dur- 
ing six  months  from  942  in  1913,  to 
2043  in  1914. 

The  toll,  the  quiet,  hidden  toll,  in 
the  homes,  we  have  no  figures  to  work 
from,  but  it  has  been  as  severe  as  ever 
on  mothers  and  children. 

The  man  who  votes  "No"  has  the 
first  inteiests  of  the  city,  the  homes 
of  the  city  and  its  children  at  heart. 

Vote  "No"  firmly,  positively,  surely.

An  Act  That  Will    Establish    An    Annual  Expense  of  Upwards  of 
Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  a  Year  for  Lynn  Taxpayers. 


Lynn  tax  payers,  at  the  present  time,  despite  practical  and 
efficient  financial  management,  are  suffering  from  a  burden  of  heavy 
taxation.  Values  have  been  raised,  taxes  increased,  and  expenses 
have  reached  the  breaking  point. 

Every  proposed  expenditure,  no  matter  how  trifling,  should  be 
placed  beneath  the  microscope  and  thoughtfully  considered. 

Even  the  most  worthy  appropriations  should  be  analyzed, 
disected,  and  reduced  to  the  extreme  minimum. 

The  proposed  two-platoon  bill,  which  will  come  before  the  voters 
for  consideration  at  the  city  election,  will  place  an  annual  expense  on 
the  tax  payers  of  this  city  of  at  least  seventy-five  thousand  dollars, 
and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that,  in  a  short  time,  the  figures  will  reach  the 
astounding  total  of  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually. 

This  expense  must  be  met  by  the  tax  payers  of  Lynn,  and  every 
citizen  in  this  city  must  contribute  annually  to  this  enormous  and  un- 
necessary burden. 

The  bill,  in  brief,  provides  that  the  fire  department  in  Lynn  shall 
be  divided  into  two  platoons  which  shall  be  designated  as  a  day  and 
night  force,  the  hours  of  duty  of  one  body  of  men  to  be  from  eight 
in  the  morning  to  six  at  night,  and  the  hours  of  duty  of  the  night 
force  to  be  from  six  at  night  to  eight  o'clock  the  following  morning. 

Minor  quahfications  and  petty  stipulations  make  up  the  complete 
bill,  but  in  a  word,  the  act  will  provide  two  bodies  of  men,  instead  of 
one,  as  under  present  conditions. 

The  chief  of  the  Lynn  fire  department,  the  Lynn  commissioner  of 
finance,  and  other  thoughtful,  intelligent  citizens,  who  have  analyzed 
and  studied  the  act  are  convinced,  beyond  a  question,  that  if  it  be- 
comes a  law,  it  will  in  no  way  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department; 
it  will  place  a  tremendous  load  on  the  city  for  all  time,  and  will  be  a 
direct  force  in  increasing  the  tax  rate  in  Lynn. 

The  cost  of  this  needless  change,  which  will  injure,  if  anything, 
the  present  efficiency  of  the  fire  department,  must  fall  on  the  tax  rate. 
Our  present  net  debt  will  soar  to  the  skies!  Under  these  conditions 
what  inducement  will  there  be  for  new  industries  to  come  to  Lynn 
with  taxes  aereoplaning  beyond  the  bounds  of  reason. 

Lynn  cannot  afford  this  wild,  unreasonable  expenditure  of  the 
tax  payer's  money. 

Let  every  voter  consider  this  a  personal  matter.  Let  him  realize 
that  he  himself,  directly  or  indirectly,  must  make  a  contribution 
toward  this  tremendous  annual  appropriation. 

Kill  the  two-platoon  bill!  Bury  it  beneath  a  mighty  majority 
and  establish  a  precedent  for  strict  economy  and  tight  purse  strings 
in  the  administration  of  local  aff'airs. 
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The  great  trouble  with  the  Germans 
is  that  they  are  not  playing  the  game 
like  gentlemen.  They  cry  "Hypocrisy" 
when  England  calls  their  bluff;  they 
drop  bombs  upon  innocent  women  and 
children,  and  do  other  things  that  sim- 
ply "are  not  done"  by  decent  people. 
What  is  the  great  lesson  to  be  learned? 
Simply  that  the  folk  that  calls  itself 
the  most  cultured  on  earth,  and  the 
very  representatives  of  this  people 
that  mankind  has  looked  up  to  with 
reverence,  Harnack,  Hauptmann  and 
all  the  rest  of  the  illustrious  band, 
without  exception,  accept  and  defend 
the  present  policy  of  Germany,  includ- 
ing the  violation  of  treaties  and  the 
bombarding  through  airships  of  cities 
before  giving  time  to  remove  non-com- 
batants. These  men  actually  believe 
that  these  things,  seeming  ignoble  and 
low  lived  to  us,  are  right.  Not  only 
that,  but  they  appear  to  believe  that 
the  American  nation  can  be  also  per- 
suaded that  they  are  right.  And  the 
lesson?  It  is  that,  even  among  the 
most  cultivated,  human  nature,  and  the 
best  part  of  it,  the  brain,  has  not 
changed  and  is  still  very  weak  and 
easily  influenced.  Therefore  we  can- 
not depend  upon  individuals  or  nations 


doing  the  correct  thing,  and  conse- 
quently we  find  one  duty  before  us;  to 
keep  our  powder  dry  and  the  old  mus- 
ket, in  this  case  principally  a  new  one 
called  the  United  States  navy,  in  good 
working  condition. 
-♦- 

A  striking  feature  of  "The  Road  to

days  of  his  youth.  If  the  author  of 
this  comedy  of  village  life  has  been 
originally  inspired  with  the  reading 
of  Lincoln's  biography  and  had  pur- 
posely set  down  to  invent  a  fictive 
footlight  figure  resembling  the  youth- 
ful "Honest  Abe"  of  history,  he  could 
scarcely  have  succeeded  better.

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The  Cong°Tessional  Election 
The  city  of  Lynn  acted  quite  con- 
sistently on  the  congressional  vote, 
cutting  down  Mr.  Phelan's  1912  ma- 
jority from  about  2100  to  345.  The  city 
of  Lawrence  elected  Mr.  Phelan.  The 
folks  in  that  city  did  the  trick.  Ward 
Six,  Lynn,  should  be  very  proud  of 
the  support  it  gave  Mr.  Phelan  who 
united  with  Congressman  Kitchin  of 
North  Carolina  to  promote  Southern 
legislation.  Here  was  an  intelligent 
electorate!  A  year  or  so  ago  eleven 
thousand  men  were  working  at  the 
General  Electric  Works,  six  days  a 
week.  At  present,  six  thousand  men 
are  working  four  days  a  week,  the 
reduction  in  labor  being  caused  largely 
by  Mr.  Phelan's  and  other  Democratic 
votes  on  the  tariff.  In  spite  of  this  the 
General  Electric  district  gave  Mr. 
Phelan  eight  hundred  majority.  If  this 
is  not  a  libel  on  the  intelligence  of  the 
average  voter  we  hasten  to  be  cor- 
rected. When  they  have  a  soup  kitchen 
and  bread  line,  in  order  to  get  food, 
they  are  not  entitl'^d  to  sympathy, 
when  they  vote  to  sustain  Mr.  Phelan 
and  the  Southern  Democratic  policy  on 
the  tariff  question.  Democratic  tariff 
laws  always  close  factories  and  starve 
wage  earners. 

Steel,  copper  and  many  other  things 
are  now  weak  on  dividends,  but  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  Indiana  smil- 
ingly and  properously  declares  an  ex- 
tra quarterly  dividend  of  3  per  cent, 
in  addition  of  course  to  the  regular  3 
per  cent  quarterly  payment.  This  war 
may  prove  to  be  Mr.  Rockefeller's  real 
start  in  life. 

Senator-elect  George  H.  Jackson  is 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  vote  he  re- 
ceived, 1600  over  Mr.  McLaud,  who  de- 
serves small  thanks  for  the  campaign 
he  made.  It  was  both  bitter  and  per- 
sonal. Senator-elect  Jackson  will  be  a 
credit  to  his  district,  judging  by  his 
record  in  the  lower  house. 
-♦- 

The  result  of  the  election  would  in- 
dicate that  President  Wilson  has  not 
been  as  successful  in  dictating  to  the 
voters    of   the   country,    as    in    telling . 
congressmen  how  they  must  vote. 

Be  sure  to  vote  against  the  two- 
platoon  bill  and  save  the  city  $75,000 
annually.

The  Belgian  Minister  at  Wasliington 
has  issued  a  defense  of  his  country's 
attitude.  It  was  not  at  all  necessary. 
Belgium  needs  no  defense. 

Belgium  has  not  sinned,  but  has  been 
sinned  against.  A  monstrous  crime 
has  been  committed  with  Belgium  as 
the  innocent  victim.  Her  cities  have 
been  plundered  and  burned.  Her 
population  has  been  driven  from  home 
— that  portion  of  it  which  has  not  been 
assassinated.  Her  fields  have  been 
laid  in  waste.  Her  public  buildings — 
magnificent  historical  monuments — 
have  been  destroyed  or  partially  de- 
molished. 

There  is  not  the  shadow  of  an  excuse 
for  the  invasion  of  Belgian  soil.  The 
crime  of  it  will  live  in  history  for  its 
very  horrors.  It  cannot  be  defended, 
it  cannot  be  atoned  for.  For  centuries 
to  come  the  story  of  it  will  be  read 
with  indignation.  It  is  the  product  of 
mad,  of  insane  militarism,  of  a  military 
spirit  that  is  without  honor  and  that 
stops  at  nothing  that  gets  in  its  way. 

The  peace  that  comes  with  the  end 
of  this  war  will  not  be  complete  unless 
the  whole  system  of  militarism  is  done 
for.     If  Europe,  after  this  experience, 


puts  up  with  tremendous  standing 
armies  and  continues  to  be  a  collection 
of  countries  that  are  primarily  armed 
camps  that  suck  the  very  life  blood 
out  of  humanity,  then  indeed  will  there 
be  no  hope  for  the  future. 

We  may  pray  for  peace,  but  a  peace 
that  would  merely  restore  old  condi- 
tions would  be  a  useless  one  and  un- 
desirable.

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A  sidelight  on  the  well  known  and 
generally  accepted  theory  of  "soak  the 
man  in  the  automobile"  was  well  dem- 
onstrated last  month,  at  the  Yale 
stadium.

If  seventy-five 
cents  of  this  money  were  to  be  donated 
to  the  Red  Cross  fund,  it  might  have 
been  paid  with  a  little  more  equanim- 
ity by  the  motorists.

The  rumor  regarding  more  electrical 
workers  was  good  enough  to  be  true.

Mayor  Newhall's  prospective  two 
thousand  majority  went  to  about  800, 
showing  the  difference  between  not 
saying  a  word  on  the  stump  and  silence 
as  political  factors. 

No  more  outrageous  performance  is 
there  in  modern  war  than  the  sowing 
of  uncontrolle  I  conta'  m'^^s  on  the 
high  seas,  and,  on  general  grounds 
affecting  the  commercial  interests  of 
neutral  powers. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  one  of  our 
Catholic  clergymen  should  have  been 
quoted  as  he  was,  during  the  recent 
campaign,  on  the  subject  of  bigotry. 
This  is  a  dangerous  question  to  handle 
and  very  often  those  who  do  the  most 
talking  about  it  have  the  narrowest 
mind.  It  is  a  topic  that  should  be  dealt 
with  in  a  gingerly  manner  because  it 
leaves  a  bad  scar  in  the  community. 


It  was  a  year  of  revolt  against  finan- 
cial management.  It  was  a  year  when 
changes  were  sought,  without  rule  or 
reason,  because  of  necessarily  high 
taxes  and  tight  money.  Hence  the 
defeat  of  New  Bedford's  mayor  for  the 
first  time  in  seventeen  terms  and  Mr. 
Turnbull's  defeat  in  Lynn.  People 
wanted  to  see  for  themselves,  if  finan- 
cial conditions  would  be  better,  under 
new  management.  Doomed  to  disap- 
pointment, they  nevertheless  want  to 
be  shown!  And  most  amusing  of  all 
were  the  howls  on  high  valuations  and 
heavier  expenses  from  the  men  who 
only  pay  a  poll  tax. 


Settle  the  labor  question  in  Lynn 
and  you  have  settled  all.  Minor  dis- 
putes and  question  will  readily  right 
themselves,  once  the  main  issue  has 
been  solved.  The  Industrial  Bureau  of 
the  local  Chamber  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  their  efforts  to  work  out  the 
problem,  even  though  the  only  tangible 
result  was  to  show  the  general  public 
the  attitude  assumed  by  local  labor 
imions  when  a  fair  scheme  of  arbitra- 
tion, not  to  be  decided,  but  merely 
voted  on,  was  laid  before  them  for 
consideration. 


There  was  too  much  bullying,  small 
talk,  and  near-coercion  about  the  polls 
on  election  day.  The  police  should 
have  dispersed  the  many  ward  heelers 
who  thronged  about  the  voting  rooms. 
Many  of  the  women  voters  were  great- 
ly embarrassed  by  the  loafers  at  the 
polls,  who,  in  many  cases,  were  ac- 
tually creating  a  disturbance. 


Moving  picture  theatres,  in  Lynn, 
which  allow  babes  in  arms  after  dark, 
should  have  their  licenses  suspended. 
If  the  parents  have  not  sufficient 
reason  and  common  sense  to  desist 
from  such  a  practice,  managers  of  the 
picture  houses  should  be  disciplined 
by  the  authorities.

He  was  retired  to  make  way  for  the 
cold  blooded  man,  Charles  Sanger  Mel- 
len,  the  man  of  efficiency,  the  devel- 
oper of  a  system. 

Better  a  railroad  without  a  system 
than  a  system  without  a  railroad. 
After  all,  the  real  New  England  type 
of  manhood,  as  personified  in  Lucius 
Tuttle,  is  superior  to  both  railroads 
and  systems.

Showing  the  rare  knowledge  pos- 
sessed by  the  revenue  collecting  de- 
partment of  the  present  Democratic 
administration  in  Boston,  a  Lynn 
banker  forwarded  a  cashier's  check  for 
stamps.

The  small  tax  payer  who  has  had  an 
increase  of  a  few  dollars  on  his  tax  bill 
for  the  splendid  improvements  made 
in  Lynn,  during  the  past  few  years,  was 
the  cause  of  the  turnover  in  the  taxa- 
tion department. 


The  financial  "arguments" — Heaven 
spare  the  mark — of  Mr.  Bergengren 
caught  the  unthinking,  and  Lynn 
suffers.  Ml'.  TurnbuU  was  the  strong- 
est man  at  city  hall,  for  the  taxpayers. 
The  increase  in  taxes  was  inevitable. 
That  the  taxes  were  not  larger, 
through  increased  valuation,  was  to  the 
credit  of  Mr.  Turnbull.  Watch  Mr. 
Bergengren,  and  see  what  he  will  do. 
All  fair-minded  people  want  to  give 
him  a  show.  He  will  be  judged  by  his 
record — perhaps.  Mr.  Turnbull  was 
not.  It  takes  a  strong  man  to  fight  for 
Lynn  on  state  tax  apportionment. 
Massachusetts  is  the  most  extravagant 
state  in  the  United  States.  Accord- 
ingly, Lynn  suffers.  Not  only  in  the 
defeat  of  Mr.  Turnbull,  but  for  many 
other  reasons,  which  are  quite  obvious! 
It  was  not  the  thinking  voter  who  dis- 
placed Mr.  Turnbull.  Poor  Lynn!  She 
is  being  rudely  assailed  in  many  direc- 
tions, these  days. 

The  death  of  John  F.  McCarty  was 
a  blow  to  a  legion  of  friends,  although 
all  were  aware  he  was  not  for  long  in 
a  world  which  he  graced.  Deceased 
came  from  one  of  the  best  and  most 
substantial  families.  He  was  of  strong 
character,  radiated  strength  and  help- 
fulness, and  was  forever  doing  duty 
for  his  fellow  men.  The  writer  and  Mr. 
McCarty  were  companions  in  their  first 
work,  in  the  printing  office,  and  in  the 
death  of  this  splendid  type  of  man  we 
have  lost  a  sincere  and  true  friend. 
The  real  practical  good  done  in  a  com- 
munity by  such  a  sturdy  character  is 
difficult  to  estimate.  John  F.  McCarty 
was  one  man  in  a  thousand. 


If  the  railroads  are  not  going  to  be 
paid  for  carrying  parcel  post  matter 
by  the  government,  the  public  will  be 
forced  to  pay  higher  fares.  The  bur- 
den must  be  carried  by  somebody  and 
the  railroads  have  stood  the  gaff  about 
long  enough.  No  small  business  organ- 
ization was  ever,  in  history,  so  savage- 
ly man-handled  by  a  so-called  Trust,  as 
the  railroads  have  been  by  a  paternal 
government.  Railroads,  like  your  cor- 
ner store,  your  druggist  or  clothier,  are 
run  for  a  profit,  and  if  the  government 
wont  pay  for  service  rendered,  the 
public  must.  Naturally  there  is  an  in- 
creased single  fare  to  Lynn,  and  cer- 
tain it  is  that  railroads  everywhere 
must  collect  a  full  two  cents  a  mile  on 
single  fares. 
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Mr.  Turnbull  might  well  have  turned 
his  attention  more  to  the  "bull"  which 
was  let  loose  against  him  during  the 
campaign.  He  should  have  pursued 
the  animal  upon  the  stump,  such  cam- 
paigning having  more  effect  than  let- 
ters to  the  editor.

Lynn  seems  doomed  through  inabil- 
ity to  arrange  labor  conditions  in  the 
shoe  factories. 

The  new  dances,  now  for  the  most 
part  consisting  of  walking,  are  fully  as 
much  liked  in  Lynn  as  last  season.

Elihu  Root  told  the  American  Bar 
Association  recently  about  the  appall- 
ing overproduction  of  laws.  According 
to  count  in  the  library  of  Congress,  he 
said,  Congress  and  the  forty-eight 
State  Legislatures,  in  the  five  years 
from  1909  to  1913,  inclusive,  passed 
62,014  statutes.  Many  of  these  laws 
were  ignorantly  or  carelessly  drafted, 
no  doubt.  Many  others  were  ill  ad- 
vised. Some  were  foolish.  The  period 
mentioned,  however,  was  notable  for 
its  political  restlessness  and  radical 
upheaval — a  fact  explaining  somewhat 
the  legislative  fecundity  of  the  time. 

Friends  and  customers  of  Oliver  R. 
Howe,  the  popular  rubber  dealer, 
united,  last  month,  in  congratulating 
him  on  the  silver  anniversary  of  his 
establishment  in  business.

One  of  Dr.  Charles  W.  Eliot's  cor- 
respondents, who  disagrees  with  his 
views  on  the  war,  writes  to  him  very 
sweetly:  "Therefore,  I  say  from  the 
bottom  of  my  Christian  heart,  may  God 
»  Almighty  forever  damn  you  and  all 
your  descendants." 
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Well,  we  have  license  for  sixteen 
months.  It  won't  be  easy  to  change 
the  law  in  Lynn,  with  the  enormous 
West  Lynn  "Yes"  vote.  The  West  Lynn 
registration  comes  near  to  making 
Lynn,  once  Republican,  a  Democratic 
and  license  city.  With  the  vast  amount 
of  registering  of  voters  done  by  Con- 
gressman Phelan,  and  the  "cleaning 
up  of  the  graveyards"  by  the  liquor  in- 
terest, in  the  work  of  registration,  it 
was  small  wonder  that  "No"  was  de- 
feated by  521.  The  "Yes"  people  and 
the  Phelan  people  did  registering  of 
voters  in  Lynn  in  a  manner  never  be- 
fore equalled  for  completeness,  and  the 
license  majority  appears  small  on  that 
account. 

It  is  incredible  that  as  many  as  four 
thousand  voters  should  have  favored 
the  two  platoon  bill.  Once  the  plan 
was  made  clear,  the  defeat  of  this 
measure  was  positive.  It  should  never 
have  been  brought  before  the  voters 
for  consideration.  Why  leave  local  de- 
partment questions  to  an  electorate 
which  is  naturally  unable  to  thorough- 
ly understand  them.  In  this  instance, 
they  guessed  right! 


Another  class  in  costume  designing 
and  fashion  illustration  is  to  be  opened 
in  the  New  York  city  night  schools, 
under  the  favorable  augury  of  a  visit- 
ing Paris  modiste's  prediction  that  if 
the  policy  is  generally  pushed  the 
United  States  will  become  the  fashion 
center  of  the  civilized  world.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  delicate  Parisian 
flattery  will  not  prevent  a  stern  deter- 
mination to  have  made-in-American 
styles  more  sensible  and  less  fickle 
than  those  heretofore  made  in  France. 
Here's  a  big  opportunity  that  ought 
not  to  be  neglected. 

If  Mr.  Bergengren  had  the  ability  of 
a  Gladstone,  the  foresight  of  a  Disraeli, 
the  judgment  of  a  Bismarck,  and  the 
powers  of  the  Czar,  he  would  still,  by 
the  limitations  of  state  law  and  the 
charter  which  he  helped  puzzle  out,  be 
unable  to  fulfill  half  his  promises. 

As  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Woodrow  Wil- 
son, whose  deathbed  wish  was  for  an 
improvement  of  Washington's  slums, 
a  block  of  model  houses  is  being  plan- 
ned by  a  number  of  women,  leaders  in 
the  official  set.

One  of  the  astonishing  tendencies 
in  the  great  European  war  has  been 
that  toward  prohibition.  Russia  at 
the  outbreak  of  war  put  a  stop  to  the 
sale  of  vodka  all  through  the  vast 
empire,  with  results  so  surprisingly 
beneficial  that  it  is  said  the  change 
will  be  made  a  permanent  one.  France 
stopped  the  sale  of  absinthe;  and 
prominent  French  writers  are  now  ad- 
vocating the  prohibition  of  all  forms 
of  alcoholic  drinks.  The  well-known 
economist,  writer  and  statistician, 
Raphael  Georges  Levy,  writes  in  this 
V  in  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Figaro, 
condemning  the  evils  that  result  from 
drinking,  and  saying  that  the  greatest 
enemy  of  France,  more  dangerous 
than  the  "savage  German,"  is  alcohol.

With  true  appreciation  of  the  facts 
and  with  admirable  courage  President 
Wilson  declared  that  the  railroads 
were  almost  the  only  busmc  ss  interest 
of  this  country  which  imm  diately 
concerned  everybody,  and  that  they 
were  in  need  of  more  revenue.  In  im- 
portance to  the  whole  people  no  other 
industry  except  agriculture  can  for  a 
moment  compare  with  transportation, 
and  from  any  deterioration  of  the 
transportation  plant  agriculture  would 
suffer  more  extensively  than  any  other 
industry. 

Net  earnings  of  railroads  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth  last, 
as  reported  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  monthly  and  com- 
piled by  the  Financial  Chronicle,  fell 
off  a  hundred  million  dollars  as  com- 
were,  therefore,  smaller  than  m  1911; 
but  in  the  three  years  several  nundred 
million  dollars  of  new  capital  has  been 
invested  in  the  roads.  Since  the  be- 
ginning of  191.3  eighteen  roads  have 
passed  or  reduced  dividends.  Mean- 
time the  roads  have  a  huge  amount  of 
maturing  obligations  to  meet  between 
now  and  the  end  of  1915.  To  get  the 
money  for  that  purpose  they  must  not 
only  pay  higher  interest  but  offer  in- 
dubitable security,  says  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post. 

Since  President  Wilson's  letter  on 
the  subject,  this  situation  has  been 
pretty  generally  appreciated.  The  need 
of  more  railroad  revenue  is  real  and 
urgent.  The  alternative  is  an  im- 
paired transportation  plant,  which 
would  handicap  every  line  of  business 
in  this  country. 

Unfortunately  there  are  a  few  in- 
veterate railroad  baiters  left;  but  we 
have  no  aoubt  the  public  generally 
understands  the  condition. 

It  took  the  British  government,  with 
the  help  of  the  French  government, 
more  than  two  weeks  to  land  70,000 
I  troops  in  France;  but  we  learn  from  a 
New  Jersey  militia  major  that  "there 
are  two  nations  which  could  in  two 
weeks  land  a  force  of  150,000  men 
each  at  a  point  on  our  coast,"  which 
shows  that  any  sort  of  cock-and-bull 
story  is  good  enough  for  a  scare.

The  proposal  to  brir>g  the  ice  busi- 
ness of  Massachusetts  under  state 
control  is  of  some  impo'  ance  for 
householders,  who  have  often  com- 
plained of  being  gouged  by  the  dealers 
and  have  clamored  for  the  breaking 
up  of  the  "ice  trust."  Ice  is  a  neces- 
sary commodity,  like  water  and  milk, 
lighting  facilit^f  and  the  means  of 
transportation.  Water  is  now  com- 
monly a  municipal  monopoly,  milk  is 
subject  to  stringent  public  control  as 
to  quality  and  cleanliness,  and  light- 
ing and  transportation  companies  are 
largely  subject  to  state  control  as  pub- 
lic service  corporations.  It  will  be 
readily  admitted  that,  so  far  as  the 
ice  supply  concerns  the  public  health, 
the  state  should  have  ample  powers  of 
regulation.  The  dealer  should  not  be 
free  to  sell  a  dirty  and  dangerous  sup- 
ply, but  when  the  proposal  is  made  to 
have  state  regulation  go  so  far  as  to 
govern  the  price  of  ice,  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  and  the  cry  is 
raised  that  it  is  not  practicable. 
-f 

It  is  natural  that  there  should  be 
protest  against  the  sending  of  relief  to 
the  Belgians  when  there  is  so  much 
distress  at  home.  There  is,  however, 
a  fundemental  difference  betveen  the 
two  cases.  Want  here  is  caused  not 
by  a  lack  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
but  by  clogging  of  the  machinery  of 
distribution.  The  difficulty  in  caring 
for  the  unemployed  lies  not  in  the  fact 
that  resources  are  lacking,  but  that 
the  problem  is  complicated  and  diffi- 
cult; if  generosity  could  solve  it,  it 
would  be  solved  to-morrow.  In  an  em- 
ergency America  has  vast  resources  to 
draw  upon.  If  little  Holland,  which 
has  been  much  harder  hit,  can  take 
care  at  her  own  charge  of  350,000  Bel- 
gians, the  United  States  could  with 
less  sacrifice  provide  for  the  pressing 
needs  of  a  million.

Our  congratulations  and  best  wishes 
to  the  new  Municipal  Council.  May 
the  most  they  have  promised  be  the 
least  they  will  accomplirh. 


Wood  block  paving  for  Central 
square  from  Broad  street  to  Andrew- 
street,  would  work  wonders  for  the 
central  part  of  the  city. 

The  memory  of  Luther  Johnson  will 
live  long  years  in  the  minds  of  Lynn 
people  for  his  splendid  gift  to  the 
Lynn  hospital — one  of  the  city's  most 
worthy  charities. 

Hamburg  is  said  to  be  viewing  the 
war  rather  gloomily.  If  Germany  loses, 
the  trade  of  the  port,  now  prostrate, 
may  be  slow  to  recover.

When  it  is  understood  that  the 
Brockton  zone  is  the  most  flourishing 
and  successful  shoe  manufacturing 
district  for  employees  and  manufactur- 
ers in  the  United  States,  it  stands  to 
reason  that  the  governing  policy  of 
the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
which  controls  Brockton  and  vicinity, 
possesses  substantial  merit.  Lynn  has 
been  informed  that  the  idea  of  bring- 
ing the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union  into  Lynn  "is  a  scheme  to  re- 
duce wages."  This  is  the  most  idle 
talk  imaginable,  especially  when  the 
fact  is  cited  that  Brockton  shoe  work- 
ers earn  more  money  and  have  more 
desirable  jobs  than  any  shoe  makers 
in  any  other  large  center. 

One  of  the  most  enlightened  recom- 
mendations Governor  Foss  made  to  the 
Legislature  during  his  administration 
was  that  the  state  assume  the  control 
and  administration  of  the  county 
prisons,  on  the  very  reasonable  ground 
that  crime  is  against  the  state  and 
not  against  counties,  and  that  the  care 
of  convicted  criminals  is  a  proper 
function  of  the  commonwealth.

The  proposition  to  have  a  roadway 
across  Lynn  harbor  from  the  Point  of 
Pines  to  Nahant  was  suggested  sev- 
eral years  ago  by  an  engineer  em- 
ployed by  a  Massachusetts  planning 
board.  Entrance  to  Lynn  harbor  would 
be  through  locks  and  there  would  be 
continual  high  tide  in  the  harbor,  the 
same  as  in  Charles  river  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  With  the  state  the  national 
government  and  other  interests  join- 
ing together  this  improvement  might 
be  carried  out  and  a  splendid  boule- 
vard connect  the  Point  of  Pines  to 
Nahant.  It  has  always  been  thought, 
however,  that  the  cost  of  such  an 
improvement  would  make  it  prohibitive 
and  it  would  be  interesting  to  have 
somebody  figure  the  expense.  Certain- 
ly it  would  be  a  wonderful  improve- 
ment if  the  expense  makes  it  practical. 
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The  postmaster-general  reports  a 
surplus  of  about  $3,600,000  for  the  last 
fiscal  year  in  his  department,  but  peo- 
ple who  understand  the  postal  service's 
real  cost  to  the  government  smile 
when  surpluses  are  mentioned.  There 
would  still  be  a  deficit  but  for  parcel 
post,  which  has  brought  with  it  an 
enormous  business  for  carrying  which 
the  railroads  are  underpaid.  The  post- 
rnaster-general  does  not  deny  they  are 
underpaid.  One  thing  not  altogether 
creditable  to  the  department  is  its 
obvious  failure  to  give  the  railroads  a 
square  deal.  Mr.  Burleson  objects  to 
the  mail  pay  bill  reported  by  a  joint 
congressional  committee  and  supports 
the  latest  Moon  bill  which  is  by  no 
means  liberal  in  its  treatment  of  the 
carriers.  It  seems  too  much  like  poli- 
ticians seeking  to  crowd  the  railroad 
companies  for  the  ultimate  benefit  of 
the  politicians  who  hold  offices  and 
mismanage  a  vast  enterprise.  The 
postmaster-general's  recommendation 
of  government  ownership  and  opera- 
tion of  telegraphs  and  telephones  will 
get  nowhere  says  the  Springfield  Re- 
publican. The  same  recommendation 
a    year    ago    caused    a    sensation,    but 


conditions  since  then  have  changed. 
The  so-called  wire  monopoly  has  been 
dissolved  and  private  ownership 
probably  has  another  lease  of  10  years. 

We  notice  that  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  endeavoring  to  improve 
the  local  street  car  service  by  having 
a  less  number  of  white  posts  for  stops. 
If  the  Chamber  wants  to  make  a  de- 
cided improvement  in  Lynn  car  service 
why  does  it  not  use  its  influence 
toward  having  the  railroad  provide 
automatic  signals  instead  of  pull 
lights.  The  latter  are  decidedly  dan- 
gerous and  call  for  much  time  to  be 
expended  by  conductors  having  to  go 
out  from  their  cars  and  set  the  lights. 

Charles  Barker  Oliver,  recently  de- 
ceased, was  a  type  of  the  silently  suc- 
cessful man.  He  was  much  esteemed 
and  respected.  His  estate  will  finally 
go  to  the  Lynn  hospital.  Old  Ladies' 
Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Men.  It  is 
estimated  to  be  valued  at  over 
$100,000.

Healthy  growth  ensues  from  proper 
nutrition.  The  healthy  growth  of  a 
business  follows  as  a  result  of  pains- 
taking attention,  energy,  enterprise 
and  initiative.  Lethargy  of  mind  or  a 
spirit  of  indifference  never  accom- 
plished big  things.  Going  along  in  the 
same  old  way,  day  in  and  day  out,  puts 
men  in  a  rut  in  which  they  frequently 
perish  because  of  a  lack  of  stimulating 
mental  or  business  nutrition.  Study 
the  other  man's  methods,  ask  ques- 
tions, learn  how  to  proceed  in  a  man- 
ner which  will  bring  about  success. 
Do  not  be  ashamed  to  ask  for  informa- 
tion because  you  feel  that  the  man 
whom  you  ask  will  consider  you  ignor- 
ant. Such  a  mental  attitude  springs 
from  a  false  sense  of  pride,  which  is 
very  often  a  baneful  force,  destructive 
of  many  business  careers. 

Scrutiny  of  the  list  of  securities  in 
the  $100,000,000  endowment  of  the 
Rockefeller  foundation  makes  one  rub 
his  eyes.  Here  and  there  is  a  stock 
the  purchase  of  which  would  discredit 
a  rural  parson's  ability  as  an  investor. 
But  all  great  estates  reveal  surprises 
when  the  facts  about  them  become 
known.  The  late  Mr.  Harriman  and 
Mr.  Morgan  had  quantities  of  almost 
worthless  securities.  Mr  Rockefeller 
has  unloaded  part  of  his  on  the  "foun- 
dation." 


This  is  the  official  executive  pay 
roll  of  the  Bay  State  Street  railroad, 
as  reported  to  the  public  service  com- 
mission:

J.  H.  Goodspeed,  assistant  treasurer, 
$7,500. 

H.  E.  Reynolds,  assistant  general 
manager,    $7,500. 

This  may  account  for  the  decidedly 
inferior  service  on  some  parts  of  this 
railroad — the  dirty  and  inferior  rolling 
stock  on  several  lines,  and  the  failure 
to  safeguard  the  passengers'  safety 
by  installing  automatic  signal  lights, 
rather  than  have  conductors  leaving 
cars  to  pull  lights.  These  salaries 
might  also  account  for  the  lack  of 
service  on  some  lines.  Thirty  thou- 
sand dollars"  salary  to  the  president 
of  a  railroad  "system"  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  Bay  State  looks  outrage- 
ous, to  say  the  least,  to  the  layman, 
and  would  seem  to  call  for  an  investi- 
gation and  report  from  the  Massachu- 
setts public  service  commission. 

Notwithstanding  tlie  European  war, 
which  has  so  greatly  upset  ocean 
traffic,  the  Panama  Canal  is  now  pro- 
ducing revenue  at  the  rate  of  about 
$4,500,000  a  year,  while  its  annual  ex- 
penses are  estimated  at  $4,000,000.  It 
thus  contributes  $500,000  toward  meet- 
ing fixed  charges,  and  when  peace  re- 
turns this  amount  will  doubtless  be 
greatly  increased,  so  that  the  annual 
deficit  can  be  steadily  reduced.  If  the 
policy  of  free  tolls  had  prevailed  much 
of  this  money  would  have  been  lost,  and 
there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  there 
would  have  been  any  compensating  ad- 
vantage in  the  form  of  a  stimulus  to 
American  shipping.  Since  the  canal 
was  opened  there  has  been  no  com- 
plaint about  the  tolls  charged  from 
American  vessel  owners,  who  seem 
perfectly  satisfied  to  pay  them. 


Sam  McCall  will  be  the  next  Massa- 
chusetts governor,  "in  a  walk."

Talk  in  this  country  in  favor  of  in- 
creasing armaments  goes  on,  but  there 
is  no  more  important  lesson  to  be 
learned  from  the  awful  carnage  on  land 
and  sea  nov,'  going  forward  than  the 
great  changes  effected  in  the  art  of 
making  war.  The  means  of  destruc- 
tion have  been  so  far  improved  that  no 
nation  will  hereafter  dare  to  stake  its 
existence  on  present  means  of  defense. 
Money  put  into  battleships  and  forts, 
as  at  present  constituted,  may  be 
money  thrown  away.  The  submarines, 
aeroplanes,  long-range  guns,  floating 
mines  and  other  slaughterous  devices 
of  modern  offensive  warfare  will  com- 
pel changed  methods  of  defense.  After 
the  European  nations  get  through 
hammering  each  other  we  shall  better 
understand  how  to  equip  our  own 
army  and  navy  so  as  to  make  them  at 
once  a  protection  for  ourselves  and  a 
terror  to  our  enemies.  It  is  at  least 
well  enough  to  go  slow. 

No  state  officer  receives  more  com- 
pliments for  work  courteously,  well 
and  thoroughly  performed  than  our 
worthy  Lynn  citizen,  Thomas  F. 
Pedrick,  custodian  of  the  State  House. 


It  seems  strange  that  with  such  a 
vast  amount  of  money  represented  in 
the  Classical  high  school  building  that 
pupils  have  to  be  dismissed  on  a  cold 
day  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  heat.  It 
does  seem  as  if  the  poor  city  of  Lynn 
was  the  "goat"  in  every  direction,  and 
it  appears  that  despite  the  money  and 
care  expended,  this  much  abused 
municipality  gets  the  raw  end  of  every 
proposition.  Were  a  private  business 
to  be  run  like  many  of  the  city  de- 
partments, it  would  survive  a  sheriff's 
visit  by  about  thirty  days. 

We  notice  a  local  paper  says:  "The 
Lynn  Board  of  Health  is  praised  by 
the  state  for  thorough  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hoof  and  mouth  disease." 
That  is  all  very  well,  but — there  will 
be  hoof  and  mouth  and  other  diseases 
in  the  immediate  City  Hall  neighbor- 
hood, if  the  Board  of  Health  cannot 
collect  house  garbage  more  than  once 
in  two  or  three  weeks.

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The  chief  trouble  in  the  amusement 
world  has  been  overspeciilation,  which 
has  resulted  in  the  building  of  too 
many  theatres  and  the  production  of 
too  many  plays.  The  reaction  from 
this  condition,  together  with  the  com- 
petition into  which  the  high-priced 
theatres  were  brought  with  the  picture 
theatres,  has  been  operating  for  some 
seasons  to  bring  about  a  situation 
which  the  wartime  stringency  has  ren- 
dered acute.  As  to  the  public  attitude, 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  with  the  increas- 
ing number  of  theatres,  "stars"  and 
plays  the  average  intelligent  man's 
interest  in  the  theatre  has  become  at- 
tenuated.

Just  as  a  matter  of  record  we  would 
state  that  the  most  terrible  calamity 
ever  known  to  humanity  is  now  pos- 
sessing the  people  of  England  and 
Europe.  Twenty  million  men  are  at 
war,  spending  forty  million  dollars  per 
day  in  carrying  on  the  contest.  Noth- 
ing was  ever  known  like  it  in  the 
human  era  and  it  is  wholly  the  work 
of  mankind,  showing  the  utter  folly  of 
rulers  possessing  power  to  plunge 
their  people  into  war. 


By  investing  a  little  money  here  and 
a  little  money  there,  by  spreading 
one's  investments  over  as  wide  a  field 
as  possible  not  only  geographically, 
but  in  the  inherent  nature  of  various 
enterprises,  one  is  likely  to  be  the 
safest  in  the  long  run.  In  investing 
one  must  look  not  only  at  the  present 
but  to  the  future.  The  future,  how- 
ever, except  to  a  limited  extent,  does 
not  give  up  its  secrets.  Hence  arises 
the  advisability  of  diffusing  invest- 
ments over  a  field  so  wide  that  it  can- 
not be  all  reached  by  an  adverse  turn 
of  the  wheels  of  fortune.

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Reports  from  the  employment  offices 
and  the  trade  unions  indicate  a  de- 
pressed condition  of  the  labor  market. 
During  the  month  of  October  the  num- 
ber of  skilled  and  unskilled  men  em- 
ployed in  the  building  trades  was 
materially  decreased,  leaving  a  large 
percentage  of  unemployed.  The  same 
condition  prevailed  in  the  metal  and 
textile  industries.  The  report  of  the 
local  offices  of  the  state  free  employ- 
ment agency  made  special  comment  on 
these  facts  and  pointed  out  that  not 
since  October,  1908,  was  there  such  a 
small  number  of  persons  callea  for  by 
employers  or  such  a  small  number  of 
positions  reported  filled. 

The  Bell  Telephone  system  in  this 
country  runs  over  sixteen  million 
miles  of  roadway,  is  installed  in  70,000 
cities  and  towns,  has  8,500,000  tele- 
phones in  everyday  use,  and  150,000 
employees.  Government  ownership 
would  wither  and  ruin  the  great  struc- 
ture.

How  long  Europe  can 
keep  it  up  is  a  question  still  to  be  an- 
swered, but  war  has  its  own  economics 
which  sometimes  seem  to  defy  com- 
putation— while  angry  men  can  get 
food  and  cartridges  they  can  keep  on 
fighting,  as  the  case  of  Mexico  has 
shown.  But  it  will  be  a  terrific  bill 
for  posterity  to  pay.

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A  Health  Hint  Aljout  Automobile  Siding- 

A  good  deal  has  been  written  about 
the  effect  of  the  automobile  on  the 
health.  There  is  one  thing  along  this 
line  which  ought  to  be  emphasized 
more  than  it  is.  The  most  important 
health  hint  so  far  as  the  automobile 
is  concerned  is  to  be  careful  and  not 
go  too  fast.  The  person  in  an  auto- 
mobile moving  at  twen+y  miles  an  hour 
has  a  very  good  chance  to  escape  if 
an  accident  happens.  If  the  same  car 
is  moving  at  forty  miles  an  hour,  there 
is  practically  no  chance  at  all.  The 
blow  struck  by  the  automobile  moving 
forty  miles  an  hour  is  the  same  as  a 
person  would  sustain  in  falling  fifty- 
three  feet.  Imagine  how  you  would 
feel  if  you  were  on  the  top  of  a  battle- 
ment fifty-three  feet  high  and  con- 
templated jumping  off.  But  you  would 
receive  exactly  the  same  fall  if  your 
automobile  moving  forty  miles  an  hour 
ran  against  something.  Sixty  miles  an 
hour,  a  common  boast  of  "joy  riders" 
would  be  equal  to  a  fall  of  121  feet,  or 
from  the  top  of  an  ordinary  church 
steeple.

The  people  of 
Germany  have  been  taught  a  series  of 
commandments,  ten  in  number,  that 
have  in  them  the  basic  principle  of  a 
patriotism  that  is  mighty  for  the  peo- 
ple of  any  nation  to  possess.  These 
commandments  are  scattered  broad- 
cast throughout  the  Empire.  They  are 
found  in  the  form  of  pamphlets  and  on 
post  cards;  they  are  read  in  the  news- 
paper and  in  the  magazine.  But  they 
are  not  only  read  by  the  people,  they 
are  taught,  they  are  lived  by  the  people 
of  the  German  Empire.  These  com- 
mandments are  as  follows: — - 

1.  Never  lose  sight  of  the  interests 
of  the   fatherland. 

2.  Do  not  forget  that  when  you  buy 
a  foreign  product,  no  matter  if  it  is 
only  a  cent's  worth,  you  diminish  the 
fatherland's  wealth  by  just  so  much. 

3.  Your  money  should  profit  only 
German   inerchants   and   workmen. 

4.  Do  not  profane  German  soil. 

5.  A  German  should  wear  only  Ger- 
man made  clothing,  and  he  should  use 
only  German  made  machines  and  tools. 

6.  Never  allow  to  be  served  at  your 
table,  foreign  fruits  and  meats,  thus 
wronging   German   grocers. 

7.  German  flour,  German  fruits,  and 
German  beer  alone  make  German 
strength. 

8.  If  you  do  not  like  German  nialted 
coffee,  drink  coffee  from  the  German 
colonies.  If  you  prefer  chocolate  or 
cocoa  for  the  children,  have  a  care  that 
the  chocolate  and  cocoa  are  of  exclu- 
sively German  production. 

9.  Do  not  let  foreign  boasters  defer 
you  from  these  said  precepts. 

10.  Be  convinced,  whatever  you  may 
hear,  that  the  best  products,  which  are 
alone  worthy  of  the  German  citizen,  are 
German  products. 

Now,  when  you  think  of  a  nation  of 
people  living  a  series  of  command- 
ments like  these,  what  can  you  expect 
but  that  the  nation  should  be  strong 
commercially;  and  what  would  be  the 
strength  of  our  country  if  our  people 
were  taught  to  think  of  their  country 
in  the  same  spirit?

If  Germany  were  seeking  the  aid  of 
tlie  United  States  as  an  ally,  there 
would  be  adequate  reason  for  anxiety 
to  have  German  victories  amply  set 
forth  for  American  readers.  But  as  the 
Cologne  Gazette  justly  remarks,  news 
of  military  operation  will  not  suffice  to 
win  sympathy.  It  is  not  impossible 
that  too  overwhelming  a  display  of 
strength  might  have  the  contrary  ef- 
fect. The  surest  way  for  Germany  to 
win  sympathy  would  be  to  suffer 
something  of  what  Belgium  has  suf- 
fered. The  most  effective  way  to  ex- 
cuse "hacking  through"  would  be  to 
show  that  it  was  threatened  by  superi- 
or forces.  So  long  as  the  war  is  on 
even  terms,  or  with  Germany  claiming 
superiority,  all  the  arguments  based 
on  weakness  lose  something  of  their 
force.  As  a  matter  of  fact  sympathy 
and  military  diagnoses  do  not  always 
go  together.  In  1870  many  who  sym- 
pathized with  France  believed  that 
Germany  would  win  by  its  better 
preparation  and  sounder  condition.  In 
1861  many  who  sympathized  with  the 
South  believed  that  the  North  would 
win  by  its  greater  resources  in  men, 
money,  and  material.  News  of  vic- 
tories, therefore,  does  not  affect  those 
who  sympathize  with  the  other  side. 
The  victories  may  be  left  lo  take  care 
of  tliemselves  and  cannot  long  be  con- 
cealed: what  the  unsympathetic  want 
is  evidence  that  the  victories  are  won 
in  a  just  cause.

It  has  always  been  a  source  of  won- 
der to  visitors  to  Lynn  why  the  city 
should  be  so  deficient  in  the  matter  of 
garages.

One  day  recently  a  woman  leaving 
a  street  car  on  Andrew  street  informed 
the  conductor  that  a  woman  on  the  in- 
side of  the  car  (pointing  toward  her) 
wanted  to  leave  the  car  at  "the  nearest 
point  to  Goddard  Brothers'  store."  The 
conductor  said  he  did  not  know  where 
the  store  was  located.  Everybody  in 
the  car  smiled  and  wondered  if  the 
conductor  was  aware  of  the  location  of 
Central  square. 


Mr.  Henry  W.  Ford,  having  made  a 
great  fortune  in  automobiles,  feels, 
somewhat  naturally,  that  he  is  capable 
of  deciding  off-hand  some  of  the  most 
vexing  sopial  subjects.  He  thinks  that 
a  man  needs  only  $5  or  $10  a  day  to 
become  an  exemplary  citizen,  but  the 
possession  of  so  much  wealth  per  diem 
has  not  in  the  past  served  to  keep  all 
men  honest.  And  furthermore,  as  re- 
marked by  the  Philadelphia  Record, 
"if  the  Ford  scale  of  wages  could  be 
universally  applied,  how  much  good 
would  it  do  the  recipients?  This  is  one 
of  the  deep,  dark  mysteries  of  econ- 
omics, but  it  has  to  be  faced.  If  every- 
body got  wages  starting  at  $5  and  run- 
ning up  nobody  knows  how  high,  prices 
of  every  sort  would  go  up  in  propor- 
tion. The  experiment  has  been  tried 
often  enough.  Almost  every  country 
has  cut  its  dollars,  or  pounds,  or  marks 
in  two  in  order  to  make  more  of  them, 
and  everybody  has  received  more  of 
them  for  wages,  and  felt  rich,  and  then 
paid  out  more  of  them  for  everything, 
and  found  himself  poor;  generally 
poorer  than  before,  for  prices  always 
rise  faster  than  M^ages."

With  six  cylinder  cars  of 
proved  quality  selling  under  $1,500; 
with  a  car  of  four  cylinder,  water 
cooled  motor  type  to  be  had  for  $295; 
with  a  six  cylinder  car  for  $785  and  one 
with  an  eight  cylinder  motor  for  close 
on  to  $1,400,  revision  downward  has 
evidently  been  the  slogan  of  the  manu- 
facturer.

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Iiynn  Needs  a  New  Charter 

When  considering  the  need  of  a  new 
charter  for  Lynn  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  present  charter  was 
adopted  by  the  following  vote:  — 

Registered    votes 16,839 

Favoring  change  of  charter  4,600 

Against  change  of  charter 2,374 

For  Plan  1  3,749 

For  Plan  2  „ 2,971 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  that  the 
present  charter  was  favored  by  only 
a  little  more  than  one-quarter  of  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  and  it  is 
not  such  a  "unanimous  document"  as 
some  of  its  sponsors  would  give  people 
to  understand. 

There  are  defects  in  the  present 
charter  and  they  will  be  amended 
some  day,  altho  at  present  people  do 
not  seem  to  be  awake  to  the  impor- 
tance of  a  change. 

No  body  which  makes  appropriations 
should  spend  the  money. 

There  should  be  a  board  of  aldermen 
representing  all  the  wards,  or  a  finance 
commission,  to  pass  on  appropriations. 

We  have  a  respectable  and  conscien- 
tious commission  at  the  present  time 
but  in  the  hands  of  unscrupulous  men 
the  present  charter  would  be  decidedly 
out  of  order  and  a  menace  to  the 
public. 

It  is  an  unsafe  document,  and  when 
the  public  temper  is  right  the  altera- 
tions will  be  made  for  the  material  in- 
terest and  welfare  of  this  community. 

There  is  not  much  left  for  the  city 
to  do,  in  a  municipal  way,  because  the 
State  does  about  three-quarters  of  the 
direction.  Were  this  not  true  the 
present  charter  would  be  practically 
impossible. 

Lynn's  debt  has  grown  by  leaps  and 
bounds  under  the  present  charter. 
There  is  "safety  in  numbers"  Avhen  a 
city  government  is  under  considera- 
tion. 

Representative  Mann  of  Illinois 
thinks  the  day  will  come  "when  the 
vast  hords  of  Americans  who  now  go 
to  see  the  mild  scenery  of  Europe 
will  go  to  see  the  grand  scenery  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains."  Rocky  Mountain 
scenery  is  all  right,  it  is  rich  in  natural 
beauty  and  grandeur,  but  it  will  never 
appeal  to  the  lover  of  history,  litera- 
ture and  art  as  does  the  scenery  of 
Europe,  which  is  transfigured  and  hal- 
lowed by  human  associations,  says  the 
Banker  and  Tradesman. 


The  Ethics  of  the  Plasr 

Why  should  people  in  the  United 
States  make  such  a  fuss  over  the  fact 
that  a  British  vessel  raised  the  Ameri- 
can flag,  when  it  was  such  a  general 
custom  during  the  Civil  War  for  United 
States  merchantmen,  when  closely 
pressed  by  Confederate  privateers,  to 
hoist  the  British  flag,  so  that  th  s  subter- 
fuge lost  all  its  force  and  failed  to 
defend  such  vessels  against  being 
overhauled  and  forced  to  show  their 
papers? 

Capt.  Clement  P.  Jayne,  who  resided 
on  Centre  street,  Lynn  was  master  of 
one  of  the  finest  clipper  ships  of  that 
time,  and  once,  in  compliance  with  in- 
structions by  the  owners,  when  hard 
pressed  by  the  Confederate  privateer 
F'lorida,  he  raised  the  English  flag, 
and  also  outsailed  the  Florida.  But 
in  relating  the  incident  after  his  re- 
turn, he  said  that  he  would  never  be 
subjected  to  such  indignity  again,  and 
would  sooner  allow  the  vessel  to  be 
sunk. 

Although  at  that  time  both  England 
and  France  were  more  than  critical, 
diplomatically,  it  is  not  recalled  that 
there  was  any  record  of  protest  made 
against  such  use  of  their  flags  by 
merchantmen;  but  it  is  apparent  that 
the  present  department  of  state  at 
Washington  does  not  care  for  such  de- 
tails as  precedents. 

The  use  of  the  American  flag  by  the 
Lusitania  was  an  absurd  attempt  at 
concealment,  because  the  "Lusi"  is  th« 
only  passenger  steamer  on  the  high 
seas  having  four  funnels,  the  other 
three  of  that  description  being  German 
vessels  interned  in  foreign  ports. 

There  are  some  indications  that  a 
movement  in  favor  of  amending  the 
absurd  tax  laws  of  Massachusetts  will 
be  successful.  That  the  Common- 
wealth could  successfully  compel  the 
payment  of  taxes  on  intangible  prop- 
erty on  the  present  basis  of  taxation 
is  out  of  the  question  and  any  attempt 
to  do  so  would  result  as  disastrously  as 
did  a  similar  effort  in  Ohio.  It  is  per- 
fectly feasible  for  residents  of  the 
State  to  remove  their  taxable  intan- 
gible property,  their  stocks  and  bonds, 
outside  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  can 
anyone  doubt  that  this  would  be  done 
if  an  attempt  at  what  amounts  to  vir- 
tual confiscation  were  made?

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The  appointment  ot  James  H.  Sisk 
as  a  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  is  a 
tribute  to  a  lawyer  who  knows  the  law 
and  who  possesses,  what  is  equally  im- 
portant, a  good  fund  of  common  sense. 
After  nearly  three  hundred  years  a 
Massachusetts  settlement,  this  is  the 
first  appointment  of  a  Lynn  man  to  a 
seat  on  the  Superior  Court  bench.  It 
was  time,  indeed,  that  such  a  tribute 
should  be  paid  to  a  Lynn  citizen. 
Judge  Sisk  well  deserves  the  honor. 
Always  attentive  to  duty,  and  under 
all  circumstances  the  gentleman, 
Lynn  citizens,  generally,  heartily  ap- 
prove his  elevation.  A  man  of  the 
people  has  been  dulv  honored. 

The  Bank  Commissioner  has  official- 
ly sanctioned  advertising  for  savings 
banks.

Two  more  big  guns,  said  to  be  of  14- 
incli  caliber,  were  shipped  from  New 
York  last  week  on  a  British  liner. 
They  came  from  the  Bethlehem  steel 
works  like  those  shipped  a  'W'eek 
earlier.  Certainly  the  Krupp  works  at 
Essen  will  be  put  to  it  to  rival  the 
ordnance  output  of  England,  France, 
Russia  and  Japan  supplemented  by 
such  considerable  contributions  from 
this  country.  The  price  of  these  guns 
is  not  stated,  but  it  must  be  in  excess 
of  $100,000  each. 


Prof.  Zueblin  in  Chicago  once  told 
the  following  story,  to  illustrate  how 
Boston  people  are  looked  on  in  the 
West.

Losses  by  fire  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  December  31,  1914,  as  compiled 
from  the  carefully  kept  records  of  the 
New  York  "Journal  of  Commerce  and 
Commercial  Bulletin,"  aggregate  the 
enormous  sum  of  $235,591,350,  or 
nearly  eleven  million  dollars  more 
than  the  sum  charged  against  the 
preceding  year.  This  is  the  heaviest 
loss  to  property  by  fire  during  the  his- 
tory of  the  country,  with  three  excep- 
tions, namely,  1908,  the  year  of  the 
Chelsea,  Mass.,  and  three  other  con- 
flagrations; 1906,  the  year  of  the  San 
Francisco  conflagration,  and  1904,  the 
year  of  the  Baltimore  conflagration. 
The  fire  losses  of  1914  were  augmented 
by  the  Salem,  Mass.,  conflagration, 
costing  thirteen  million  dollars,  but 
averaged  moderate  until  the  last  two 
months  of  the  year,  when  the  general 
burning  ratio  increased  phenomenally. 
-♦- 

When  the  government  interferes 
with  business,  prosperity  ceases.  No 
more  effective  body  blow  could  be 
dealt  this  country  than  to  have  gov- 
ernment ownership  of  railroads  and 
other  public  service  companies.  As  an 
example  of  the  honest  way  in  which 
the  government  conducts  business, 
simply  consider  the  parcel  post  method 
of  transporting  gold,  flour  and  ore  in 
sacks,  and  not  paying  the  carriers,  yet 
the  officials  back  of  it  all  are  investi- 
gating corporations.  And  there  are 
no  greater  preachers  of  moral  upright- 
ness than  these  same  politicians  who 
confiscate  and  annihilate  established 
business,  while  the  widows  and 
orphans,  dependent  on  corporations 
for  a  livelihood,  witness  the  savings 
of  a  lifetime  vanish  in  thin  air. 

It  is  asserted  that  one  of  the  results 
of  the  war  is  a  dwindling  in  the  in- 
comes of  English  physicians.  The  ex- 
planation offered  is  that  the  war  has 
given  persons  not  so  sick  as  they 
thought  they  were  something  else  to 
think  of  than  their  ailments.  It  is 
difficuH  to  see  much  good  in  the 
present  (Conflict,  but  undoubtedly  many 
consult  a  doctor  when  they  would  be 
better  if  they  did  nothing  of  the  sort 
and  avoided  all  medicine. 
■t- 

The  state  highway,  from  Saugus 
river  to  Commercial  street,  once  the 
best  drained  road  hereabouts,  now  bids 
fair  to  be  the  worst  drained,  by  a 
filling  of  the  marsh  land  on  both  sides. 
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There  is  peculiar  poignance  and 
possibly  some  significance  in  a  private 
letter  just  received  from  a  German 
university  town.  Referring  to  little 
children,  the  writer,  a  German  woman 
(jf  rare  qualities,  adds:  "At  present 
they  seem  to  be  the  only  gay  creatures 
in  my  poor  country,  where  everybody 
seems  to  be  sad  and  out  of  spirits.  .  . 
.  You  cannot  form  a  notion  of  how 
we  are  all  longing  for  peace."  It 
would  be  unjust  to  make  this  a  basis 
for  the  suggestion  that  the  German 
people  are  faltering,  says  the  Spring- 
field Republican.  Other  letters  from 
the  same  source  have  breathed  too  fine 
a  courage.  But  it  does  suggest  that  if 
the  common  people  in  the  warring  na- 
tions— those  whom  Lincoln  said  God 
must  love — could  speak  their  hearts 
and  minds  to  each  other  the  war  would 
cease.  When  the  spirit  of  that  letter, 
with  its  lament  for  the  fallen,  is  mul- 
tiplied by  the  deaths  of  millions  more, 
<'an  the  war  still  go  on? 


Will  the  Boston  Traveller  do  us  a.nd 
others  a  favor  by  squelching  "The  Hall 
Room  Boys?"  Puerile,  silly  and  in- 
.sipid  are  the  words. 


Telephoning  to  San  Francisco  is  not 
commercially  profitable,  by  the  way. 
The  user  of  such  a  service  for  three 
minutes,  says  the  Boston  News  Bureau, 
ties  up  a  $2,000,000  investment,  and 
that  must  be  expensive  even  for  three 
minutes.  "The  line  was  not  built  with 
the  design  of  being  a  revenue  producer. 
The  day  is  far  distant  when  it  can  be. 
But  it  is  a  sort  of  insurance  proposition 
and  bears  about  the  same  relation  to 
the  telephone  field  that  the  discovery 
and  reaching  of  the  north  pole  has  al- 
ways carried  in  the  field  of  explora- 
tion."

The  shorter  the  session  of  state  or 
national  bodies  the  warmer  the  praise 
from  the  harassed  public. 

Another  government  folly  fades 
away  in  thin  air  with  the  dismissal  of 
the  suit  against  the  United  Shoe  Ma- 
chinery Company. 


Lynn  mourns  two  valued  citizens 
lost — the  kindly  man  of  business,  the 
earnest  teacher  of  its  youth — -A.  Jus 
Johnson  and  Eugene  D.  Russell. 

Moving  from  Chicago  to  Massachu- 
setts to  avoid  burdensome  taxation 
looks  to  most  Bay  State  people  like 
jumping  from  the  frying  pan  into  the 
fire. 

Chief  Burckes  does  well  to  enforce 
the  law  regarding  bicycles  and  other 
vehicles  being  lighted  at  night.  A 
large  per  cent,  of  unnecessary  acci- 
dents are  caused  by  the  neglect  of 
careless  people  in  this  particular. 

If  you  happened  to  witness  that 
drunken  brawl  on  Union  street  last 
month,  be  of  good  cheer.  Next  fall 
we'll  have  a  picnic  for  children  and  a 
waving  of  American  flags,  as  we  boost 
the  battle  cry  of  "License  and  Better 
Business" — for  the  police. 


Lynn  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
two  new  sub-libraries  shortly  to  be 
built  from  money  supplied  by  the 
Carnegie  foundation.  Nor  is  the  fact 
to  be  lost  sight  of  that  these  libraries 
are  due,  in  no  small  degree,  to  the  ac- 
tive, alert  energy  of  the  present  Com- 
missioner of  Finance. 


How  can  anyone  honestly  favor 
government  ownership  when  every- 
thing the  government  does  costs  more 
than  when  done  by  private  owners? 
Former  President  Taft  gives  many  in- 
stances of  waste  and  extravagance  in 
Government  departments,  in  his  arti- 
cles in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
and  in  the  case  of  building  battleships 
it  is  shown  that  it  cost  over  $300,000 
more  to  build  the  New  York  in  the 
New  York  navy  yard  than  it  did  to 
build  a  sister  ship,  the  Texas,  in  a 
private  establishment. 


This  war  is  primarily  a  political 
struggle,  a  grapple  between  two  oppos- 
ing ideals  of  national  rights,  of  world 
destiny,  of  life.  It  is  a  fight  to  decide 
whether  the  earth  shall  pay  homage  to 
a  suzerain,  as  the  Roman  world  paid 
homage  to  the  Caesars,  or  shall  go 
its  old  way,  with  each  nation  manag- 
ing its  own  affairs,  controlling  its  own 
territory,  making  and  keeping  bar- 
gains on  its  own  hook. 

One  of  the  most  serious  economic 
questions  confronting  the  city  of  Lynn 
is  the  annual  financial  drain  of  county 
expenditures.  The  subject  is  worthy 
our  commissioners'  closest  attention 
and  any  reduction  on  this  expense  will 
be  gladly  welcomed  by  the  over 
burdened  tax  payer. 


Get  new  factories  for  Lynn;  keep 
old  factories  here.  This  is  the  issue 
in  Lynn.  Build,  construct,  and  at  the 
same  time  conserve  present  industries. 
Why  parade  our  petty  prejudices  as 
business  passes  from  the  city?  Lynn's 
saddest  scar  is  lack  of  Unity  with  a 
capital  U.

"No  woman  of  refinement  will  wear 
on  the  street,  in  church  or  while  on  a 
shopping  tour  clothes  that  will  attract 
undue  attention  to  herself,"  was  the 
opinion  expressed  by  Frank  Alvah 
Parsons,  president  of  the  New  York 
School  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts. 
"There  is  no  harm  in  a  woman  using 
rouge  and  powder,  unless  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  can  be  detected,"  he 
said.

He  thought  women  should  not 
give  their  castoff  finery  to  their  ser- 
vants, who  know  no  better  than  to 
wear  their  gayest  apparel  on  all  occa- 
sions, -f 

Postmaster  Murray's  vaporous  re- 
marks in  behalf  of  government  owner- 
ship fit  well  the  politician  who  looks 
to  politics,  government  patronage  and 
national  institutions — like  the  post 
oflRce — for  their  financial  staff  of  life. 
Summed  up,  we  might  add,  govern- 
ment ownership  keeps  the  roof  over 
the  head  of  the  politician  and  pro- 
vides a  job  for  any  "ex-friend  of  the 
people"  with  or  without  merit.

In  New  York  City  the  father  of  the 
prospective  bride  nervously  toyed 
with  a  cablegram  demanding  a  com- 
pletely furnished  house  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy the  day  of  the  nuptials. 

Perhaps  fearing  some  dire  conse- 
quence if  he  so  much  as  protested 
against  the  lack  of  time,  the  father, 
as  usual,  sought  the  advice  of  an  at- 
torney.

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Our  Medal  for  Honor 

Americans  of  average  information 
know  about  the  Victoria  cross,  the 
iron  cross,  the  cross  of  the  legion  of 
honor.  These  are  rewards  of  heroism 
which  would  mark  a  man  above  his 
fellows  even  in  this  foreign  land. 

But  how  many  Americans  know 
what  our  medal  of  honor  is? 

How  many  Americans  know  that  the 
modest  American  soldiers  who  wear 
the  medal  of  honor  wear  a  decoration 
that  is  among  the  rarest  and  most 
diflRcult  to  win  among  military  honors? 

The  cross  of  the  legion  of  honor,  es- 
tablished by  Napoleon  in  1802,  and 
while  founded  to  signalize  deeds  of 
special  daring  in  war,  was  after  given 
freely  for  civil  distinctions.  Nearly 
10,000  German  soldiers  were  decorated 
with  the  iron  cross  in  the  seven 
months  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war, 
while  in  the  more  than  half-century 
since  the  creation  of  our  honor  roll 
only  3088  have  been  granted,  and  of 
these  nearly  900  were  given  under  a 
mistaken  reading  of  the  law. 

The  holder  of  the  medal  of  honor 
must  have  "distinguished  himself  con- 
spicuously by  gallantry  and  intre- 
pidity, at  the  risk  of  his  life,  beyond 
the  call  of  duty."  This  standard  which 
bars  out  action,  however  brave,  in  the 
course  of  duty,  and  includes  only  acts 
of  daring  which  a  man  might  refuse  or 
avoid  without  rebuke,  is  said  to  be  un- 
equaled.

Echoes  from  a  Western  Trip 

Some  corner  lots  in  Riverside,  Cali- 
fornia, are  used  as  public  croquet 
grounds,  several  for  men,  others  for 
children.  You  get  "the  implements  of 
play"  and  wait  upon  yourself,  boxing 
them  when  finished. 

Riverside  is  termed  "The  City  Beau- 
tiful." 

The  Grand  Canyon  hotel  water  is 
brought  130  miles,  and  the  water  costs 
$40,000  annually.  That  is  one  reason 
why  hotel  rates,  first  class,  are  close 
to  $10  per  day,  per  person. 

The  Grand  Canyon  is  260  miles  long, 
10  to  15  miles  wide,  a  mile  or  more  in 
depth,  has  rock  colors  never  repro- 
duced by  man,  and  has  an  area  of  800,- 
000  square  miles.  It  is  a  government 
reservation.  No  person  has  yet  de- 
scribed it.  It  is  "the  eighth  wonder 
of  the  world." 

A  man — Fred  Harvey — has  been 
made  Immortal  by  organizing  a  dining 
service  on  Sante  Fe  trains  and  hotels. 
Dead  several  years,  his  name  is  in 
evidence  all  along  the  line.  "The 
Harvey  system"  has  a  world-wide 
reputation. 

Chicago  lake  winds  in  March  are 
more  bitter  and  cruel  than  Lynn's 
famous  east  winds. 

Chicago  police  officers  are  most 
shabby  in  appearance. 

The  Marshall  Field  Chicago  store  is 
not  excelled  in  the  world.  Many  Lynn- 
made  shoes  are  sold  there. 

As  one  travels  to  the  Pacific  coast 
he  finds  that  J.  J.  Grover's  Son's  shoes 
are  the  most  generally  used  Lynn  shoe 
product.  Too  bad,  these  shoes  are  not 
wholly  made  in  Lynn,  as  formerly. 

Mount  Robidoux,  in  Riverside,  Cali- 
fornia, contains  all  of  the  rocks  in 
town,  being  one  complete  mass.  There 
is  scarcely  ever  found  a  rock  as  large 
as  a  hen's  egg  in  other  sections  of  the 
town. 

Riverside  has  the  star  climate  in 
America.  Ten  months  of  sunshine. 
Never  hot,  never  cold.  If  you  get 
water  you  may  raise  anything.  No 
very  rich  or  very  poor  in  the  town  of 
18,000.  A  church  bell  is  not  allowed. 
Model  city  blocks,  numbered  one  way, 
names  another,  four  blocks  to  the  mile. 

Riverside  is  the  cleanest  small  city 
in  the  United  States.  Largely  popu- 
lated by  eastern  people,  many  from  in 
and  about  Boston. 

Riverside  is   said  to   ship   six   thou- 


sand car  loads  yearly  of  oranges, 
lemons  and  grape  fruit.  The  writer 
saw  oranges  and  grape  fruit  growing 
on  the  same  tree  and  picked  the  fruit. 
Dates,  figs,  apricots,  walnuts,  are  also 
produced.  Orange  trees  are  more 
common  than  apple  trees  in  the  east. 

Nearly  one  thousand  Indians  are  be- 
ing educated  at  the  United  States  Sher- 
man Institute  in  Riverside.  Grounds 
and  buildings  are  beautiful. 

Private  estates,  more  beautiful  than 
most  public  parks,  are  open  to  the 
public  in  Riverside  and  Redlands.  In 
the  latter  town  is  the  Smiley  Heights 
estate  with  nine  thousand  specimens 
of  flowers  and  trees.  It  is  one  of  the 
garden  spots  of  the  world. 

Magnolia  and  Victoria  avenues  in 
Riverside  go  through  twenty  miles  of 
orange  groves. 

California  poppies  and  wild  flowers 
excite  wonderment. 

The  Mission  Inn  in  Riverside  is  one 
of  the  most  unique  hotels  in  the  world. 
The  Inn  "Garden  of  Bells"  contains 
the  largest  collection  of  bells  in  the 
world.  The  Inn  cathedral  organ  is  a 
marvel.  This  resort  has  features  not 
duplicated  anywhere.  The  mission 
idea  prevails  in  all  appointm  nts  and 
furnishings.  The  grounds  are  garden 
spots. 

Twenty  thousand  acre  vineyards  in 
California  are  not  uncommon. 

Riverside  is  much  like  southern  Italy 
— only  "more  so,"  in  a  productive 
sense.  The  town  has  no  factories  or 
isolated  stores.  All  buildings  and 
stores  are  regulated. 
-♦-

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Business  Comments   by   President   Vail 

One  of  the  most  interesting  sections 
of  the  New  England  Telephone  Com- 
pany's annual  report  is  that  which 
deals  with  regulation  and  control  of 
business  by  a  commission  and  business 
court. 

After  discussing  the  evils  of  too 
drastic  regulation,  and  the  abuses 
which  are  sure  to  follow  the  adoption 
of  revolutionary  methods,  President 
Vail  admits  the  advantages  of  such 
commissions  when  run  in  the  interests 
of  the  people.     He  says: 

"If  the  public  can  be  brought  to 
realize  fully  that  the  problems  to  be 
solved  by  these  courts  are  the  most 
vital  of  all  questions,  and  to  the  whole 
public  far  more  vital  and  important 
than  any  of  the  questions  before  the 
higher  courts,  then  and  not  until  then 
will  these  business  courts  have  their 
proper  position  in  the  public  mind  and 
be  esteemed  for  their  true  worth. 

"To  reap  the  greatest  benefit  from 
both  courts  and  judges,  they  should 
be  of  sufficient  number  to  avoid  all  de- 
lay and  give  each  question  a  prompt 
hearing  and  decision.  The  judges 
should  have  a  sufficient  tenure  of  office 
to  enable  them  to  become  familiar  with 
the  questions  upon  which  they  have 
to  pass,  and  with  the  practice,  the 
precedents  and  economic  laws  con- 
trolling them. 

"And  above  all,  if  there  are  to  be 
courts  of  commerce  or  commissions 
then  the  settlement  of  all  matters 
which  have  been  referred  to  such 
courts  by  the  legislature  should  be  left 
to  them." 

The  statement  has  been  made  by 
competent  authorities  and  after  care- 
ful investigation,  that  84  per  cent,  of 
the  business  failures  in  this  country 
are  non-advertisers.  And  yet  we  find 
business  men  who  still  claim  that  they 
are  "so  well  known"  that  they  do  not 
need  to  advertise,  or  else  they  "haven't 
time"  to  attend  to  it.  What  utter  fool- 
ishness this  is!  In  fact  it  is  suicidal, 
as  proven  by  the  indisputable  figures 
quoted  above.  Advertising  is  the 
greatest  selling  factor  in  the  business 
world  today — in  good  times  and  bad 
it  goes  ahead,  making  the  name  and 
goods  of  the  advertiser  known  and 
remembered.  The  man  who  ignors 
facts  should  not  complain  if  he  finds 
himself  among  the  84  per  cent,  al- 
ready mentioned.

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  great 
many  citizens  are  dissatisfied  with  the 
way  in  which  a  good  deal  of  the  city's 
business  is  conducted.  What  the  citi- 
zens would  like  to  be  sure  of  is  that 
public  affairs  are  being  cared  for  in 
business-like  fashion  and  that  political 
considerations,  petty  personal  animo- 
sities, selfish  interests  of  public  ser- 
vants, incompetence  and  indifference 
are  not  costing  the  city  a  great  deal. 
Graft  is  not  essential  to  very  bad  gov- 
ernment. Mismanagement  of  affairs 
operates  in  many  ways  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  a  municipality.  Work  may 
be  honestly  but  badly  done;  or  projects 
may  be  undertaken  in  the  wrong  way 
or  at  the  wrong  time;  or  there  may  be 
bad  judgment  as  to  the  capacity  of 
the  city  to  carry  burdens;  or  progres- 
sive movements  may  be  thwarted  or 
allowed  to  die  through  inattention  or 
procrastination;  or  jealous  jangles  in 
the  city  government  may  result  in  lack 
of  efficiency;  or  city  council  wrangles 
may  disgust  able  citizens  and  dis- 
courage them  from  offering  their  ser- 
vices; or  members  of  the  city  govern- 
ment may  bring  discredit  on  the  muni- 
cipal establishment  by  using  their 
public  office  for  their  personal  profit; 
or  politics  may  enter  into  department 
administration.

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Our  Debt  Bidden  City 
It  is  time  that  the  serious  minded 
people  of  Lynn  began  to  consider  the 
possibility  of  determining  a  definite 
financial  policy  for  the  city  with  a  full 
realization  of  what  will  happen  unless 
such  a  policy  is  determined  upon. 
During  ten  years  or  from  1905  to  1914 
the  net  water  debt  of  the  city  has  in- 
creased from  $1,458,491.86  to  $1,516,- 
632.24,  despite  the  fact  that  during  this 
period  there  have  been  paid  off 
$741,000  on  water  indebtedness,  and 
despite  the  fact  that  revenue  from  the 
water  department  has  increased  from 
$239,611.01  in  1905  to  $348,986.79  in 
1914,  so  that  the  water  department  in- 
stead of  being  better  than  self  sup- 
porting has  an  increasing  debt  despite 
an  enormous  increase  in  revenues. 

The  total  debt  of  the  city  other  than 
water  department  has  increased  from 
$1,662,994.81  to  $2,809,665.06  during  the 
same  period,  an  increase  of  over  68%. 
The  total  net  debt  of  the  city  has  in- 
creased from  $3,121,486.67  to  $4,326,- 
297.30,  an  increase  of  approximately 
28%.  Despite  this  increase  we  have 
paid  off  $3,284,300  of  our  debt.    During 


this  period  of  ten  years  we  have  paid 
in  interest  $2,111,127.70,  an  average  for 
each  of  the  ten  years  of  $211,112.77,  in 
other  words,  during  the  ten  years  our 
average  interest  payments  have  con- 
sumed taxes  on  a  valuation  each  year 
of  $10,555,600. 

The  interest  and  bond  requirements 
for  1915  show  an  increase  over  1914  of 
$69,116.17.  To  meet  this  increase  alone 
there  must  be  either  an  increase  in  our 
tax  rate,  or  we  must  find  in  increased 
valuations  $3,000,000.00.  The  problem 
for  the  future  is  simply  this:  Is  the 
debt  during  the  next  ten  years  to  in- 
crease a  further  28  per  cent  with  the 
resulting  increase  in  interest  and  bond 
requirements,  and  with  a  hopelessly 
debt  ridden  city  as  our  contribution  to 
the  problem  of  municipal  manage- 
ment? Or  are  we  going  to  have 
courage  enough  to  stop  borrowing 
money. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  school  house 
in  Ward  one  may  be  commenced  next 
fall.  Money  should  not  be  borrowed 
for  this  purpose,  however,  but  should 
come  from  the  tax  levy.

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One  of  the  strongest  incentives 
which  Commissioner  Bergengren  had 
to  induce  him  to  seek  Carnegie  branch 
libraries  for  Lynn,  was  the  result  of 
the  experiment  of  opening  a  branch 
library  in  a  small  twenty  by  thirty 
room  in  the  Lincoln  School  on  Gardi- 
ner street.  Here  over  eleven  hundred 
applications  were  made  the  first  day 
for  library  cards  and  of  this  number 
six  hundred  had  never  before  taken 
advantage  of  library  privileges.  Most 
interesting  of  all  is  the  fact  that  ap- 
proximately eighty  per  cent,  of  the 
applications  for  books  were  in  the 
field  of  non-fiction.  With  such  a  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Lynn 
to  avail  themselves  of  practical  library 
facilities  a  real  incentive  was  given  to 
Mr.  Bergengren  to  pursue  the  activi- 
ties which  have  resulted  in  the  sp'endid 
Carnegie  branch  libraries  soon  to  be 
opened  in  this  city. 


A  legislative  committee  has  reported 
a  bill  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
requiring  industrial  establishments  to 
furnish  free  drinking  water  to  em- 
ployes. It  is  difficult  to  understand 
just  why  such  a  bill  should  be  neces- 
sary. Certainly  it  would  be  supposed 
that  already  all  industrial  establish- 
ments have  drinking  water  accessible 
to  workmen.  Does  this  mean  that  such 
establishments  shall  furnish  special 
spring  waters  and  not  the  city  or  town 
water,  which  ought  to  be  suitable  for 
drinking  purposes  the  State  over?

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Lynn  streets  are  to  be  watered  in 
the  future  by  motor  trucks  which  will 
affect  a  considerable  saving  in  money 
and  water  to  the  city.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  was  a  40%  waste  by  use  of 
street  cars  for  this  purpose.  Over 
$6,000  a  year  will  be  saved  by  the  new 
trucks.  There  will  be  three  of  them, 
in  all,  and  they  will  do  the  entire  work. 

According  to  Commissioner  Cornet 
more  than  twice  as  many  building  per- 
mits are  being  signed  in  his  office  than 
a  year  ago,  and  as  many  are  being  is- 
sued daily  as  during  a  whole  week  in 
the  fall  of  last  year.  Most  building 
construction  is  in  the  eastern  section 
of  the  city. 

A  commission  of  five,  selected  by 
Finance  Commissioner  Bergengren  are 
to  meet  to  determine  a  readjustment 
of  the  tax  problem.  Such  a  commis- 
sion worked  wonders  in  Norwood  and 
should  be  a  practical  working  force  in 
Lynn. 

Government  ownership  means  na- 
tional extravagance. 


Money  should  not  be  borrowed  for 
the  city  to  use  in  street  improvements, 
because  although  such  work  is  neces- 
sary, it  does  not  have  a  survival  value, 
like  a  new  school  house  or  necessary 
lasting  public  work. 

Unless  a  new  economy  prevails  in 
Lynn,  we  will  shortly  be  reduced  to 
borrowing  money  to  pay  the  interest 
on  borrowed  money,  which  is  equiv- 
alent, in  every  business  man's  eyes,  to 
actual  bankruptcy. 

If  you  want  to  see  the  two  sides  of 
the  government  ownership  proposition, 
consider  the  reliability,  efficiency,  and 
service  of  the  telephone  companies  as 
compared  to  the  post  office.  And  in- 
cidentally, pay  both  buildings  a  visit 
some  day  and  compare  the  two  on  the 
same   basis.

Cumulus  clouds  move  from  a  region 
where  a  storm  is  forming. 

When  cirrus  clouds  are  moving 
rapidly  from  the  north  or  northeast, 
there  will  be  rain  within  twenty-four 
hours,  no  matter  how  cold  it  is. 

Wlien  cirrus  clouds  are  moving 
rapidly  from  the  south  or  southeast, 
there  probably  will  be  a  cold  rainstorm 
on  the  morrow,  if  it  be  in  the  summer, 
or  a  snowstorm  if  it  be  in  the  winter. 

The  wind  blows  in  a  circle  round  a 
storm.  Wlien  it  blows  from  the  north, 
the  heaviest  rain  is  east  of  you;  when 
it  blows  from  the  south,  the  heaviest 
rain  is  west  of  you;  when  it  blows 
from  the  east,  the  heaviest  rain  is 
south. 

The  wind  does  not  blow  unless  rain 
or  snow  is  falling  within  1,000  miles 
of  you. 

Heavy  white  frost  is  evidence  that  a 
storm  is  forming  within  100  miles 
north  or  northwest  of  you.

For  over  twenty-three  years  Mr.  Rus- 
sell was  principal  of  the  Lynn  Classical 
High  School,  a  post  which  he  filled 
with  honor  to  himself  and  to  the  city. 
His  death  is  a  loss  to  Lj-nn  and  a  blow 
that  the  city  can  ill  afford.  The  thou- 
sands of  pupils,  who  were  trained 
under  Mr.  Russell's  guidance,  unite  as 
one  to  mourn  the  loss  of  this  kind, 
lovable  and  genial  man.  Under  the 
most  trying  circumstances  Mr.  Russell 
v\-as  always  even  tempered,  amiable, 
and  considerate,  and  the  splendid  posi- 
tion attained  by  the  Classical  High 
School  in  the  world  of  education  is 
due,  in  no  small  degree,  to  his  enthusi- 
astic efforts  in  its  behalf.  His  sudden 
death  came  as  a  great  shock  to  his 
pupils  and  friends.  The  Lynn  Classi- 
cal high  school  wi;l  be  in  srood  hands 
if  the  ideals  and  plans  of  Mr.  Russell 
are  carried  out  by  his  successor. 

Prosperity  seems  to  be  on  the  up- 
lift in  Lynn.  At  least,  they  seem  to 
have  added  a  new^  truck  to  the  brew- 
ers' brigade  that  brings  better  business 
from  Boston  distilleries  for  local  re- 
tailers.

There  is  a  marked  difference  in  the 
tone  of  Republicans  now  in  discussing 
a  nominee  for  President  as  compared 
with  that  prevailing  in  1912.

Some  of  the  retail  stores  report  that 
they  are  receiving  inquiries  for  the 
better  class  of  goods  that  have  been 
neglected  during  the  past  dull  months.

During  the  past  two  or  three  months, 
there  has  been  quite  a  representation 
of  Lynn  people  on  the  Pacific  coast. 
The  universal  report  is  that  the  San 
Francisco  exposition  is  well  worth 
attending.

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Xiynu  Exhibit  at  the  Fair 

It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  the 
shoe  industry  in  Lynn  could  not  have 
been  represented  by  a  combined  ex- 
hibit at  the  San  Francisco  exposi- 
tion. Lynn's  place  in  the  world  of 
shoes  could  never  have  been  more 
practically  advertised  to  the  world. 
However,  it  was  impossible  to  accom- 
plish this  united  action  and  Lynn's 
place,  at  the  Fair,  is  a  very  minor  one. 

An  interesting  description  of  the  ex- 
hibit of  one  of  Lynn's  industries,  the 
General  Electric  Company,  is  described 
in  a  recent  issue  of  Printers'  Ink. 

"Of  the  sensationally  treated  exhi- 
bits the  most  striking  is  that  of  the 
General  Electric  Company  which  has 
specialized  on  home  electrical  equip- 
ment. This  company's  exhibit  is  a 
complete  home,  located  in  the  Palace 
of  Manufactures.  It  is  an  eight-room 
bungalow,  the  exterior  walls  being  in 
plaster,  the  roof  of  red  tile.  A  garage 
adjoins  the  house  and  in  it  is  an  elec- 
tric car  with  all  the  modern  garage 
electrical  equipment.  The  home  con- 
sists of  a  living-room,  dining-room, 
conservatory,  pantry,  kitchen,  laundry, 
bedroom  and  nursery — all  ideally  fur- 
nished. If  there  is  anything  My  Lady 
or  her  husband,  her  children,  or  her 
maidservant  or  her  manservant  can 
possibly  use  for  creature  comforts  and 
living  that  isn't  in  that  house  the 
public  has  not  yet  been  told  about  it. 
Every  electric  contrivance — even  to 
the  massage  vibrator — has  its  fitting 
place.  New  lighting  for  shaving 
glasses,  new  heating  schemes  for  the 
nursery,  electric  washing  machines, 
water  heaters  and  so  on  ad  infinitum 
are  demonstrated  in  actual  use. 

"The  General  Electric's  model  1915 
home  is  an  open  house  and  no  home  in 
the  country  entertains  so  many  guests. 
There  are  both  men  and  women  at- 
tendants to  explain  every  appliance  or 
piece  of  equipment.  The  visitors  move 
from  room  to  room,  taking  away  with 
them  many  desires  that  are  going  to  be 
satisfied  with  G.  E.  service  equipment 
in  the  future.

The  trouble  with  most  of  us  in  try- 
ing to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  gov- 
ernment or  municipal  ownership  is 
that  the  word  "government"  or  "muni- 
cipal" immediately  suggests  to  our 
minds  a  powerful,  all-wise,  all-provid- 
ing, far-seeing,  conservative,  safe 
agency,  to  whose  hands  we  may  en- 
trust safely  our  affairs.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  such  a  government  is  only  an 
"ideal  government,"  or  the  kind  of  a 
government  we  think  we  should  like 
to  have.  The  real  government  which 
controls  our  present  municipal  and 
governmental  functions  is  a  very  dif- 
ferent matter.  It  is  just  us,  just  our- 
selves, just  our  immediate  political 
representatives.  Look  at  them.  Look 
at  your  own  nearest  political  represen- 
tative. Would  you  entrust  your  hard 
earned  savings  to  him  to  do  business 
for  you,  or  to  develop  or  to  carry  on 
even  your  own  business?  Would  you 
hire  him  for  any  position?  If  so,  for 
what  position?  What  can  he  do? 
What  has  he  done?  Does  he  recom^ 
mend  municipal  or  government  owner- 
ship, and  if  so,  why?

"He  has  achieved  success  who  has 
lived  well,  laughed  often,  and  loved 
much;  who  has  gained  the  respect  of 
intelligent  men  and  the  love  of  little 
children;  who  has  left  the  world  better 
than  he  found  it,  whether  by  an  im- 
proved poppy,  a  perfect  poem  or  a 
rescued  soul;  who  has  never  lacked 
appreciation  of  earth's  beauty  or  failed 
to  express  it;  who  has  always  looked 
for  the  best  in  others  and  given  the 
best  he  had;  whose  life  is  an  inspira- 
tion, whose  memory  a  benediction." 

The  red  flag  law  has  seemed  super- 
fluous, ridiculous  and  mischievous 
from  its  inception.  It  creates  more 
difficulties  than  it  eliminates  or  sup- 
presses, says  the  Springfield  Republi- 
can. There  is  no  adequate  reason  for 
amending  it  so  as  to  permit  Harvard 
College  to  escape  the  penalties  of  it. 
Directed  primarily  against  red  flags, 
the  law  should  remain  what  it  is,  or  be 
repealed  absolutely.  And  absolute  re- 
peal is  the  preferable  course  to  pursue.

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Tn  an  editorial  in  its  official  organ, 
••Current  Events,"  the  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce  sounds  a  note  of  warning 
about  Indiscriminate  advertising  "to 
help  the  cause  along,"  that  we  are  glad 
to  emphasize  by  reprinting.  The  edi- 
torial reads,  in  part:  "Do  you  buy 
advertising  space  in  souvenir  books, 
programmes,  annuals  and  other  such 
publication?  Frequently  they  are  is- 
sued in  the  name  of  worthy  charities, 
labor  organizations  and  other  legiti- 
mate causes.  You  give  your  support 
to  help  the  good  work  along?  Then 
listen:  Eight  times  out  of  ten  that 
money  you  pay  for  advertising  never 
reaches  the  worthy  cause.  The  great 
majority  of  these  publications  are 
farmed  out  as  to  their  advertising 
privileges;  the  right  is  sold  to  a  pro- 
moter, frequently  for  a  ridiculously 
small  fee,  and  then  armed  with  the 
credentials  of  the  organization,  he 
goes  out  to  reap  the  rich  harvest  that 
comes  to  such  an  appeal.  Three- 
fourths  of  the  cases  reported  to  the 
Chamber's  Bureau  of  Investigation 
reveal  this  practice  of  the  professional 
solicitor  gleaning  in  the  name  of 
charity."  -f

The  postage  stamps  that  are  being 
issued  from  Mr.  Burleson's  department 
these  days  are  an  ever-present  abo- 
mination.

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The  Belgian  towns  of  Malines,  Ter- 
monde,  Louvain  and  Liege  never  will 
be  rebuilt  on  their  present  sites  if  the 
undercurrent  of  discussion  among 
prominent  Belgians  results  in  action 
when  peace  is  made,  says  a  dispatch 
from  Brussels.  These  Belgians  pro- 
pose that  new  cities  be  rebuilt  on  sites 
adjoining  the  ruins,  which  are  to  be 
left  as  "monuments  to  the  sufferings 
of  Belgian."  Business  is  shrewdly 
mixed  with  sentiment  in  the  proposal, 
inasmuch  as  it  is  believed  that  the 
ruins  will  prove  such  an  attraction  for 
tourists  that  they  will  provide  much 
of  the  capital  necessary  to  rehabilitate 
the  war-scarred  region.

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A  good  story,  whe'  her  or  not  history 
will  include  it  with  the  facts,  is  told 
by  Gelett  Burgess  in  Collier's  Weekly. 
It  is  about  a  German  who  called  him- 
self Kluk  who  visited  Soissons,  in 
France,  two  or  three  years  ago,  fol- 
lowed by  a  German  professor,  with 
workmen  and  tools,  who  obtained  per- 
mission to  examine  exhaustively  the 
"primitive  remains"  of  the  quarries. 
After  working  awhile  the  professor  ex- 
hibited specimens  of  ancient  pottery 
which  he  said  he  had  found  there,  per- 
mitted L'llustration  to  print  pictures 
of  it,  and  then  got  the  department  of 
fine  arts  in  Paris  to  build  a  fence 
around  the  quarry  to  keep  out  the  in- 
quisitive. Thus  protected,  the  bases 
were  laid  for  the  big  guns  which  are 
still  cannonading  the  French  lines.  It 
is  about  the  best  of  the  concrete  em- 
placement stories  of  which  there  has 
been  such  a  crop.  The  professor  is  an 
especially  good  touch.

Beans  and  Chees     May  Beplac*  Meat 

With  meat  at  war  prices,  every 
housewife  should  learn  to  make  nour- 
ishing meals  with  wholesome  substi- 
tutes to  be  had  at  half  the  price  of 
meat,  says  the  weekly  bulletin  of  the 
New  York  city  department  of  health. 
One  of  the  best  substitutes  for  meat  is 
cheese,  and  there  are  so  many  ways  of 
preparing  dishes  of  cheese  that  the 
housewife  should  learn  to  make  use  of 
this  very  wholesome  food.  Another 
wholesome  substitute  is  baked  beans. 
Just  look  over  the  following  figures 
and  then  learn  to  make  cheese  and 
beans  an  important  part  of  your  diet. 
American  pale  cheese — an  average 
helping,  weighing  2  2-3  ounces,  contains 
360  food  units,  supplies  four-fifths 
ounces  protein,  costs  four  cents. 
Baked  beans  (as  bought  in  can) — An 
average  portion,  about  nine  ounces, 
contains  360  food  units,  supplies  five- 
sixths  ounces  protein,  costs  five  cents.

Pasadena  is  the  one  great  flower  gar- 
den in  southern  California. 

California  has  had  ten  inches  less 
rainfall  the  past  season  than  one  year 
ago. 

In  California  there  are  "Mission" 
inns,  garages,  cafes,  restaurants  and 
stores. 

While  traffic  has  been  heavy,  not  so 
large  a  California  business  as  anti- 
cipated has  been  done,  up  to  date,  this 
year.

The  air  has  more  life  and  vigor 
than  that  in  Florida,  and  is  therefore 
popular  with  eastern  people. 

Flying  fish  interest  you  when  enter- 
ing the  romantic  harbor  of  Avalon, 
situated  on  the  side  of  the  mountainous 
Catalina  island,  27  miles  in  the  Pacific 
from  Los  Angeles,  or  San  Pedro. 

The  marine  gardens  at  Catalina 
islands,  Avalon,  Cal.,  are  from  30  to  90 
feet  under  water,  clear  as  a  crystal, 
and  show  trees,  foliage,  flowers, 
Abalone  shells,  myriads  of  fish  of  every 
color,  and  several  with  lights  on  their 
heads.  These  gardens  are  viewed 
through   glass  bottom   boats.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cushing  are  very  popular 
witli  their  New  Hampshire  and  Cali- 
fornia guests  each  season.  The  Hotel 
Green  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  resort  hotels  in  California, 
and  is  located  in  a  veritable  "Garden 
of  Kden." 


The  Strugrgle  to  Arrive 
Persons  with  no  apparent  talent 
often  look  on  the  talented  as  fortunate 
folk  who,  by  some  favor  of  the  gods, 
live  easily  and  charmingly — drifting 
down  a  sunlit  and  flower-bordered 
stream.  They  are  unaware  of  all  that 
it  costs  in  self-sacrifice,  in  resistance 
to  temptations  from  within  and  with- 
out, and  in  hard  and  persistent  labor, 
to  bring  a  talent  to  anything  approach- 
ing maturity.  It  is  not  possible  to 
secure  statistics  on  dead  talents,  but 
if  it  were,  it  would  be  found  that  some 
90  per  cent  perish.  This  is  because 
of  the  lack  of  character  in  those  who 
possess  them.  Talent  calls  for  iron 
purpose;  it  is  not  a  self-perfecting 
thing.  An  almost  grim  obstinacy  is 
required  from  the  outset  if  it  is,  to  be 
cultivated — urged  on  from  flower  to 
fruit,  from  ripening  to  harvest.  Parents, 
friends,  the  conventions — even  reason 
itself — may  be  its  natural  foes.  He— 
or  she — who  can  save  a  talent  alive, 
yet  pay  all  the  debts  of  affection,  must 
be  possessed  not  only  of  a  clear  and 
creative  mind,  but  of  a  brave,  abound- 
ing, and  magnanimous  spirit  as  well — 
a  spirit  austere  beneath  its  gentleness. 
Character,  and  character  alone,  can 
save  a  talent  to  the  end,  says  Collier's 
Weekly. 

A  newspaper  correspondent,  who  has 
traveled  extensively  abroad  since  the 
war  broke  out  says  that  the  principal 
difference  between  the  people  of  Ger- 
many and  France  in  their  attitude 
toward  the  war  is  that  in  Berlin  there 
is  a  note  of  supreme  confidence  that 
gives  way  to  anxiety  as  one  ap- 
proaches the  battle  front,  while  there 
is  obvious  anxiety  in  Paris  and  cheer- 
ful confidence  at  the  front. 

A  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  an 
hour  is  the  estimated  cost  of  keeping 
all  the  guns  of  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
going  at  full  capacity.  But  it  would 
take  only  a  few  minutes  to  sink  the 
ship  with  a  consequent  loss  of  several 
millions  in  property  and  more  than  a 
thousand  lives.

Some  idea  of  the  extent  to  which 
the  motion  picture  business  has  grown 
in  the  last  few  years  may  be  gathered 
from  the  announcement  that  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Censors 
examined  more  than  6,000,000  feet,  or 
about  115  miles  of  film,  submitted  for 
approval  during  the  six  months  from 
June  1  to  the  end  of  November.  Each 
film  averages  1000  feet  in  length  and 
runs  fifteen  minutes,  so  their  exhibi- 
tion alone  would  occupy  over  sixty- 
two  full  days  of  twenty-four  hours,  or 
187  working  days  of  eight  hours  each. 
As  the  average  5-cent  show  includes 
four  such  reels,  it  can  be  seen  that 
enough  films  have  already  been  in- 
spected to  give  at  least  1500  such  per- 
formances without  repetition  or  dupli- 
cation. When  such  facts  as  these  are 
brought  to  light  it  becomes  clear  why 
the  so-called  "legitimate"  theatrical 
business  has  struck  the  worst  slump 
this  season  ever  known  in  its  history. 

It  appears  that  with  motor-vehicle 
travel  in  this  state  a  newly-built  maca- 
dam road,  without  the  use  of  any 
bituminous  material  upon  it,  will  easily 
be  destroyed  in  one  month,  so  far  as 
its  surface  is  concerned,  and  will  be 
damaged  so  that  it  will  require  15  to 
25  cents  a  square  yard  to  put  it  back 
into  condition  so  that  some  bituminous 
material  can  be  used.  For  heavy, 
traffic  granite  block  on  concrete  base 
is,  perhaps,  most  economical. 


It  was  the  greatest  good  fortune  for 
Britain  that  she  went  into  this  war 
with  the  government  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  more  democratic  parties  of 
the  kingdom— the  parties  that  had 
been  most  opposed  to  aggressive  im- 
perialism and  militarism.  For  that 
fact  served  to  emphasize  the  contrast 
between  British  democracy  and  the 
Prussian  drill  master. 


Right  under  the  shadow  of  the  White 
House  William  Howard  Taft  said  to  a 
Washington  Star  reporter:  "I  am  a 
Republican  optimist  and  believe  that 
1916  will  witness  the  end  of  Demo- 
cratic power  in  this  country."  He  was, 
of  course,  referring  to  the  political 
party  and  not  to  democracy  in  its 
broader  sense.  At  about  the  same 
time  the  progressives  of  Baltimore, 
with  ex-Attorney-General  Bonaparte  at 
the  head  of  the  table,  were  resolving 
to  stick  by  Col.  Roosevelt  and  to  dis- 
dain "entangling  alliances."  But  if 
the  leader  returns  to  the  old  fold  will 
they  not  follow?  Senator  Lodge,  says 
the  Springfield  Republican,  found  the 
chief  of  the  bull  moose  party  "ready 
to  support  almost  any  candidate  nomi- 
nated by  the  Republican^  against  Mr. 
Wilson."

There  are  many  pros  and  cons  to  be 
considered,  but  when  one  considers 
the  vast  improvements  that  could  be 
made  in  an  area  like  Lynn  Woods  by 
convict  labor  that  is  now  being  wasted 
behind  prison  walls,  it  seems  a  pity 
the  system  could  not  be  changed. 
There  are  plenty  of  roads  to  be  built 
by  regular  labor,  but  there  are  other 
vast  areas,  like  the  local  woods,  that 
will  never  be  made  right,  for  lack  of 
funds  and  general  disinterest.  Con- 
vict labor,  in  the  South,  has  been  em- 
ployed to  advantage,  better  for  pri- 
soner and  for  state.  Why  is  it  imprac- 
tical here  to  recover  lost  sections 
which  might  be  converted  into  beauty 
spots  for  all  to  enjoy. 

A  recent  instance  of  gross  injustice 
in  connection  with  mail  transportation 
was  the  forcing  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  to  carry  $99,000,000  in  gold 
between  Philadelphia  and  New  York  as 
Parcel  Post  matter.  The  railroad  was 
compelled  to  provide  four  special  cars 
and  round  trip  transportation  for  more 
than  100  postal  clerks  and  guards 
without  additional  compensation. 
♦

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Why  Women  Tell  Iiies 

One  of  the  reasons,  why  women 
have  been  credited  with  less  pe(iV 
feet  veracity  than  men  is  that  the 
burden  of  conventional  falseftiood 
falls  chiefly  on  them.  A  man  ex- 
pects his  wife  to  do  this  kind  of 
thing  for  him.  It  is  she  who  accepts 
or  refuses  their  common  invitations, 
directs  their  joint  social  manoeuvres 
encounters  the  world  for  them  both 
on  the  purely  social  side.  He  is  not 
expected  to  do  it  any  more  than  he 
is  expected  to  order  the  dinner. 
There  is  more  st}raight-from-the- 
shoulder  talk,  I  imagine,  among  men 
by  themselves  than  among  women 
by  themselves;  but  that  is  partly 
because  women  slip  out  of  the  so- 
cial harness  less  frequently  and  less 
easily.  A  man  among  men  is  per- 
haps (I  speak  under  correction)  more 
inveterately  his  personal  self;  a 
woman  among  women  more  inveter- 
ately her  social  self.  It  may  be  that  it 
is  easier  to  wear  the  harness  constant- 
ly than  to  gall  one's  shoulders  afresh 
each  day  with  putting  it  on.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think,  says  a  writer  in  the  At- 
lantic Monthly,  that  women  are  as 
honest  with  their  intimate  friends  as 
are  men;  but — they  have  had  an  age- 
long training  in  the  penalties  of  mak- 
ing one's  self  unpleasant.  So  many 
low  motives  are  imputed  to  women — 
and  most  of  them,  at  the  present  day, 
quite  unjustly — that  they  are  driven  to 
the  lesser  mendacities  for  the  sake  of 
getting  some  justice  done  them. 

"I  can't  stand  the  missus,  sur,"  said 
a  servant  in  a  complaining  voice  to 
her  master.  "It's  a  pity,  Bridget,"  said 
the  master,  sarcastically,  "that  I 
couldn't  have  selected  a  wife  to  suit 
you."  "Sure,  sur,"  replied  Bridget,  "we 
all  make  mistakes." 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  "stalls" 
underneath  the  elevated  structure  in 
Central  square  cannot  be  put  to  some 
practical  use.  Perhaps,  in  the  future, 
some  idea  will  work  out  for  utilizing 
this  waste  space  in  the  center  of  the 
city. 

If  the  economy  question  can  be  cor- 
rectly settled  in  Lynn,  there  are  a 
thousand  cities,  more  or  less,  waiting 
to  fall  in  line  with  the  same  plan.  It's 
a  problem  we  are  not  alone  in  solving.

The  great  war  of  the  nations  is  ap- 
parently no  nearer  a  decisive  result 
than  it  was  at  the  outset.  The  early 
predictions  of  a  three  years'  conflict 
seem  more  plausible  than  when  they 
were  made.  Germany  is  still  intact 
with  few  foreign  soldiers  within  her 
boundaries,  but  on  the  other  hand 
month  follows  month  without  any  de- 
cisive aggressions  on  the  part  of  the 
Kaiser.  It  is  probable  that  none  of 
the  high  combating  parties  expects  to 
do  much  more  than  spar  for  strategic 
position  for  a  few  weeks.  In  view  of 
all  the  facts  an  early  peace  is  a  re- 
mote possibility  with  the  probabilities 
favoring  a  long  drawn  out  contest  and 
perhaps  the  entanglement  of  several 
nations  which  thus  far  have  been 
straining   in   the  neutral   leash. 

Financial  questions  are  being  dis- 
cussed in  a  broad,  fair,  open  manner 
at  City  Hall,  even  though  good  nature 
does  not  always  prevail.  It  is  a  real 
pleasure,  however,  to  have  these  ques- 
tions thrashed  out  in  the  open. 

Plenty  of  money  could  be  spent  on 
improving  Lynn  streets,  but  expenses 
must  be  stopped  this  year,  or  taxes 
increased.  Apparently  this  is  one 
direction  in  which  economy  can  prevail 
for  at  least  another  twelve  months.

There  is  plenty  of  foundation  for 
optimism  here  in  New  England  in  the 
business  outlook.  We  manufacture

It  is  the  intro- 
duction of  the  "jitney,"  which  is  a 
small  motor  car  which  runs  between 
specified  points  for  a  five-cent  fare  for 
passengers.  In  Tacoma,  Seattle,  Los 
Angeles  and  Oakland,  jitney  competi- 
tion is  playing  havoc  with  the  receipts 
of  the  regular  traction  companies. 
That  to  allow  such  competition  with 
the  established  companies  is  hardly 
fair,  is  not  an  argument  that  is  likely 
to  appeal  to  the  general  public  in  these 
days,  and  the  jitneys  may  not  impos- 
sibly seriously  threaten  the  value  of 
the  securities  issued  by  traction  cor- 
porations the  country  over. 

That  the  soldiers  in  the  present  war 
are  better  developed  physically  than 
the  supposed  giants  of  medieval  times 
is  the  belief  of  Dr.  Birchner  of  Switzer- 
land, who  has  examined  hundreds  of 
Swiss  soldiers  during  their  mobiliza- 
tion, and  finds  from  their  measure- 
ments that  the  armor  of  old  is  far  too 
small  and  narrow  for  them.

This  was  followed  by  the 
so-called  Order  of  Temperance,  found- 
ed by  the  Landgrave  of  Hesse  on  25 
December,  1600.  The  members  of  this 
order  solemnly  pledged  themselves  on 
the  Holy  Scriptures  not  to  drink  more 
than  seven  glasses  of  liquor  at  a  time, 
and  that  not  oftener  than  thrice  a  day. 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  while 
the  order  may  have  been  one  of  tem- 
perance it  was  certainly  not  one  of 
total  abstinence.

The  horror  of  the  Lusitania  mas- 
sacre will  hang  over  Germany's  head 
long  after  the  passing  of  the  present 
generation.  Though  no  worse  than 
the  sack  of  Louvain  and  the  general 
ravage  of  Belgium,  it  is  brought  nearer 
home  by  our  close  acquaintance  with 
the  victims.  There  is  no  excuse  or 
reason  for  the  crime  nor  can  the 
honeyed  words  of  ambassador  or 
diplomat  disguise  the  real  issue.  Com- 
parisons with  the  acts  of  the  Goths 
and  the  Huns  seem  weak  in  the  light 
of  this  most  recent  German  outrage. 
Whatever  the  outcome,  one  result  is 
sure.  The  blow  at  humanity,  at  civil- 
ization, hard  as  it  hits  the  world,  hits 
Germany  harder  still.  Its  effects  will 
be  cumulative.  They  will  grow  wher- 
ever there  is  response  to  impulses 
other  than  those  which  are  wolfish, 
bloody  and  ravenous.  They  will  con- 
vert Prussian,  if  not  all  German  mili- 
tarism, into  a  byword  and  a  reproach. 
For  the  Von  Tirpitz  regime  has  drawn 
up  its  own  indictment,  and  the  finger 
prints  are  in  crimson.  They  are  there 
to  stay.  They  are  there  to  blast  a 
name  as  long  as  anything  keeps  a  place 
on  the  tablets  of  the  memory.  They 
are  there  to  alienate  whatever  was  left 
of   sympathy.     They  are   ineffaceable. 


It  looks  as  if  the  economy  question 
would  be  the  main  issue  at  the  polls, 
next  fall,  for  Lynn  citizens.  To  spend 
or  not  to  spend — this  is  the  problem 
for'  commissioner  and  tax  payer  to 
decide.  Too  much  attention  has  al- 
ways been  given  at  City  Hall  to  spend- 
ing money  and  the  economy  idea  is 
just  novel  enough  to  excite  and  per- 
plex. 

Hundreds  of  automobiles  pass  by 
the  Oxford  Club  every  Sunday  whicli, 
for  safety's  sake,  should  be  diverted,  in 
part,  to  the  Boulevard  at  Washington 
street.  A  good  sign  at  the  junction  of 
Broad  and  Washington  street  would 
do  much  to  divide  this  motor  traffic 
and  would  greatly  relieve  Nahant 
street. 


If  the  total  circulation  of  the  local 
papers  are  to  be  believed,  Lynn  people 
are  extensive  consumers  of  the  daily 
press.  Despite  the  heavy  .^ales  of 
Boston  papers  here,  there  seems  to  be 
little  or  no  falling  off  in  the  circula- 
tion of  our  own  local  publications. 


There  are  probably  mor^  plans  sug- 
gested in  Lynn  for  political  and  busi- 
ness development,  with  less  ultimate 
action  on  the  same,  than  in  any  other 
city  in  the  country.  Too  much  "per- 
sonal" work  and  too  little  unity  are 
our  greatest  handicaps.

The  "Trade  in  Lynn"  idea,  first 
strongly  emphasized  seventeen  years 
ago  in  the  first  editions  of  The  Lynn 
Review,  and  always  the  slogan  of  this 
publication,  should  be  more  strongly 
endorsed  by  other  Lynn  papers.  It  is 
an  actual  fact  that  over  a  hundred 
Lynn  customers,  by  careful  checking 
count,  were  shopping  in  a  Salem  store 
at  a  certain  sale,  last  month.  Too 
many  customers  are  drifting  from  the 
retail  stores  in  Lynn  to  Salem  and 
Boston.  Certainly  the  offerings  in 
Lynn  stores,  in  value  and  economy, 
are  equal  to  those  of  Salem  and  Bos- 
ton merchants,  and  our  local  pride 
should  assert  itself  first  of  all  by  trad- 
ing in  Lynn  stores.

The 
financial  secretary  to  the  British 
treasury  estimates  the  money  cost  of 
the  war  to  England  alone  at  $150  a 
second— $12,960,000  a  day.

Ford  Price  Reduction 

Henry  Ford  has  announced  that  he 
will  pay  back  to  each  purchaser  of  a 
Ford  car  between  August  1,  1914,  and 
August  1,  1915,  the  sum  of  $50,  inas- 
much as  it  is  now  apparent  that  the 
output  for  these  twelve  months  will 
run  above  the  mark  of  300,000  cars  set 
last  year. 

This  means  that  all  told  $15,000,000 
will  be  paid  back,  a  sum  which  exceeds 
the  gross  business  annually  of  the  vast 
majority  of  American  manufacturers. 
To  be  specific  this  amount  given  back 
to  purchasers  exceeds  the  total  gross 
business  of  either  the  National  Cloak 
&  Suit  Company,  or  the  Loose-Wiles 
Biscuit  Company,  according  to  their 
latest  statements. 

"Given  away,"  the  world  wondering- 
ly  remarks. 

But  is  that  vast  sum  "given  away"? 

What  the  sensational  reimburse- 
ment amounts  to  is  in  effect  a  cut  in 
the  price  of  the  car  of  only  ten  per 
cent.,  says  Printer's  Ink.  If  Ford  had 
simply  cut  the  price  on  August  1,  1914, 
there  would  have  been  only  a  tem- 
porary agitation  and  the  sensation 
would  soon  have  worn  itself  out.  But 
by  announcing  a  possible  output  of 
300,000  cars  to  be  accomplished  a  year 
hence,  he  in  effect  did  this  same  thing 
— but  how  different  the  result  in  ad- 
vertising value! 

Every  purchaser  of  one  of  his  cars, 
with  his  mind  on  that  possible  $50 
drawback,  resolved  himself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  one  to  boom,  boost  and  brag 
the  Ford  car  to  everybody  within  his 
circle.  If  the  truth  were  known,  it 
probably  would  be  revealed  that  every 
Ford  owner  has  delivered  $100  worth 
of  word-of-mouth  advertising  for  his 
drawback  of  $50. 


Local  business  in  children's  shoes, 
during  the  past  two  months,  has  been 
excellent  in  almost  all  the  Lynn  fac- 
tories. Stock  shipments  of  children's 
shoes  have  reached  a  high  water  mark 
that  has  been  very  satisfactory  to 
manufacturers.  The  fact  that  styles 
remain  so  nearly  the  same  in  chil- 
dren's shoes  is  of  tremendous  advan- 
tage to  manufacturers.  The  ephemeral 
nature  of  the  styles  in  women's  shoes 
is  an  increased  burden  on  Lynn  manu- 
facturers, whose  last  and  pattern  bills 
mount  high  with  the  changing 
novelties. 
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The  Fisk  Rubber  Company  which  has 
recently  opened  a  branch  office  on 
Broad  street,  Lynn,  occupy  a  unique 
position  among  the  tire  companies  of 
tlie  country.  While  others  are  talk- 
ing about  their  service,  the  Fisk  Com- 
pany are  giving  it  free  to  all,  whether 
or  not  they  are  Fisk  customers.  All 
details  of  tire  changing  are  taken  care 
of  free  of  charge  at  Fisk  service 
stations,  now  established  in  the  lead- 
ing cities  of  the  country.  Fisk  service 
is  welcomed  in  Lynn  by  hundreds  of 
motorists  who  will  find  the  courtesy  of 
the  Fisk  employees  only  equalled  by 
the  efficiency  of  the  Fisk  product. 

The  wild  fluctuations  in  Bethlehem 
Steel  on  the  stock  exchange,  recall  to 
veteran  operators  the  great  bull  cam- 
paign of  sixteen  years  ago,  when  ex- 
Governor  Flower  advanced  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit,  a  non-dividend  stock, 
to  137  in  a  day. 

Showing  how  the  city  does  some 
work — take  a  look  at  Laighton  street, 
where  the  sidewalks  have  been  left  in 
a  wholly  uncompleted  state  since  the 
thoroughfare  was  re-graded  over  a 
year  ago.

The  slaughter  in  Europe 
has  continued  long  enough  and  this 
country  has  made  a  fine  thing  of  it 
from  a  trade  balance  point  of  view,  and 
in  the  sale  of  shells  and  other  am- 
munitions, but  a  peace-loving  and  truly 
civilized  country  cannot  genuinely  ap- 
prove the  legalized  murder  which  has 
held  forth  for  nine  months  now\  The 
young  manhood  of  Europe  will  be  com- 
pletely wiped  out  if  it  keeps  up  much 
longer,  says  the  Banker  and  Trades- 
man. 

The  disasters  of  the  past  month  to 
motor  policemen  on  the  local  boule- 
vards only  further  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  sooner  or  later  the  motor  patrol- 
man is  certain  to  meet  with  injuries.

The  associations  and  organizations 
in  Lynn  which  seek  to  stimulate  new 
business  should  make  their  initial 
move  by  studying  the  conditions  which 
drive  manufacturers  from  the  city. 
They  will  find  these  causes  few  in 
number,  and  if  they  will  devote  their 
first  labors  to  eliminating  the  sources 
of  trouble  at  home  they  will  have  suffi- 
cient argument  to  bring  manufacturers 
to  Lynn  in  large  numbers.  To  try  to 
call  manufacturers  here  before  elim- 
inating present  difficulties  is  to  put  the 
cart  before  the  horse.  Sane  labor  ar- 
bitration by  a  state  board  is  the  city's 
primary  need  at  present.  With  this 
established  the  way  will  be  greased 
for  new  concerns  to  move  into  the 
citv. 

The  Point  of  Pines,  as  a  residential 
district,  has  grown  even  quicker  than 
the  Phillips  Beach  district,  although 
naturally  not  with  houses  so  expensive 
and  elaborate.  That  the  Point  of  Pines 
will  continue  to  grow  as  a  residential 
neighborhood  seems  certain,  and  the 
cottages,  in  a  very  few  years,  will  prob- 
ably extend  pretty  close  to  the  "squat- 
ter" district,  which  is  now  such  a  black 
mark  on  the  city  of  Revere,  with  worn 
out  street  cars  and  huts  serving  as 
temporary  summer  quarters.  The  build- 
ing up  of  the  Point  of  Pines  must  be  a 
soui*ce  of  considerable  pleasure  to  the 
city  of  Revere  because  of  the  nature 
of  this  new  taxable  property. 
-♦- 

The  ability  of  the  jitney  to  become  a 
permanent  competitor  of  the  street 
railways  has  set  a  lot  of  people  to 
figuring,  and  it  is  estimated  that  a  new 
car  costing  $2,000  can  be  run  30,000 
miles  at  a  cost  of  thirty-seven  cents  a 
mile,  including  repairs,  new  tires,  de- 
preciation, gasoline  and  wages  of  a 
driver.  Even  if  the  cost  is  much  less, 
it  is  hard  to  figure  out  how  anyone 
can  carry  passengers  at  a  n'ckel  and 
make  anything  out  of  the  business.  It 
is  the  overhead  charges  that  will  ruin 
the  jitney,  says  the  Banker  and  Trades- 
man. 

Secretary  Daniels  can't  be  charged 
with  an  excess  of  enthusiastic  appre- 
ciation in  having  said:  "Our  navy  is 
good,  but  it  is  not  good  enough."  He 
would  probably  admit  that  his  own 
opinion  might  be  applied  to  the  head 
of  the  navy  also.

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Echoes  from  a  Western  Trip 

In  all  directions  there  is  said  to  be 
$50,000,000  invested  in  the  great  San 
Francisco  Exposition,  which  covers  six 
hundred  and  twenty-five  acres,  two 
hundred  and  seventeen  being  for  the 
sites  of  the  palaces.  The  area  is  just 
within  the  famous  Golden  Gate,  with 
the  Presidio  U.  S.  military  reservation 
on  one  side,  and  the  Pacific  ocean  in 
front — never  a  more  beautiful  spot  for 
an  exposition. 

The  palaces  are  occupied  by  agricul- 
ture (the  largest),  education,  festival 
hall,  fine  arts,  food  products,  horticul- 
ture, liberal  arts,  machinery,  manu- 
factures, mines  and  metals,  transpor- 
tation and  varied  industries.  The  dis- 
play of  Howers  all  about  the  grounds  is 
a  triumph.  The  flowers  are  changed 
each  few  weeks. 

The  Exposition  Massachusetts  build- 
ing, a  replica  of  the  first  state  house, 
by  Bulfinch,  is  not  very  expensive,  as 
some  of  the  state  buildings  go,  but  it  is 
novel  and  attractive.  With  what  I  ob- 
served of  the  service  to  the  public  in 
the  Massachusetts  building,  I  was  far 
from  being  impressed.  It  certainly  re- 
minded one  of  what  many  people  are 
pleased  to  call  "chilly  Boston." 

The  California  building,  said  to  have 
cost  $2,000,000,  is  the  most  pretentious 
state  structure.  It  is  in  the  Mission 
style,  350  x  650  feet,  and  has  a  most 
important  look.  This  is  "the  host" 
building  of  the  exposition  and  many 
social  events  are  scheduled  here. 

The  "Zone"  or  Midway  about  one 
mile  in  extent,  and  the  "shows,"  for 
the  most  part,  are  not  interesting,  but 
"Panama  Canal"  is  a  wonder  in  in- 
terest and  information,  and  especially 
should  not  be  missed.  There  is  not  a 
better  or  more  novel  exhibit  within  the 
gates.  The  Creator,  Gettysburg,  Mexi- 
can Village,  and  Yellowstone  Park,  are 
the  other  worth  while  Zone  attractions. 

Statuary  is  fine,  all  over  the  Exposi- 
tion grounds,  especially  around  the 
fine  arts,  but  the  art  show  is  not  up 
to  expectations.  The  Fine  Arts  build- 
ing is  a  dream  by  night,  with  the 
illuminations. 

Mural  paintings  are  in  great  variety 
and  splendor,  and  the  hedges  all  about 
lend  beauty  to  the  grand  show.  This 
"hedge"  is  a  solid  mass  of  a  flowering 
unpronouncable  plant  —  Mesembry- 
authemum— planted  in  flat  boxes  and 
nailed  on  end  over  framework.    At  one 


point  this  "hedge"  is  of  an  elaborate 
Mission   design. 

Band  and  orchestra  music  is  of  a 
high  grade.  In  "Old  Faithful  Inn"  is 
an  orchestra  of  60  or  70,  led  by  Max 
Bendix  of  Boston,  attracting  great 
crowds.  There  is  a  hotel,  a  bank  and 
a  "model  post  office"  within  the 
grounds. 

San  Francisco  lias  a  harbor  front  of 
25  or  more  miles,  and  is  considered  to 
be  one  of  the  wonderful  world  har- 
bors. 

Senator  John  Wingate  Weeks  was 
in  San  Francisco  on  my  visit  there, 
and  was  being  overwhelmed  with  at- 
tention, speaking  day  and  evening.  On 
the  coast  the  sentiment  is  very  strong 
for  a  tariff  revision,  sane  treatment  of 
Mexico  and  national  defences — there- 
fore California  Republicans  would  like 
to  see  a  man  like  Senator  Weeks  our 
next  president. 

Morning  papers  in  San  Francisco 
are  on  sale  the  previous  night  at  eleven 
o'clock.  Being  three  hours  ahead  of 
eastern  time  they  get  the  general  news 
so  "early"  the  papers  are  out  the  day 
before!  Eastern  ball  scores  are  being 
sold  in  Frisco  papers  around  five 
o'clock  each  day. 

San  Francisco,  for  noise,  is  ahead 
of  any  large  American  city — and  the 
grinding  Municipal  Railroad  cars  on 
Geary  street  are  the  chief  offenders. 

San  Francisco  has  no  industries 
worthy  of  the  name. 

"Greater  San  Francisco,"  including 
Oakland  and  some  near-by  cities,  has 
a  population  of  800,000. 

Saloons  are  wide  open  in  San  Fran- 
cisco on  Sundays,  and  yet  scarcely  any 
drunkenness  is  seen  upon  the  streets. 

Riding  through  orange  groves  show- 
ing their  blossoms  is  a  fascinating 
pastime,  with  the  delightful  aroma. 

San  Joachim  Valley,  in  California, 
shows  one  hundred  temperature  quite 
generally.  That  is  one  reason  why  the 
valley  leads  the  world  in  grapes. 

San  Francisco  with  a  half  million 
people,  gives  one  the  impression  of  a 
city  with  a  million,  there  are  so  many 
strangers  and  so  much  life  and  ac- 
tivity in  the  city. 

San.  Francisco  barbers  charge  35 
cents  for  a  hair  cut.  They  are  debat- 
ing about  making  the  price  50  cents. 
When  they  do  some  genius  will  give 
the  people  a  "Gillette"  hair  cutter. 

The    Midway,    or    "Zone,"    as    it    is 
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called,  at  the  San  Francisco  fair,  is 
one  mile  in  length.  There  are  fifty 
or  more  shows,  and  a  dozen  or  fifteen 
are  worth  seeing.  Several  of  them 
would  not  be  allowed  in  the  East. 

San  Francisco  voters,  while  the 
writer  was  in  that  city,  voted  down  a 
proposition  to  spend  $50,000,000  for  a 
new  water  supply.  There  was  a  red 
hot  campaign,  led  by  the  Hearst  papers 
in  its  favor.  A  majority  vote  favored, 
but  a  two-thirds  vote  was  necessary, 
hence  the  defeat. 

Chinatown  in  Frisco  is  but  a  shadow 
of  its  former  self.  Opium  smoking  and 
gambling  are  now  quite  obsolete. 
Segregated  vice  among  white  people  is 
tolerated  in  Chinatown,  San  Francisco 
authorities  thinking  that  the  best  way 
to  treat  the  evil. 

About  every  other  structure  in  the 
Union  square  section  of  San  Fran- 
cisco is  a  "hotel."  It  is  an  awful  libel 
on  the  word  to  call  many  of  them 
"hotels."  On  the  whole,  however, 
Frisco  hotels  are  comfortable,  and 
treat  the  public  fairly.  Certain  high 
grade  hotels  unreasonably  tax  their 
patrons. 

The  municipal  street  railroad  in  San 
Francisco,  which  was  to  "serve  the 
people"  overcrowds  its  car  like  some 
of  the  "awful"  corporations.  Street 
cars  have  iron  posts  running  up 
through  the  cars,  to  cling  on.  No 
straps  are  in  evidence.  The  upright 
iron  posts  make  the  cars  uncomfort- 
able, passengers  very  often  manicuring 
their  heads  upon  the  iron  posts. 

San  Diego  is  much  like  many  other 
small  tourists'  centres.  When  you 
stop  at  one  hotel  you  wish  it  might 
have  been  the  other  one.  All  of  the 
larger  houses  are  much  alike,  with  the 
same  yellowish  and  very  dirty  water. 
If  one  needs  a  bath  here  he  is  certainly 
cleaner  without  it.  The  water  turns 
both  clothes  and  the  skin  a  delightful 
yellow. 

The  San  Diego  Exposition  is  a  little 
gem  situated  in  a  Canyon,  covering 
about  fourteen  hundred  acres,  and 
when  the  exposition  idea  is  given  up, 
San  Diego  will  have  this  addition  to 
its  park  area— BalroH  park,  I  think,  is 
the  name  but  what  does  that  matter? 
The  exposition  is  a  California  food  fair 
on  a  large  scale,  well  worth  seeing  if 
you  do  not  have  to  railroad  too  far. 
The  site  is  a  beautiful  one,  and  the 
botanical  gardens  and  flowers  are 
equally    fine.      The   several    California 


countries  show  what  can  be  done  in 
fruit  growing,  and  the  samples  dis- 
played are  wonderful.  Then  there  are 
mining  and  commercial  exhibits,  and 
states  like  Utah,  Montana,  Kansas, 
New  Mexico  and  Washington  show 
what  their  products  are.  It  is  all  very 
interesting,  altho,  like  most  fairs,  the 
exhibits  are  cumulative. 

San  Diego  has  the  only  deep  water 
port  between  the  Panama  canal  and 
San  Francisco,  and  bids  fair  to  grow  in 
importance  on  this  account.  People 
here  say  it  will  be  "the  New  York  of 
the  Pacific  Coast,"  and  when  they  hear 
this  Los  Angeles  and  Frisco  people 
audibly  smile.  They  make  much  here 
of  Loma  Point,  something  like  Nahant, 
except  in  natural  beauty,  jutting  three 
or  four  miles  into  the  sea.  There  are 
no  rock  formations  here,  just  plain 
sand,  roughed  up  into  miniature 
"canyons"  by  the  action  of  the  salt 
water.  Loma  Point  is  most  largely  a 
government  reservation,  and  is  for- 
tified. 

The  Coronado  beach  hotel,  ferry 
from  San  Diego,  is  a  great  resort. 
Bathing  is  a  prominent  pastime.  San 
Diego  water  comes  from  the  moun- 
tains, and  the  city  l^as  a  park  area  of 
two  thousand  acres.  Aviators  hover 
about  every  day  over  the  government 
aviation  school,  and  the  city  is  the 
principal  outlet  for  the  products  of  tiie 
California  Southern  Iinnerial  Valley 
and  the  Arizona  Va.ley  of  the  Salt 
River  (the  one  that  the  Democrats  are 
due  to  sail  in  November,  1916).  The 
school  system  is  said  to  be  very  high 
grade. 

John  D.  Spreckles,  "the  sugar  king," 
is  said  to  dominate  San  Diego,  and  a 
son  of  Gen.  Grant  runs  the  U.  S.  Grant 
hotel, — here  the  bellmen  are  uniformed 
like  major  generals.  The  "long  suit" 
of  San  Diego  is  climate.  Usually,  the' 
day's  temperature  runs  around  60  and 
70.  The  rainfall  is  ten  inches  a  year, 
and  thunder  storms  are  rare.  On  two 
of  the  days  I  was  there,  in  March,  the 
heat  was  excessive  at  mid-day,  but 
nights  and  mornings  were  cool.  San 
Diego  is  "fashionable" — it  has  a  com- 
mission government.

New  York  has  a  law  allowing  im- 
prisonment for  debt,  and  an  effort  is 
being  made  to  do  away  with  it.  The 
former  laws  which,  in  most  if  not  all 
states,  permitted  the  imprisonment  of 
debtors  have  been  generally  abolished. 
as  they  should  be.  Massachusetts  has 
a  good  law  upon  the  subject — the  Du- 
buque law,  so  called.  It  provides  that 
a  debtor  may  be  examined  before  a 
magistrate  and,  if  it  is  found  that  the 
debtor  can  make  payments  and  he 
refuses  to  do  so,  he  can  be  committed 
until  he  complies  with  the  order  of  the 
court.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  a 
del)tor  who  can  pay  and  will  not  do 
so,  should  not  be  punished. 


"One  of  the  great  and,  I  hope,  epoch 
making  incidents  of  the  present  war  in 
Europe  is  furnished  by  the  absolute 
embargo  laid  by  the  Czar  of  Russia  on 
the  consumption  of  vodka,  the  favorite 
alcoholic  beverage  of  his  people; 
President  Poincare's  decree  forbidding 
the  sale  and  transport  of  absinthe  and 
similar  alcoholic  drinks  in  Prance  and 
the  probable  limitation  of  alcohol  in 
England,"  declared  Dr.  Simon  Baruch, 
president  of  the  American  Association 
for  Promoting  Hygiene.  Dr.  Baruch 
praised  the  N.  Y.  Boylan  anti-drug  law 
and  advocated  steps  against  the  sale  of 
drugs  in  patent  medicine  and  beverage 
form,  saying  no  one  could  tell  the  num- 
ber of  people  who  innocently  form  the 
drug  habit  at  the  soda  fountain  or 
patent  medicine  counter. 

The  question  in  the  recent  Creighton 
strike  is  clearly  defined  and  really 
needs  no  further  illumination.  A  de- 
mand was  made  on  the  firm.  It  was 
not  refused,  but  it  was  claimed  worthy 
of  arbitration.  No  one  can  question 
the  right  of  any  shoe  manufacturer 
to  have  sudden  wage  demands  submit- 
ted for  judgment  to  a  neutral  board. 
Refusal  of  arbitration  alone  was  what 
closed  the  Creighton  factory.  Is  it  fair 
that  this  should  happen  or  should  ar- 
bitration be  the  rule  in  Lynn  factories? 

An  out  of  town  merchant,  visiting 
Lynn  last  week,  stated  that  one  of  the 
best  influences  for  improved  business 
would  be  better  roads  in  the  center  of 
the  city.  Smooth,  well  kept  streets 
should  be  the  rule  in  the  business  dis- 
trict and  the  crude  uneven  cobble 
stones  must  soon  be  made  a  thing  of 
the  past.  The  heavy  tax  payers  in  the 
center  of  the  city  are  entitled  to  bet- 
ter thoroughfares  than  at  present  ad- 
join their  property. 


An  anonymous  donation  is  rare  to- 
day, even  among  the  most  philan- 
thropic of  citizens,  and  it  was  most 
astonishing  to  read  of  a  unique  gift 
of  this  kind,  from  an  unknown  friend, 
to  the  amount  of  $10,000  to  the  Red 
Cross,  last  month.

Wliy  not  try  selling  other  municipal 
automobiles  and  see  if  the  officials 
directly  interested  will  use  their  own 
money  to  buy  and  maintain  the  ex- 
pensive vehicles? 

A  park  reservation  in  and  about  the 
large  Breed's  Pond  dam  will  be  very 
desirable  if  the  work  can  be  done  at  a 
moderate  expense.  It  would  very  much 
improve  the   residential   section. 

The  Bay  State  Railroad  "forgets" 
promises  made— notably  the  one  to  re- 
open the  old  Belt  Line  Railroad  around 
Lynn.  They  hold  on  to  the  location 
but  do  not  keep  their  word  to  run 
the  road.  

There  should  be  no  politics  in  war 
talk,  but  many  people  in  public  life 
think  first  of  political  considerations 
before  they  commend.  That  is  where- 
in they  are  disloyal.  Many  "peace" 
advocates  are  mere  politicians  bidding 
for  support. 

As  a  matter  of  simple  justice,  it  must 
be  stated  that  the  present  administra- 
tion has  done  far  more  than  any  other 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Lynn  post 
office.  It  is  now  a  credit  to  the  de- 
partment, being  thoroughly  clean  and 
properly  lighted. 


Paving  of  Washington  street  is  go- 
ing on.  That  is  a  desirable  improve- 
ment, but  the  cutting  out  of  beautiful 
shade  trees  between  Henry  and  West- 
ern avenues  is  believed  to  have  been 
done  in  a  reckless  manner.  The  ap- 
pearance of  Washington  street  at  this 
point  was  badly  marred,  and  the  resi- 
dents are  much  incensed  at  the  sacri- 
ficing of  several  beautiful  trees.  The 
destroyers  said  the  trees  were  dead, 
which  was  not  a  fact. 


Slowly  but  surely  the  city  of  Lynn 
is  up  against  it  very  strongly  by  reason 
of  the  expense  for  labor,  and  the  recent 
action  toward  having  every  person 
regularly  employed  by  the  city  given 
a  vacation  with  full  pay,  makes  addi- 
tional cost  upon  the  city  of  fifteen  or 
twenty  thousand  dollars  annually. 
Somebody  will  have  to  figure  in  the 
future  where  this  expense  account  will 
stop.  When  a  piece  of  boulevard  prop- 
erty in  Lynn  is  put  upon  the  open 
market  and  sold  for  two  thousand  dol- 
lars less  than  the  taxable  valuation, 
there  would  not  seem  to  be  much 
hope  for  the  future  if  municipal  ex- 
penses are  to  be  increased  as  they 
have  been  during  the  past  few  years. 
Lynn  will  suffer  just  so  long  as  it  is 
run  through  political  influences  and 
under  existing  conditions  it  is  hard  to 
figure  out,  on  a  practical  basis,  a  re- 
medy for  existing  conditions. 

There  is  one  country  whose  national 
idiosyncrasy  is  standing  it  in  good 
stead,  and  that  country  is  France.  Her 
people  have  always  had  a  habit  of 
hoarding  their  gold,  and  when  war 
comes  upon  them  they  give  it  up  readi- 
ly to  the  national  defense.  Recently 
gold  has  been  going  steadily  into  the 
government  treasury  in  payment  of 
the  new  national  defense  bonds.  The 
French  are  a  thrifty  race  and  thus  far 
there  has  been  little  fear  but  what 
their  government  can  successfully 
meet  the  enormous  expenses  of  the 
war. 


Quite  a  few  of  the  airships  sent  out 
by  the  government  to  interfere  with 
big  business  have  been  exploded  in 
the  lower  courts,  notably  the  govern- 
ment suits  against  the  so-called  steel 
trust  and  the  decisions  against  the 
government  in  the  United  Shoe 
Machinery  Company  and  National 
Cash  Register  Company  cases.  Very 
soon  it  will  be  possible  for  people  who 
desire  to  risk  their  money  in  business 
to  have  some  support  from  the  courts, 
if  that  time  has  not  already  arrived. 


Mr.  Bryan  placed  individuality  above 
loyalty  to  country  "in  the  pinch."

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Edward  E.  Strout  was  a  man  of  un- 
usual individuality.  A  strong,  sincere 
and  rugged  character  passes  to  his  long 
rest.  Hewas"squareness"personiHed, 
and  he  demonstrated  it  by  his  actions, 
especially  in  meeting  his  creditors' 
demands  in  full,  after  a  legal  habihty 
had  expired,  following  a  failure.  He 
was  gc^nial  and  kindly,  and  liberal  toward 
charities.  Courageous  and  forceful,  he 
did  much  to  promote  good  business  in 
the  building  policv  he  introduced  in  Lynn 
factories.  The  honesty,  energy  and 
integrity  of  E.  E.  Strout  will  long  be  a 
happy  memory  to  his  many  associates 
and  friends.     A  man  has  passed.

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Cuba  celebrated  her  independence 
day  last  month.  She  has  now  gov- 
erned herself  for  13  years  and  has 
never  been  so  prosperous  as  she  is  to- 
day. Before  she  was  granted  her  in- 
dejpendence  by  the  United  States,  in 
1902,  the  total  exports  of  the  island 
amounted  to  $51,000,000.  In  1914  they 
had  increased  to  $135,000,000.  Our 
trade  with  Cuba  has  increased  from 
$27,000,000  in  1902  to  $69,000,000  in 
1914.  Labor  gets  better  wages  to-day 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the 
island.  The  educational  system  which 
the  United  States  authorities  installed 
in  the  island  has  been  continued  and 
greatly  extended.  There  has  been  no 
lowering  of  the  standard  of  hygiene 
and  sanitation,  and  the  scourge  of  yel- 
low fever  no  longer  terrorizes  the 
people  every  season.  The  people  have 
been  taught  that  revolution  does  not 
pay,  and  that  industry,  thrift  and  the 
observance  of  law  brings  large  returns 
in  comfort,  happiness  and  wealth. 
What  this  nation  did  for  Cuba  she  has 
reason  to  be  proud  of.  If  we  could  only 
do  as  much  for  Mexico,  where  a  condi- 
tion infinitely  worse  than  that  which 
existed  in  Cuba  prior  to  1898  continues, 
it  would  be  something  well  worth 
boasting  about  and  it  would  have 
doubtless  resulted  had  President  Wil- 
son recognized  Huerta,  as  he  should 
have  done. 

Look  at  the  map  of  the  United  States 
and  you  will  see  that  nearly  half  of  the 
northern  border  is  bounded  by  the 
lakes,  that  hang  like  a  cluster  of  fruit 
on  the  long  stem  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River.  In  size  they  will  compare  with 
the  Black  Sea  of  Europe.  The  im- 
mense body  of  fresh  water  accumulat- 
ed in  these  northern  lakes  has  as  a 
sole  outlet  the  narrow  gorge  at  Nia- 
gara, flowing  over  the  falls  faster  than 
a  race  horse  trots  and  in  the  almost 
incredible  quantity  of  100,000,000  gal- 
lons per  minute. 

The  workingmen's  liability  law  is 
acting  like  a  two-edged  sword  when  we 
note  that  a  large  local  corporation  in- 
sists upon  a  medical  examination  for 
men  seeking  employment.  It  may  be 
with  employers  and  corporations 
strictly  eugenically  correct  that  the 
workingmen's  "medical  laws"  won't  re- 
sult in  so  much  advantage  to  the  wage 
earner  as  was  expected. 


Senator  Lodge  pricks  the  bubble  of 
the  idealist's  universal  peace  program 
with  the  sharp  point  of  common  sense 
when  he  says:  "How  is  peace  to  be 
established  and  maintained  hereafter 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth?  One 
thing  is  certain,  it  cannot  be  done  by 
words.  Nothing  will  be  accomplished 
by  people  who  are  sheltered  under 
neutrality,  gathering  outside  the  edges 
of  the  fight  and  from  comfortable 
safety  summoning  the  combatants  to 
throw  down  their  arms  and  make 
peace,  because  war  is  filled  with  hor- 
rors and  women  are  the  mothers  of 
men.  The  nations  and  the  men  now 
fighting,  as  they  believe,  for  their  lives 
and  freedom  and  national  existence 
know  all  this  better  than  anyone  else 
and  would  heed  such  babble  if  they 
heard  it  no  more  than  the  twittering 
of  birds." 

The  president's  appeal  for  aid  in 
feeding  the  starving  people  of  Mexico, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Red  Cross, 
strongly  suggests  that  the  Mexican 
situation  is  rapidly  creating  a  rather 
close  parallel  with  that  in  Cuba  prior 
to  the  Spanish-American  war.  Before 
intervention  in  Cuba  took  place,  our 
government  for  humanitarian  reasons 
brought  to  bear  its  influence  in  reliev- 
ing the  hunger  and  wretchedness  of 
the  Cubans  in  the  Spanish  reconcen- 
tration  camps.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
the  starvation  of  the  noncombatant  Cu- 
bans, as  the  result  of  the  three  years' 
devastating  war  against  the  Spanish 
army  of  occupation,  aroused  deep  feel- 
ing in  this  country  and  exercised  fully 
as  strong  an  influence  as  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  warship  Maine  in  crystaliz- 
ing  public  opinion  in  favor  of  interven- 
tion. 

A  circus  like  the  Ringlings'  takes 
many  thousands  of  dollars  out  of  Lynn 
and  does  not  leave  much.  The  local 
tax  of  $150  is  insignificant.  The  tax 
should  be  $500  if  it  is  a  cent.  The 
$150  does  not  pay  the  city  for  extra 
police  protection.  The  "passes"  may 
be  bait  for  the  circus  people  to  under- 
pay the  city. 

Tyrus  Raymond  Cobb  is  the  greatest 
individual  player  base  ball  ever  pos- 
sessed. Usually,  men  have  to  pass 
away  to  receive  such  praise,  but  it  is 
different  with  Tyrus. 
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Massachusetts  is  certain  to  continue 
her  policy  of  creating  forest  reserva- 
tions, whose  value  to  the  people  is  al- 
ready sufficiently  apparent,  but  will  be 
more  amply  proved  as  time  goes  on. 
Proposed  "state  forests  under  official 
consideration  include  nearly  10,000 
acres.  Such  property  can  be  secured 
at  better  figures  now  than  later,  wh«i 
there  comes  a  wider  appreciation  of 
what  can  be  done  with  forests  in  the 
way  of  financial  returns.  The  work 
which  the  state  is  overseeing  and  pro- 
moting is  going  to  demonstrate  that  it 
pays  to  apply  forestry  methods. 

If  Lynn  desires  to  keep  from  bank- 
ruptcy it  will  be  necessary  to  have  men 
at  city  hall  who  can  save  money  as 
well  as  spend  it.  The  pay  roll,  with 
pensions,  etc.,  is  becoming  a  fearful 
load,  and  some  day  somebody  will  have 
to  work  out  a  policy  of  retrenchment. 
Receipts  are  falling  off,  and  expense 
increasing.

With  the  distance  being  ninety-six 
miles  from  Portland  to  Lynn,  why 
should  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
conductors  take  one  hundred  and  one 
miles  in  mileage,  Portland  to  Lynn? 
We  wonder  if  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  ever  passed  on  this  in- 
equality as  Avell  as  on  the  obnoxious 
baggage  law? 

If  conditions  continue  about  the  only 
"industry"  left  in  Lynn  will  be  moving 
picture  houses.  Ways  and  means  to 
get  on  the  inside  of  them  are  becom- 
ing scarcer  every  day.

I  f  Lynn  does  not  wake  up  soon  there  won't  be  anything  left  here, 
industrially,  in  the  shoe  line.  _  ,      r  .u    i  u 

Lynn  should  be  saved  from  the  extremists  at  both  ends  of  the  labor 
situation— from  manufacturers  who  get  private  trades  with  the  help 
and  then  proceed  to  cut  the  throats  of  one  another— and  from  the 
labor  leaders  who  do  not  lead. 

Lynn  has  got  to  have  a  new  set  of  real  leaders  m  the  cause  of 
labor  if  the  city  is  not  going  to  lose  its  shoe  trade. 

The  State  Board  of  Arbitration  must  govern,  low  priced  McKays 
must  be  made  here,  and  labor  placed  on  a  basis  nearer  to  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  and  Haverhill,  and  other  centres  competing  with  Lynn,  or  the 
jig  is  up ! 

The  time  has  come  to  call  a  spade  a  spade.  There  can  be  no 
more  glossing  over  matters  if  Lynn  wants  to  be  a  shoe  centre  worthy 
of  the  name. 

The  starvation  period  is  near  for  business  unless  there  is  vigorous 
and  prompt  action. 

Shoe  supply  houses  must  get  wage  rates  more  in  accordance  with 
those  in  other  Essex  county  cities  and  towns,  and  shoe  manufacturers 
must  be  given  a  fairer  deal  on  wages  and  shop  regulations  or  the  city 
of  Lynn  will  be  a  relic  of  the  past  so  far  as  the  shoemaking  and  shoe 
supply  interests  are  concerned. 

Courage,  candor  and  force  are  now  necessary.  There  should  be 
no  truckling  to  this  or  that  interest. 

Fair  play  for  the  manufacturer  must  prevail,  or  Lynn  will  fade 
away  as  an  industrial  centre !    The  time  has  arrived  for  action. 

Everybody  should  be  alive  to  the  situation — Manufacturers,,  shoe 
workers,  property  owners  and  retailers.  If  there  is  any  spirit  in  this 
community  this  is  the  time  to  put  it  into  action. 

There  are  not  a  dozen  shoe  manufacturers  in  Lynn  who  are  mak- 
ing money,  and  if  men  who  put  up  their  capital  cannot  make  a  living 
what  will  be  the  final  result  for  the  wage  earner? 

Lynn  is  more  important  than  any  body  of  men.  Lynn  wants  busi- 
ness. Must  the  city  be  starved  out  of  existence  because  of  the  actions 
of  brainless  agitators?

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John  A.  O'Keefe,  Massachusetts  fire 
prevention  commissioner,  finds  it  prac- 
tically impossible  to  give  grown  people 
proper  instruction  in  matters  of  fire 
protection  and  methods  of  prevention, 
and  so  he  proposes  that  children  be 
instructed  in  the  dangers  which  result 
from  carelessness  with  respect  to  fires. 
He  proposes  to  conduct  a  campaign  in 
the  schools  which  shall  avail  not  only 
to  reduce  the  number  of  fires  set  by 
children,  but  to  bring  the  lessons 
which  have  been  taught  to  the  chil- 
dren into  the  home.  To  this  end  a 
fire  prevention  booklet  is  to  be  sent 
to  teachers  which  will  tell  of  the  com- 
mon dangers.  A  book  that  is  under 
consideration  contains  short  stories 
about  fires  and  their  causes.  At  the 
end  of  each  story  are  questions  which 
deal  with  the  chapter.  Commissioner 
O'Keefe  believes  that  much  can  be  ac- 
complished in  this  way.  School  com- 
mittees have  shown  themselves  ready 
to  aid  in  his  work.

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Between  trading  stamps,  profit-shar- 
ing coupons  and  price-fixing  statutes, 
tlie  retail  mercliant  finds  trouble 
enough,  but  in  addition  to  all  these  he 
too  often  finds  himself  afflicted  by  the 
parcels  post,  which  transports  pack- 
ages at  a  rate  which  not  only  robs  the 
railroads  but  furnishes  no  profit  to  the 
Government.  Already  steps  are  being 
taken  to  see  if  something  cannot  be 
done,  and  in  Iowa  the  General  As- 
sembly has  passed  resolutions  request- 
ing the  postmaster  general  and  con- 
gress to  reduce  the  weight  of  the  par- 
cel post  package  to  a  maximum  of 
forty  pounds  and  to  make  a  readjust- 
ment of  rates  "to  the  end  that  justice 
may  be  done  as  between  all  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States."  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  what  will  be  done  if 
anything.  The  Iowa  assembly  thinks 
that  the  "farm-to-table"  scheme  is  not 
practicable,  but  will  result  in  the 
spending  of  the  people's  money  to  no 
purpose.

We  realize  Germany's  great  contri- 
butions to  the  civilization  of  the  world 
In  its  science,  arts,  literature  and  life, 
and  we  have  as  a  nation  nothing  to 
gain  from  her  serious  crushing.  At  the 
same  time,  self-preservation  is  nature's 
first  law.

And  herein  lies 
our  greatest  reason  for  hoping  for  the 
success  of  the  allied  arms,  since 
through  no  other  outcome  does  any 
prospect  appear  of  that  improved 
world  order  which  is  fundamental  to 
the  existence  of  civilization.

Motoring'  Across  America. 

It  is  interesting  to  consider  how  one 
would  motor  across  the  country  to 
California.  The  Lincoln  Highway  is 
the  straighter  road  across  country.  It 
leaves  New  York  and  goes  by  way  of 
Philadelphia  through  Gettysburg,  Pitts- 
burg, Canton,  Lima  and  Fort  Wayne  to 
South  Bend.  It  runs  south  here 
through  Valparaiso  and  Joliet  to 
Aurora  and  so  on  into  Iowa,  where  it 
touches  Clinton,  Cedar  Rapids,  Ames 
and  Denison  on  the  way  to  Omaha. 
From  Omaha  it  goes  by  way  of  Fre- 
mont, Grand  Island,  Kearney  and 
North  Platte  to  Julesburg.  The  road 
here  may  include  a  "V"  to  Denver  and 
return  to  Cheyenne  or  else  straight 
from  Julesburg  to  Cheyenne.  West  of 
Cheyenne  the  road  runs  through  Lar- 
amie, Rawlins  and  Granger  to  Ogden 
and  then  goes  south  of  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  then 
through  Ely  and  Fallon  to  Reno.  There 
are  two  choices  from  Reno  to  Sacra- 
mento, either  by  way  of  Carson  City  or 
around  to  the  north  and  west  of  Lake 
Tahoe  through  Truckee.  By  reason 
of  the  San  Francisco  exposition  more 
people  are  motoring  across  the  country 
this  year  than  ever  before.  It  is  about 
3600  miles  New  York  to  Frisco,  via  the 
Lincoln  Highway. 

A  thing  hard  to  realize  is  that  in 
1776  all  shoes  were  made  alike  for 
both  feet.

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Notes  From  a  Western  Trip 

Riverside,  California,  is  a  clean 
town,  precisely  laid  out,  with  named 
streets  one  way  and  numbered 
thoroughfares  the  other.  Some  in- 
dividuals, who  have  carefully  studied 
town  and  city  governments,  think 
Riverside  a  model.  The  school  and 
other  public  buildings  are  well 
located  and  apparently  well  built.  The 
county  court  house  on  the  main  street, 
surrounded  by  beautiful  palm  trees,  is 
striking  in  appearance.  The  privately 
owned  parks,  open  to  the  public,  are 
more  sumptuous  than  many  city  reser- 
vations. Numerous  avenues  are  stud- 
ded with  high  palms,  eucalptus  and 
cypress  trees,  and  many  of  them  seem 
close  to  one  hundred  feet  in  height. 
There  is  a  high  power  electric  rail- 
road, owned  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad,  connecting  all  adjacent 
towns.  As  a  sample  of  the  fares,  it 
may  be  stated  that  one  run,  less  than 
twenty  miles,  round  trip,  Riverside  to 
Redlands,  costs  eighty-five  cents.  At 
points  in  the  east  this  distance  would 
be  covered  for  at  least  twenty  cents. 
Evidently  the  cars  try  to  do  business 
at  a  profit  out  here.  Needless  to  say, 
the  riding  is  not  heavy.  The  Jitney 
busses  are  growing  in  popularity  all 
about  here,  mainly  owing  to  the  high 
electric  car  fares. 

They  have  rain  during  two  or  three 
months  of  the  year,  in  Riverside,  Cal- 
ifornia, but  the  weather  is  never  hot 
or  cold,  and  the  people  say  they  get 
ten  months'  sunshine  in  a  year.  They 
lack  water,  but  that  is  drawn  from  the 
eight  to  twelve  thousand  feet  high 
snow-clad  mountains  enclosing  River- 
side valley  and  from  artesian  wells. 
From  this  point  six  thousand  car  loads 
of  oranges,  lemons  and  grape  fruit  go 
out  each  year. 

The  Mission  Inn  in  Riverside  is 
unique,  restful  and  rambling,  occupy- 
ing an  entire  block.  It  is  the  mission 
of  centuries  ago,  modernized,  impart- 
ing a  restfulness  and  cheer  not  in  the 
atmosphere  of  the  ordinary  hotel.  It 
has  a  charm  wholly  its  own.  There  is 
here  what  is  said  to  be  the  greatest 
collection  of  bells  in  the  world,  and 
their  playing  is  a  feature.  The  cathe- 
dral organ  and  chapel  are  much  en- 
joyed, and  under  the  rays  of  dim  lights 
there  is  an  organ  recital  two  or  three 
times  each  day,  with  vocal  and  instru- 
mental accompanists.  It  is  all  peculiar 
to  this  hotel.     Nothing  like  it  is  found 


anywhere  else  in  the  world.  Three  or 
four  hundred  people  may  be  accom- 
modated at  the  Inn. 

Speaking  of  "the  generosity  of  the 
west,"  a  customer  making  a  purchase 
in  one  of  the  leading  "high  grade" 
chemist  shops  in  San  Francisco,  ask- 
ing for  a  few  extra  stoppels,  was 
charged  for  them!  This  may  not  be  a 
sample  of  Frisco  "liberal"  treatment 
of  patrons. 

In  the  so-called  high  grade  hotels  in 
the  west,  wherein  profligates  and  get- 
rich-quick  people  burn  their  money, 
restaurant  prices  have  soared  to  the 
skies  and  portions  of  food  decreased  by 
fully  one-third.  Still,  some  of  these 
hotels  wonder  why  the  sheriff  is  close 
to  the  door! 

Denver  is  the  deadest  appearing  city 
of  its  size  in  the  western  country. 

With  the  closing  of  schools  tourist 
business  to  the  San  Francisco  exposi- 
tion is  growing. 

No  city  of  its  size  has  finer  hotels 
than  Denver.  For  the  most  part,  they 
treat  the  public  fairly. 

Dining  car  prices  in  the  West,  es- 
pecially upon  the  Limited  trains, 
makes  one  wish  he  were  a  standard 
oil  magnate  when  paying  the  check. 

The  idea  of  the  interstate  commerce 
commission  deciding  that  a  person 
checking  a  trunk  on  a  railroad  was  a 
"shipper,"  and  thereby  making  it  man- 
datory for  travellers  to  be  taxed  while 
declaring  baggage  value,  well  demon- 
strates that  the  homes  for  the  feeble 
minded  have  not  all  of  the  inhabitants 
to  which  they  are  entitled. 

The  fiag  day  parade  in  Lynn  last 
month  was  a  success,  in  point  of  num- 
bers. Much  money  was  expended,  but 
it  all  helped  Lynn.  If  there  was  ex- 
travagance and  waste  somebody  got 
the  money,  so  labor  was  benefitted. 
Two  holidays  in  one  week  may  not 
have  aided  the  local  merchants. 

If  Mr.  Walsh  has  not  suflftcient 
respect  for  himself,  as  governor,  he 
should  display  some  regard  for  the 
commonwealth,  and  not  be  the  chief 
attraction  at  a  Boston  store  celebra- 
tion, conceived  and  carried  out  for 
private  gain.  This  is  small  business 
for  a  governor  of  Massachusetts. 
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Magrna  Carta  or  the  Qreat  Charter. 
The  700th  anniversary  of  the  Magna 
Carta  occurred  on  June  15th.  This 
charter  was  given  or  rather  forced 
from  King  John,  at  Runnymede,  a  few 
miles  west  of  London  on  June  15,  1215. 
It  has  at  least  four  claims  to  im- 
portance: It  was  not  given  willingly 
but  forced  from  John  by  the  most  in- 
fluential classes  of  the  people,  acting 
unitedly.  It  showed  that  if  a  King 
did  not  rule  as  the  people  wished,  he 
could  be  made  to.  It  saved  certain 
feudal  principles  of  government  from 
being  superseded  by  the  principle  of 
absolute  monarchy — it  was  a  contract 
which  the  King  had  no  right  to  break 
— his  tenants  in  cliief  had  the  right  as 
■well  as  the  power  to  call  the  King  to 
•account.  What  it  contained  was  im- 
portant— although  many  provisions  are 
insignificant  and  temporary.  It  con- 
tained definite  agreements  to  refrain 
from  certain  illegal  actions,  however. 
What  the  King  granted  in  this  charter 
was  handed  down  by  the  tenants  in 
chief  to  those  below  them  and  there- 
fore its  benefits  were  spread  through- 
out the  nation.  The  charter  was  of 
great  importance  for  the  service  it 
fulfilled   in   later  times  as   a   definite 


statement  of  rights  to  which  to  refer. 
Many  articles  in  the  constitution  of 
the  U.  S.  are  based  on  those  in  the 
Magna  Carta.  It  was  the  earliest 
medieval  document  defining  or  mak- 
ing any  great  restriction  on  royal 
rights. 

■f 
The  state  employment  office  in  Bos- 
ton notes  a  slow  but  gradual  improve- 
ment in  business.  The  greatest  ac- 
tivity was  shown  in  the  skilled  trades, 
the  iron  and  steel  industry,  wath  foun- 
dries and  machine  shops  leading. 
There  was  also  a  considerable  im- 
provement in  the  building  industry,  as 
might  have  been  expected.  There  was 
a  change  for  the  better  in  tlie  shoe  in- 
dustry, but  mercantile  and  clerical 
work  remained  practically  at  a  stand- 
still. In  unskilled  workers  the  demand 
was  principally  for  laborers  and  gar- 
deners. There  was  an  increase  of  11 
per  cent  over  tlie  previous  month  in 
the  call  for  boys.  There  was  an  in- 
creased demand  for  houseworkers, 
while  the  supply  continued  small. 
Upon  the  wliole  the  improvement  in 
the  labor  market  was  gradual,  and  by 
no  means  equal  to  the  supply  of  those 
seeking  work.

Will  Washington  street  ever  be  in 
passable  condition? 


Flax  Pond,  dressed  up,  should  be  a 
pleasure  to  the  public.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful area. 


It  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  civiliza- 
tion that  German  eflBciency  should  be 
so  confounded  with  frightfulness. 

Some  of  the  smooth  paved  streets  a 
few  years  old  in  Lynn,  have  the  ap- 
pearance of  not  being  intelligently 
constructed. 

Small  wonder  many  people  say  there 
is  one  law  for  the  poor  and  another  for 
the  rich,  with  the  escape  of  a  degener- 
ate murderer  like  Thaw. 


There  appears  to  be  need  of  a  strong 
man  at  the  helm  at  the  state  house, 
with  the  state  debt  increasing  $2,314,- 
500,  as  reported,  in  the  seven  months 
before  July  first. 


Is  it  necessary  for  a  city  the  size  of 
Lynn  to  have  its  streets  in  such  de- 
plorable condition  as  Johnson  street, 
lower  Union  street,  and  Buffum  street 
— just  to  mention  a  few  in  the  centre 
of  the  city?  Is  it  not  more  important 
to  have  these  streets  in  passable  con- 
dition than  to  have  granolithic  side- 
walks in  Wyoma? 

The  moving  pictures  have  taken  the 
interest  of  the  public  from  everything 
but  musical  plays.  They  cannot  be 
produced  on  the  films.  The  public 
still  has  to  go  to  the  theatre  to  hear 
singing.  Unless  a  manager  wants  to 
devote  himself  to  them,  therefore,  it  is 
not  worth  the  risk  to  put  on  produc- 
tions with  the  times  so  unsettled  and 
the  interest  in  the  moving  pictures  so 
dominating  as  it  is  at  present. 


Up  to  June  1,  according  to  estimates 
based  upon  figures  given  out  on  July  7 
by  the  French  Relief  Society,  770,000 
Russians  were  captured,  1,982,000 
wounded,  and  733,000  killed,  making 
a  total  of  3,485,000  casualties.  Ger- 
many is  next,  with  a  total  of  1,567,000, 
and  Austria  comes  third,  with  1,235,- 
000.  The  Relief  Society  puts  the 
French  casualties  at  1,400,000,  while 
the  total  for  Great  Britain  is  428,000. 
With  the  losses  of  Belgium,  Serbia, 
Turkey,  and  Japan  added,  the  toll  for 
ten  months  reaches  the  staggering 
sum  of  8,770,000,  2,228,300  of  whom  are 
dead.  The  Italian  casualties  and  those 
of  the  other  armies  since  June  1  run 
the  grand  total  up  to  9,000,000. 


While  the  $1.35  McKay  may  create  a 
revolution  in  Lynn  shoemaking: — and 
we  sincerely  hope  such  may  result — 
it  should  be  made  clear  that  such  a 
condition  is  not  helping  us  with  ex- 
cellent factories  driven  from  Lynn 
like  that  of  the  Rickard  Shoe  Com- 
pany. The  cause  of  Lynn's  shoemak- 
ing depression  is  deeper  than  the 
$1.35  McKay,  a  product  never  thought 
of  by  many  houses  like  that  of  the 
Rickard  Company.  Shop  regulations 
in  Lynn  are  fully  as  irksome  as  the 
high  price  of  labor.  Lynn  needs  a 
vigorous  shaking  up  if  the  city  desires 
to  regain  its  shoe  industry. 

If  it  was  possible  to  build  the  Blos- 
som street  school  for  $100,000— which 
we  do  not  doubt— instead  of  $235,000, 
why  was  the  extra  $135,000  spent? 
Who  got  it?  What  were  the  circum- 
stances? Wlio  was  to  blame?  Are 
not  the  taxpayers  entitled  to  definite 
statements  when  $135,000  of  their 
money  is  squandered?  And  this  is  but 
a  single  instance  of  financial  mis- 
management, to  use  a  mild  term. 

We  have  not' the  facts  at  hand,  but 
it  seems  to  us  that  there  must  be  some- 
one decidedly  at  fault  when  a  splendid 
thoroughfare,  such  as  Willow  street, 
must  be  torn  up  for  underground  work. 
The  street  will  never  be  right  again. 
And  what  of  the  tax  payer  who  paid 
the  bill?

passengers  had  been  attracted  to  the 
Lusitania  by  the  widely-advertised 
claim  that  her  high  speed  made  her 
secure  from  submarine  attack,  says 
the  Springfield  Republic.  The  ship  was 
not  run  at  her  highest  speed  by  some 
five  knots  at  any  time  during  the 
voyage,  and  the  speed  was  even  below 
20  knots  when  the  ship  was  attacked. 
Whatever  may  be  Baron  Mersey's 
opinion  concerning  the  Cunard  com- 
pany, there  was  a  measure  of  deceit 
in  the  company's  dealings  with  the 
traveling  public,  because  some  of  the 
ship's  boilers  were  unused  and  the 
ship's  full  speed  was  deliberately 
sacrificed  to  secure  economy  of  opera- 
tion.

The  railroads  are  in  for  trouble,  and 
so  are  the  traveling  public — and  we 
might  as  well  all  get  ready  for  it.  The 
American  system  of  checking  baggage 
has  up  to  date  been  the  most  con- 
venient in  the  world,  as  all  who  have 
traveled  in  other  countries  understand. 
Passengers  have  had  good  service  from 
the  railroads  at  the  minimum  of  per- 
sonal inconvenience.  Now  we  must 
meet  new  regulative  conditions,  and 
there  will  inevitably  follow  friction  in 
the  enforcement  of  them. 

Under  the  Cummins  amendment, 
passed  by  the  last  Congress,  the  rail- 
roads must  pay  full  value  for  all  bag- 
gage lost  or  damaged,  and  by  sanction 
of  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion, passengers  checking  baggage  to 
points  outside  the  state  must  pay  for 
insurance  If  the  value  exceeds  $100. 
The  rate  of  10  cents  for  every  $100  in 
additional  value  will  be  less  burden- 
some than  the  method  of  its  collection. 
In  order  that  the  companies  may  pro- 
tect themselves  from  fraudulent 
claims  for  lost  baggage  and  other  prop- 
erty the  passenger  department  heads 
deem  it  necessary  to  secure  declara- 
tions from  passengers.  It  is  necessary 
to  bear  in  mind,  therefore,  that  hence- 
forth "each  person  checking  baggage 
or  other  property  from  a  point  in  one 
state  to  a  point  in  another  state  must 
make  a  declaration  of  the  value  of  such 
baggage  or  property  when  it  is  pre- 
sented for  checking.  Each  person,  or 
his  agent,  must  sign  a  declaration  be- 
fore baggage  can  be  checked."  Fur- 
thermore, "no  baggage  will  be  for- 
warded unless  the  passenger  or  his 
agent  signs  the  declaration." 

Here  is  a  situation  calculated  to 
breed  lots  of  trouble  The  railroads 
urge  passengers  to  allow  more  time 
than  heretofore  for  the  checking  of 
baggage.  It  will  be  needed.  Men  and 
women  who  fail  to  catch  their  trains 
because  they  have  neglected  to  take 
into  account  the  time  which  would  be 
consumed  in  signing  declarations  giv- 
ing the  valuation  of  baggage,  are  not 
going  to  feel  pleasant  about  it.  Hot- 
tempered  persons  will  be  made  ex- 
plosive, and  the  philosophy  of  the  most 
amiable  is  to  suffer  strain.  Blank 
forms  are  ready  at  all  stations,  and  it 
would  be  wise  to  do  some  figuring  in 
advance  as  to  the  worth  of  what  may 
be  in  trunk  or  bag.     Those  who  wait 


to  sum  up  when  the  declaration  form 
is  before  them  will  be  sure  to  jam  the 
line  of  growingly  impatient  tourists, 
and  so  invite  ill-will  forcibly  expressed. 
It  requires  courage  to  put  anything 
in  the  path  of  the  American  purpose  to 
get  somewhere  quick,  but  the  railroads 
beg  the  public  to  remember  that  a 
power  greater  than  they  has  ordained 
the  situation  which  they  feel  obliged 
to  meet  in  this  way.  We,  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  are  fast  getting 
regulated  up  to  something  like  old 
world  standards.  If  we  view  with 
some  dismay  the  passing  of  the  period 
when  the  checking  of  baggage  was 
easy,  there  is  the  compensation  that 
in  the  future  we  can  recover  the  full 
value  of  that  which  is  lost,  providing 
we  have  given  an  honest  valuation  of 
it. 

The  United  Cigar  Stores  Company 
has  in  operation  over  800  stores  and 
is  located  now  in  188  cities  in  35  states. 
The  gross  annual  business  of  the 
stores  aggregates  $32,000,000.  The 
company  spends  $2,500,000  in  window 
trimming  alone.  The  various  stores 
carry  a  stock  of  goods  valued  at 
$2,500,000  while  their  annual  rental 
amounts  to  about  $5,000,000.  The 
maintenance  of  its  profit-sharing  sys- 
tem has  been  a  costly  branch  of  the 
company's  business  for  it  has  amount- 
ed to  about  $1,000,000  a  year.  Last 
year  the  supply  of  United  coupons  and 
certificates  was  800,000,000.  Annual 
sales  of  products  include:  300,000,000 
cigars;  one  billion  cigarettes;  5,600,000 
pounds  of  tobacco;  107,000  pounds  of 
snuff,  and  2,000,000  pipes.  Two  new 
features  have  been  added  to  the  pro- 
ducts handled,  candy,  which  business 
now  totals  $160,000  a  year,  and  soda 
fountains,  which  do  at  the  rate  of 
about  $600,000  more.  Sales  of  playing 
cards  aggregate  $300,000  more  per  an- 
num. As  a  further  inducement  to 
trade  at  its  stores  the  United  Com- 
pany gives  away  about  $150,000  of 
book  matches  each  year,  but  as  an 
offset  the  company  sells  the  same 
amount  of  matches  in  boxes.

Never  have  Lynn  streets  been  so 
completely  "torn  up"  as  they  have 
this  summer.  It's  a  metropolitan  idea, 
for  in  New  York  at  the  present  time, 
they  appear  to  be  busier  under  the 
ground  than  above  it! 
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Of  course  Dr  Dudley  A.  Sargent, 
Harvard's  physical  culture  expert,  is 
right  when  he  says  that  women  (some 
women)  could  be  trained  for  military 
duty  just  like  men,  says  the  New  York 
Sun,  but  if  the  question  were  submit- 
ted to  a  referendum,  whether  of  men 
or  women  or  both,  the  decision  would 
be  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  not  dis- 
turbing the  present  status  of  the 
gentler  sex  as  mothers,  sisters, 
cousins,  wives  and  sweethearts. 

No  municipality  has  been  able  to 
manage  any  business  enterprise  as 
successfully  and  economically  as 
private  persons  or  corporations.  It 
is  doubtful  whether  a  single  muni- 
cipality owned  utility,  if  operated  un- 
der private  management,  would  not 
render  more  efficient  service  and  at  an 
economy  which  would  be  sufficient  in 
many  cases  to  render  a  reasonable  re- 
turn upon  the  investment. 

The  new  Blood  market  and  the  mov- 
ing picture  theatre  at  the  junction  of 
Mulberry  street,  will  do  much  to  make 
an  even  bigger  business  centre  of  the 
Union  street  district. 


Thomas  W.  Lamont  of  J.  P.  Morgan 
&  Co.,  arrived  in  New  York  last  month 
after  a  race  against  time  across  the 
continent,  started  as  soon  as  he  heard 
the  news  of  the  shooting  of  Mr.  Mor- 
gan. Mr.  Lamont  was  in  the  heart  of 
the  Cascades,  4,000  feet  up  in  the 
mountains  at  Klamath  Lake,  Ore.  He 
jumped  into  an  automobile  as  soon  as 
the  telegram  carrying  news  of  the 
shooting  reached  him.  The  ride  was 
a  twelve  hour  race  through  the  moun- 
tains, much  of  it  at  night.  Mr.  Lamont 
was  headed  for  the  nearest  railroad 
station,  at  Weed,  Ore.

The  man 
who  works  with  his  muscles  and  lives 
in  the  open  air  is  rarely  a  victim  of 
sleeplessness. 

"The  essentials  for  a  good  night's 
rest  are  mental  repose,  a  requisite 
amount  of  muscular  fatigue,  comfort- 
able body  heat  and  plenty  of  ventila- 
tion. 

"The  most  difficult  to  secure  is  less- 
ened brain  activity.  An  excellent  plan 
is  to  take  a  brisk  half  hour's  walk  just 
before  bedtime,  followed  by  a  hot  bath 
and  a  rubdown,  and  then  a  cup  of 
warm  milk  and  a  biscuit  or  two  as  one 
gets  into  bed.

Figures  published  last  month  by  the 
Department  of  Commerce  disclose  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  is  doing  a 
vast  share  of  the  feeding  of  the  world. 
The  war  in  Europe  has  greatly  in- 
creased our  shipments  of  foodstuffs 
abroad.  For  the  eleven  months  ended 
June  1,  foodstuff  exports,  according  to 
the  Department,  were  valued  at  the 
enormous  total  of  $724,000,000.  For 
the  same  eleven  months  a  year  ago 
foodstuff  exports  were  valued  at  $443,- 
000,000.  These  items  were  the  prin- 
cipal factor  in  our  fast  growing  for- 
eign trade  balance.  The  outlook  for 
the  ensuing  year  is  certainly  equally 
bright,  and  with  even  higher  prices  in 
prospect. 

The  Salem  depot  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  is  a  sad  reminder  of  the 
old  days.  How  the  structure  has  been 
tolerated  for  so  many  years,  is  hard  to 
understand.  There  is  no  more  dangerous 
crossing  in  the  State  than  the  one  front- 
ing the  miserable  and  squalid  depot. 
The  great  Salem  fire  did  not  have  the 
nerve  to  destroy  the  wretched  structure, 
veering  to  the  right  just  before  reaching 
this  location.  The  Boston  and  Maine 
cannot  now  even  consider  a  new  station, 
for  obvious  reasons,  but  why  Salem  did 
not  secure  a  new  depot  long  ago  seems 
strange.  Possibly  the  grade  separation 
stall  aided  the  railroad  in  not  spending 
money  for  a  new  depot. 

W.  S.  Hunt  of  Glenmere,  a  White 
Mountain  tramper,  is  now  on  his  49th 
season  in  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Wash- 
ington. There  is  no  spot  in  the  White 
Mountain  region  that  he  has  not  covered. 
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When  general  business  fell  off  last 
summer  as  a  result  of  the  opening  of 
the  great  war,  it  seemed  as  if  the  col- 
lection agencies,  the  collection  at- 
torneys and  others  would  have  a  busy 
season  ahead  of  them,  for  it  was 
reasonable  to  expect  that  creditors, 
themselves  hard  pushed  for  cash, 
would  push  their  debtors.  Contrary 
to  all  expectations,  however,  the  gen- 
eral experience  of  many  collection 
agencies  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
for  the  past  eleven  months  there  has 
existed  a  marked  disinclination  on  the 
part  of  business  men  to  adopt  harsh 
collection  methods  except  in  the  most 
extreme  cases.  Whether  this  disin- 
clination was  the  result  of  a  fear  of 
demand  for  a  morotorium  over  here  or 
whether  it  was  the  result  of  a  broad 
spirit  of  humanitarianism  in  the  face 
of  unprecedented  conditions,  it  is  im- 
possible to  decide — although  we  are 
more  inclined  toward  the  latter  view. 
■♦-

Henry  Ford  of  the  Ford  Motor  Car 
Co.  is  filling  an  order  for  15,000  motor 
ambulances  for  the  British  govern- 
ment. The  Ford  Co.  states  it  cannot 
accept  "big  contracts"  from  anyone, 
because  to  do  so  would  force  others 
to  go  short  of  their  supply,  and  that 
would  not  be  fair  play.  Up  to  August 
first  the  company  had  sold  12,500  cars 
to  the  British  government  and  had

a  factory  at  Manchester,  Eng.,  where 
it  employs  1,600  hands  and  there  are 
100  British  soldiers  of  the  transport  ser- 
vice always  at  that  factory  learning 
how  to  repair  and  put  together  the  cars 
in  the  field.  The  $490  car  here  costs 
$575  in  England,  the  extra  cost  being 
due  to  packing,  insurance  and  trans- 
portation.

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Dear  reader,  when  you  calmly  think 
it  over,  does  it  occur  to  you  that  gov- 
ernment by  commission  has  been  any- 
lliing  approaching  a  success  in  Lynn? 
Have  not  predictions  made  by  the  Re- 
view been  borne  out  by  results?  No 
young  men  being  trained  for  municipal 
work,  taxes  increasing,  small  talk  and 
almost  slander  by  the  ream,  at  city 
liall,  certain  sections  of  Lynn  being 
built  up,  developed  and  catered  to  at 
the  expense  of  other  localities,  and 
marked  and  deep-seated  inefficiency  in 
nearly  every  municipal  department.  In 
brief,  that  is  the  indictment  today 
against  Lynn  government  by  commis- 
sion.

That  is  why 
he  held  up  the  Suffolk  county  medical 
examiner  appointment  for  nearly  a  year 
"Sand"  is  a  much  needed  quality  in  an 
executive  officer. 


War  has  shut  up  the  factories 
abroad,  but  when  the  war  is  over — and 
we  pray  God  peace  may  return  soon — 
we  are  going  to  have  the  rlercest  era 
of  competition  in  the  history  of  this 
country.  We  should  take  measures  to 
meet  that  now  when  the  time  is  ripe. 
We  are  getting  ready  to  return  again 
to  the  old  Republican  policy  of  protec- 
tion. We  don't  mean  protection  higher 
than  the  moon,  but  protection  that  will 
cover  the  cost  of  labor.

In  the  time  it  was  in  operation 
up  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  $126,- 
000,000  more  of  foreign  goods  came 
into  this  country  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Look  at  the  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  r  ports,  for  instance.  Un- 
der the  Underwood  tariff  the  wage 
fund  of  that  corporation  decreased 
$45,000,000  in  a  single  year.  That 
means  that  much  money  out  of  the 
pockets  of  the  laboring  man  of  this 
country. 

Ex-Governor  Foss  has  become  a  po- 
litical nuisance.  A  strange  fact,  when 
we  realize  his  past  ability  as  a  man 
of  business.

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Will  the  great  war-order  business 
this  country  is  receiving  from  the  Al- 
lies prove  of  benefit  or  a  serious  loss 
if  the  war  continues  much  longer? 
That  question  is  answered  in  the  nega- 
tive by  a  high  government  official.  He 
says  that  international  bankruptcy  is 
inevitable  if  the  war  goes  on;  that  the 
enormous  debts  being  piled  up  by  the 
belligerents  may  be  increased  by  an- 
other billion,  but  that  we  must  neces- 
sarily receive  poorer  and  poorer  col- 
lateral to  cover  the  loans  here  as  time 
goes  on.  Provided  the  warring  nations 
are  solvent  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
they  will  have  enormous  obligations 
to  meet  which  will  take  years  to  wipe 
out,  and  they  naturally  will  resort  to 
every  expedient  to  do  so.  An  economic 
competition,  the  sharpest  in  history, 
may  result,  and  Europe  may  dump  her 
goods  here  at  any  price  in  an  effort 
to  square  accounts  with  us.  Goods 
sold  to  the  purchasing  nations  at  high 
prices  might  actually  be  settled  for 
at  very  low  prices  if  the  purchaser  na- 
tion were  bankrupt  when  the  day  of 
final  settlement  came. 

The  street  department  is  credited 
by  a  local  paper  with  doing  good 
work  in  caring  for  Lynn's  shade  trees. 
The  destruction  by  the  city  of  numer- 
ous fine  trees  on  Washington  street, 
between  Henry  and  Western  avenues, 
would  not  seem  to  substantiate  this. 
Residents  in  that  vicinity  say  many 
beautiful  trees  were  sacrificed  because 
of  paving  to  be  done  upon  Washing- 
ton street.  More  trees  would  probably 
have  been  destroyed  had  not  abuttors 
strongly  protested.  It  is  a  crying 
shame  to  note  the  manner  in  which 
hundreds  of  beautiful  trees  on  Lynn 
streets  have  been  destroyed.  It  should 
be  the  duty  of  somebody  to  stop  such 
brutal  work.

But  our  fac- 
tories can  outmarch  the  factories  of 
Germany,  and  we  can  provide  the 
Allies  with  munitions  and  supplies, 
and  if  need  be  with  money,  until  Ger- 
many's insane  dream  of  conquest  is 
leveled  to  the  dust,  says  a  writer  in 
Collier's  Weekly. 

Nor  can  the  writer  see  why  we  need 
have  the  slightest  compunction  about 
doing  it,  for  it  is  merely  a  question 
of  whether  we  do  it  now  or  a  little 
later.  The  triumph  of  German  Im- 
perialism now  would  almost  inevita- 
bly eventuate  in  a  German-American 
conflict,  in  which  the  natural  ally  of 
Germany,  in  its  lust  to  become  the 
world  power,  would  be  Japan. 

It  is  conceivable  that  the  end  of  the 
war  may  come  from  unexpected  forces 
which  no  one  perhaps  save  those  on 
the  inside  can  reckon  on.  Just  as,  for 
example,  a  tack  in  his  boot  may  wear 
down  the  strongest  soldier,  so  a  short- 
age of  copper,  lead,  or  brass,  or  some 
of  the  ingredients  in  the  making  of 
high  explosives,  might  seriously  crip- 
ple Germany's  arms. 

It  is  certain  that  Germany  would 
run  short  of  ammunition  long  before 
she  would  run  short  of  food.  She 
could  not  be  starved  out. 

But  the  real  ending  of  the  war  may 
very  readily  come  from  quite  another 
direction.  It  may  come  from  what  was 
probably  the  most  powerful  single  ap- 
proximate cause.  That  is  the  strength 
of  the  Socialist  movement  in  Germany 
itself. 

The  Socialist  party  is  now  the 
strongest  political  division  in  the  Ger- 
man Empire.  In  forty  years  its  vote 
has  risen  from  an  insignificant  3  per 
cent  of  the  total  to  35  per  cent.  It 
elects  all  of  the  members  of  the  Reich- 
stag from  Berlin  save  one;  and  prac- 
tically all  of  the  larger  cities  are  re- 
presented by  Socialist  members. 


George  F.  Harrison  has  been  the 
American  and  Canadian  manager  for 
Thomas  Cook  &  Son  for  many  years, 
and  has  been  with  the  Company  thir- 
ty-six years.  What  he  does  not  know 
about  "Travel,"  all  over  the  world 
would  rot  fill  the  left  hand  apartment 
of  a  peanut.  Recently,  Mr.  Harrison 
made  the  following  interesting  obser- 
vations: "With  Thomas  Cook  &  Son 
business  conditions  are  about  normal. 
The  war  in  Europe,  of  course,  inter- 
feres with  travel  in  that  part  of  the 
world,  in  consequencce  of  which  it  is 
being  diverted  to  other  quarters. 
Travel  in  the  Orient,  for  instance, 
promises  to  be  very  lively  in  the  early 
fall  and  winter  months.  We  have  a 
number  of  parties  that  will  leave  San 
Francisco  in  September  for  the  Orient. 
An  interesting  fact  is  that  the  war 
has  developed  a  growing  interest  in 
South  American  couniries,  which  up 
to  the  present  time  have  been  more 
or  less  neglected  by  ihe  traveling  pub- 
lic. Present  indications  are  to  the  ef- 
fect that  there  will  be  a  steady  stream 
of  travel  this  year  southw'ard.  This 
direct  intercourse  will  do  as  much  as 
anything  else  to  strengthen  the  trade 
relationships  between  ihe  United 
States  and  the  South  American  coun- 
tries which  is  now  being  so  anxiously 
nursed  by  American  interests.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  the  two  expositions  in 
California  and  the  European  war  have 
jointly  brought  about  an  overwhelm- 
ing tide  of  traffic  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
The  lure  of  the  expositions,  and  the 
low  rates  offered  by  the  railroad  and 
steamship  lines,  are  causing  a  mighty 
volume  of  travel  to  sweep  towards  the 
Pacific  coast.  We  have  booked  thous- 
ands of  tourists  for  personally  con- 
ducted parties  to  California.  The  out- 
look for  travel  across  the  Pacific  is 
very  good,  and  the  fact  that  conditions 
in  Japan,  China  and  the  Far  East  gen- 
erally are  good  serves  as  a  powerful 
stimulus  in  that  direction." 


As  the  Salem  News  intelligently  re- 
marks: "The  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road is  really  worth  dollar  for  dollar 
today  if  it  could  be  let  alone,  politi- 
cally." Stocks  at  the  beck  and  call 
of  legislators  are  under  a  fearful  han- 
dicap.

The  city  is  not  entitled  to  any  med- 
als for  the  manner  in  which  Washing- 
ton street  has  been  worked  upon  dur- 
ing the  past  two  or  three  months.  It 
has  been  one  continual  mess  all  along 
the  line.  To  be  sure,  the  wet  weather 
was  a  serious  handicap,  but  outside 
of  that  circumstance,  the  city  showed 
most  reprehensible  conduct  in  making 
the  changes  on  the  surface  of  Wash- 
ington street.  The  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  when  operating  up- 
on the  thoroughfare,  attended  to  its 
business  is  a  most  desirable  way,  but 
the  city  and  the  Bay  State  Railroad 
Company  appeared  to  -oe  vying  with 
each  other  in  the  endeavor  to  do  the 
most  toward  discommoding  the  pub- 
lic. 

A  more  pitiful  city  than  Revere 
would  be  hard  to  find.  Granted,  by 
Nature,  the  finest  possible  location  on 
the  ocean,  it  has  received  sad  knocks 
at  the  hand  of  men.  Here  city  offi- 
cials can  be  "reached"  for  about  $35 
and  they  have  only  had  a  few  months 
as  a  city.  The  streets  of  the  city  are 
unquestionably  the  worst  in  the  world. 
Poor  Revere,  it's  a  pity  we  have  to 
pass  through  it  between  Lynn  and 
Boston. 
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Lynn  is  not  only  staggering  under 
high  taxes  but  high  valuation,  also. 
That  is  just  as  important  an  element 
as  taxes.  An  owner  of  property,  well 
rented  and  located  within  five  min- 
utes walk  of  City  Hall,  has  been  un- 
able, during  the  last  five  years,  to  se- 
cure an  offer  equal  to  the  assessors' 
valuation.  This  does  not  denote  the 
fact  that  there  is  cause  for  delirious 
spending  of  money  at  City  Hall.  Bet- 
ter go  slow  on  recreation  grounds, 
pensions,  lesser  hours  of  work,  conven- 
ience stations,  and  similar  expenses, 
and  face  the  facts  as  they  are.  Lynn, 
with  its  industries  slipping  away,  is 
far  from  being  in  a  satisfactory  condi- 
tion. 

The  dance  craze,  which  the  unseeing 
said  never  was  to  die,  has  so  far  sub- 
sided that  its  most  venturesome  pro- 
moters and  defenders  in  New  York  are 
taking  their  cue  from  Chicago  and 
transforming  their  dance  floors  into 
rinks  for  the  ice  skaters.

Those  who  are  striving  so  earnestly 
to  bring  about  peace  out  of  the  chaos 
of  Europe  had  better  lay  their  plans 
pretty  carefully  and  comprehensively 
for  the  sake  of  the  future.  In  the  first 
place  it  will  be  rather  aifficult  just  at 
present  to  find  any  basis  on  which  the 
belligerent  nations  can  possibly  come 
together,  and  in  the  second  place  no 
plan  should  be  urged  which  will  sim- 
ply bring  about  an  armed  truce  of 
anywhere  from  five  to  forty  years.  Aw- 
ful as  it  is,  the  present  war  is  as  noth- 
ing to  what  a  similar  war  forty  or  fifty 
years  from  now  would  be  if  the  recent 
advance  in  instruments  of  slaughter  is 
kept  up.  The  peace  that  comes  form 
this  war  must  be  lasting, — permanent, 
and  it  must  forever  remove  tnat  great- 
est cause  of  war, — the  secret  diplo- 
macy that  is  so  much  a  part  of  Eu- 
rope's methods.

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Bethlehem  Steel  has  had  an  extra- 
ordinary career  this  year  and  the  re- 
cent rise  in  its  stock  on  the  exchange 
naturally  arouses  interest  in  the  ac- 
tual extent  of  its  orders  from  the  Al- 
lies. Now  comes  the  report  that 
Bethlehem  Steel's  war  orders  amount 
to  at  least  $250,000,000  and  that  the 
company  will  be  busy  for  two  more 
years  fiiling  these  contracts.  The  com- 
pany is  said  to  have  30,000  men  on  its 
payroll  as  compared  with  half  that 
number  a  year  ago.  More  encourag- 
ing still  is  the  statement  that  the  com- 
pany should  earn  not  less  than  30  per 
cent,  and  possibly  $500  per  share  on 
its  $15,000,000  common  stock.  Appar- 
ently no  dividends  on  either  common 
or  preferred  stock  are  in  sight,  nor 
has  the  company  announced  any  in- 
tention of  amalgamating  with  any 
other  steel  manufacturer.  The  com- 
pany is  now  reported  to  be  working 
at  100  per  cent  of  capacity,  which 
compares  with  60  per  cent,  not  long 
ago.  It  seems  the  Bethlehem  Steel 
Co.  can  turn  out  work  in  shorter  time 
than  many  of  the  other  steel  concerns, 
and  it  is  therefore  in  good  position 
to  fill  war  contracts.  The  astonishing 
advance  in  the  stock  is  therefore  more 
justified  than  is  the  case  with  some 
other  war  industrials. 
-♦■ 

The  developments  of  the  war  have 
shown  the  futility  of  annexing 
hostile  populations;  they  cannot 
be  dispossessed  of  tne  territory, 
or  compelled  to  be  loyal  citi- 
zens, and  while  they  swell  the  vol- 
ume of  domestic  trade,  and  pay  taxes, 
they  cost  at  least  as  much  as  they  con- 
tribute. Men  do  their  best  work,  make 
the  best  progress,  and  are  worth  the 
most  to  their  neighbors  and  the  world, 
when  they  live  under  congenial  condi- 
tions, calculated  to  bring  out  their  full 
powers,  and  these  conditions  are  to  be 
found  in  an  atmosphere  of  liberty.  All 
the  warring  peoples  claim  to  be  con- 
tending for  this  principle  against  ene- 
mies who  would  subvert  it;  such  is 
the  perversity  of  human  suspicions 
and  antagonisms.  If  all  the  responsi- 
ble ministries  had  known  as  much  a 
year  ago  as  they  know  now,  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  the  peace  would  not  have 
been  broken,  and  if  tney  could  know 
now  as  much  as  they  will  a  year  hence, 
it  is  probable  that  a  peace  conference 
would  not  be  long  deferred. 


Ever  since  the  inauguration  of  the 
parcels  post  service  the  railroads  of 
the  country  have  been  suffering  severe 
losses  under  the  present  system  of 
weights  governing  the  transportation 
of  the  mails.  Therefore  they  have  un- 
dertaken to  collect  from  the  govern- 
ment the  large  sums  lost  during  the 
past  six  years,  aggregating  $10,880,- 
865.  On  July  17  the  New  England 
roads  filed  petitions  with  the  Court  of 
Claims  at  Washington,  alleging  that 
their  present  compensation  from  the 
government  is  unreasonable,  unjust 
and  confiscatory.  The  parcels  post 
has  entailed  an  enormous  amount  of 
additional  work  for  the  railroads  and 
it  is  plainly  unfair  to  continue  pay- 
ment for  transportation  of  the  mails 
at  the  old  rates  that  prevailed  before 
the  inauguration  of  the  parcels  post. 
The  railroads,  as  most  people  know, 
have  had  a  difficult  enough  time  for 
the  past  few  years,  and  it  is  to  be  re- 
grette.d  that  a  way  has  not  yet  been 
found  to  adequately  relieve  the  situa- 
tion. 

Is  it  asked,  how  can  the  laboring 
man  find  time  for  self-culture?  I 
answer,  that  an  earnest  purpose  finds 
time,  or  makes  it.  It  seizes  on  spare 
moments,  and  turns  fragments  to 
golden  account.  A  man  who  follows 
his  calling  with  industry  and  spirit, 
and  uses  his  earnings  economically, 
will  always  have  some  portion  of  the 
day  at  command.  And  it  is  astonish- 
ing how  fruitful  of  improvement  a 
short  season  becomes,  when  eagerly 
seized  and  faithfully  used.  A  single 
hour  in  the  day,  steadily  given  to  the 
study  of  some  interesting  subject, 
brings  unexpected  accumulations  of 
knowledge. — William   Ellery  Channing.

Five  September  days  saw  a  thirty- 
five  degree  change  in  temperature. 


The  Republican  ticket,  as  a  whole,  is 
well  balanced  and  popular,  and  should 
receive  united  support  at  the  polls. 

Samuel  McCall  received  198,000 
votes  last  year  but  the  coming  election 
will  see  this  raised  some  50,000  or  all 
predictions  are  awry. 


Will  general  repairs,  building  im- 
provements, new  sewers  and  other  al- 
terations and  adjustments  ever  be  con- 
cluded in  Central  Square? 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  registered 
voters  during  the  past  two  years  and 
a  number  of  precincts  in  the  city  now 
have  over  a  thousand  voters.  Precinct 
lines  will  probably  be  revised  in  the 
near  future. 

Owners  and  occupants  of  buildings 
on  Central  avenue  and  Munroe  street 
are  placed  in  an  absurd  predicament 
by  the  flood  conditions  in  that  section. 
Already  one  of  the  best  tenants  of  the 
largest  building  on  Central  avenue  has 
removed  to  another  and  less  advan- 
tageous building,  because  of  the  con- 
stant flooding  of  his  cellar  and  the 
ruining  of  much  merchandise.  A  new 
drainage  system  is  imperative,  in  this 
district,  and  will  probably  be  installed 
as  soon  as  the  Munroe  street  and  Cen- 
tral avenue  pavement  is  placed  in  first 
class  condition  in  order  that  the  work 
of  ripping  up  the  smooth  surface  can 
be  consummated  in  good  order. 


It  might  make  very  interesting  read- 
ing for  tax  payers  to  have  the  com- 
plete expense  of  the  recent  reception 
to  Governors  in  Boston,  laid  before 
them  for  consideration.  The  average 
tax  payer  raises  a  just  cry  against  the 
tremendous  tax  levied  on  Lynn  by  the 
state  and  the  constantly  p^rowing:  state 
expenses,  which  are  particularly  hard 
to  endure  in  these  parlous  times. 
Hence,  it  would  be  most  interesting  to 
read  just  how  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars were  expended  on  the  recent  "so- 
cial event,"  in  Boston.  Of  course,  we 
understand  that  the  entertainment  was 
of  no  interest  or  value  to  Governor 
Walsh,  who  is  preparing  for  another 
term  in  the  State  House,  but  on  the 
other  hand  was  of  distinct  advantage 
to  tax  payers,  who  directly  or  indi- 
rectly footed  the  bills. 

The  heat  wave  which  struck  Lynn, 
in  September,  would  have  been  much 
more  appreciated  around  the  Fourth 
of  July.  A  run  of  temperature  in  the 
nineties  for  three  or  four  days  was 
rather  a  check  to  growing  fall  business 
in  retail  stores  and  a  severe  depres- 
sant from  the  health  standpoint.  There 
seems  to  be  every  reason  to  believe 
that  our  seasons  are  undergoing  a 
change  and  that  the  real  old  fashioned 
summer  is  being  shifted  along  a  few 
weeks  later  in  the  year.  It  was  very 
good  judgment,  during  the  hot  wave, 
to  close  the  schools  as  their  continu- 
ance could  not  have  resulted  in  any 
benefit  to  the  scholars. 


The  favorite  indoor  sport  of  Demo- 
cratic newspaper  editors,  for  the  fall 
months,  is  to  boost  the  sad  cause  of 
the  Progressive  party,  in  the  en- 
deavor to  help  Governor  Walsh  to 
another  term  in  the  State  House.  It 
is  questionable  if  this  party  draws  five 
thousand  votes,  in  the  coming  state 
election.  _ 

Robert  E.  Ramsdell,  who  resigned 
as  city  treasurer,  was  one  of  the  most 
capable  of  officials.  It  is  regretted 
that  the  city  could  not  give  him  as  sure 
and  comfortable  a  future  as  a  private 
business.  

Mr.  Bryan  need  not  have  resigned 
in  order  to  prevent  war.

The  Republican  nominee  for  gov- 
ernor is  of  the  model  from  which 
Massachusetts  made  chief  magistrates 
in  the  old  days.  In  every  way  he  is 
qualified  by  years  of  political  ex- 
perience. 

The  model  has  been  lost  in  recent 
years,  and  now  that  Massachusetts  has 
the  opportunity,  a  man  of  the  caliber 
of  Ex-Congressman  McCall  should  be 
elected  governor. 

Governor  Walsh  has  had  a  re-elec- 
tion, and  having  displayed  no  special 
fitness  for  the  office,  should  be  made 
to  give  way  to  a  man  fully  equipped 
to  transact  the  duties  of  the  position. 

Samuel  W.  McCall  was  cast  in  a  big, 
broad  and  solid  mould,  and  Massa- 
chusetts, almost  the  most  debt-ridden 
state  in  the  country,  needs  the  direc- 
tion such  an  individual  can  give  the 
affairs  of  the  state. 

Voting  for  a  man  because  he  is  a 
"good  fellow,"  and  for  the  reason  that 
he  spends  valuable  time  at  small  and 
unimportant  functions,  should  cease. 
This,  in  itself,  well  demonstrates  the 
utter  unfitness  of  the  present  governor. 
The  office  is  too  big  for  him,  and  many 
appointments  and  other  actions  show 
that  he  is  led  by  small  politicians, 
among  the  Democrats. 

Samuel  W.  McCall  is  a  leader  of 
men.  He  has  always  been  his  own 
man  in  politics. 

Voters  of  all  parties  and  beliefs 
should  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  place  in  the  governor's  chair 
such  a  man  of  ability,  character  and 
marked  individuality.

If 
every  state  in  the  Union  maintained 
7000"  soldiers  in  the  form  of  militia, 
the  whole  national  guard  would  num- 
ber 336,000  men  fairly  well  trained 
and  equipped.  It  may  be  added  that 
the  state  miiltia  offers  a  school  of  in- 
struction to  any  young  man,  or  to  any 
professional  or  business  man  in  the 
commonwealth,  who  is  eager  for  mili- 
tary training.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
go  to  a  summer  camp  at  Plattsburg: 
Massachusetts  has  maintained  a  mili- 
tary   school    for   many   years. 


New  York  bankers  do  not  relish  the 
prospect  of  having  to  accept  heavy 
shipments  of  gold  from  England. 
They  would  much  prefer  to  lend  money 
to  the  British  Government,  so  that  it 
could  settle  its  American  obligations 
on  a  credit  basis.  There  are  some 
reasons  for  this  which  are  obvious. 
Among  the  obvious  reasons,  of  course, 
is  the  fact  that  the  American  financiers 
have  more  money  on  hand  now  than 
they  know  what  to  do  with.  If  they 
could  lend  a  few  billions  at  five  or  six 
per  cent,  they  would  be  delighted,  es- 
pecially if  the  security  offered  was 
British  Government  bonds.  Again, 
heavy  increases  in  the  gold  supply  of 
a  nation  invariably  inflate  prices.  On 
the  other  hand,  reductions  in  the  gold 
supply  reduce  prices;  and  if  general 
prices  in  England  could  be  reduced  to 
a  point  approaching  the  pre-war  level 
the  export  trade  would  be  enormously 
stimulated.  Of  course,  America  does 
not  want  that  to  happen.  Her  e^-port 
trade,  for  generations,  has  suffered 
owing  to  the  high  price  level  of  the 
country.  If,  instead  of  taking  gold  for 
her  war  supplies,  America  could  get 
back  some  of  her  own  securities,  her 
capitalists  would  be  striking  a  blow 
for  their  financial  independence. 

Clean  cut,  crisp  business-like  rob- 
bery seems  to  be  on  the  calendar  in 
the  New  York  theatrical  district,  with 
the  proposition  of  Tyson  &  Company 
and  all  New  York  theatres  agreeing  to 
unite  on  a  fifty  cent  per  ticket  extor- 
tion from  the  public.  The  theatres  will 
receive  twenty-five  cents  and  Tyson 
twenty-five.  This  formal  agreement 
has  been  made  to  grind  the  extra  half 
dollar  out  of  the  public  by  machine 
methods  and  is  one  of  the  best  reasons 
at  hand,  for  the  decline  and  fall  of  the 
theatrical  business  in  America. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  war  and  the 
war  munition  orders  we  received,  this 
country  would  be  in  as  great  a  finan- 
cial distress  as  it  was  from  1894  to 
1896,  when  we  had  the  last  Democratic 
president.  These  war  orders  will  not 
continue  always.  The  war  must  end 
sometime  and  we  all  hope  soon.  Our 
Democratic  brethren  point  with  pride 
to  improved  business  conditions.  They 
are  improved  temporarily  and  locally 
only  because  of  the  manufacture  of 
the  sword  and  the  spear. 
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Wanamaker's  Extravagrance 
The  paragraphers  are  still  making 
fun  of  John  Wanamaker's  proposition 
to  buy  Belgium  with  $100,000,000,000 
and  give  it  to  the  Belgians,  but  they 
are  not  referring  to  the  extravagance 
of  it.  The  sum  proposed  is  just  $91,- 
000,000,000  more  than  everything  in 
Belgium  was  worth  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  war. 

With  $100,000,000,000  the  United 
States  could  buy  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land and  pay  for  Belgium  and  the 
Netherlands  and  get  back  $1,000,000  in 
change.  Or  it  could  buy  Germany, 
Spain,  Belgium  and  Switzerland  and 
pocket  $1,600,000,000  in  change.  Or  it 
could  buy  France,  Russia  and  Belgium 
and  have  $1,000,000,000  left.  Or  it 
could  buy  all  Europe,  except  Great 
Britain,  Prance,  Germany  and  Russia, 
and  then  have  $2,000,000  more  than 
enough  money  to  buy  Belgium  twice 
over  again. 

If  Mr.  Wanamaker  were  as  extrava- 
gant in  buying  his  goods  as  he  would 
have  Uncle  Sam  be  in  buying  Belgium, 
the  next  stock  of  goods  he  buys  would 
break  him.  If  as  extravagant  in  his 
household  affairs  he  would  give  $4  a 


pound  for  a  good  beefsteak  or  35  cents 
apiece  for  eggs. 

And  then  Uncle  Sam  w^ould  be  in  a 
bad  fix  if  he  borrowed  $100,000,000,000 
and  gave  it  away  to  the  Belgians. 
Every  dollar's  worth  of  property  in  the 
United  States  would  be  mortgaged  for 
nearly  two-thirds  its  full  value  or  for 
about  one-third  more  than  its  full  tax 
value.  It  is  obvious  that  if  Uncle  Sam 
took  Mr.  Wanamaker's  advice  in  this 
matter  he  would  have  to  start  out  at 
once  on  his  way  to  the  poor  house. 

Governor  John  D.  Long  was  a  most 
gracious  and  kindly  man.  His  career 
well  demonstrated  what  charatcer, 
persistency  and  good  nature  will  do 
for  a  poor  young  man.  As  a  public 
speaker  he  had  few  equals  in  Massa- 
chusetts. He  was  influential  before 
a  jury.  His  political  talks  always  at- 
tracted much  attention  in  Lynn,  and 
his  address,  on  the  occasion  of  Lynn's 
250th  anniversary  celebration,  was  a 
gem.

Not  a  little  concern  has  been  ex- 
pressed over  the  extraordinary  plague 
of  mosquitoes  from  which  many  places 
have  suffered  this  summer  which  had 
long  been  immune.  The  cause,  no 
doubt,  is  the  unusual  rainfall,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  the  immunity  of  recent 
years  may  have  been  due  rather  to  a 
succession  of  dry  summers  than  to  the 
efficacy  of  the  campaign  against  the 
pest. 

Pope  Benedict  XV  has  such  a  repu- 
tation as  a  diplomatist  and  statesman 
much  is  expected  of  him  in  efforts  to- 
ward settling  the  war. 


The  Metropolitan  police  force  is  a 
most  unique  organization.  As  a  whole, 
the  Metropolitan  officers  are  a  splendid 
group,  and  physically,  represent  a  body 
of  men  second  to  none  in  the  state.  In- 
dividually, however,  the  officers  seem 
to  be  the  victims  of  mental  inertia. 
For  three  months  of  the  year,  they  do 
a  certain  amount  of  general  patrol  and 
boulevard  work  which  brings  them  in 
fairly  close  touch  with  the  public,  but 
the  other  nine  months  are  spent  in 
deliberate  inaction,  walking  back  and 
forth  two  or  three  miles  over  a  de- 
serted boulevard,  which  does  not  tend 
to  build  up  a  very  lofty  intelligence  in 
the  average  officer.  The  result,  in  the 
summer,  is  a  group  of  officers  placed  in 
control  of  traffic  and  given  every  minor 
and  major  authority,  completely  be- 
yond their  mental  power.  The  aver- 
age Metropolitan  police  officer  is  ar- 
rogant, even  insulting  in  ordinary  in- 
tercourse with  the  public.  Rarely,  if 
ever,  helpful,  invariably  overbearing, 
he  maintains  a  cold  austerity  and  in- 
difference to  the  welfare  of  people  as  a 
whole,  which  would  make  him  a  fair 
candidate  for  the  German  army.  Just 
how  this  absolute  lack  of  civility  and 
courtesy  should  have  crept  into  the  or- 
ganized state  body  is  beyond  our  un- 
derstanding, but  certainly  it  has  done 
much  to  dwarf  the  efforts  of  the  ser- 
vice. A  little  more  human  understand- 
ing, and  a  trifle  less  rigidity  and  in- 
solence of  bearing,  would  add  wonders 
to  the  work  of  the  Metropolitan  park 
ofl[icers. 

The  postmaster  of  St.  Louis  (Demo- 
crat? Oh,  yes)  rushes  into  Washing- 
ton and  tells  a  reporter  that  prosperity 
has  struck  the  Mound  City.  The  steel 
mills  have  opened  and  the  bread  lines 
have  ceased.  Bread  lines?  Bread  lines? 
Were  there  really  bread  lines  in  St. 
Louis?  When?  And  what  caused 
them?  The  war  in  Europe?  How  in- 
teresting! And  what  caused  the  steel 
mills  to  open,  the  war  in  Europe,  also?

Wonderful!  Wonderful!  Mr.  Postmas- 
ter you  deserve  your  job.  You  are  in- 
deed a  deserving  Democrat.

We  would  be  tired  to 
death  by  reading  columns  that  were 
advertising  in  disguise,  if  all  the  other 
commodities  using  paid  space  in  the 
daily  papers,  were  treated  to  free 
publicity.  Wliat  can  be  the  reason, 
therefore,  for  this  overwhelming  mass 
of  uninteresting  persiflage  concerning 
automobiles? 


It  is  most  amusing  to  hear  the  claims 
of  the  rival  gasoline  companies  con- 
cerning the  merits  of  their  product, 
which  they  all  assert  to  be  better  than 
their  "competitor's."  But  despite  this 
difference  in  quality  which  is  claimed 
by  them  all,  we  notice  that  very  few 
minutes  elapse  after  the  change  of 
price  on  the  part  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Company  for  all  others  to  follow  suit.

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After  the  War 
Far  sighted  manufacturers  are  al- 
ready looking  ahead  to  the  time  when 
the  end  of  the  war  will  bring  them  face 
to  face  with  the  necessity  of  reorganiz- 
ing American  industry  to  meet  Euro- 
pean competition.  This  reorganization 
will  be  hampered  by  the  steady  upward 
trend  of  the  cost  of  labor  and  raw 
material,  due  to  the  artificial  stimulus 
of  war  orders.  These  are  the  two  chief 
factors  that  enter  into  the  situation. 
The  increased  cost  of  materials  has 
been  felt  in  lines  not  directly  connect- 
ed with  the  manufacture  of  munitions 
and  the  tremendously  increased  wages 
of  men  and  women  engaged  in  the 
making  of  munitions  has  drawn  from 
their  ordinary  occupations  many  thou- 
sands of  workers.  Some  manufac- 
turers have  had  to  meet  the  offers  of 
munition^  makers  in  order  to  keep 
their  organizations  intact  and  those 
who  could  not  have  faced  the  problem 
of  decreased  industrial  efficiency.  With 
the  seasonal  increase  in  mercantile 
and  industrial  activity  manufacturers 
feel  that  there  may  be  a  more  general 
tendency  to  increase  wages  above  the 
normal  level,  which  will  make  it  diffi- 
cult to  keep  the  cost  of  production 
down  to  compete  with  Europe. 


Facts  are  pretty  hard  to  contradict, 
but  it  really  is  astonishing  to  have  it 
brought  to  our  attention  that  the  Chi- 
nese laundries,  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
do  more  business  than  all  the  steam 
laundries,  in  that  citv.  combined.  It 
is  probably  equally  true  in  Lynn,  al- 
though we  have  three  or  four  laundries 
in  this  city,  second  to  none  anywhere. 
The  average  man  will  confess  to  al- 
most anything  from  petty  larceny  to 
a  major  offence,  rather  than  admit  that 
he  has  his  clothing  washed  at  a  Chi- 
nese laundry.  The  average  man  is 
ashamed  to  confess  to  such  a  charge 
and  admit  his  personal  support  of  an 
industry  which  gives  no  return  to 
American  citizens  in  any  way,  shape 
or  manner,  but  supports  an  alien  race 
with  money  which  is  diverted,  through 
various  channels,  back  to  China.  Sani- 
tary and  moral  surroundings  of  Chi- 
nese laundries  are  sufficient  to  prohibit 
the  trade  of  any  thoughtful  American 
citizen.  With  the  many  excellent  laun- 
dries in  Lynn,  to  mention,  at  random, 
the  Enterprise,  the  Excelsior  and 
Cheever's,  there  is  no  excuse  for 
patronizing  other  than  American  laun- 
dries, where  the  work  is  done  cleanly, 
efficiently  and  economically  by  citizens 
and  tax  payers  of  Lynn.

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To  form  some  idea  of  the  German 
politico-commercial  methods  employed 
in  Italy,  one  small  item  will  serve  as 
an  illustration.  Germany  sent  into 
Italy  every  year  $250,000  worth  of 
pins,  and  sold  them  cheaper  than  Italy 
or  any  other  country  could  sell.  Why? 
Because  the  Germans  are  accomplish- 
ing more  than  the  mere  selling  of 
pins;  they  were  obtaining  from  their 
traveling  salesmen,  military  and  civil 
Information  for  which  the  secret  ser- 
vice paid,  and  paid  most  generously. 
The  sacrifice  of  nominal  profit  on  pins 
or  any  other  article  "Made  in  Ger- 
many" was  an  excellent  investment 
which  paid  full  percentage  in  informa- 
tion secured.  Naturally,  considering 
the  impossibly  low  prices,  no  firm 
of  any  other  nationality  could  compete 
with  the  Germans.  In  one  year  three 
electrical  firms,  backed  by  the  Banca 
Commerciale  (a  German  bank  with  an 
Italian  name),  shipped  into  Italy  $20,- 
000,000  worth  of  electrical  supplies. 

People  traveling,  vacationists  par- 
ticularly, have  had  an  unpleasant  and 
even  annoying  time  trying  to  comply 
with  the  new  Cummins  law,  which  has 
compelled  a  signed  declaration  of  the 
value  of  contents  of  trunks,  etc.  Now 
comes  the  announcement  from  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission,  which 
says:  "There  is  no  provision  in  the 
act  to  regulate  commerce,  including 
the  Cummins  amendment,  that  re- 
quires declaration  as  to  value  of  pro- 
perty shipped  in  interstate  commerce, 
nor  has  the  commission  issued  any 
ruling  that  requires  such  declaration." 
Therefore  it  seems  this  law  is  being 
enforced  by  the  railroads  unneccessa- 
rily  and  that  neither  shippers  or  pas- 
sengers are  compelled  to  declare  the 
value  of  baggage  or  shipments  under 
any  requirement  of  law  or  ruling  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  new  pavement,  in  the  central 
part  of  the  city,  is  much  appreciated, 
but  traffic  conditions  would  have  been 
greatly  aided,  if  all  the  surrounding 
streets  had  not  been  tied  up  by  street 
improvements  at  the  same  time. 

Just  why  the  account  of  a  Greek 
murder  trial  deserves  three  columns 
in  one  of  our  daily  papers  remains  as 
much  a  mystery  as  why  9,000  people 
paid  to  hear  Bryan  speak  in  Boston. 


That  the  publishing  business,  in  this 
country,  is  not  in  any  too  sound  a 
condition,  and  that  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  develop  new  business 
with  tremendous  losses  in  advertising 
patronage,  the  past  year,  is  well  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  for  $5.25,  three 
of  the  best  monthly  magazines  in  the 
country  can  be  secured  for  a  year  and 
ten  volumes  of  books,  thrown  in,  as  a 
premium. 

The  McGraw  and  Cobb  baseball 
stories  in  the  daily  papers  make  pretty 
hard  reading  for  the  average  student 
of  baseball.  Mr.  McGraw's  predictions 
which  are  changed  week  by  week, 
come  about  as  near  hitting  the  mark 
as  the  average  guess  on  when  the  war 
will  end.  Baseball  writing  had  far 
better  be  left  to  the  scribes  who  follow 
this  work,  day  by  day,  in  the  papers. 

When  you  want  a  long,  hearty  laugh, 
read  one  of  Mrs.  Eaton's  "sad"  stories 
in  the  Sunday  Post.  Mrs.  Eaton,  as 
the  reader  will  remember,  figured  in 
one  of  Massachusetts'  many  murder 
cases,  some  time  ago,  and  for  this 
reason  is  derricked  on  thf^  rniblic  as  an 
author.  When  you  feel  that  life  is  not 
worth  living,  try  a  half  hour  with  these 
stories  on  some  quiet  Sunday. 

A  peculiar  feature  about  automo- 
biles, and  one  that  causes  the  writing 
of  many  "testimonials"  that  the  writ- 
ers themselves  believe  to  be  true,  is 
the  mileage  obtained  from  a  gallon  of 
gasoline.  How  this  fluctuates,  under 
certain  conditions,  is  best  shown  by 
the  fact  that  one  well  known  Lynn 
man,  driving  his  automobile  to  the 
White  Mountains,  averaged  eleven 
miles  per  gallon,  and  on  the  return 
trip,  nineteen  miles  per  gallon. 

All  lovers  of  baseball,  and  they  are 
legion  in  this  vicinity,  will  watch  with 
specialinterest  for  the  "World's  Series" 
stories  prepared  by  Timothy  H.  Murnane 
in  the  Boston  Globe.  This  long  time 
baseball  writer  does  not  indulge  in  many 
frills  or  furbelows,  but  writes  hi- matter 
in  a  chatty,  interesting  and  intelligent 
manner,  based  on  actual  playing  ex- 
perience, and  a  writing  career  of  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  His  ac- 
count of  the  world's  series  in  the  Boston 
Globe  will,  therefore,  be  watched  with 
more  than  usual  interest,  this  season. 
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Ag'ain,  I.ynn's  Finances! 

Under  existing  laws  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Finance  proposes  the  annual 
budget,  but  this  is  a  minor  considera- 
tion, inasmuch  as  it  may  be  changed 
by  a  vote  of  four  members  of  the 
Municipal  Council.  Hence,  every  fin- 
ancial matter  involving  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  is  first  submitted  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Finance  who  has  set 
a  day  in  which  to  approve  it.  If  he  dis- 
approves the  expenditure  may  be 
authorized  by  four  members  of  the 
municipal  council. 

If  the  original  budget  submitted  to 
the  Commissioners,  last  February,  had 
been  adopted,  there  would  have  been  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  tax  rate  over  last 
year,  despite  the  heavy  increase  in 
state  and  county  taxes,  over  which  the 
city  has  no  control.  This  budget,  how- 
ever, was  not  accepted  by  four  of  the 
municipal  council  and  a  supplementary 
proposition,  passed  by  a  vote  of  four 
to  one,  brought  about  the  increase  in 
the  Lynn  tax  rate. 

This  is  the  situation  in  a  nut  shell, 
at  City  Hall,  and  is  on  record  and  be- 
yond argument  or  cavil. 

With  the  tax  bills  issued  this  year 
comes  certain  information  to  assist  the 
people  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  city.  It  is 
rightly  believed  that  in  this  way 
enough  people  can  be  educated  to 
existing  conditions  to  promote  the 
election  to  the  municipal  council  of 
members  chosen  on  an  economy  plat- 
form. There  must  be  two  members 
elected  to  govern  city  affairs  on  this 
plan  or  the  final  outcome  will  be  bank- 
ruptcy for  the  city. 

At  the  present  time  the  debt  require- 
ments of  the  city,  or  to  state  it  in  an- 
other way,  the  expense  yearly  for  in- 
terest alone,  is  $490,781,  about  one- 
fifth  of  what  the  city  expenses  are.  In 
brief,  the  debt  requirements  of  the 
city  are  greater  than  the  amount  spent 
for  education,  nearly  five  times  the  ex- 
pense of  the  general  government,  twice 
the  expense  of  highway  maintenance, 
and  considerably  more  than  the  state 
and  county  tax  combined.  The  graphic 
chart  of  1915  revenue  appropriations, 
arranged  by  Mr.  Bergengren,  is  an  ex- 
cellent pictorial  illustration  of  the 
city's  present  financial  dilemma  and  a 
mighty  good  object  lesson  to  tax  pay- 
ers.

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Many  of  the  cars  being  run  on  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railroad,  especially 
on  the  Lynnhurst  line,  look  like  reju- 
venated horse  cars,  and  much  of  the 
rolling  stock  of  the  railroad  is  in  need 
of  thorough  overhauling.  The  call  of 
the  Bay  State  for  an  increase  of  a  cent 
in  fares  comes  at  a  most  inappropriate 
time,  particularly  in  the  light  of  the 
high  salaries  being  paid  managing 
officers  of  the  line,  from  the  president 
down.  If  the  Bay  State  petition  were 
treated  in  the  same  insulting  and  dis- 
courteous manner  in  which  matters 
presented  to  the  railroad  receive,  it 
w^ould  be  scattered  to  the  four  winds 
in  a  few  minutes'  time.  The  Bay  State 
Street  Railroad  is  the  hardest  proposi- 
tion which  city  officials  have  to  deal 
with  in  every  act,  directly  or  indirect- 
ly concerning  the  railroad,  which  at 
every  opportunity  shows  its  hostility 
to  Lynn's  municipal  authorities  and 
the  general  public. 

Every  effort  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  induce  new  business  to  locate 
here,  deserves  hearty  praise  and  co- 
operation. Every  legitimate  expense 
to  advertise  Lynn  will  pay  big  divi- 
dends in  the  end.  But  first  of  all,  to 
give  the  real  "punch"  to  such  an  ad- 
vertising campaign,  conditions  at  home 
should  be  eliminated,  which  permit  the 
departure  from  the  city  of  two  such 
sterling  shoe  manufacturers  as  the 
Rickard  Shoe  Company  and  the  Levirs 
&  Sargent  Shoe  Company.  Why  do 
such  firms  leave  Lynn?  Seek  out  the 
evil  and  eliminate  it,  and  you  will  find 
industries  crowding  to  our  doors. 
There  is  no  better  city  in  the  world  in 
which  to  manufacture  shoes  than 
Lynn,  under  proper  conditions,  and  to 
work  out  these  "proper  conditions"  is 
one  of  the  first  duties  of  our  Chamber 
of  Commerce.

It  is  most  pleasing,  in  the  light  of 
general  indifference  by  public  officials, 
to  compliment  the  extreme  courtesy 
shown  at  the  local  post  office.  It  is 
rare,  indeed,  that  we  hear  the  slightest 
complaint  against  the  service  and  per- 
sonal interest  taken  in  all  matters  by 
the  local  post  office  employees.  All 
questions,  of  which  there  are  legion, 
referred  to  the  local  office,  receive 
respectful  consideration,  which  is  a 
welcome  relief  from  the  general  in- 
difference to  public  welfare  by  officials 
of  the  government. 


The  remarks  of  Henry  Ford  regard- 
ing preparedness  for  war,  and  his 
efforts  toward  checking  the  increase  of 
armament  make  one  believe  that  the 
comment,  frequently  made,  that  the 
men  under  Ford  are  responsible  for 
Ford's  success,  seem  quite  probable. 
One  of  the  keenest  business  men  in 
the  country,  once  told  the  writer  that 
Mr.  Ford's  greatest  asset  lay  in  his 
ability  to  select  men  to  work  under 
him.  Certainly,  Mr.  Ford's  statement 
that  Belgium  would  not  have  suffered, 
if  she  had  not  been  prepared,  ranks 
with  Wanamaker's  preposterous  sug- 
gestion that  the  United  States  pur- 
chase Belgium  from  Germany,  as  the 
crowning  absurdities  among  the  de- 
clarations brought  about  by  the 
European  war.  Mr.  Ford,  like  all  big 
business  men,  wants  to  theorize  and 
speculate,  and  possibly  there  may  be 
a  certain  advertising  appeal  in  making 
these  whimsical  statements  for  the 
public  press. 

If  it  is  a  fair  question  to  ask, — we 
would  like  to  inquire  if  the  condition 
of  Sea  street  is  a  fair  example  of  the 
length  of  wear  for  a  smooth  paved 
street  under  modern  methods.  If  so,  it 
would  be  cheaper  to  stick  to  dirt  roads 
and  repair  them  each  year.  It  is  the 
general  opinion  of  motorists  that  the 
finest  stretch  of  road  in  the  state  is 
the  recently  completed  boulevard  on 
the  road  to  Lawrence  from  Middleton. 
[n  all  New  England,  there  is  probably 
no  finer  road,  except,  possibly,  certain 
stretches  in  Connecticut,  between 
Hartford  and  Bridgeport,  on  the  New 
York  road. 

A  Moulton  street  subscriber,  writing 
to  the  Lynn  Review,  refers  to  the  fact 
that  many  trees,  some  of  which  have 
been  nurtured  for  twenty-five  years, 
have  been  ruined  by  the  new  curbings 
built  by  the  city.  Shade  trees  are  rare 
enough  and  it  is  a  pity  that  their 
destruction  should  have  been  neces- 
sitated by  street  work.  Poor  judgment 
and  lack  of  intelligence  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  wanton  destruction 
of  many  of  the  city's  finest  shade  trees. 

Washington  street,  in  Lynn,  has 
been  one  of  the  worst  thoroughfares 
in  the  city,  and  the  same  named  street, 
in  Somerville,  is  in  a  similar  condition, 
with  no  hope  of  improvement. 
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An  announcement,  in  the  local 
papers,  which  may  have  skipped  the 
reader's  eye  last  month,  stated  that  a 
contract  for  the  furniture  to  go  into 
the  Breed  School  addition,  was 
awarded  to  J.  H.  Harwood  &  Sons 
Company,  of  Boston.  The  amount 
spent  was  only  a  few  dollars  but  it  is 
not  plain  to  the  average  citizen  why 
this  money  could  not  have  been  spent 
as  well  in  Lynn.  Why  should  the  city 
authorities  have  to  go  outside  the  city 
to  buy  furniture  with  half  a  dozen 
reputable  furniture  concerns  in  the 
city?  Also,  how  much  other  money 
is  spent  in  this  way  by  municipal 
authorities  outside  of  Lynn,  to  the  de- 
triment of  local  merchants? 

Who  would  have  believed,  a  couple 
of  years  ago,  that  in  September,  1915, 
you  could  pick  up  a  copy  of  a  current 
magazine  and  see  an  advertisement 
for  a  vest  readily  inflated,  to  be  worn 
on  ship  board,  and  guaranteed  as  a  pro- 
tection against  drowning,  if  your  ship 
to  Europe  is  sunk  by  mine  or  torpedo?

The  filth,  which  has  accumulated  on 
the  Lynn  water  front  during  the  past 
few  months,  has  done  much  to  dis- 
courage bathers,  even  during  the 
warmest  days.  It  has  been  hard  to 
discover  the  source  of  this  accumula- 
tion of  dirt,  rubbish  and  sea  waste  on 
the  beach,  but  certainly  it  has  been  a 
sad  handicap  to  local  bathing  enthu- 
siasts. It  is  most  unique  freak  of  na- 
ture that  Fisherman's  beach,  near  the 
hay  scales  in  Swampscott,  has  been 
practically  clean  the  whole  summer 
long,  and  has  been  regarded  as  one  of 
the  finest  bathing  beaches  on  the 
whole  North  Shore.  On  one  Sunday 
in  the  middle  of  September,  over  a 
thousand  people  were  enjoying  the 
bathing  on  this  small  beach. 

An  increased  rate  for  parcels  weigh- 
ing less  than  one  hundred  pounds  has 
been  established  by  the  express  com- 
panies with  the  consent  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  to  whose 
satisfaction  it  was  demonstrated  that 
existing  rates  caused  tremendous 
losses  in  the  express  business.  The 
new  rate  varies,  according  to  weight 
and  distance,  from  two  to  five  cents. 
Heavy  losses  have  been  the  rule  for 
the  express  companies  on  light  weight 
packages  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
new  schedule  will  help  to  cut  down  the 
large  deficit  which  has  been  rolled  up 
during  the  past  twelve  months.

The  manufacturer  of  an  American 
automobile,  selling  from  .$4,000  upward, 
has  the  courage  and  snobbishness  to 
advertise  his  product,  in  an  American 
magazine,  as  "expensive."  But  the 
word  "expensive,"  as  this  manufac- 
turer uses  it  regarding  the  initial  cost 
of  the  car,  does  not  begin  to  describe 
the  maintenance  figure  for  this  same 
automobile,  which  probably  costs  more 
to  run,  per  mile,  than  any  other  Ameri- 
can made  machine.  Expensive  to 
make,  to  sell  and  to  run,  covers  the 
situation  in  a  nut  shell. 

Thomas  Edison  declares  that  we  are 
about  to  enter  upon  an  era  of  great 
prosperity,  a  prediction  from  high 
places  which  has  had  to  serve  as  a 
substitute  for  the  real  article  ever 
since  Wilson's  inauguration.  If  Mr. 
Edison  will  invent  Democratic  pros- 
perity he  will  have  performed  the 
most  marvelous  feat  of  a  lifetime. 
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Having  in  mind  that  tlie  voters  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massacliusetts 
in  November  are  to  have  submitted  to 
them  an  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
tion whicli  will  permit  the  legislature 
to  enact  an  income  tax  law,  it  is  worth 
noting  that  American  authorities  in 
public  finance  are  gradually  coming 
around  to  the  view  that  State  income 
taxes  are  desirable.  Ten  years  ago 
this  view  was  held  only  by  a  radical 
minority.  But  if  the  States  are  to  tax 
incomes,  the  Federal  rates  of  taxation 
ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  become 
very  heavy.  However,  just  how  to 
prevent  the  Federal  rates  from  becom- 
ing too  heavy  may  be  a  difficult  pro- 
blem to  solve,  when  it  is  taken  into 
consideration  that  the  great  bulk  of 
the  Federal  income  tax  is  collected 
from  a  few  of  the  States.  It  may  prove 
that  it  would  have  been  better  to  have 
left  the  matter  of  income  taxes  to  the 
States.

Put  down  in  your  memory  book  that 
there  was  never  such  a  fall  day  as 
Sunday,  October  the  seventeenth. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  new  fac- 
tories are  not  being  erected  with  the 
same  enthusiasm  in  Lynn  as  new 
apartment  houses.  On  the  building  of 
the  former  the  real  prosperity  of  the 
city  rests. 

Retailers  in  Lynn  and  Boston  re- 
port better  business  and  state  that  the 
increase  is  felt  most  appreciably  on 
better  grades  of  merchandise.  The 
shoe  business  is  well  ahead  of  the 
corresponding  period,  last  year,  in 
Lynn. 

Ocean  street,  Lynn,  is  in  better  con- 
dition than  for  twenty  years  or  more, 
but  the  side  streets  are  still  in  sorry 
condition.  One  reason  why  Ocean 
street  was  not  fixed  long  ago  is  prob- 
ably because  street  department  heads 
thought  it  might  give  rise  in  the  pub- 
lic mind  to  claims  of  prejudice  in  re- 
pairing the  wealthy  neighborhood  of 
Lynn  first.  The  motor  policeman  has 
already  made  a  number  of  arrests  on 
this  new  speedway. 


With  twenty-five  hundred  signatures 
of  legal  voters  behind  the  plan  for  a 
new  charter,  it  seems  probable  that 
the  commission  form  of  government 
will  be  voted  down  at  the  polls  in 
November.  The  steadily  increasing  tax 
rate,  continued  extravagance  at  city 
hall,  and  the  lack  of  general  represen- 
tation in  the  direction  of  local  affairs 
are  alone  enough  to  condemn  the  com- 
mission form  of  government  without 
enumerating  other  minor  faults  and 
deficiencies.  Plan  B  may  not  be  wholly 
an  ideal  charter,  but  it  will  be  a  re- 
lief from  the  present  arrangement 
which  concentrates  the  direction  of 
all  the  affairs  of  the  city  in  the  hands 
of  five  men.  The  new  plan  tends  to 
more  representative  government  and 
allows  all  wards  a  hearing  at  city 
hall.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
average  voter  is  not  more  familiar 
with  the  provisions  of  the  new  char- 
ter. It  is  one  of  the  absurd  features  of 
modern  politics  that  such  a  question 
should  be  submitted  to  a  general  vote 
when  probably  not  one  per  cent  of 
the  voters  will  understand  the  merits 
or  faults  of  the  new  plan  in  relation 
to  present  conditions.  It  would  be  far 
better  for  a  specially  selected  body 
of  men  to  be  elected  to  pass  on  the 
new  charter  and  relieve  the  public  of 
a  vote  on  a  question  about  which  the 
mass  of  people  are  in  total  ignorance. 


People  in  this  country  who  are  fight- 
ing the  half  billion  credit  for  Great 
Britain  show  complete  disregard  for 
the  business  interests  of  America,  not 
to  mention  disregard  for  that  decency 
of  treatment  which  a  long-time  cus- 
tomer whose  credit  was  never  in  doubt 
might  confidently  claim  under  ordin- 
ary business  ethics. 

We  congratulate  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  the  appointment  of  R. 
S.  Bauer  to  the  presidency.  Mr.  Bauer 
has  always  been  an  energetic  worker 
for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  should 
accomplish  wonders,  with  the  co-oper- 
ation of  his  fellow  members,  toward 
building   up   industrial    Lynn. 

The  Lynn  police  traffic  squad  could 
give  much  needed  attention  to  Munroe 
street.  In  the  morning  this  main  thor- 
oughfare is  littered  with  vehicles 
which  rarely  if  ever  bother  to  draw 
up  to  the  curb  for  their  stops.

What  others  may  do 
seems  to  us  nobler,  more  Important, 
more  conspicuous  than  the  little 
things  of  our  own  lives.  It  is  a  great 
mistake,  it  is  a  fatal  mistake  that 
these  excellent  women  make  when 
they  conceive  that  the  functions  of 
men  are  superior  to  theirs  and  seek 
to  usurp  them.  The  true  government 
is  in  the  family.  The  true  throne  is 
in  the  household.  The  highest  exer- 
cise of  power  is  that  which  forms  the 
conscience,  influences  the  will,  con- 
trols the  impulses  of  men,  and  there 
today  woman  is  supreme  and  woman 
rules  the  world.  The  time  will  never 
come  when  this  line  of  demarcation 
between  the  functions  of  the  two 
sexes  will  be  broken  down.  I  believe 
it  to  be  false  philosophy;  I  believe 
that  it  is  an  attempt  to  turn  back- 
ward upon  the  line  of  social  develop- 
ment, and  that  if  the  step  ever  be 
taken,  we  go  centuries  backward  on 
the  march  towards  a  higher,  a  nobler 
and  a  purer  civilization  which  must 
be  found  not  in  the  confusion,  but  in 
the  higher  differentiation  of  the  sexes.

Besides  this,  interest  will  cost  you 
at  five  per  cent,  on  par  of  market  value 
about  $1.40  per  day  if  you  carry  stock, 
says  Edwin  Lefevre,  in  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post.  But  whether  you  carry 
stock  or  not,  it  costs  you  $41.50  a  hun- 
dred shares  of  stock  to  spin  the  w^heel 
in  the  market.  If  the  market  goes  up 
exactly  one  point  after  you  buy  your 
profit  is  $100,  less  $41.50,  or  $58.50.  If 
it  goes  down  a  point,  vour  loss  is  $100 
plus  $41.50,  or  $141.50. 

In  other  words,  the  market  has  to  go 
up  almost  one  and  a  half  points  for  you 
to  make  $100  profit  on  a  hundred 
shares,  and  it  only  has  to  go  down  less 
than  five-eighths  of  a  point  to  cost  you 
$100  loss.  ^ 

The  automobile  headlight  nuisance 
continues  a  constant  menace  at  night 
and  has  been  the  cause  of  a  number 
of  accidents  in  Lynn.  It  is  too  bad  that 
some  decision  on  the  question  cannot 
be  reached  by  the  highway  commis- 
sion. If  a  legislative  committee  tackles 
the  work,  as  seems  probable,  you  can 
depend  on  an  absurd  adjustment  of 
the  matter  as  it  is  a  question  which 
requires  considerable  thought — a  qual- 
ity invariably  at  a  premium  in  any 
decision  by  our  state  law  makers.  The 
nuisance  is  even  more  serious  for  au- 
tomobile owners  than  for  pedestrians 
and  has  practically  eliminated  night 
riding  as  a  source  of  amusement. 

In  the  early  spring  a  gentleman  was 
out  motoring  with  a  friend,  according 
to  a  writer  in  the  Ladies'  Home  Jour- 
nal, and  noticed  that  the  owner  of  the 
machine  crawled  slowly  along  a  thor- 
oughfare where  previously  he  had  run 
at  high  speed.  Accordingly,  he  asked 
why  they  were  going  so  slowly. 

"Well,"  explained  the  owner  with 
just  a  touch  of  impatience,  "every- 
body's carrying  home  garden  tools 
now,  and  you  can't  run  over  a  man 
without  getting  a  puncture."

An  analysis  of  me  savings  bank 
statements  of  the  state  show  the  Lynn 
Institution  for  Savings,  one  of  the 
leading  "safe  and  sound"  banks  of  the 
commonwealth.

The 
war  is  now  costing  nearly  $',0,000,000  a 
day  which  will  bring  the  total  to  $25,000, 
000,000  by  January  1st,  1916;  and  of  this 
enormous  sum  three-fourths  will  have 
been  borrowed.  Thenumberof  men,  on 
both  sides  taken  together,  in  the  civil 
war  never  reached  more  than  a  tenth  of 
the  embattled  total  in  Europe  to-day.

There  is  no  question  that  the  appro- 
priation of  $68,000  which  is  spent  an- 
nually in  Lynn  for  groceries,  provi- 
sions, coal,  etc.,  for  needy  families 
who  represent  that  they  are  in  need 
of  assistance  from  the  city,  is  largely 
wasted.  As  Commissioner  Bergengren 
said,  there  should  be  a  limit  placed 
on  the  articles  sold  by  store  keep- 
ers on  orders  presented  by  the  poor 
department,  and  these  articles  should 
be  limited  to  the  necessaries  of  life. 
Investigation  of  expenditures  of  this 
money  granted  by  the  poor  depart- 
ment shows  that  a  very  fair  per  cent 
of  it  is  spent  on  luxuries.  This  is  only 
one  of  a  dozen  leakages  at  city  hall. 
-♦- 

With  the  tremendous  increase  in  in- 
terest in  the  South  American  countries 
and  the  development  of  American  busi- 
ness in  this  territory  there  has  become 
great  need  of  wider  teaching  of  the 
Spanish  language  Not  alone  with 
large  shoe  manufacturers,  but  with 
hundreds  of  other  importers,  valuable 
positions  are  waiting  for  the  trained 
student  of  Spanish.  It  is  of  special  in- 
terest to  Lynn  people  to  learn  that  day 
and  night  classes  in  Spanish  have  been 
opened  by  the  Burdett  College,  in  Lynn, 
offering  every  opportunity  for  a  rapid 
mastery  of  the  tongue.  New  classes 
will  be  opened  in  the  near  future  and 
further  information  regarding  the  scope 
of  this  work  may  be  obtained  at  the 
college  office. 

Somehow  or  other  the  five  per  cent 
and  some  odd  fraction  to  be  paid  on 
investments  in  the  foreign  loan  is,  not 
much  of  a  lure  to  Mr.  Common  People. 
At  least,  not  while  the  banks  pay  4 
per  cent. 


In  recent  writings  on  the  subject  of 
the  German  character,  Dr.  Thomas 
Smith  states  that  it  is  best  summed  up 
by  unbounded  vanity,  love  of  secrecy, 
morbid  sensitiveness,  envy,  absence  of 
consideration  for  others,  and  a  strong 
tendency  to  revert  to  Tennyson's  "ape 
and  tiger."  Germans  lack  true  senti- 
ment and  affection,  but  have  a  remark- 
able inclination  to  reckless,  brutal 
self-assertion.  A  strong  autocratic 
government  has  modeled  them  for  its 
ends.  They  have  been  drilled  and 
intellectualized,  but  neither  freed  nor 
regenerated.  Dr.  Smith  says  that 
"Kultur"  consists  of  exteriors,  and  has 
no  relation  to  things  hidden  beneath  the 
surface.  It  is  really  only  one  exterior, 
not  many ;  it  is  whitewash,  —the  exterior 
which  hides  the  horrors  of  the  German 
national  sepulchre.  Every  year  nearly 
five  army  corps  of  illegitimate  children 
are  born  in  the  land  of  "Kultur!" 

Mr.  Bird,  like  thousands  of  others, 
sees  that  there  can  never  be  real 
business  prosperity  in  thiscountryunder 
Democratic  and  Southern  control.  The 
rule  of  the  Democratic  party  is  never 
constructive  or  helpful  to  business  and 
it  is  the  $18  00  to  $25.00  a  week  man 
who  feels  the  pinch  of  resultant  hard 
times.  The  wealthy  man  can  worry 
along  through  a  Democratic  administra- 
tion. The  state  Democratic  ticket 
endorses  the  national  Democratic 
administration  and  this  issue  is  the  most 
important  for  voters  to  repudiate.  No 
section  of  the  country  suffers  worse  than 
New  England  undernationalDemocratic 
control. 

The  number  of  iron  crosses  thus  far 
granted  to  German  soldiers  is  near  the 
500,000  mark.  Statistics  up  to  March 
31,  according  to  the  Cologne  Gazette, 
showed  a  total  of  338,261  crosses  of 
the  second  class.  Even  if  this  rate 
has  only  been  maintained  since — and 
undoubtedly  it  has  been  exceeded, 
considering  the  increased  number  of 
men  under  arms — it  would  give  a  total 
exceeding  450,000.

Women  are  likely  to  lose  influence 
if  they  have  the  suffrage  more  than

In  a  Massachusetts  city  whose  gen- 
eral tax  rate  is  $18  on  a  thousand,  the 
tax  on  a  $1000  bond  paying  5  per 
cent  interest  is  even  higher,  on  the 
income  tax  basis,  than  what  Eng- 
land is  to  levy  as  a  war  measure,  says 
the  Springfield  Republican.  The 
World's  statement,  that  the  new  Eng- 
lish war  tax  is  the  highest  "ever  im- 
posed by  an  orderly  government  on 
wealth,"  ignores  what  happens  here 
in  Massachusetts  under  the  present 
tax  system.

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War  has  shut  up  the  factories 
abroad,  but  when  the  war  is  over — 
and  we  pray  God  peace  may  return 
soon — we  are  going  to  have  tlie  fierc- 
est era  of  competition  in  the  history 
of  this  country.  We  should  take 
measures  to  meet  tliat  now  wlien  the 
time  is  ripe.  We  are  getting  ready 
to  return  again  to  the  old  Republican 
policy  of  protection.  We  don't  mean 
protection  higher  than  the  moon,  but 
protection  that  will  cover  the  cost  of 
labor.  We  have  seen  some  of  the  ef- 
fects of  the  Underwood  tariff.  In  the 
time  it  was  in  operation  up  to  the  out- 
break of  the  war,  $126,000,000  more 
of  foreign  goods  came  into  this  country 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Look  at  the 
United  States  Steel  Corporation  re- 
ports for  instance.  Under  the  Under- 
wood tariff  the  wage  fund  of  that  cor- 
poration decreased  $45,000,000  in  a  sin- 
gle year.  That  means  that  much  mon- 
ey out  of  the  pockets  of  the  laboring 
man  of  this  country. 
■♦■ 
If  the  Prussian  casualty  lists  to  Au- 
gust 24  have  been  correctly  added  up 
by  the  Nieuwe  Rotterdamsche  Cour- 
ant,  the  total  loss  in  killed,  wounded 
and  missing  comes  to  1,740,836.  This 
would  mean  for  Germany,  as  a  whole, 
a  loss  of  about  2,400,000  men,  which 
is  far  below  some  extravagant  esti- 
mates made  in  France  and  England, 
yet  heavy  enough.  If  the  dead  are  one 
in  five,  says  the  Springfield  Republi- 
can, Germany  has  already  lost  nearly 
half  a  million  lives,  and  Austria, 
France  and  Russia  have  suffered  in 
proportion.

Considering  conditions  broad- 
ly, the  hope  is  that  the  settlement  of 
our  foreign  negotiations  will  assure 
a  market  for  our  crops  and  merchan- 
dise; and  in  affording  us  unlimited 
opportunities  for  expansion  will  place 
the  United  States  among  the  great 
creditor  nations  of  the  world. 
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The  high  explosives  of  modern  war- 
fare are  all  coal-tar  derivatives,  and 
the  equipment  for  a  highly  developed 
dyestuff  industry,  chemical  experts  as- 
sure us,  could  be  turned  at  a  day's 
notice  into  a  factory  for  explosives  for 
national  defense.  The  necessity  for 
such  provision  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  successes  in  the  European  War 
are  achieved  by  the  nations  best  equip- 
ped with  metal  and  chemical  plants. 

Chairman  Tapper  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  is  taking  action  in  the  right 
direction  with  his  crusade  against  the 
sale  of  polluted  clams.  The  store  keep- 
ers are  in  no  way  to  blame,  because  it 
is  difficult  to  trace  the  source  of  their 
supplies  through  the  dealer,  but  every 
effort  should  be  exerted  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  clams  coming  from  Lynn  har- 
bor. The  best  way  to  work,  in  this 
matter,  will  be  to  prevent  the  digging 
of  the  clams  on  the  water  front  when 
they  are  known  to  be  disease  breed- 
ers.

More  attention  than  ever  before  is 
being  given  to  diet  and  to  elimination, 
to  recreation  and  the  general  care  of 
the  body.  At  a  recent  convention  of 
hotel  and  restaurant  chefs,  there  was 
a  unanimous  expression  of  opinion  that 
the  eating  of  meat,  especially  beef,  is 
declining.  People  are  heeding  the  ad- 
vice of  the  physicians  to  feed  the 
human  furnace  with  greater  care  and 
not  to  build  a  great  fire  when  none  is 
needed.

nuis  season.  Jn  neither  ease  does  it  in 
timate  undue  haste  or  inconvenience  tor 
the  public.  It  means  only  to  avoid  un- 
necessary delay.  For  years  it  has  lieen 
drilleil  into  holiday  shoppers  that  early 
buying  means  for  them  a  better  selec- 
tion from  which  to  choose  and  an  easier 
time  for  store  employees  during  the 
rush  of  Christmas  business.  The  con- 
stant harping  upon  the  theme  has  done 
its  work  and  an  all-round  advantage 
has  followed.  "Mail  early"  should  be- 
come equally  popular  and  general.  The 
ine\itable  congestion  at  Christmas  time 
may  be  avoiiied  if  holiday  presents  are 
nuiiled  as  sooi:  ns  ready  for  shipment 
and  not  held  on  the  theory  of  having 
them  deli\ered  on  Christmas  eve.  The 
tleiiartment  has  ruled  that  packages 
may  bear  the  words:  "Not  to  be  opened 
until  Christmas,"  which  removes  the 
sentimental  objection  to  early  mailing. 
Do  your  buying  as  early  as  convenient 
and  lose  no  time  in  mailing  the  par- 
cels you  purjiose  sending  away.

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The  peiidlers  of  Massachusetts  are 
iloomed  to  some  extent  if  the  measures 
uiiilertaken  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Weights  and  Measures  of  this  State  are 
followed  out.  There  appears  to  I'e  vix 
old  law  which  requires  peddlers  to  pay 
to  the  respective  towns  and  cities  in 
which  they  do  business  a  fee  of  •t-', 
and  until  now  the  various  municipalities 
have  practically  overlooked  this  law. 
The  retail  grocers  of  Massachusetts  are 
l)ai:-king  the  Commissioner  up  and  tiie 
oTocers  of  Boston  are  particularly 
active  in  demanding  the  enforcement 
of  the  old  law  which  has  been  hereto- 
fore treated  so  lightly.  Jt  is  a  good 
thing  to  enforce  it,  as  the  substantial 
grocers  are  i)aying  taxes  and  in  other 
ways  helping  to  meet  city  and  town  ex- 
penses, whereas  most  of  the  peddlers  are 
contributing  little  or  nothing  toward 
municipal  exjienses.  The  grocers  of  the 
towns  and  cities  of  Massachusetts  are 
losing  by  the  activity  of  these  itinerant 
peddlers,  ami  the  fact  that  i)oth  the 
towns  and  cities  in  which  they  do  busi- 
ness are  losing  as  well  as  the  grocers, 
demands  immediate  action  by  the  au- 
thorities. The  Commissioner  deserves 
much  credit  for  his  stand  and  energy 
in  the  matter,  and  he  has  certainly 
gained  the  goo<l  will  and  contidence  of 
the  many  grocers  throughout  the  State 
l)v  doing  so. 

That  was  quite  a  bril)e  i>ut  forward 
in  the  local  pajiers  regarding  "street 
improvements  which  would  be  carrie<l 
out  in  the  event  of  the  present  charter 
being  retained."  Some  politics,  that! 
Those  who  know  regarding  street  iiu- 
lirovements  say  that  the  i)resent  mate- 
rial being  used  will  "blow  away"  in 
due  season  and  the  appearance  of  Sea 
street  would  indicate  that  such  is  the 
fact.  The  material  does  not  look  sub 
stantial  and  the  many  holes  in  the 
surface  while  the  work  is  new  do  not 
indicate  permanence.  It  causes  much 
comment,  this  frequency  of  the  breaks 
in  the  surface  of  the  newly  macada- 
mized roads,  and  people  wonder  if  they 
are  ]>eing  laid  correctly.  It  does  not 
take  long  for  water  to  ])erculate 
through  an.l  in  time  the  surface 
wears  away.  Lynn  has  spent  a  million 
dollars  or  more  for  roa.ls,  and  it  would 
seem  as  if  the  city  might  secure  some 
sul>stantial  results, — Imt  time  alone  will 
tell. 


Showing  how  the  puldic  is  throttled 
by  existing  conditions,  it  is  pointed  out 
that  the  leatiing  counsel  for  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railroad,  in  its  enileavor 
to  secure  a  six-cent  fare,  was  a  rail- 
road commissioner  for  many  years  and 
assented  to  the  rank  over-capitalization 
of  the  railroad.  Had  it  not  been  for 
the  watering  of  the  stock  and  the  is- 
suing of  capital  having  no  foundation, 
people  would  be  rolling  about  the 
streets  in  Pullman  cars  at  the  jiresent 
time  on  a  five-cent  fare.  In  other 
words,  the  public  has  been  robbed,  and 
now  they  are  asked  to  pay  a  six-cent 
fare  for  the  ])rivilege.  A  salary  of 
.+;!(), 000  a  year  for  the  railroad  presi- 
dent, and  other  salaries  on  a  similar 
basis,  also  form  an  imposition  u[ion  the 
imblic.  The  corporation  should  i)e  al- 
lowed to  work  out  its  own  salvation  in 
view  of  the  many  lines  that  have  been 
over-capitalized  and  watered,  and  the 
unreasonable  salaries  that  are  paid  to 
officials.  In  other  words,  the  corpora- 
tion should  clean  its  own  house,  and  not 
be  allowed  to  impose  upon  the  publli' 
by  having  it  do  the  work  under  the 
guise   of  six-cent   fares. 

Why  all  seats  at  the  Harvard-Yale' 
football  game  should  be  $2  is  a  ques- 
tion that  will  tantalize  the  most  analy- 
tical mind.  Seats  in  the  wooden  stand' 
at  ^2  are  possibly  a  legitimate  "hol.t- 
u])"  considering  that  the  event  is  the 
greatest  athletic  coaitest  of  the  year. 
But  .$5  woubl  1)6  cheap  for  the  stadium 
seats,  and  this  price  might  eliminate 
many  who  come  merely  "to  see  the 
crowil"  or  because  attendance  appears; 
to  be  socially  very  vogue.  The  en- 
thusiast would  be  glad  to  pay  .$5  for 
the  opi)ortunity  to  see  the  game  rather 
than  he  simply  numbered  among 
tiu)s<>  present.  -lust  what  method  is 
i'S(>d  in  <listributing  the  seats  is  still 
\ery  much  in  the  dark,  I>ut  Lvnn  aiqdi- 
cants  appear  to  be  invariabiv  on  the 
"blue  list." 


It  is  (piite  ]K)ssil.!e  that  stamps  on 
liank  checks  may  come  back  as  a 
means  of  raising  revenue  to  help 
finance  the  increases  proposed  in  the 
army  and  navy.  It  is  figured  in  the 
treasury  department  at  Washington 
that  with  a  tax  of  two  cents  on  everv 
check  apjtroximately  .$10,000,000  aii- 
Tiually  could  be  raised  from  this  source. 
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Following  the  excellent  examples  set 
\>y  the  traction  companies  in  Chicago, 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company 
annonnces  tluit  it  will  operate  a  cer- 
tain number  of  open  cars  throughout 
the  winter.  These  cars  will  be  marked 
"smoking  cars,"  but  that  will  not  i)rp- 
vent  any  one  who  desires  to  ride  in 
the  fresh  air  from  using  them.  Why 
not   a   similar  ser\-ice   in    Lvnn  ? 

Black  Diamond,  the  buffalo  whose 
likeness  is  printed  on  $10  treasury 
notes  and  is  stamped  on  the  five-cent 
pieces,  was  put  to  death  in  New  York 
last  month.  He  was  more  than  20 
years  old  and  the  largest  bison  in  cap- 
tivity, weighing  1550  pounds.  He  had 
lieen  an  inmate  of  the  Central  park 
corral  for  many  vears.

Thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  materials 
entering  into  the  manufacture  ofi  boots 
and  shoes  jiay  a  duty  ranging  from  five 
to  sixty  ]'er  cent,  yet  our  government 
says  to  the  foreign  shoe  manufacturers 
that  they  can  put  these  materials  in 
their  shoes  and  send  them  into  this 
country  free  of  duty.  This  is  one  cf 
the  inconsistencies  of  the  present 
tariff  law. 


Our  school  board  rooms  are  fast 
being  made  an  arena  for  Kilkenney 
cats.  This  small  talk  anent  the  school 
department  materially  hurts  the  public 
school  system.  We  should  have  a  rest 
from  this  sort  of  thing,  for  the  welfare 
of  citv,   pui)ils  and  teachers.

This  rule  will  also  elim- 
inate the  constant  danger  approaching 
cars  have  experience<l  as  well  •  as  the 
liedestriaii.  Motor  vehicles  will  be  re- 
(juired  to  have  lights  sufiicieut  to  en- 
able jiersons  ahead  to  a\-oid  being  run 
into  when  crossing  the  street  with  the 
cars  running  at  a  safe  and  reasonable 
speed.  The  latest  regulations  are  easy 
to  comply  with  and  will  help  to  do  away 
with  the  needless  accidents  which  oc- 
cur almost   everv  dav  in  the  week.

An  income  tax  is  likely 
to  reach  most  of  this  eventually.  The 
amendment  gives  the  legislature  the 
power  to  (dassifv  pro]ierty  for  taxation 
and  to  impose  taxes  on  income  from  any 
rlass  of  property  at  a  uniform  rate 
throughout  the  State,  but  which  may 
differ  from  the  rate  imposed  on  the  in- 
come deriveil  from  any  other  class  of 
jiroperty.  To  put  it  another  way,  the 
legislature  may  now  tax  different  kinds 
of  property  differently,  securities  to 
have  their  own  rate,  as  will  nu^rchan- 
dise,  real  estate  and  other  property  an- 
other rate,  etc.,  and  thus  place  taxation 
on  an  equitable  basis.  Whatever  is  al- 
ready taxed  will  be  exempt  from  further 
taxation.  This  amendment  ought  to  re- 
sult in  legislation  making  the  system  of 
taxation  more  satisfactory  and  at  the 
same  time  reach  i)roperty  which  has 
heretofore  escaped  taxation.  It  ought 
also  to  mean  more  revenue  to  the  State 
and  help  to  ward  off  higher  taxes  in 
file  \arioiis  municipalities,

Few  storms  have  struck  Lj^nn  with 
more  savage  force  than  the  rain-bliz- 
zard of  December  13.  It  was  an  un- 
lucky day  for  many  travelers. 


We  will  agree  with  Mr.  Creamer  that 
our  temporary  business  prosperity  is 
<lue  to  the  Democrats  if  he  can  prove 
that  the  Democrats  started  the  war. 

One  of  the  best  investments  ever 
made  by  the  city  of  Lynn  was  the 
$150,000  invested  in  a  twenty  year  loan 
to  separate  the  grade  crossings  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad.

The  verdict  may 
be  attributed  to  a  number  of  influences 
which,  in  their  total  effect,  resulted 
in  a  landslide  for  "No."  In  order 
of  influence,  we  would  quote  the 
Wyoma  murder,  the  activities  of 
Father  Dolan  and  ex-Mayor  Counery, 
the  support  of  the  Item  and  the  News, 
the  tactful,  united  campaign  of  the 
"No"  forces,  and  finally  the  silly 
eleventh  hour  "expose"  by  the  Li- 
ceufe  forces  of  Chelsea  and  Boston 
liquor  dealers'  influence.  Heaping 
mud  on  brother  liquor  dealers  and  their 
tricky  tactics  reacted  strongly  on  the 
originators  of  this  advertising  blunder. 
Moreover  Lynn  people  were  tired  of 
the  open  saloon.  It  came  back  in  Lynn 
largely  because  of  the  singular  contra- 
dictory trait  in  human  nature  that 
makes  us  seek  something  new,  some- 
thing a  little  different  as  an  experi- 
ment. Lack  of  united  strength  by  the 
"No"  forces,  and  minor  difhculties, 
have  given  the  saloon  a  longer  lease 
of  life  than  was  its  due  in  Lynn.  The 
<rowniug  blow  came  with  the  appal- 
ing  murder  in  Wyoma.  Its  influence 
was  more  than  passing;  it  was  com- 
pelling. It  sounded  a  solemn  tocsin 
that  every  silent  voter  heard  and  re- 
sponded to  on  December  14.  And  un- 
less there  is  a  tremendous  change  in 
the  character  of  the  "Yes"  faction, 
an  ability  to  handle  a  campaign  in  a 
broad,  constructive  and  honest  man- 
ner in  future  j'ears,  we  will  expect 
little  more  than  a  whisper  from  the 
License  contingent   in  future   elections. 

Mr.  Carnegie  will  apparently  fulfil 
his  pledge  to  "die  poor."  At  80  years 
of  age  he  has  only  $20,000,000  left  out 
of  a  fortune  of  some  $370,000,000  that 
for  the  most  part  has  been  given  away. 
Lynn  will  share  in  his  charities  with 
the  proposed  branch  libraries. 

If  the  Lynn  shore  drive  were  as  well 
advertised  as  Niagara  Falls,  there 
would  have  been  thousands  of  people, 
instead  of  a  few  dozen  to  witness  the 
wonderful  high  tides  along  the  beach 
last  month.

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We  were  as  a  people  rather  sunR  In 
the  material  side  of  life  before  the 
■war  broke  out.  The  tragedy  has  not 
yet  awakened  us  to  a  new  sense  of 
responsibility.  "We  hate  war  and  we 
are  determined  to  avoid  it.  But  our 
hatred  is  rather  a  physical  loathing 
than  a  spiritual  feeling.  There  is  no 
heroism  in  our  determination  not  to 
be  as  other  nations  are.  Officially  we 
pretend  that  it  is  impossible  to  appor- 
tion the  blame  for  beginning  the  war, 
whereas  in  our  hearts  we  know  that 
only  one  power  really  wanted  to  tight 
and  was  ready  to  fight.  We  almost 
count  it  a  virtue  that  we  have  refused 
to  live  up  to  our  plighted  word,  and 
have  evaded  our  obvious  duty  when 
Belgium  was  attacked.  In  our  dealings 
with  Germany  over  the  Lusitania  and 
the  Arabic  we  like  to  think  we  have 
shown  restraint  whereas  we  have  dis- 
played something  akin  to  fear.  Our 
moral  fiber  was  never  so  slack  as  it 
has  been  in  the  last  year.  All  these 
signs  go  to  prove  that  are  still  with- 
out an  au-akening,  and  we  run  a  great 
risk  of  continuing  in  our  present  mora!

Xow,  therefore, 
is  the  time  to  make  our  resolve  that 
the  end  of  the  war  will  not  find  us  the 
richest  nation  in  gold,  but  the  poorest 
m  character  and  fredom.  Xow  is  the 
time  to  fight  the  forces  of  reaction. —

When  the  Governor  states  that  the 
members  of  the  various  state  commis- 
sions appointed  by  him  are  in  closer 
touch  with  the  masses  than  ever  be- 
fore, "having  been  picked  from  the 
common  people,"  he  approaches  very 
near  to  demagogism.  When  a  state 
official  desires  to  propagate  class  feel- 
ing and  hatred  this  is  the  kind  of  argu- 
ment he  should  indulge  in,  and  it  ill 
becomes  a  governor  of  the  Comnion- 
Avealth  to  talk  in  such  a  manner.  Gov- 
ernor Walsh  is  doubtless  well  meaning 
in  his  undertakings,  but  in  many  di- 
rections he  is  a  menace  to  public  feel- 
ing, and  when  he  talks,  as  in  the 
manner  indicated,  he  is  liable  to  create 
a  dangerous  public  sentiment.  We 
are  here  to  work  together.  Ninety- 
five  per  cent  of  the  people  are  of  the 
right  stuff,  and  when  anybody  en- 
deavors to  create  division  by  talking 
about  "the  common  people"  he  is 
treading  on  dangerous  ground.  The 
bulk  of  us  are  rather  "common" — 
few  are  aueommou. 

A  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Sun  thinks  that  there  is  no  form  of 
tax  which,  for  a  given  return,  can  be 
made  as  tree  from  economic  or  politi- 
cal effect  as  a  stamp  tax.  For  instance, 
says  the  correspondent,  who  would  feel 
the  tax  burden  of  a  five  cent  tax  ou  a 
$15  suit  of  clothes,  a  twenty-five  cent 
tax  on  a  $30  suit  "or  $5  on  a  Ford 
automobile  and  $25  on  higher  grade 
cars?"  Leaving  aside  the  question  of 
the  feelings  of  buyers  of  olothing  as 
to  a  tax,  it  would  not  be  surprising  to 
find  that  the  purchaser  of  an  automo- 
bile would  accept  any  conditions,  so 
long  as  ho  got  the  machine.  When  a 
man  makes  up  his  mind  that  he  must 
have  a  motor  car,  a  few  dollars  more 
or  less  (and  too  often  it  is  "more; 
matter  little  to  him.  It  is  after  he  gets 
his  car  that  he  begins  to  sit  up  and 
think  about  the  cost.

Automobile  advertisements  frequently 
are  silly  to  the  point  of  absurdity.  We 
note  among  the  freaks  of  the  past 
month  one  that  reads  somewhat  as  fol- 
lows: "People  who  do  not  buy  their 
cars  this  winter  are  more  than  likely 
to  be  disappointed  next  spring  because 
of  a  shortage  in  deliveries. ' '  They  are 
they  buy  the  car  that  was  advertised. 
far  more  certain  to  be  disappointed  if 


America's  failure  to  guard  its  citi- 
zens traveling  on  the  high  seas,  to 
crush  its  enemies  who  were  defying 
laws  and  destroying  property  within 
its  borders,  and  to  raise  a  voice  in  de- 
fense of  humanity  has  earned  the  con- 
tempt of  the  rest  of  the  world  and  left 
the  Nation  without  a  friend  to  come  to 
its  rescue  in  any  future  crisis,  said 
Frederic  R.  Coudert,  international 
lawyer.  He  suggested  that  the  proper 
way  to  hold  Germany  to  "strict  ac- 
countability" in  the  matter  of  the  de- 
struction of  steamships  like  the  Lusi- 
tania  would  have  been  for  the  United 
States  to  send  away  Germany's  diplo- 
matists, treat  her  as  an  outlaw,  and 
extend  benevolent  neutrality  to  the 
Allies.  This  was  a  trifle  too  violent— 
too  American — to  interest  the  scholarly 
mind   in   Washington! 

Eev.  George  E.  Heath,  of  the  Bos- 
ton Street  Methodist  church,  has  done 
a  wonderful  work  in  the  up-building 
and  stimulating  of  his  parish.  To  raise 
$11,700  for  the  remodelling  of  the 
church  was  remarkable,  more  especially 
in  these  parlous  times,  and  most 
hearty  contributions  were  made  by 
people  outside  of  the  Methodist  faith, 
after  hearing  Mr.  Heath 's  story.  Un' 
less  signs  fail,  this  clergyman  will  be 
heard  from  in  larger  fields  in  the  not 
distant  future.

Henry  Ford's  declaration  that  he  had 
only  voted  about  five  times  in  nis  life 
well  demonstrates  the  inconsistencies 
of  the  man.  With  this  slight  interest 
in  American  public  affairs  he  sails  to 
Europe  in  his  chartered  ship  to  inter- 
fere in  the  greatest  political  struggle 
of  the  world's  history. 
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It  is  reported  that  the  American 
Automobile  Association  is  going  to  get 
after  some  of  the  fake  motor 
"leagues"  and  "associations."  It  is 
high  time  somebodj^  got  busy  iu  this 
direction.  Hardly  an  automobile  own- 
er exists  who  has  not  been  solicited 
time  and  again  to  join  one  of  these 
leagues,  whose  rejuesentatives  claim 
that  subscribers  will  be  able  to  buy 
everything-  from  a  motor  car  to  the 
smallest  accessory  at. a  discount.  Those 
who  have  joined  some  of  these  have  in- 
variably found  that  they  got  nothing 
for  their  money,  but  still  the  fake 
league  flourishes.  The  average  motor 
owner  will  admit  that  he  is  generally 
a  mark — certainly  he  needs  protection. 
As  matters  are,  it  is  bad  enough  to 
stand  the  hold-up  methods  of  the  aver- 
age repair  shop,  without  having  insult 
added  to  injurv. 

The  reinstatement  to  the  bar  of  J. 
Frank  Williams  was,  after  all  the  un- 
pleasantness and  disappointments,  a 
substantial  tribute  to  the  unfortunate 
attorney.  It  strengthens  one's  faith 
in  human  nature  after  noting  action 
of  bar  members  and  prominent  citizens 
in  favor  of  the  reinstatement.  May 
there  be  a  general  disposition  on  the 
part  of  citizens  to  give  this  young 
lawyer  every  chance  in  what  must  ap- 
pear to  him  a  new  entrance  to  legal 
life.

People  in  this  section  who  have  an 
idea  that  they  will  go  to  southern 
California  this  winter,  should  remem- 
ber the  Hotel  Green  at  Pasadena, 
California,  where  Bradbury  F.  Gush- 
ing, a  former  Lynn  citizen,  is  the 
manager.

Three  billions  of  dollars'  worth  of 
war  contracts  is  jaossibly  a  moderate 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  business 
placed  in  this  country.

A  moderate 
Federal  inheritance  tax  might  be  well 
enough,  but  the  states,  if  they  are  wise, 
will  not  allow  anything  of  a  drastic 
nature  which  would  seriously  crippjo 
their  own  rev^enues.

As  Mr.  Roosevelt  says,  in  describing 
President  Wilson's  address  last  month 
in  Washington,  there  is  much  in  it  that 
no  one  can  understand,  not  even  the 
man  who  wrote  it.  President  Wilson 
is  almost  as  great  a  success  as  a  rhe- 
torician as  he  is  a  failure  as  an  execu- 
tive. Minus  the  verbs  and  adverbs, 
what  is  there  in  the  average  Wilson 
speech  ? 

P>y  reason  of  the  holding  up  ou  ani- 
line dies  on  account  of  the  war,  in  Ger- 
many, purple  is  now  the  most  difficult 
color  to  negotiate. 


In  his  message  the  President  says  in 
regard  to  Mexico:  ''We  have  at  least 
proved  that  we  will  not  take  advant- 
age of  her  in  her  distress  and  under- 
take to  impose  upon  her  an  order  and 
government  of  our  own  choosing." 
What  does  President  Wilson  mean  by 
this?  He  "took"  Vera  Cruz,  piit 
President  Huerta  out,  and  first  took  up 
with  Villa  and  turned  Mexico  over  to 
anarchy,  and  now  supports  Carranza. 
Less  written  rhetoric  and  more  sense 
of  speech,  if  not  of  thought,  is  what 
the  American  people  want  from  Presi- 
dent Wilson.  If  we  are  "too  proud  to 
fight,"  we  are  too  proud  a  people  to 
want  this  sort  of  stuff  from  our  Presi- 
dent. 

Talk  about  restraint  of  trade,  in- 
dustrial concentration,  etc.,  why  look 
beyond  the  gasoline  companies?  All 
for  one  and  one  for  all,  with  a  united 
front  on  increased  prices  that  shows 
the  precision  of  a  German  drill  mas- 
ter. One  price  from  all  of  thom,  de- 
spite the  various  company  names  under 
which  they  masquerade.  Twenty  five 
cent  gasoline  is  as  exorbitant  and  un- 
necessary as  ten  cent  car  fares  or  $30 
tax  rates. 

The  License  forces  were  too  over 
confident.  The  conservative  policy  of 
the  ' '  No ' '  forces  was  in  direct  con- 
trast. They  reminded  one  of  the  Eng- 
lishman who  hesitated  to  visit  an 
American  friend  because  he  owned  a 
very  fierce  bull  dog.  "But,"  said  the 
American,  "you  need  have  no  fear. 
You  know,  '  barking  dogs  never 
bite.'  "  "Oh,  yes,"  said  the  Eng- 
lishman, "so  I  understand;  but  does 
the  dog  know  it!  " 

Closing  the  canal  till  New  Year's 
has  given  a  temporary  quietus  to  those 
who  argue  for  all  sorts  of  government 
ownership  on  the  basis  of  what  won- 
ders Uncle  Sam  is  supposed  to  have 
accomplished  at  Panama.  When  the 
facts  finally  come  out,  they  will  show 
that  this  enterprise,  in  its  frightful 
costliness,  is  no  exception'  to  the  gen- 
eral rule.

Why  not  have  similar  roads  m 
Lynn  ? 

Wood  block  paving  should  be  tried 
in  Lynn.  The  Sea  street  paving  should 
be  given  up  permanently.  It  has  no 
lasting  value,  and  decays  in  three  years 
time. 


Lynn's  population  for  1915  is  95,803 
as  against  89,336  for  1910,  a  gain  of 
6467  in  the  past  five  years,  and  Lynn 
is  the  eighth  city  in  population  in 
Massachusetts. 

The  garbage  collection  scheme  looks 
like  another  one  of  those  plans  which 
are  so  efficient  as  to  be  impractical.  In 
a  few  years  a  chart  will  have  to  be 
furnished  all  citizens  directing  them 
how  to  put  out  their  ashes  and  garbage 
for  proper  removal  by  the  city. 

Why  did  the  Eickard  Shoe  Company 
leave  Lynn?  Why  did  the  Levirs  «fc 
Sargent' Company  go  to  Newburj^port ? 
Why  is  the  A.  E.  King  factory  now  in 
Philadelphia?  Why  is  Lynn  slipping 
and  faltering  in  its  grip  on  the  shoe 
manufacturer?  When  will  such  condi- 
tions cease?  There  is  an  answer.  Hun- 
dreds of  people  know  it.  The  Indus-, 
trial  board  of  the  local  Chamber  knows 
it.     And  now,  when  comes   Action? 


The  wave  of  grippe  and  pneumonia, 
which  swept  over  Lynn  and  Boston 
during  January,  caused  more  sickness 
than  has  ever  been  known  in  the  city. 
Whole  families  were  prostrated  at  one 
time,  according  to  doctors'  reports.  As 
the  physicians  say,  it  is  the  deadly  sea- 
son for  old  people  and  drunkards.  It 
is  the  toll  month  for  the  Grim  Reaper 
in  the  homes  of  the  steady  drinker. 
One  needs  all  his  physical  strength  and 
reserve  vitality  to  combat  the  rigors 
of  a  Massachusetts  winter. 


Lynn  has  dropped  into  eighth  place 
in  population  among  Massachusetts 
cities.  If  there  are  not  radical 
changes  in  the  next  five  years,  the  city 
will  be  number  10,  passed  by  New  Bed- 
ford and  Somerville.  Springfield, 
which  was  once  practically  tied  with 
Lynn  in  population,  is  now  far  ahead. 
Incidentally,  as  a  further  example  of 
progress  in  Springfield,  we  might  add 
that  it  stands  next  to  Boston,  in  the 
State,  in  number  of  telephone  sub- 
scribers, even  topping  Worcester. 


There  isn  't  any  question  that  the 
salary  raising  scandal  is  one  of  the 
worst  public  grafts.  People  who  would 
never  think  of  expecting  more  than  a 
15  per  cent  raise  in  pay,  at  one  time, 
expect  50  and  100  per  cent  increases 
from  state  and  citj-.  Dozens  of  people 
holding  political  offices  would  not  re- 
sign and  would  "work"  just  as  hard, 
if  their  salaries  were  cut  in  two.  The 
state  and  city  are  paj-iug  too  many 
faucv  salaries. 


The  payroll  of  the  General  Electric 
Company  in  Lynn  is  mounting  upward, 
and  we  presume  munition  work  largely 
accounts  for  the  increase.  The  pay- 
roll at  present  is  rising  $150,000  per 
week.  The  highest  point  ever  touched 
in  Lvuu  for  a  weeklv  payroll  has  been 
$174,'000. 


Pine  Hill  deserves  more  considera- 
tion than  has  been  its  share,  during 
the  past  few  years.  The  section  has 
outgrown  the  old  conditions  and  comes 
in  line  for  development,  particularly 
in  the  line  of  school  houses. 

Skating  has  been  mighty  good,  but 
not  especially  fashionable.  We  don't 
need  society's  O.  K.  to  make  a  sport 
enjoyable  in  Lynn.

The  automobile  industry  has  had  a 
phenomenal  growth,  as  figures  for  sales 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  show.  The 
trade  sold  machines  to  a  value  in  ex- 
cess of  $625,000,000,  while  exports  of 
automobiles  were  over  $1,000,000.  To 
further  the  tremendous  size  of  the  in- 
dustry it  is  said  that  it  consumed  15,- 
000,000  barrels  of  gasoline  and  20,- 
000,000  barrels  of  lubricants.  Another 
item  was  8,000,000  tires,  and  there  are 
448  factories  in  34  states  making  auto- 
mobiles. One  state  alone  has  51,000 
workmen  in  its  automobile  factories. 
As  the  New  York  Times  pertinently 
says:  "There  is  no  wonder  that  the 
railways  are  feeling  the  competition 
of  the  automobile,  and  that  the  jitneys 
have  thrown  some  electric  roads  into 
poverty.  The  automobile  and  the  tele- 
phone together  have  done  more  than 
all  the  uplifters  to  encourage  the 
'b.ick  to  the  land'  movement.  Many- 
farmers  now  live  in  towns  and  go  to 
their  farms  as  men  of  business  go  to 
their  offices.  Many  other  farmers  are 
content  to  remain  on  the  farms  which 
are  annexed  to  the  towns  as  truly  as 
the  towns  are  annexed  to  the  farms. 
The  territory  convenient  to  cities  has 
been  vivified  astonishingly.  Thousands 
buy  acres,  adding  the  price  of  an  auto^ 
mobile  to  their  investment,  and  then 
are  independent  of  other  forms  of 
travel.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
hundreds  of  millions  of  real  estate 
values  have  been  created  in  this  man- 
ner, while  the  effect  upon  good  health 
is  inestimable,  both  in  the  sense  that 
the  figures  cannot  be  given  and  that 
they  are  beyond  price.  It  is  said  that 
there  is  now  ojie  automobile  to  each 
mile  of  public  road,  and  almosr  one  to 
each   square  mile   of  territory. ' '

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Cold  facts  are  that  the  fire  and  elec- 
trical departments  were  found  wanting 
at  the  terrible  fire  in  Wyoma.  When 
the  crisis  came  these  departments  could 
not  deliver  the  goods  in  spite  of  the 
spending  of  many  thousands  of  dollars 
annually  to  maintain  efficiency.  Peo- 
ple in  other  neighborhoods  wonder  if 
they  are  standing  on  volcanoes  of  such 
a  character  as  came  to  Wyoma.  When 
the  hose  was  stretched  across  the 
square  in  W.yoma  there  were  four 
bursts  of  considerable  proportions.  In 
every  way  the  Wyoma  fire  "showed 
up"  the  fire  and  electrical  departments 
of  the  city  and  excuses  do  not  count 
for  much.  Business  men  when  they 
spend  money  are  interested  only  in  re- 
sults. This  should  be  the  way  when 
city  money  is  expended.  Lax  manage- 
ment is  almost  universally  the  result 
when  politics  are  at  work  in  city  de- 
partments, which  experts  believe  do 
not  render  service  within  thirty  or 
forty  per  cent  of  the  vast  amount  of 
monev  expended. 

It  is  singular  that  so  many  well  in- 
formed men  from  all  sections  of  the 
country  should  be  talking  for  a  tariff 
commission  to  have  power  to  fix  and 
adjust  duties,  when  it  is  known  that 
there  is  a  serious  constitutional  objec- 
tion to  such  procedure.  The  tariff 
making  power  is  a  part  of  the  revenue 
raising  power.  The  authority  for  rais- 
ing revenue  is  placed  by  the  constitu- 
tion with  Congress,  and  it  has  always 
been  understood  that  there  was  no 
power  in  the  House  to  form  a  tariff 
commission  to  fix  and  adjust  duties. 

Mary  W.  Browne  died  last  month. 
She  was  a  strong  character.  Her  life 
work  was  piano  instruction.  She  was 
a  master  of  technique  and  had  a  repu- 
tation in  this  direction  which  went  far 
outside  of  Lynn.  For  many  j-ears  she 
gave  instruction  at  her  rooms  on  Mar- 
ket street.  Having  an  invalid  mother 
she  was  for  many  years  a  martyr  in 
attendance  upon  her.  There  are  many 
of  her  former  pupils  in  Lj^nn  who 
much  regret  the  death  of  this  capable, 
thorough  and  painstaking  instructor. 

In  five  cent  weekly  magazines,  so 
much  is  given,  for  the  money,  by  Col- 
lier's Weekly  and  the  Saturday  Even- 
ing Post,  that  other  periodicals  seem 
extravagant,  at  the  ten  or  fifteen  cent 
price. 


The  retirement  of  William  B.  Little- 
field  from  the  presidency  of  the  Manu- 
facturers'  National  Bank  marks  the 
passing  from  active  business  of  one  of 
Lynn's  most  popular  citizens.  Mr. 
Littlefield  has  been  the  friend  of  many 
Lynn  young  men  and  his  influence  in 
the  development  of  the  Manufacturers' 
Bank  cannot  be  too  highly  praised  by 
his  associates.  Clifton  Colburn  was 
the  logical  successor  to  the  presidency, 
and  he  will  bring  a  knowledge  of  in- 
vestments and  financial  conditions  to 
the  office  which  will  be  a  vital  force 
in  the  future  development  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  congratulations  of  hun- 
dreds of  friends  have  been  extended 
to  the  new  cashier,  Philip  E.  Bessom.

When  we  read  of  German  gas  at- 
tacks and  the  atmospheric  conditions 
brought  about  by  the  explosion  of  gas 
bombs,  our  mind  naturally  turns  to  con- 
ditions in  the  waiting  room  of  the 
North  Station,  Boston.  Respirators  are 
fully  as  necessary  there  as  in  the 
trenches.  A  vagrant,  caught  loafing 
in  this  room,  was  sentenced  to  ten  days 
on  Deer  Island.  The  punishment 
would  have  been  sharper  if  he  had 
been  sentenced  to  "loaf,"  another 
day,    in    the    waiting    room.  There 

seems  to  be  quite  a  little  air  in  the 
North  Station  that  has  been  there  ever 
since  the  buildinu:  was  erected. 

It  will  be  a  sorry  day  for  Lynn 
when  politics  enter  the  management  of 
the  Lynn  hospital,  and  such  will  be  the 
case  if  the  legislature  votes  to  allow 
the  city  to  appropriate  money  to  run 
the  hospital.  Public  subscriptions  will 
be  reduced.  Political  helpers  will  be 
given  positions  in  the  hospital  and  the 
work  of  the  institution  will  go  into 
history.  At  least,  this  is  the  opinion 
of  careful  observers  who  have  noted 
the  effect  of  political  interference  with 
hospital  management  in  other  cities. 


jMauy  policemen  deserve  $1200  a 
year.  Some  deserve  $1500.  There  are 
not  a  few  who  believe  that  officers,  who 
work  as  hard  as  Humphries,  and  half 
a  dozen  others,  easily  earn  $30  a  week. 
But  there  is  at  least  one  officer,  who 
loafs  around  the  centre  of  the  city, 
who  ought  to  pay  the  city  for  the 
privilege  of  wearing  the  blue  uniform. 
For  complete  lack  of  intelligence  this 
particular  bully  qualifies  for  the  Metro- 
politan police. 
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The  brief  note  in  the  local  papers, 
announcing  the  death  of  John  Kelley, 
father  of  John  N.  Kelley^  of  the  Ex- 
celsior Laundry,  brought  to  light  a  rare 
act    of    filial    devotion.  Mr.    Kelley 

crossed  the  confront  to  spend  the  last 
month  of  his  father's  life  with  him. 
Mr.  Kelley,  senior,  was  88  years  old  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  His  family  was 
united  for  the  first  time  in  forty  years 
at  the  death  bed  of  the  father. 

When  Mr.  Bergengren  says  he  can- 
not find  any  consistency  between  Fire 
Commissioner  O'Keefe  and  Attorney 
O'Keefe,  he  echoes  the  thoughts  of 
hundreds  of  other  Lynn  people,  some 
of  whom  would  be  willing  to  sit  up 
nights  with  petitions  for  the  abolition 
of  the  office  of  fire  commissioner, 
-f 

"May  elect  out  of  town  man  as  sec- 
retary," says  a  headline  in  the  papers, 
referring  to  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Why  not  "trade  in  Lynn"  or 
is  the  situation  simply  a  development 
of  the  old  idea  that  a  prophet  finds  no 
honor  in  his  own  country! 

Goldberg,  the  cartoonist,  says  the 
f.  o.  b.  one  sees  so  much  in  motor  ads., 
means  "full  of  bull." 


Associate  Justice  O'Brien  of  the 
Lynn  police  court  has  an  original  view 
of  the  law,  to  say  the  least,  when  he 
recognizes  two  substitutes  for  criminal 
offenders  and  fines  them  as  if  they 
were  the  real  people  to  be  called  to 
ansv>"er  the  charge.  Judge  Lummus 
fines  people  who  come  in  to  act  as  sub- 
stitutes, while  Associate  Justice 
O'Brien  rewards  them.  Somebody 
must  be  wrong  and  we  venture  to  state 
that  it  is  not  Justice  Lummus. 

The  utter  absurdity  of  holding  in- 
augural exercises  in  Lynn,  when  water 
and  public  property  commissioners  are 
being  installed  in  office,  was  well  dem- 
onstrated this  year.

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Grip  and  Pneumonia. 

What  is  the  relation  between  the 
two  diseases?  Dr.  Emerson,  commis- 
sioner of  health  in  New  York,  has 
lately  advanced  the  theory  that  the 
epidemic  which  is  sweeping  the  coun- 
try is  not  our  old  acquaintance,  the 
influenza  or  grip,  but  a  product  of  the 
pneumo-coccus  or  germ  of  pneumonia. 
Other  authorities  have  declared  that 
the  grip  shows  itself  in  four  or  more 
very  different  forms,  according  as  it 
attacks  throat,  lungs,  nerves,  diges- 
tive tract,  etc.  Which  view  is  correct? 
Does  one  disease  take  such  protean 
forms,  or  is  the  peculiar  character  es- 
cribed to  this  year's  visitation,  includ- 
ing a  tendency  to  pneumonia,  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  pneumo-coccus  is 
specially  prevalent? 

The  theory  advanced  by  Dr.  Emer- 
son is  interesting,  but  the  argument 
by  which  he  supports  it  is  not  entirely 
convincing.     He  says: 

With  the  beginning  of  winter  comes 
a  social  whirl.  In  the  holiday  season 
people  drink  more  alcohol.  They  are 
more  frequently  in  tightly-packed  the- 
atres and  stuffy  restaurants,  moving 
picture  shows  and  other  places.  They 
get  less  rest  and  sleep.  Consequently 
there  is  a  certain  breaking  down  of 
resistance  and  conditions  favorable  to 
passing  germs  from  one  person  to  an- 
other.    The  epidemic  is  the  result. 

If  it  is  as  simple  as  all  that,  why  is 
it  a  quarter  century  or  so  between 
epidemics?  Are  people  living  with 
less  regard  for  hygiene  than  in  any 
year  since  1890?  If  the  social  whirl 
gets  whirlier  year  by  year,  why  does 
not  the  danse  macabre  of  the  pneumo- 
coccus  keep  step?  Dr.  Emerson's  ex- 
planation raises  more  questions  than 
it  answers.  One  of  the  msteries  of 
epidemics,  still  to  be  solved,  is  the  va- 
riation in  virulence,  says  the  Spring- 
field Republican.  Why  is  the  bacillus 
most  ferocious  at  the  height  of  a 
plague  and  at  the  point  where  the 
disease  is  most  prevalent?  Why  do 
individual  cases  diminish  in  severity 
as    the    epidemic    declines?  Is    the 

change  in  the  disease  or  in  the  popu- 
lation? Are  the  germs  less  active  or 
are  those  attacked  more  resistant? 
Epidemics  present  curious'  phenomena 
which  are  more  apparent  in  tables  of 
statistics  than  in  the  laboratory,  which 
deals  with  causes  and  on  a  micro- 
scopic scale,  whereas  in  the  hospitals 
the  effects  are  writ  large. 

Whatever  the  relations  between  grip 
and    pneumonia,    the    increased    death 


rate  this  winter  is  a  reminder  that 
pneumonia  is  one  of  the  greatest  per- 
ils that  beset  the  elderly  and  even 
those  in  the  prime  of  strength  who 
neglect  elementary  precautions.  Are 
people  nowadays  as  careful  as  their 
grandfathers?  "You'll  catch  your 
death  o'  cold"  was  the  warning  of  ac- 
cumulated experience  which  needed 
no  scientific  foundation.  Science,  in- 
deed, has  l>ecome  a  little  less  confident. 

When  one  reads  iu  a  statement  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Massachusetts 
highway  commission  that  12.38  licenses 
were  suspended  in  this  state  in  a  year, 
one  wonders  whether,  as  Col.  Sohier  as- 
serts, this  great  number  is  indicative 
of  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  state 
authorities  or  whether  it  means  that 
there  is  an  inordinate  amount  of  reck- 
less driving.  Col.  Sohier,  while  admit- 
ting there  are  altogether  too  many  ac- 
cidents, says  they  have  not  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  automo- 
biles. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  allies  in 
France  have  28  miles  of  trenches  for 
each  mile  of  front,  and  probably  the 
Germans  have  not  been  less  industrious. 
The  total  for  both  sides  would  come 
to  something  like  20,000  miles,  or 
nearly  enough  to  girdle  the  earth. 
-♦■ 

A  serious  shortage  of  domestic  ser- 
vants, on  account  of  the  war,  is  noted 
in  Lynn.  It  may  force  further  ex- 
perimenting with  systems  of  outside 
help  in  housework,  such,  for  instance, 
as  the  bakeries  and  the  steam  laun- 
dries have  long  provided.  The  old 
traditions  of  a  personal  household  ret- 
inue are  gradually  giving  way  to  mod- 
ern conditions.

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The  Mounting  Cost. 

In  all  the  belligerent  countries  the 
cost  of  the  war  and  the  economic  strain 
involved  are  the  questions  ju^t  now- 
most  under  discussion.  At  the  out- 
break of  the  war  the  most  generally 
accepted  estimate  was  that  it  would 
cost  Europe  $40,000,000  a  day,  or  some- 
thing like  $15,000,000,000  a  year,  if  the 
war  should  last  so  long,  which  few 
economists  deemed  likely  because  of 
the  cost. 

But  last  month  Dr.  HelfPrich  told  the 
German  Reichstag  that  his  recent  esti- 
mate of  $60,000,000  a  day  for  the  out- 
lay of  all  the  belligerents  must  be  in- 
creased by  some  $500,000,  and  the  cost 
he  put  at  $24,000,000,000  a  year,  or 
$0,000,000,000  more  than  the  estimate 
which  seemed  so  stupifying  v-^heji  the 
war  began. 

The  heaviest  burden,  ho  frankly  ad- 
mitted, fell  on  Germany  and  England, 
and  the  new  German  war  credit  of  $2,- 
500,000,000  will  put  the  two  countries 
A-ery  much  on  a  level.  It  will  bring  the 
German  bill  up  to  $10,000,000,000,  and 
not  long  ago  Mr.  Asquith  announced 
that  Britain  had  spent  $8,.300,000,000, 
and  that  its  daily  expenses  had  risen  to 
nearly  $25,000,000. 

In  France,  too,  a  statement  was  made 
last  week,  says  the  Springfield  Repub- 
lican, showing  a  yearly  outlav  of  $6,- 
200,000,000,  of  which'  nearly  $5,000,- 
000,000  was  a  direct  military  charge. 
The  monthly  cost  for  the  first  five 
months  of  the  war  was  $350,000,000, 
but  this  had  risen  for  the  first  five 
months  of  the  present  year  to  $500,- 
000,000,  or  about  $16,000,000  a  day. 

Of  the  huge  outlay  of  $24,000,000- 
000  a  year  Dr.  Helflferich  in  his  esti- 
mate assigns  two-thirds  to  the  allies 
and  only  one-third  to  the  central  pow- 
ers. 

The  drama  has  died.  What  will  be 
the  fad  to  succeed  moving  pictures? 
Dancing  is  dying  out,  not  being  one- 
half  as  popular  as  last  season.  Roller 
skating  will  soon  be  in  Aogue,  accord- 
ing to  indications.  It  was  the  craze 
from  1880  to  1885,  and  was  at  a  high 
point  in  Lynn,  in  the  old  Coliseum 
(now  Lynn  Theatre)   and  Lee  Hall. 

We  are  glad  to  agree  with  one  Ger- 
man who  says  that  the  worst  street  in 
Berlin  is  in  better  condition  than  the 
best  street  in  Boston.  And  probably 
not  much  more  money  has  been  ex- 
pended for  the  work  "^  in  the  German 
capital  than  in  Boston.

In  sheer  desperation  the  citizens  of 
Cambridge  and  Salem  adopted  Plan  B 
for  a  new  charter,  and  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  bring  about  a  most  de- 
sirable revolution  in  municipal  go/- 
ernment.

Salisbury  was 
a  Chicago  contractor  before  the  war 
and  accustomed  to  controling  men. 
"It's  the  first  time  in  my  life  that  I 
have  not  thought  it  worth  while  to 
watch  the  day  after  pay  day,"  he  is 
reported  to  have  said  in  reference  to 
the  sou  a  day  his  men  draw.  When  his 
section  was  '  first  mentioned  Salisbury 
was  given  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  as  were 
several  of  the  other  men  after  an  oc- 
casion when  the  section  was  bombarded 
and  the  mess  room  destroyed.  Nugent, 
Fallon,   Brewster  Davenport  and   other 


Boston  men,  who  have  been  at  the  front 
with  the  French,  speak  of  Salisbury  as 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  men  in  the 
Eed  Cross  service. 

On  what  principle  of  international  or 
Wilsonian  law  is  this  Government  ex- 
pected to  do  anything  more  about  the 
slaughter  of  seventeen  American  men 
in  Mexico  than  it  did  about  the 
slaughter  of  115  American  men,  women 
and  babies  on  the  Lusitania?  Von 
Bernstorff  warned  Americans  not  to 
travel  on  the  Lusitania;  Lansing 
wanted  Americans  to  keep  out  of  Mex- 
ico. What  should  now  be  done  by  the 
Administration,  according  to  Wilson 
precedent,  is  to  write  two  or  three  firm 
notes  to  Carranza  asking  for  indemn- 
ity, apology  and  a  promise  not  to  allow 
it  to  happen  again,  and  threatening  to 
slap  his  wrist,  if  he  does. 

With  amazing  perversity  Thomas 
Kelly  of  the  Wisconsin  Soldiers  Home 
keeps  spry  and  happy  at  101,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  for  something  like 
eighty  years  he  has  smoked  tobacco 
and  absorbed  those  drinks  that  cheer 
and  inebriate.

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The  Journal  of  Commerce  takes 
Henry  Ford  to  task  for  wrongly  de- 
fining a  "capitalist"  as  a  man  who 
"lends  out  his  money,  collects  the  in- 
terest and  lets  others  do  the  work," 
while  he  (Mr.  Ford)  works  as  hard  as 
any  man  in  his  employ  and  wouldn  't 
feel  square  with  himself  if  he  didn't. 
Mr.  Ford  dislikes  war,  as  we  all  do, 
of  course,  but  he  can't  prevent  it  by- 
refusing  to  sell  the  belligerents  his- 
autos  or  to  lend  them  his  money,  as 
much  as  he  would  like  to,  and  thus  we 
account  for  his  impatience  with  those 
who  subscribe  to  the  war  loans.  As 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  says:  "Take 
the  Ford  definition  of  capitalist  as  one 
who  lends  money  and  lets  others  do  the 
work.  Whj'  be  contemptuous  of  him? 
Perhaps  he  is  a  'IJoated  bondholder,' 
but  he  may  work  just  as  hard  to  earn 
the  money  that  he  invests  in  loans  for 
others  to  use  as  anybody  who  uses  all 
he  earns  for  extending  his  own  busi- 
ness and  its  earning  power.  He  lets 
others  do  the  work,  but  that  may  be 
just  as  much  benefit  to  those  others  as 
if  the  capital  all  belonged  to  the  em- 
ployer. Not  all  the  capital  used  in  the 
Ford  works  belongs  to  the  head  of  the 
concern  or  to  those  who  labor  for  it.  If 
the  stockholders  are  not  just  as  much 
capitalists  as  the  bondholders,  why 
not?  Some  people  speak  disrespect- 
fully of  pacifists  even  when  they  are 
rich.  Why  should  capitalists  be  treated 
contemptuously,  even  when  they  let 
others  use  some  of  their  money  for  a 
consideration?  We  fear  that  the  De- 
troit workingman  with  his  millions 
will  not  win  respect  for  his  opinions 
by  his  derision  of  the  capitalist." 

Chicago  takes  its  elections  so  seri- 
ously that  they  will  bring  the  total  of 
Windy  city  holidays  to  15  the  coming 
year.

The  North  Shore  Club  "Gentlemen's 
Night"  is  a  notable  annual  occasion. 
The  women  do  everything  possible  to 
entertain  their  friends  and  the  idea  is 
to  have  the  star  program  of  the  winter. 
This  year,  the  North  Shore  Club  pre- 
sented Mr.  Oswald  A'illard,  who  was 
billed  as  "the  owner,  editor  and  mana- 
ger of  the  New  York  Evening  Post." 
By  this,  the  humble  reader  was  lead  to 
infer  that  Mr.  Yillard  was  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  i)aper!  John  Kendrick 
Bangs  once  remarked  that  Mr.  Yillard 
was  the  most  humorous  man  in  the 
Ignited  States,  because  he  took  himself 
so  seriously.  Mr.  A-^illard  is  now  in 
Washington  in  an  endeavor  to  settle 
the  question  of  preparedness  from  an 
"anti"  standpoint.  Mr.  Yillard  con- 
ducted the  Bryan  argument  against 
preparedness  before  the  North  Shore 
Club,  and  those  of  his  audience  who 
were  not  put  to  sleep,  were  given  a 
hard  battle  to  control  their  feelings.

He  argues 
from  the  standpoint  that  this  country 
is  sufficiently  well  protected  at  its 
principal  seaports,  at  the  present  time. 
The  utter  absurditj^  of  such  a  remark 
is  Avell  understood  and  further  review 
of  Mr.  Yillard 's  address  does  not  ap- 
pear necessary.  It  was  too  bad  for  a 
splendid  organization  like  the  North 
Shore  Club  to  have  its  annual  Men's 
Night  marred  by  such  an  address  as 
that  given  by  Mr.  Yillard.  A  little  in- 
quiry would  have  made  it  clear  regard- 
ing the  kind  of  an  address  that  might 
be  expected  from  the  speaker  of  the 
evening.

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Once  again,  it  would  appear,  the 
young  "investment  broker"  mulcts 
"innocent"  investors  of  their  money 
and  tries  to  escape  from  the  clutches  of 
the  law.  A  Providence  broker,  it  is 
reported,  stole  upwards  of  $500,000, 
speculated  in  "war  stocks,"  and,  of 
course,  lost  out.  Maybe  this  class  of 
speculator  is  accountable  in  large 
measure  for  the  wild  gyrations  of  the 
so-called  "war  stocks,"  against  which 
the  conservative  and  honest  brokers  so 
strongly  objected.  But  why  will  peo- 
ple be  so  foolish  as  to  trust  their  money 
to  such  brokers,  and  why  don't  they 
heed  the  wise  old  saying,  ' '  not  to  put 
one's  eggs  all  into  one  basket?"

The  changes  which  have  been 
wrought  in  many  lines  of  industry  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  great  war  in  Europe,  were  never 
better  exemplified  than  in  the  fluctua- 
tions in  the  price  of  copper.  A  year 
ago  the  metal  was  quoted  at  11  cents 
a  pound  and  dealers  and  producers  were 
glad  that  it  did  not  go  even  lower. 
Today  co]^per  quoted  at  22  1-2  cents  a 
pound  and  higher  prices  are  expected. 
The  outbreak  of  the  war  in  1914  dis- 
organized the  copper  industry,  but  its 
continuation  has  caused  copper  to  reach 
the  present  high  level  in  price  and  de- 
mand. Both  American  and  European 
factories  making  munitions  are  draw- 
ing heavily  on  our  copper  supplies,  as 
are  many  lines  of  industry  not  con- 
nected with  the  making  of  war  mate- 
rials. The  rise  in  prices  may  be  the 
same  story  again  as  in  1907,  when  it 
went  up  to  25  3-4  cents  and  later  de- 
clined. There  is  nothing  to  give  posi- 
tive assurance  that  it  will  remain  in- 
definitely at  its  present  top  price,  al- 
though some  people  would  so  comduie.

•Toseph  H.  Choatp.  in  a  recent  ad- 
dress, said  that  the  United  States  is 
"one  of  the  richest  and  most  hated 
nations  in  the  world."  It  is  not  Im- 
possible that  he  is  right.  He  certainly 
IS  in  the  matter  of  comparative  riches, 
and  many  citizens  of  this  country  have 
reason  to  know  that  we  have  never 
been  liked  abroad.  Even  the  English, 
who  are  akin  to  us  in  blood,  have 
shown  on  many  occasions  that  they 
have    not    been    over-friendly.  one 

well-knosvQ  English  writer,  in  a  reeenx 
novel,  had  one  of  his  characters  "des- 
cend"' into  a  quarter  of  the  city  where 
he  had  to  "consort"  with  Jews,  Lev- 
antines and  Americans."  What  a 
pity.  As  the  New  York  World  re- 
marks: "This  man  who  insists  upon 
minding  his  own  business  and  living 
his  own  life,  and  who  prospers  therein, 
is  always  the  object  of  envy,  if  not 
hatred,  from  his  quarreling  meddle- 
some neighbors. ' '  However,  judging 
from  the  way  things  are  going  on  in 
Europe,  the  people  there,  after  the  war, 
will  for  a  long  time  lacK  the  power 
for  a  manifestation  of  any  feelings  of 
hatred  they  may  have  towards  this 
countrv. 

As  an  example  of  how  some  of  the 
streets  in  Lynn  are  taken  care  of,  at- 
tention is  called  to  Magnolia  avenue, 
a  thoroughfare  leading  from  Broadway 
in  Wyoma,  across  the  neck  of  Flax 
pond,  to  Lakeside.  For  two  years,  or 
more,  this  avenue  has  been  in  an  un- 
safe condition,  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  city  has  maintained  a  large  sign 
at  the  entrance  from  the  Broadway 
end,  and  each  night  somebody  has  to 
be  paid,  to  attach  a  lantern  to  this 
sign  calling  attention  to  the  unsafe 
condition  of  the  avenue.  A  business 
man  who  would  conduct  operations  in 
this  manner  would  receive  a  visit  from 
the  sheriff  about  every  month,  but  this 
negligible  and  amateurish  way  of  do- 
ing business  is  carried  on  by  a  city 
having  an  estimated  population  of 
nearly  one  hundred  thousand.  With 
such  extravagant  expenditures  made 
upon  our  streets  during  the  past  few 
years  (one  million  dollars  expended 
within  a  short  time)  it  is  results  that 
the  people  demand.  When  they  see 
such  samples  as  are  evidenced  by  Sea 
street  blowing  away.  Magnolia  avenue, 
and  the  cracked  smooth  paving  all 
around,  the  humble  tax  payer  wonders 
what  the  city  is  securing  for  its  ex- 
travagant street  expense  account. 
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George  W.  Coleman  was  a  book- 
Iceeper  in  the  National  City  Bank  of 
Cambridge.  He  was  paid  the  munifi- 
cent salary  of  $12  a  week,  and  he 
started  as  a  bookkeeper,  serving  the 
bank  a  little  over  three  years.  He 
stole  $310,143.02.  He  had  a  reputation 
for  being  a  high  roller  and  a  great 
spender  of  money.  The  bank  "busted" 
and  when  the  crash  came,  the  directors 
said  they  were  not  responsible,  and  a 
master  in  the  ease,  ex-Congressman 
Harris,  found  for  the  bank  in  this  con- 
tention. Now  Justice  Bingham  of  the 
United  States  circuit  court  says  the  di- 
rectors are  responsible  for  Coleman's 
actions,  and  decrees  that  they  pay  the 
bank  the  full  amount  that  Coleman 
stole.  The  latter  has  been  a  genteel 
prisoner  for  several  years  past  in  the 
Greenfield,  Mass.,  jail,  and  he  is  re- 
ported as  having  a  great  amount  of 
freedom,  while  serving  his  sentence. 
Yet  the  widows  and  orphans,  who  suf- 
fered by  his  defalcation,  were  not 
thovight  of.  Very  soon  we  shall  probably 
hear  of  a  movement  for  pardoning 
Coleman,  whose  sentence  was  entirely 
out  of  reason,  when  his  great  crime  is 
considered. 

> 
"If  the  Republican  party  will  nomi 
nate  a  regular  Republican  it  can  win;

Senator  Weeks  or 
any  reputable  Republican  will  give  the 
Democrats  and  Mr.  Wilson  their  worst 
defeat   in   history. 


George  C.  Neal  deserved  promotion 
to  the  office  of  chief  of  the  district 
police.  Ability  and  character  should 
have  guided  ex-Governor  Walsh  in 
making  this  appointment,  and  not  age. 
- — -his  reason  for  not  naming  Deputy 
Chief  Neal.  With  such  a  policy  gov- 
erning, there  is  small  reason  for  men 
to  do  their  duty  in  public  place.  Dep- 
uty Neal  is  a  thoroughly  competent 
oflicer,  much  above  the  average  in  all 
of  the  requisites  necessary,  and  for  ex- 
Governor  Walsh  to  act  as  he  did 
showed  a  decided  unfairness  and  nar- 
rowness toward  an  official  whose  tact, 
general  knowledge  and  fitness  for  the 
position  is  acknowledged  by  judges 
and  court  officers  throughout  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  greatest  mistake  ever  made  by 
Ban  Johnson,  in  the  baseball  game, 
was  when  he  went  back  on  his  word  in 
stating,  "No  contract  jumper  shall  ever 
again  be  permitted  to  play  in  organized 
baseball  while  I  have  anything  to  say 
about  it. ' '  By  going  back  on  Jiis  word, 
Mr.  Johnson  has  lost  prestige  and  much 
injured  the  sport.  Those  who  like  clean 
baseball  wish  that  contract  junipers 
like  Hal  Chase  could  never  again  be 
seen  in  the  c;anie,  to  which  they  are 
a  walking  disgrace.

League  has  just  issued  a  unique  pam- 
phlet entitled  "Roster  of  the  Sixty- 
fourth  Congress,"  which  will  be  use- 
ful to  every  person  who  wishes  to  com- 
municate with  any  member  of  Con- 
gress. The  pamphlet  also  includes  let-, 
ters  of  approval  of  the  Tariff  League's 
work  from  a  large  number  of  congress- 
men and  practical  business  concerns. 

New  York  takes  a  step  toward  pre-

At  a  recent  State  House  hearing 
Judge  Murray  declared  there  was  $70,- 
000,000  spent  for  intoxicating  liquor  in 
Massachusetts  last  year;  that  there 
were  17,000  persons  arraigned  in  Bos- 
ton on  charges  of  drunkenness;  that 
300,000  days  of  labor  were  lost,  and 
that  it  cost  the  commonwealth  $600,000 
to  maintain  those  sent  to  jail.  The 
state  regards  these  people  as  criminals, 
Judge  Murray  said,  and  added  that  he 
never  sent  one  of  them  who  had  never 
been  convicted  of  any  other  charge  to 
jail  without  his  conscience  troubling 
him.  He  said  that  a  person  who  is  sent 
to  jail  for  drunkenness  is  branded 
as  a  criminal,  and  as  long  as  that 
condition  is  allowed  to  exist  the  state 
is  making  drunkards  instead  of  curing 
them.  He  wanted  the  unfortunates  to 
be  treated  in  hospitals.  The  above 
epitome  of  Judge  Murray's  talk  is 
quite  a  temperance  lecture  in  itself. 

Of  course  the  only  way  to  prepare 
for  war  is  to  maintain  an  army  and 
navy  able  to  cope  successfully  with  any 
foreign  invader.  Reliance  on  the  mili- 
tia of  the  states  has  been  and  is  now 
living  in  a  fool's  paradise.  It  is  of 
course  ridiculous  to  imagine  that  the 
militia  of  forty-eight  states  could  be 
mobilized  and  concentrated  at  a  given 
point  in  time  to  be  of  any  value  in 
case  of  invasion,  and  it  is  still  more 
ridiculous  to  suppose  that  such  a  dis- 
organized body  would  be  of  much  use 
when  assembled.  Ex-Secretary  of  War 
Garrison,  who  was  the  strong  man  of 
the  Wilson  cabinet,  in  letters  to  Presi- 
dent Wilson  preceding  his  resignation 
pointed  out  the  weakness  and  instal)il- 
ity  of  the  militia  controlled  by  the 
states  and  not  by  the  national  govern- 
ment. 1 

Illustrative  of  the  tremendous  boom 
in  Bridgeport  is  the  story  of  a  man 
who  advertised  in  four  lines  of  space 
in  the  paper,  one  evening,  that  he  had 
a  spare  room  to  rent.  A  hundred  ap- 
plicants called  to  secure  lodging,  the 
following  day.  Bridgeport  and  De- 
troit show  the  biggest  gain  in  indus- 
trial population  due  to  the  present 
industrial  "war  boom." 
-*- 

When  it  comes  to  publicity  work  a 
theatrical  press  agent  could  learn  much 
from  the  work  done  by  the  fire  pre- 
vention commissioner.  It  is  pretty  hard 
to  pick  up  any  paper  without  reading 
a  "bulletin"  from  that  office. 
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The  modern  laundry,  run  by  Ameri- 
can citizens,  is  regulated  by  state  laws, 
and  taxes  are  paid  to  the  state,  city  and 
national  government,  directly  and  in- 
directly. Minimum  wage  and  work- 
men's compensation  laws  are  really  di- 
rect legal  methods  by  which  the  gov- 
ernment exercises  further  control. 
There  are  also  dozens  of  minor  regula- 
tions by  state  and  city  regarding  sani- 
tary conditions,  health  laws  and  gen- 
eral lay  out  of  buildings.  In  Lynn, 
there  are  a  number  of  laundry  plants 
that  are  the  equal  of  the  best  in  the 
country  in  equipment  and  sanitary  con 
ditions,  yet  it  is  no  exaggeration  to 
state  that  j)robably  more  work  is  given 
to  Chinamen  in  Lynn  than  to  all  the 
steam  laundries  combined.  These 
Chinese  "laundries"  are  operatied  with 
jiraetically  no  restrictions  whatsoever 
by  law,  with  no  sanitary  regulations 
worthy  of  the  name,  with  no  resultant 
revenue  to  nation,  state,  city  or  individ- 
ual citizen,  with  no  profit,  in  any  way, 
to  other  than  the  Chinese  proprietor. 
It  isn't  necessary  to  further  discuss  the 
question.  It  is  sufficiently  illuminating 
to  need  no  further  argument.  There 
are  more  ways  than  one  in  which  Amer- 
icans are  their  own  worst  enemies. 


As  Mr.  Bergengren  stated,  last 
month,  Lynn  valuations  increased  from 
four  to  nine  million  dollars  between 
1850  and  1914,  but  during  the  same 
period  expenditures  increased  from 
thirty-six  thousand  dollars  to  three  and 
one-third  millions.  It  ^hardly  shows 
efficient  civic  management  to  have  ex- 
penditures increase  nine  thousand  per 
cent,  while  valuations  go  ahead  slightly 
over  two  thousand  per  cent.  The  half 
a  million  dollars  spent  annually  for  in- 
terest and  bond  requirements  is  the 
saddest  feature  in  the  whole  sumarry 
of  Lynn's  financial  condition.  Economy 
has  become  an  absolute  necessity  in 
Lynn. 

A  perusal  of  the  local  daily  papers 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  patent 
medicine  advertising  has  gained  a  new 
lease  of  life.  We  would  have  to  go 
back  many  years  to  find  more  fake 
"cure-alls"  advertised  than  during 
the  past  winter.

A  shrewd  observer  in  the  automobile 
business,  in  Lynn,  admitted,  last-  month, 
that  the  increased  cost  of  gasoline  will 
put  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  cars  in 
Lynn  out  of  commission  until  more 
reasonable  prices  iirevail.  If  it  is  logi- 
cal to  have  the  price  of  gas  and  elec- 
tricity regulated  b.y  law,  why  should 
not  the  extortion  being  practiced  by 
the  gasoline  companies  be  prevented  by 
national  regulation?

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Minimum  Wage   Law   Amendments. 


Shall   Unrest    and   Dissention   Be   Pro- 
moted  by   Law? — Proposed    State 
Direction  of  Wages  for  Domes- 
tic Servants. 

Massachusetts  has  passed  through 
many  a  crisis  during  its  history.  It 
has  endured  conditions  under  a  liberal 
form  of  government  that  would  pro- 
voke a  serious  j)rotest  in  a  monarchy. 
It  has  carried  a  burden  of  "Commis- 
sions" in  recent  years  that  have  not 
only  drained  its  resources,  but  pro- 
moted social  unrest  and  constant 
internal  disorder. 

We  have  suffered  'in  comparative 
silence,  but  the  breaking  point  is  just 
around  the  corner.  Dominated  by  a 
hundred  or  more  state  commissions 
with  a  thousand  and  one  ramifications, 
capital  and  labor  are  threatened  and 
undermined.  And  today,  there  is  at 
least  one  indication  that  the  sanctity 
of  the  home  will  no  longer  be  safe 
from  the  domination  of  the  "commis- 
sion. ' ' 

The  Minimum  Wage  Commission,  at 
the  present  time,  is  most  prominently 
in  the  public  eye.  Its  activities  are 
of  vital  interest  to  every  citizen,  and 
unless  public  attention  is  given  to  this 
board,  the  name  of  Massachusetts  will 
pass  into  history  as  the  centre  of  New 
England  industries. 

Three  amendments  to  the  present 
questionable  minimum  wage  law  have 
been  submitted  to  the  legislature  by 
the  commission.  A  fourth  amendment 
has  also  been  entered  by  a  citizen  of 
Worcester. 

The  first  amendment  petitions  that 
all  employers  be  required  to  keep  a 
register  of  the  names,  addresses  and 
occupations  of  all  women  and  minors, 
with  a  record  of  the  amount  paid 
weekly  io  each  minor  and  woman,  and 
a  record  of  the  number  of  hours  for 
which  women  and  minors  are  paid  each 
week. 

The  commission  states  that  without 
this  information,  it  is  "difficult,"  in 
many  cases,  to  know  whether  low  earn- 
ings are  the  result  of  unreasonably 
low  rates  per  hour  or  irregular  employ- 
ment at  fair  rates. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  absolutely 
impossible  to  determine  which  of  the 
two  causes  are  responsible  for  low  earn- 
ings without  a  record  of  hours  of  work. 
No  judgment  can  be  given  regarding 
reasonable  wages  unless  there  is  knowl- 


edge of  the  wages  received  for  a  defi- 
nite number  of  hours  of  labor. 

Apparently  this  problem  has  both- 
ered the  commission  in  the  past,  but 
not  sufficiently  to  prevent  their  estab- 
lishment of  wage  boards  and  the  regu- 
lation of  established  industries. 

The  commission  states  that  this  in- 
formation is  for  the  wage  boards,  but 
as  wage  boards  are  only  formed  after 
an  investigation  by  the  commission 
has  shown  that  wages  are  too  low,  it 
would  seem  that  the  information  might 
well  be  of  primary  importance  to  the 
commission.  It  is  evidence  positive, 
that  the  commission  has  needed  these 
facts  in  the  past.  A  school  boy  must 
appreciate  that  it  could  not  do  the 
work  satisfactorily  without  such  in- 
formation. Yet,  the  commission  has 
proceeded  with  "regulations"  unem- 
barrassed by  ignorance  of  these  vital 
facts. 

If  this  amendment  is  adopted  there 
will  be  no  justification  for  the  forma- 
tion of  wage  boards  where  low  earn- 
ings are  caused  by  irregular  employ- 
ment. The  commission  must  make  up 
its  mind  first  what  it  considers  a  fair 
minimum  rate  in  order  to  be  able  to 
determine  whether  a  sufficiently  high 
rate  is  being  paid  in  an  industry  be- 
fore establishing  a  wage  board. 

The  amendment  is  necessary  for  the 
commission,  because  many  employers 
in  the  state  do  not  -keep  any  actual 
record  of  the  hours  worked,  especially 
for  piece  workers,  who  constitute  by 
far  the  largest   number. 

In  their  second  suggested  amend- 
ment, the  commission  requests  that  ap- 
propriate legislation  should  define  the 
method  of  filling  vacancies  in  wage 
boards.  The  commission  seeks  for  it- 
self the  power  to  fill  vacancies  made 
by  resignation  of  employers,  employes 
or  public  representatives. 

The  representatives  of  the  employers 
and  employes  are  now  selected  by  the 
commission  from  nominations  sent  to 
them  by  employers  and  employes.  The 
number  of  votes  received  by  a  candi- 
date should  regulate  his  selection,  yet 
it  has  been  alleged  that  this  is  not  the 
basis  for  action  by  the  commission. 
Employes,  whose  names  had  been  sent 
to  the  commission,  were  sent  for  by 
the  commission,  with  traveling  ex- 
l^enses  paid  by  the  state,  and  then  in- 
dividually and  privately  questioned  in 
order  to  determine  their  qualifications. 
The   commission   has   not   felt   that   the 
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fact  that  candidates  have  been  ap- 
proved by  those  -Rhom  they  represented 
was  sufficient  ground  for  their  accept- 
ance for  office.  The  commission  has 
the  power  to  elect  the  neutral  repre- 
sentatives. The  neutrality  of  these 
representatives  should  be  established 
and  they  should  either  be  selected  by 
representatives  of  the  other  two  classes 
or  according  to  jury  procedure.  Va- 
cancies in  wage  boards  should  be  fillen 
by  the  same  method  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  orginal  boards.  The  com- 
mission now  has  absolute  power  over 
the  wage  boards.  This  is  not  only  il- 
logical, but  dangerous.  It  should  be 
lessened  rather  than  increased.  The 
boards  have  become  the  puppets  of  the 
commission,  with  practically  no  power 
of  initiative. 

The  second  amendment  should  never 
be  granted.  It  is  contrary  in  every 
respect  to  the  spirit  of  the  law.  It 
would  put  the  commission  in  absolute 
control  when  its  present  powers  should 
really  be  curtailed  by  the  legislature, 
at  the  very  least. 

The  third  amendment  asks  that 
power  be  given  the  commission  and 
the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
tries to  compel  employers  to  post  and 
keep  posted  in  conspicuous  positions 
in  their  place  of  business  such  notices 
as  may  be  issued  for  information  of 
employes,  also  minimum  rates  of  wages 
approved  for  female  employes.  It  is 
to  be  made  a  misdemeanor  punishable 
by  fine  to  fail  to  observe  this  regula- 
tion. 

The  Minimum  Wage  Law  is  supposed 
to  be  non-compulsorj',  yet  the  commis- 
sion has  the  power  to  compel  news- 
papers to  publish  the  name  of  any  em- 
ployer who  fails  to  live  up  to  the  de- 
crees of  the"  commission.  Newspapers 
and  the  commission  are  protected  by 
law  from  liability  for  any  action  for 
damages  that  would  result  from  such 
publicity. 

This  questionable  action  is  now  to 
be  supplemented  by  promotion  of  un- 
rest and  internal  dissention  by  publi- 
cation of  statements  Avhich  may  be  mis- 
understood and  distorted  by  the  em- 
ployes. Would  not  bulletins — the  name 
of  which  gives  an  idea  of  frequency — 
simply  cause  useless  dissatisfaction, 
should  an  employer  consider  its  inex- 
pedient to  comply  with  the  commis- 
Bion's  non-compulsory  minimum  wage 
decree?  Surely  this  cannot  be  the  de- 
sire of  the  commission.     If  the  law  it- 


self is  non-compulsory  why  should  any 
of  the  sub-sections  or  amendments  be 
made  compulsory?  Intimidation  and 
stimulation  of  unrest  arc  to  be  put  at 
the  control  of  the  commission  by  law! 
Is  it  possible  for  such  action  to  be 
promoted  in   Massachusetts? 

If  there  is  any  merit  in  the  minimum 
wage  law  at  all,  why  resort  to  the  more 
than  useless  wage  board,  and  the  en- 
forcement and  promotion  of  such  ques- 
tionable methods  as  outlined  above? 
Why  not  have  a  legislative  committee 
determine  a  sufficient  minimum  rate 
and  have  this  rate  enforced  in  all  in- 
dustries all  over  the  state? 

The  Worcester  gentleman's  .amend- 
ment is  the  last  straw  for  a  much 
abused  public.  It  is  asked  that  the 
Minimum  Wage  Commission  be  given 
jurisdiction  over  domestic  female  ser- 
vants, clerks  in  offices  and  stores,  char- 
women and  cleaners.  In  other  words, 
it  marks  the  introduction  of  govern- 
ment control  into  the  home.  Domesric 
problems  are  to  be  settled  by  a  state 
commission.  When  we  consider  that 
in  the  two  and  one-half  years  of  Mini- 
mum Wage  regulation  only  something 
like  12  employers  with  500  female  em- 
ployes had  accepted  the  act  up  to  Jan. 
1st,  1916,  it  would  appear  that  the 
commission  has  sufficient  jurisdiction 
to  keep  busy  at  the  present  rate  of 
progress  for  several  hundred  years,  as 
there  are  about  250,000  wonioa  and 
minors  employed  in  the  state  ny  about 
8405  establishments.  The  commission 
has  a  load  on  its  hands  now  and  the 
public  certainly  has  enough  to  wory 
about. 

Whether  our  industries  will  be  driven 
to  the  South  or  to  other  states  time 
alone  can  tell.  For  the  present,  we  can 
only  call  the  legislature  and  the  com- 
mission's attention  to  the  greatest  word 
in  the  English  language — "Suffici- 
ency." ^ 

Conditions  at  Park  street,  in  the 
Boston  subway,  are  the  most  shameful 
outrage  ever  practiced  on  a  long  suf- 
fering public.  Dozens  of  women  are 
injured  every  night  in  the  terrible 
crush  that  results  from  unnecessary 
concentration  of  traffic  at  this  point. 
People  are  not  allowed  to  transfer  at 
Bovlston  street  between  4..30  and  6  p.  m. 
for  north  bound  cars.  The  high 
handed  methods  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated railroad  demand  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  authorities.  The  Park 
street  "jam"  is  a  public  scandal. 
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Many  Lynn  people  may  not  know 
that  near  Boston  is  located  one  of  the 
finest  animal  hospitals  in  the  country 
— the  Angell  Memorial  Hospital  of  the 
Society  For  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals.  Free  clinics  for  animals 
are  held  there  and  kdvice  given  on  the 
care  and  treatment  of  dogs,  cats  and 
horses.  The  building,  situated  at  the 
end  of  the  Fenway,  on  Longwood  Ave., 
is  one  of  the  finest  in  Brookline. 

If  a  more  foolish  idea  was  ever  pre- 
sented for  public  consideration  than 
the  proposed  sidewalk  garbage  collec- 
tion idea,  we  would  like  to  have  it 
called  to  our  attention.  The  plan  must 
have  originated  in  the  home  for  feeble 
minded.  '  Can  you  imagine  walking 
down  the  street  on  a  Tuesday  morning 
with  seventy  or  eighty  garbage  pails 
posted  along  the  sidewalk?

The  Massachusetts  "Flag  Law." 
"The  Youth's  Companion"  is  now 
printing  a  serial  story  by  Mr.  Homer 
Greene,  one  of  its  best  writers.  Not 
only  is  "The  Flag"  the  title  of  the 
story,  but  the  flag  is  the  theme  and  the 
centre  of  interest,  from  beginning  to 
end. 

In  illustrating  such  a  story  it  would 
be  natural,  indeed  almost  inevitable, 
that  the  artist  should  introduce  here 
and  there  a  picture  of  the  flag;  but  in 
Mr.  Greene's  story  there  will  be  noth- 
ing of  the  kind.  In  none  of  the  illus- 
trations will  there  be  any  representa- 
tion of  the  flag  or  even  suggestion 
of  it. 

Our  readers  will  be  interested  to 
know  the  reason.  Two  years  ago  the 
legislature  of  Massachusetts  saw  fit  to 
pass  a  law  to  prevent  the  misuse  of  the 
national  and  the  state  flags;  an  object 
with  which  every  right-minded  person 
was  and  is  in  cordial  sympathy.  But, 
although  the  purpose  of  the  new  law 
was  admirable,  its  wording  was  so 
stupid  and  so  unintentionally  inclusive 
as  virtually  to  prevent  any  person,  firm, 
or  corporation  in  Massachusetts  from 
printing  or  displaying  a  picture  of  the 
flag,  no  matter  where  or  for  what  pur- 
pose. A  brewery,  a  barroom,  or  a  dis- 
reputable hotel  may  keep  the  flag  itself 
flying  all  day,  but  not  even  the  most 
public-spirited  organization  in  the  state 
may  exhibit  a  picture  of  it,  although 
it  were  to  head  a  call  for  recruits.

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Spies  as  Doctors. 

One  of  the  most  dramatic  incidents  of 
the  Avar  was  the  capture  at  Amiens  of  a 
German  Eed  Cross  convoy  with  arms, 
ammunition,  explosives,  and  forty-eight 
doctors.  The  French  commander  ac- 
cepted the  explanation  offered  him  to 
account  for  the  presence  of  material  of 
war,  and  the  German  doctors  and  their 
French  confreres  fraternized  together 
for  an  evening's  interchange  of  experi- 
ences. During  dinner,  when  the  talk 
ran  naturally  on  'shop,' — the  effects  of 
shell-fire,  the  treatment  of  gangrene 
and  tetanus  and  so  on, — it  was  noticed 
that  some  of  the  German  doctors 
showed  a  singular  unwillingness  to  be 
drawn  into  the  conversation.  Suspi- 
cions were  aroused.  One  by  one  they 
were  taken  into  an  adjoining  room  and 
there  submitted  to  an  elementary  cross- 
examination.  Of  the  forty-eight  there 
were  eleven  who  knew  nothing  what- 
ever of  medicine.  They  were  shot  the 
next  morning  and  the  genuine  doctors 
were  sent  on  to  Geneva. — The  Atlantic.

It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company,  that 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand 
dollars  was  expended,  last  year,  by  the 
Company  under  the  benefit  fund  plan 
maintained  by  the  company  for  pen- 
sions, accidents  and  sickness.

293,000  and  in  interest  and  dividends 
on  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities, 
held  by  the  public,  it  distributes  $43,- 
784,000,  making  a  total  annual  dis- 
bursement in  which  the  public  has  a 
direct  interest  of  $273,286,454.

Why  We  "Catch  Cold." 

A  cold  is  a  .serious  thing;  it  is  not 
due  to  exposure;  we  rarely  get  en- 
tirely well  of  it,  and  we  do  not  "catch" 
it,  says  Dr.  Julian  Clarke,  in  Farm  and 
Home.  Colds  are  now  known  to  be  due 
to  a  germ.  When  we  get  a  cold  it 
means  that  the  cold  microbes  have  got- 
ten into  our  nose  and  throat  and  have  * 
foun*d  a  suitable  place  in  which  to 
grow  and  multiply  in  the  mucus  which 
is  given  off  by  these  tissues.  When 
our  body  is  in  prime  phj^sical  condi- 
tion this  mucus  covering  of  the  nasal 
membranes  does  not  afford  the  germs  a 
suitable  food  and  harbor  for  develop- 
ment. In  other  words,  the  normally 
resistant  membranes  of  the  nose  and 
throat  have  the  power  to  destroy  these, 
and  other  kinds  of  germs,  before  thev 
acquire  a  foothold  within  the  deeper 
tissues. 

Exposure  is  not  the  cause  of  "catch- 
ing cold."  Many  people  get  colds  while 
indoors,  attending  public  meetings, 
and  in  overheated  houses;  while  the 
multitudes,  often  very  poorly  clad,  are 
out  in  all  sorts  of  weather  with  im- 
punity, and  yet  do  not  take  cold. 

A  stuffed-up,  weeping  nose  has  here- 
tofore been  a  joke,  rather  than  a  cause 
for  alarm.  In  the  long  ago  a  treat- 
ment for  colds  of  the  head  was  "to 
hang  one's  hat  on  the  bed  post  and  to 
drink  whisky  and  water  until  you  saw 
two  hats."  In  more  recent  times  it 
was  quinine  and  nauseous  teas,  with 
close  confinement  in  an  overheated 
living  room,  where  the  whole  family 
was  obliged  to  swelter  during  the 
evenings.  An  open  window,  or  the 
least  bit  of  fresh  air,  was  thought  to 
be  sure  to  drive  the  trouble  down  into 
the  lungs,  with  the  danger  of  pneu- 
monia and  consumption. 

We  are  learning  that  the  best  treat- 
ment for  the  ordinary  cold  of  the  head 
is  to  supply  the  system  with  nourish- 
ing, easily  digested  food,  and  an  abund- 
ance of  fresh  air,  at  the  same  time 
cleansing  the  nose  and  throat  with 
mild  washes,  and  the  gastro-intestinal 
tract  with  active  purges.  In  colds  of 
the  throat  and  chest  this  fresh -air 
treatment  is  also  advisable,  making 
sure  that  the  body  is  well  protected 
from  the  chilling  winds,  and  the  feet 
kept  warm  and  dry.

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If  You   Want  to   Keep   Slim. 

Here  is  a  diet  stipulation  from  one 
who  has  been  through  the  mill:  "For 
breakfast,  grapefruit,  stewed  prunes, 
baked  apples,  all  of  course  without 
sugar.  Eggs,  any  kind  of  meat  (ex- 
cept liver),  fish,  all  cooked  free  of 
flour,  potatoes,  bread  or  crackers. 
Gluten  bread  plain  or  toasted  and  but- 
tered, or  gluten  gems  (directions  for 
making  which  are  on  gluten  flour 
packages).  Drinks.  Tea  or  coffee 
without  any  sugar,  pure  water.  If 
one  wants  a  cereal,  gluten  porridge  is 
•prescribed.  I  have  a  hearty  breakfast, 
as  I  eat  no  luncheon.  I  abandoned 
that  habit — and  it  is  a  habit — some 
years  ago.  One  hot  summer  I  was  too 
lazy  to  go  out  for  luncheon  and  when 
cooler  weather  came  I  found  that  I 
did  not  want  it.  I  also  noticed  that 
I  had  no  more  acute  indigestion.  I 
had  suffered  at  times  from  that  com- 
plaint and  concluded  that  I  had  been 
overeating.  I  have  found  two  meals  a 
day  sufficient.  Many  abuses  of  eating 
come  from  habit,  and  the  change  from 
bad  habits  to  good  ones  is  not  at  all 
difficult.  When  my  wife  was  a  young 
girl  her  mother  was  advised  to  stop 
the  use  of  cream  and  sugar  in  tea  and 
coffee.  The  children,  simply  to  imitate 
her,  also  took  them  clear.  And  now  no 
member  of  that  family  can  take  tea  or 
coffee  except  without  sugar  or  cream." 

Whatever  Senator  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge  says  is  well  worth  listening  to, 
particularly  when  it  refers  to  our  for- 
eign relations.  Our  senior  Senator  is, 
as  most  i)eople  know,  one  of  the  best 
informed  men  in  the  country  when  it 
comes  to  international  law  and  for- 
eign affairs.  He  knows  whereof  he 
speaks  when  he  states  that  "every 
nation  ought  to  have  adequate  national 
defences  as  a  means  of  protecting  its 
own  peace  and  enabling  it  to  main- 
tain that  peace.  We  have  no  such 
adequate  defence."  And  he  further 
says:  "A  government  which  does  not 
protect  its  citizens  will  not  V^e  able  to 
protect  itself.  A  democracy  which,  in 
the  presence  of  the  world  as  it  Is  to- 
day, fails  to  protect  every  member  of 
that  democracy^ — I  care  not  however 
humble — in  his  rights  is  a  democracy 
that  is  doomed  to  failure.  A  people 
will  not  stand  for  and  will  not  sacri- 
fice themselves  long  for  a  government 
which  does  not  give  them  the  protec- 
tion which  it  is  its  duty  to  give  them." 


The  sad  afflictions  visited  on  three 
of  the  five  members  of  the  municipal 
commission,  and  in  one  instance  of  a 
fatal  nature,  brings  to  public  atten- 
tion a  weak  link  in  the  chain  of  com- 
mission government.  Another  objec- 
tion, and  a  most  serious  one,  to  our 
mind,  is  the  fact  that  young  men  are 
not  being  developed  in  the  art  of  local 
government.  The  present  system  is  too 
close  a  corporation  for  the  benefit  of 
Lynn.  The  fact  that  no  one  is 
schooled  in  the  work  of  local  govern- 
ment, in  an  administrative  sense, 
will  be  seriously  felt  by  the  city  as 
time  goes  on.  The  third  weak  link  is 
the  fact  that  the  same  body  of  men 
appropriate  the  money  and  spend  it. 
Unscrupulous  commissioners  would 
make  such  a  "system"  pay,  and  our 
various  departments  may  fall  into  the 
hands  of  such  men  some  day. 
-f 

A  man  has  a  moral  right  to  sell  his 
products  for  a  fair  profit,  and  deal 
honestly.  When  he  exceeds  fairness 
and  practises  extortion  he  is  robbing 
his  customers.  Jesse  James  was  a 
poor  business  man.  He  might  have 
learned  method  from  the  robber  res- 
taurants along  Broadway.  For  in- 
stance, they  buy  lobsters  for  80  and  90 
cents  apiece,  broil  them,  and  then  sell 
them  for  $4.  The  question  is,  when  a 
lobster  is  sold  at  that  price,  which  lob- 
ster is  actually  sold?

After  working  ninety  years  and  hav- 
ing reached  the  age  of  100,  Edwin  E.

While  taking  this  compul- 
sory rest  it  dawned  upon  him  that 
there  were  many  in  need  of  employ- 
ment, while  he,  with  no  one  dependent 
upon  him,  and  with  sufficient  means  lo 
keep  him,  was  still  working  from  force 
of  habit,  keeping  some  deserving  man 
out  of  a  job.  ' '  How  do  you  account  for 
your  longevity?"  he  was  asked.  "Tem- 
perance," he  said.  "There  are  more 
dangers  from  overeating  than  over- 
drinking. 1  have  never  done  either.  I 
eat  what  I  want.  I  used  tobacco  for 
many  years.  When  I  thought  that 
smoking  was  harming  me  I  quit,  but 
then  I  chewed  worse  than  ever.  When 
the  company  that  made  my  favorite 
l)rand  was  absorbed  by  the  trust  the . 
dealer  who  supplied  me  said,  'That's 
your  last  plug,'  and  I  took  him  at  his 
word.  I  couldn't  get  my  favorite  and 
so  I  left  off  altogether.  Whiskey?  A 
nightcap  does  one  good.  No  'eye- 
opener',  though;  that's  bad.  No  drink- 
ing during  the  day,  but  a  drop  on  retir- 
ing is  a  good  thing.  Yes,  I  am  quitting 
work,  although  still  able  to  hold  my 
job.  In  ihe  nature  of  things  I  can't 
live  much  longer.  I  don't  fear  death 
and  it  would  do  me  no  good  if  I  did.

He  is  not  only  a  brave  fight- 
er, but  an  able  administrator,  as  his 
conduct  in  the  Indian  campaigns  and 
in  the  Philippines  campaign  showed. 
His  advancement  over  862  other  army 
officers  was  well  deserved,  for  he  had 
the  qualities  not  present  in  every  offi- 
cer.  In  the  Santiag'o  campaign  Per- 
shing won  this  commendation  from 
the  colonel  of  his  regiment,  the  Tenth 
Cavalry:  "I  have  been  in  many  fights 
and  was  all  through  the  Civil  War,  but 
on  my  word  he  is  the  bravest  and 
coolest  man  under  fire  I  ever  saw  in 
my  life"

Most  of  the  places  which  can  be  reached  by  a  toll  call  are  towns  and  villages  where  the 
salesman    seldom    goes    because    train    service    is    infrequent.  Telephone    Service    is 

constant. 

Every  merchant  or  jobber  has  within  his  grasp,  in  a  radius  even  so  small  as  fifty  miles, 
an  amount  of  business  worth  going  after  by  telephone,  but  as  yet  unknown  to  him. 
That  business  could  be  his  instead  of  going  to  distant  mail  order  houses.  He  need 
not  travel,  for  the  telephone  trade  or  visit  can  be  made  at  any  time. 

Traveling  salesmen  at  various  junction  points  along  main  traveled  routes  can  reach  by 
telephone  many  small  places  which  otherwise  might  not  be  included  in  their  itinerary 
because  of  the  time  and  expense  involved  in  a  call  in  person.  The  Telephone  line  is 
direct,   and  there  are  practically  no   unreachable  localities. 

There  will  be  no  charge  on  a  par- 
ticular party  toll  call  if  you  are 
not  connected  with  the  person 
whose  name  you  have  given  to 
the  toll  operator.

The  outcome  of  the  primaries  for 
presidential  delegates  plainly  showed 
that  the  people  of  Massachusetts  are 
heartily  tired  of  Congressman  Gardner 
and  Mr.  Bird's  dictation  to  the  Republi- 
can party.  Especially  offensive  is  Mr. 
Gardner  in  his  treatment  of  people  who 
disagree  with  him,  and  his  bringing  of 
personal  matters  into  politics  has  most 
emphatically  reduced  his  balance  in  the 
treasury  of  Republican  esteem.  It  is 
about  time  that  he  subsided  if  he  de- 
sires success  for  the  Republican  party. 
These  ardent,  hot-headed  and  imprac- 
tical friends  of  Mr.  Roosevelt  pro- 
ceeded in  Massachusetts  against  his 
desires,  and  the  result  is  only  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  common  sense  and 
good  judgment  of  the  voters.  What 
Mr.  Roosevelt  most  desires  is  the  de- 
feat of  Mr.  Wilson,  and  his  alleged 
friends  in  Massachusetts  did  not  help 
his  cause.  This  state  has  elected  a 
strong  delegation  to  the  national  con- 
vention, made  up  of  men  capable  of 
passing  upon  the  situation  as  it  arises 
in  Chicago.  A  few  weeks  is  likely  to 
make  a  radical  change  in  matters  af- 
fecting the  nomination,  and  for  Massa- 
chusetts delegates  to  go  bound  and 
gagged  to  the  convention,  an  action 
plainly  not  desired  by  Mr.  Roosevelt, 
would  have  bee:,  the  height  of  folly. 
Messrs.  Gardner,  Bird  and  Cashing  are 
now  entitled  to  take  a  rear  seat  for  a 
short  time  and  allow  sanity  and  reason 
to  prevail  in  the  selection  of  a  candi- 
date to  defeat  President  Wilson,  which 
is  the  aim  and  desire  of  IMr.  Roose- 
velt and  the  Republican  party.  Mr. 
Bird,  like  Mr.  Foss,  will  find  out  one 
of  these  days  that  becau.se  a  person 
possesses  a  bundle  of  money  he  can- 
not secure  what  he  desires  in  politics. 
The  Sunday  telegrams  sent  by  Mr. 
Bird,  costing  $20,000,  an  annoyance  and 
disturbance  to  people,  formed  the  silli- 
est incident  of  the  campaign  for  dele- 
gates.

The 
large  fall  of  snow,  last  winter,  and  the 
general  prevalence  of  stagnant  water, 
in  this  vicinity,  is  said  to  aid  greatly 
the  breeding  of  the  pests.  At  any 
rate,  "preparedness"  includes  a 
screened  piazza  for  this  summer. 
Wyoma  residents  should  be  spared 
their  annual  mosquito  plague.

Some  sage  once  wrote:  "How  very 
weak  the  very  wise;  how  very  small 
the  very  great  are."  He  may  well  have 
had  in  mind  the  works  of  man  as  con- 
trasted with  the  mutations  of  nature, 
a  striking'  example  of  which  was 
shown  in  what  is  perhaps  the  central 
point  of  human  interest  of  the  world — 
Verdun.  Here  are  massed  such  mighty 
human  forces  as  never  before  were 
concentrated  for  any  single  purpose. 
Here  are  assembled  every  engine  of  de- 
struction conceived  by  mankind  and 
emblematic  of  human  power,  all 
exerted  to  the  ultiniate  limit  of  ca- 
pacity, ingenunity  and  endurance  in  a 
furious  attempt  to  effect  the  purpose 
in  hand — the  demolition  of  one  an- 
other. More  powerful  armies  than 
ever  before  were  assembled  on  a  single 
battlefield,  equipped  with  far  deadlier 
weapons  than  ever  before  were  wielded 
by  man,  and  possessing  mechanical  and 
material  appliances  and  contrivances 
far  stronger  and  more  formidable  than 
ever  before  were  brought  to  bear,  all 
united  to  constitu*^e  the  very  zenith 
and  acme  of  strenuous  human  en- 
deavor. It  was  mankind  at  its  mighti- 
est moment.  And  yet  the  battle  was 
halted,  the  great  guns  were  well  nigh 
silenced  and  the  far-flung  legions  lay 
inert  and  practically  helpless.  Why? 
Despatches  from  the  scene  of  the 
greatest  battle  the  world  has  ever  wit- 
nessed said:  "Bad  weather  is  hinder- 
ing operations;  rainstorms  occurred  on 
the  Verdun  front,  and  a  dense  fog  ren- 
dered artillery  observations  and  infantry 
movements  impossible."  One  tiny 
touch  of  mist,  and  man's  herculean 
might  was  melted  away  to  the  weak- 
ness of  impotency.  O  that  an  all -wise 
Providence  might  so  manipulate  the 
forces  of  nature  and  so  rain  continued 
confusion  upon  these  finite  forces  and 
enfold  them  in  such  fogs  of  futility 
as  would  end  effectually  the  saturnalia 
of  death  and  destruction. 

Easter  weather  is  proverbially  bad. 
The  elements  never  look  with  special 
favor  on  the  annual  display  of  fem- 
inine fads  and  fancies  that  particularly 
identify  the  day.  Nothing  could  have 
more  completely  dampened  the  enthu- 
siasm than  the  brand  of  weather  fea- 
tured this  year.  Incidentally  some 
thousands  of  gallons  of  gasoline  that 
might  have  burned  were  reserved  for 
later  use. 


A  most  unnecessary  menace  to  good 
service,  in  I.,ynn  and  surrounding 
towns,  on  the  Bay  State  Railway  is  the 
pulling  of  lights  by  conductors,  neces- 
sitating a  big  loss  of  time,  as  well  as 
inconvenience  and  vexation  to  pas- 
sengers. Between  Wyoma  village  in 
Ijynn  and  the  centre  of  the  city,  a 
conductor  is  called  upon  to  pull  four 
lights  and  many  times  is  compelled  to 
rush  from  the  centre  of  a  crowded  car 
to  attend  to  that  duty.  On  all  electric 
roads  run  in  a  business-like  manner, 
these  are  controlled  by  electricity 
when  the  cars  pass  over  the  track,  and 
why  the  conductors  stand  for  this  ante- 
diluvian method  is  hard  for  us  to  com- 
prehend. We  believe  they  should  take 
up  the  matter  in  a  systematic  manner 
and  through  their  organization  en- 
deavor to  have  the  Bay  State  Railroad 
maintain  these  lights  as  do  other  elec- 
tric railway  companies.  The  lights  are 
safer  when  run  automatically  instead 
of  relying  on  conductors  to  pull  them. 
Another  point  of  weakness  is  the  fail- 
ure of  the  Bay  State  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  benefit  the  public  by  double 
tracking  Washington  street,  a  promi- 
nent and  busy  artery  in  the  city  of 
Lynn.  It  was  only  in  part  double 
tracked  when  the  whole  street  was 
opened  for  macadamizing  purposes. 
There  are  three  or  four  different  lines 
of  cars  running  upon  this  important 
thoroughfare  and  the  niggardly  policy 
of  the  company  prevented  the  public 
being  properly  served  with  a  double 
track  its  entire  length.  Delays  and 
hindrances  to  travel  constantly  result 
by  reason  of  such  a  policy  being  in 
force.  There  is  nothing  liberal  or 
generous  about  the  Bay  State  Railroad 
except  the  $30,000  salary  paid  to  its 
president  and  the  $10,000  and  $15,000 
salaries  paid  to  minor  oflficials.  The 
public  service,  in  quality  and  mainten- 
ance of  cars  is  secondary  to  the  offi- 
cial's salary  question. 

Figures  concerning  the  German  pop- 
ulation of  the  United  States  at  the 
present  time  which  have  just  been  as- 
sembled by  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau  are  exceedingly  interesting  and 
timely.  The  Census  Bureau  has  com- 
bined its  figures  gathered  in  the  1910 
census  with  the  reports  of  the  Immi- 
gration Bureau  for  the  years  since 
then  to  show  that  there  is  a  total  of 
2,603,776  persons  of  German  birth  in 
this  country. 
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Picturesqueness  is  the  feature  of 
women's  summer  apparel.  Period  in- 
fluence is  noticeable  in  summer  style 
development,  and  there  is  every  evi- 
dence that  during  the  season  imme- 
diately to  come  our  fashions  will  rival 
even  the  most  picturesque  of  all  the 
years  which  have  preceded  it.  There 
are  not  many  colors  to  choose  from, 
by  actual  count,  but  in  the  array  of 
fabrics  offered,  floral  patterns  unques- 
tionably predominate,  and  a  blending- 
of  many  shades  is  frequently  noted  in 
this  connection.  Ribbons  have  been 
talked  of  for  months,  and  they  have 
been  seen  for  months,  on  severely 
tailored  garments  as  well  as  on  semi- 
dressy  frocks,  etc.,  but  with  the  show- 
ing of  summer  apparel  ribbon  decid- 
edly comes  into  its  own,  and  it  is  used 
in  the  greatest  possible  variety  of  ways. 
Entire  dresses  are  fashioned  of  it, 
strips  of  ribbon  set  together  merely  by 
tiny  strips  of  sheer  net  forming  a  skirt 
with  a  wide  girdle  topped  by  a  baby 
waist,  surplice  or  fichu  of  net  as  the 
bodice,  and  a  ribbon  and  net  combina- 
tion again  figuring  in  the  sleeves.  Rib- 
bon sashes,  bands,  fringes,  consisting 
of  loops  or  tabs  set  as  an  edging  at 
the  bottom  of  skirts  of  net,  Georgette 


or  taffeta,  ribbon  flowers  applied 
and  tiny  quillings  of  "baby"  ribbon  are 
seen  with  about  equal  frequence. 
Among  the  materials  in  favor  are  or- 
gandy, batiste,  voile,  marquisette, 
handkerchief  linen,  net,  both  embroid- 
ered and  plain,  a  great  deal  of  lace, 
taffeta  and  Georgette,  and  practically 
any  two  or  three  of  these  fabrics  may 
be  combined  artistically  and  beauti- 
fullv  in  one  gown.

The  so-called  presidential  primary 
ballot  was  almost  the  most  ridiculous 
absurdity  ever  practiced  on  a  lung 
suffering  public.

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John  R.  Graham  was  elected  com- 
missioner of  streets  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Commissioner 
McPhetres,  by  the  substantial  vote  of 
5198  against  2254  for  Thomas  J.  Ni- 
land.  The  latter  gentleman  did  not 
have  the  least  qualification  recom- 
mending him  for  the  position,  yet  in 
spite  of  this  fact  Commissioner  Ber- 
gengren  formally  endorsed  Mr.  Ni- 
lan'd's  nomination  and  hoped  that  he 
would  be  » elected  as  commissioner  of 
streets.  It  is  hard  to  reconcile  Mr. 
Bergengren's  conduct  in  this  direc- 
tion, but  no  doubt  intelligent  voters 
have  their  impressions.  There  was  the 
usual  idle  talk  about  a  "ring"  sup- 
porting Mr.  Graham.  There  was  no 
more  of  a  ring  supporting  Mr.  Graham 
than  was  at  the  back  of  Mr.  Niland, 
as  represented  by  Mr.  Bergengren  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Gerrish.  The  observing 
voters  well  understand  the  controlling 
influence  behind  these  gentlemen,  and 
they  saw  visions  of  an  ex-mayor  when 
these  gentlemen  talked  in  favor  of  the 
candidacy  of  Mr.  Niland,  whose  best 
argument  for  his  support  was  brought 
forward  upon  the  fact  that  at  one  time 
he  was  a  player  of  base  ball.  At  this 
season  of  the  year  such  an  argument 
has  a  clinching  factor  with  many  vot- 
ers, but  it  did  not  prevail  for  the  suc- 
cess of  Mr.  Niland.  The  people  who 
talk  about  "graft  and  rings  at  City 
Hall,"  controlling  this  or  that  office 
should  be  explicit,  and  not  deal  in  gen- 
eralities. They  had  much  to  say  in 
past  years  about  Mr.  McPhetres  "being 
backed  by  a  ring,"  or  coterie  of  in- 
dividuals, whose  influence  was  not 
in  favor  of  the  city.  Returns  from 
the  probate  court  show  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Phetres' estate  amounted  to  the  muni- 
ficent sum  of  $1210.  This  would  indi- 
cate that  he  lived  on  a  legitimate  and 
conservative  basis,  giving  the  lie  to 
those  people  who  occupied  some  of 
their  spare  time  in  associating  him 
with  individuals  who  exploited  the 
city.  It  is  about  time  that  the  in- 
sinuations in  this  direction  come  to  a 
halt  unless  people  indulging  in  the 
criticism  present  facts,  when  talking  on 
the  subject.  The  so-called  "reform- 
ers" in  local  politics  are  usually  the 
ones  who  indulge  in  the  most  scandal- 
ous talk,  and,  as  Mr.  Wilson  might  say, 
they  should  be  held  to  a  "strict  ac- 
countability" for  their  utterances.

In  a  brief  paragraph,  last  month,  the 
Review  called  attention  to  the  childish 
manner  in  which  many  of  the  moving 
pictures  are  presented  to  the  public. 
We  referred  especially  to  crudities  in 
grammar  and  spelling,  as  well  as  the 
general  indifference  to  the  ordinary 
principles  of  English  speech  found 
every  day  in  the  picture  theatres.  In 
this  connection  the  New  York  Sun 
said  editorially,  last  month:  "The  actor 
or  the  actress  who  habitually  murders 
the  English  language  does  not  advance 
far  as  a  star.  The  dramatist  whose 
lines  abound  in  grammatical  errors  can 
hardly  hope  for  success.  Why  should 
the  standard  of  film  English  be  lower 
than  that  of  stage  English?  If  the  film 
is  to  be  a  public  schoolmaster,  that 
part  of  the  public  which  has  regard  for 
the  proprieties  of  speech  has  a  right  to 
ask  that  it  prove  its  competence  as 
such.  Enough  numerable  offences 
against  the  language  are  heard  in  the 
streets  of  New  York,  heaven  knows, 
without  our  being  made  to  face  photo- 
graphic reproductions  of  them  when  we 
go  to  the  theatre.  The  censor  should 
not  be  discharged  until  he  has  put  the 
producers  through  a  course  in  Eng- 
lish."

To  spend  ?350,000  to  hold  a  consti- 
tutional convention  in  this  state  would 
be  the  most  colossal  extravagance  that 
could  be  imagined.  The  question  will 
be  put  to  the  voters  in  November,  and 
if  the  plan,  by  any  chance,  should  go 
through,  it  will  further  increase  our 
aversion  to  the  referendum,  which  has 
proven  to  be  absurdly  impractical 
ninety  percent  of  the  time.  A  con- 
stitutional convention  would  secure  no 
permanent  or  helpful  results  in  this 
state.  It  should  be  buried  even  more 
effectually  than  the  suffrage  question, 
last  fall.

The  two  high  schools  should  unite  in 
athletics  with  one  supervisor  directing 
both  schools.  Such  a  position  (vould 
warrant  the  payment  of  a  substantial 
salary  and  under  the  direction  of  this 
'jfficial  might  be  three  or  four  sub- 
directors  who  would  have  charge  of 
public       playgrounds.  Lynn        has 

never  produced  any  number  of  able 
athletes  because  no  encouragement  has 
been  given  in  past  years  to  the  de- 
velopment of  sports  along  sane,  con- 
structive lines. 
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Major-Gen.  Leonard  Wood  last 
month  said  that  this  country  may  look 
forward  to  a  war  with  soine  first  class 
power.  "Never  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  since  it  became  a  leader 
in  world  events,"  said  Gen.  Wood, 
"have  we  been  engaged  in  war  with  a 
power  of  the  first  order.  That  is  some- 
thing ahead  of  us."  He  urged  the  im- 
portance of  military  training  and  ap- 
pealed especially  to  women  not  to  op- 
pose training  camps  and  military  pre- 
paredness for  their  husbands  and  sons. 
To  send  an  army  of  untrained  men  to 
war  would  be  a  useless  sacrifice,  he 
said,  and  mentioned  cases  in  the  pres- 
ent war  when  Englishnaen  had  to  go 
to  the  front  before  they  were  ready  to 
undergo  the  hardships  of  a  campaign. 


Although  every  adult  resident  and 
taxpayer  of  Lynnfield  has  signed  the 
petition  for  the  extension  of  the  Bay 
State  Railroad  to  the  town  there  will 
probably  be  no  action  taken  by  the 
railroad  on  the  subject.  The  proposed 
line  would  be  less  than  two  miles  long, 
but  its  construction  would  result  in  a 
big  real  estate  development  in  the 
Lynnfield  district.

The  estimates  of  the  expenses  of  the 
county  of  Essex  for  the  coming  year 
present  a  total  expenditure  of  $734,000, 
or  $31,000  more  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.

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A  recent  letter  to  the  Herald  brings 
out  a  side  of  the  German  character 
that  has  been  only  too  strongly  im- 
pressed on  people  who  have  travelled 
abroad  in  past  years.  The  correspon- 
dent, speaking  of  the  so-called  "kul- 
tur"  of  the  Germans,  says,  in  part:  "Of 
course  certain  Germans  have  charm 
and  good  manners,  though  they  have 
idiosj'ncracies  that  most  Americans  re- 
sent. For  example,  is  it  possible  for 
an  American  to  be  long  in  any  part  of 
Germany  without  his  blood  boiling  at 
the  manner  in  which  the  males,  even 
the  officers,  stare  at  the  females?  I 
merely  register  my  testimony  to  the 
fact  that,  in  a  residence  of  over  a  dozen 
years  in  different  parts  of  the  empire, 
I  not  only  failed  to  live  down  my  re- 
sentment at  the  ogling  of  ladies  in  my 
company,  but  my  sense  of  decency, 
not  to  speak  of  chivalry,  was  from  first 
to  last  so  shocked  that  explanations 
and  sometimes  blows  were  the  result, 
for  I  was  unable  to  understand  why  I 
should  not  chastise  a  cad,  whether  he 
wore  shoulder  straps  or  a  corps  cap,  or 
who  indulged  in  an  insulting  prac- 
tice for  which  I  would  punish  a  loafer 
at  home.  (Not  in  the  ladies'  presence, 
be  it  understood).  Nor  can  I  under- 
stand how  Americans  who  really  know 
Germany  and  the  Germans  can  like 
them  (in  spite  of  many  engaging  quali- 
ties) when  they,  generally  out  of  the 
crassest  ignorance,  berate  America  in 
general  and  Americans  in  particular, 
whom  they  describe  as  vulgar,  uncul- 
tivated boors  whose  eyes  never  devi- 
ate from  the  almighty  dollar." 

It  is  an  amusing  side  of  human  na- 
ture to  note  the  method  employed  in 
many  local  factories  of  receiving 
salesmen.  Barred  gates,  elaborate 
methods  of  telephone  communication 
and  a  Russian  frontier  system  of  ex- 
amination, make  it  as  easy  to  reach 
the  inner  oflfice  of  some  concerns  as  it 
would  be  to  get  out  of  Charlestown 
jail.  And  this  condition  in  the  face  of 
the  fact  that  the  same  manufacturers 
are  sending  out  dozens  of  salesmen  on 
whose  reception  and  business  their 
own  livelihood  depends.  It  seems  to 
make  a  difference  whether  you  ar^-i 
buving  or  selling! 

"Whenever  my  wife  comes  up  be- 
hind me  and  pats  me  on  the  head  I 
know  she's  going  to  ask  for  money." 
"She  touches  wood  for  luck,  eh?" 


We  note,  in  a  recent  extract  in  the 
Boston  press,  the  statement  that  "the 
house  of  representatives  voted  to  meet 
at  11  o'clock  and  to  sit  not  later  than  2, 
to  permit  the  members  to  go  to  the  ball 
game."  This  indifference  to  public 
opinion  and  absence  of  respect  for  the 
work  which  they  have  been  elected  to 
perform  by  the  people,  is  one  of  the 
absurd  sides  of  democratic  government 
We  expect  King  George,  in  a  mon- 
archy, to  attend  polo  games  or  go 
hunting  on  one  of  his  numerous  es- 
tates because  this  form  of  social  snob- 
bishness and  indifference  to  "work" 
such  as  it  may  be  for  a  king,  rather 
jibes  with  the  royalty  idea.  But  when 
we  read  of  Pi-esident  Wilson  going  on 
a  yachting  trip  or  Mr.  Lansing  taking 
a  week  end  for  golf,  as  the  country 
hangs  on  the  brink  of  war  with  two 
countries,  we  come  to  the  natural  con- 
clusion that  probably  the  men  who 
carry  the  actual  burdens  of  these  of- 
fices are  the  unknown  clerks.  The 
average  state  legislature  would  ad- 
journ any  day  for  a  ball  game  or  a 
circus,  if  the  whim  happened  to  hit  the 
fancy  of  the  penny  politicians  that  gen- 
erally are  in  the  majority.  Indirectly 
the  public  gains,  for  the  less  the  legis- 
lature does,  the  fewer  its  blunders. 


European  countries  come  first,  at 
least  in  the  eyes  of  some  of  the 
American  producers  and  manufactur- 
ers, and  their  countrymen  can  make 
out  the  best  they  can,  for  the  mag- 
nates' pockets  must  be  well  lined  with 
dollars  while  the  harvest  from  the  war 
lasts.  The  price  of  sugar  is  skyrocket- 
ing in  leaps  and  bounds.  We  are  sup- 
plying the  Allies  with  so  much  of  the 
white  staple,  so  wo  are  told,  that  our 
own  supply  is  running  short.  The 
American  consumer  can  pay  the  high- 
est of  prices  or  go  without.  Europe 
must  have  our  products;  that  is  vir- 
tually the  ultimatum  of  the  men  who 
control  the  nation's  production  of 
sugar,  meat  and  other  American  food- 
stuffs. An  embargo  on  some  of  these 
things  would  materially  help  and  would 
meet  with  the  approval  of  a  great 
many,  without  a  doubt.

It  is  really  astonishing-  to  the  lay 
mind  to  learn  that  in  a  recent  count 
conducted  at  a  large  shop  in  Boston 
it  was  found  that  some  350,000  people 
patronized  the  floor  in  one  week.  Over 
75,000  people  visited  the  store  on  one 
day,  Saturday,  the  banner  record  of 
the  week. 


It  is  wrong-  and  unfair  for  the  city  to 
leave  Willow  street  comparatively  un- 
lig-hted  at  night.  There  is  only  one 
ray  of  light  along  the  entire  thorough- 
fare, and  it  should  be  a  particularly 
inviting  resort  for  thieves  and  crooks. 
There  is  no  reason  whatever  why  the 
city  should  not  give  this  street  proper 
lighting  facilities,  because  it  is  a  large- 
ly travelled  avenue  between  Central 
square  and  the  northerly  part  of  the 
city.  Newhall  street  is  another  poorly 
lighted  thoroughfare,  and  if  the  city 
does  not  take  action  in  properly  light- 
ing Broad  street  at  Newhall  and  Sils- 
bee  streets,  some  day  there  will  be  a 
serious  motor  car  accident  at  this 
point.  It  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
in  the  city  made  so  by  flush  corners 
at  each  of  the  four  points. 


It's  reassuring  to  learn  from  Presi- 
dent Wilson  that  "we  are  threatened 
from  no  quarter;"  but  then  there  are 
such  things  as  surprise  attacks.  Not 
only  are  we  "threatened  from  no  quar- 
ter," but  we  can  expect  no  quarter 
when  we  are  threatened.

LYNN  FIVE  CENTS  SAVINGS  BANK 
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The  writer  has  not  missed  an  elec- 
tion, so  far  as  voting  is  concerned, 
since  he  had  the  right  to  exercise  the 
franchise.  There  should  be  action, 
however,  toward  the  prevention  of  such 
an  unnecessary  election  as  occurred 
last  month.  The  expense  and  incon- 
venience to  voters  was  not  justified 
and  the  municipal  commissioners 
should  have  authority  to  fill  such  a 
vacancy  until  a  special  or  regular  elec- 
tion is  held.  Had  there  been  the 
necessary  authority,  expense  could 
have  been  saved  by  having  the  April 
18  election  held  on  April  25,  when  peo- 
ple were  called  out  to  a  most  im- 
portant primary.  Provision  should  be 
made  for  this  to  save  expense.  Sub- 
stantially everything  in  a  municipal 
way  seems  to  be  concerned  in  the 
spending  of  money.  Comparatively 
few  suggestions  are  made  about  the 
saving  of  money.  If  there  ever  was 
an  unnecessary  election  it  was  the  ex- 
pensive primaries  and  special  voting 
day  in  connection  with  the  election  of 
a  street  commissioner.  Immediate 
steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the 
municipal  commission  fill  any  vacancy 
until  the  regular  election  day  is  on 
the  schedule,  or  an  important  special 
election  like  that  of  April  25. 


It  would  not  be  putting  it  too 
strongly  to  say  that  Carranza's  latest 
note  to  the  United  States  is  insulting, 
inasmuch  as  he  accuses  the  adminis- 
tration of  lack  of  good  faith.  This  old 
bewhiskered  first  chief  must  be  sternly 
dealt  with  and  no  more  dickering 
should  be  tolerated.  We  have  shown 
him  altogether  too  much  consideration 
as  it  is  and  he  is  too  prone  to  show  his 
disdain  for  the  hated  "gringo."  Car- 
ranza  has  the  reputation  of  being  de- 
cidedly stubborn  and  he  has  given 
abundant  evidence  of  his  real  feelings 
toward  us.  The  facts  might  as  well  be 
faced  now. 


The  Newburyport  turnpike  suffered 
more  severely  from  the  ravages  of 
winter  than  any  other  road  in  eastern 
Massachusetts.  In  places  it  was  made 
absolutely  impassable  by  frost  and 
snow.  An  appropriation  has  been  made 
to  cover  general  repairs,  but  the 
famous  road  to  the  north  will  not  be 
as  good  as  it  was  a  year  ago  for  some 
time  to  come.  It  will  take  many 
months  to  make  up  for  the  destruction 
of  the  past  hard  winter. 


We  want  protection  for  American 
citizens  in  the  exercise  of  their  lawful 
rights  on  land  and  sea.  Since  Wood- 
row  Wilson  has  been  President  two 
hundred  and  more  Americans  have 
been  murdered  by  Germans  at  sea  and 
by  Mexicans  on  land,  and  beyond  an 
abortive  expedition  after  Villa  nothing 
has  been  done  about  it.  In  answer  to 
our  protests  we  are  told,  "Are  you  not 
prosperous?  I  have  kept  you  out  of 
war.  What  more  can  you  want?"  We 
want  the  whole  might  of  this  country 
used  to  protect  every  one  of  its  citi- 
zens in  the  exercise  of  his  lawful  rights 
on  land  and  sea.  We  want  this  might 
so  organized  and  disciplined  that  it 
can  protect  us.  We  want  this  protec- 
tion given  whether  or  not  it  leads  to 
war. 


We  thought  William  Jennings  Bryan 
took  the  prize  for  anti-preparedness, 
but  this  is  probably  open  to  debate  now 
that  Henry  Ford  is  contributing  full 
page  advertisements  to  some  of  the 
daily  papers  advocating  disarmament. 
Heni-y.  however,  has  had  the  tables 
turned  on  him  and  by  no  less  a  paper 
than  the  Chicago  Tribune.  This  daily, 
it  is  reported,  received  a  full  page  ad- 
vertisement from  Henry,  attacking  pre- 
paredness, he  paying  $887  for  same. 
The  paper  immediately  sent  the  money 
to  the  Navy  League  of  the  United 
States,  whereupon  the  president  of  the 
league  wired  Ford  its  thanks,  with  the 
admonition,  "Keep  up  the  good  work." 

The  Bergengren  fire  was  admirably 
handled  by  the  local  fire  department 
and  the  results  are  a  tribute  to  Chief 
Chase's  organization.  The  blaze 
gained  tremendous  headway,  before 
the  alarm  was  sounded  and  furnished 
the  biggest  excitement  in  the  centre 
of  the  city  since  the  famous  bandit 
raid  in  Lynn  which  resulted  in  the 
Carroll  and  Landregan  murder.  For- 
tunately in  the  present  disaster, 
there  was  more  smoke  than  fire,  like 
many  another  Bergengren  happening. 
-f 

Pay  rolls,  in  local  factories,  made 
new  records  in  dozens  of  instances,  the 
past  month.  The  General  Electric 
$200,000  weekly  mark  was  reflected  in 
the  "high  water"  conditions  in  the 
smaller  factories.  One  of  the  latter, 
only  operated  about  a  year,  paid  out 
$1400  on  one  Saturday.  These  are  the 
days  for  strong  advertising  by  the 
local   retailers. 
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One  of  the  most  efficient  plans  ever 
worked  out  by  the  post  office  authori- 
ties was  the  stamping  of  all  letters 
with  the  clay  and  hour  on  which  they 
were  taken  from  the  mail  pouch.  The 
plan  was  abandoned  some  years  ago 
under  the  plea  that  it  was  an  imneces- 
sary  expense.  Such  has  not  proved  the 
case,  and  the  renewal  of  the  old  system 
would  do  much  to  increase  the  effici- 
ency of  the  department.  Business  men 
everywhere  endorse  the  old  idea,  and 
it  is  a  pity  that  the  department  cannot 
see  the  light. 


How  would  it  do  to  establish  a  gro- 
cery store  on  a  cash  system  exclusively 
with  no  free  deliveries?  With  such  an 
economy  combination  low  prices  should 
be  very  simple.  The  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing is  given  a  boost  by  long  time  credit 
and  phone  orders  for-  wagon  deliveries 
which  keep  operating  costs  high,  at  all 
times.  Modern  methods  are  efficient 
but  expensive.  The  old  fashioned 
method  of  marketing  and  bringing  the 
bundles  home  in  a  cart  may  have  been 
primeval,  but  it  was  a  mighty  impor- 
tant feature  in  low  cost  of  living. 


Flowers  came  high,  this  Easter,  but 
they  sold  very  well  in. Lynn  shops.  The 
Easter  lily  does  not  dominate  the  day, 
by  any  means  according  to  local  flor- 
ists, who  say  the  demand  for  roses, 
this  season,  was  amazing.  Sending 
flowers  as  an  Easter  remembrance 
will  some  day  be  as  much  a  custom 
as  gift  giving  on  Christmas. 

Entliusiasts  for  unpreparedness  seem 
to  have  forgotten  how  easily  Great 
Britain  transported  an  army  and 
landed  it  on  a  coast  farther  from  Eng- 
land than  the  United  States  is  from 
Europe. 


There  is  a  special  "American  avia- 
tion squadron"  of  more  than  thirty 
pilots  in  France,  all  young  and  bril- 
liant American  flyers,  but  our  own 
aviation  service,  says  the  Boston 
Transcript,  is  now  represented  in  Mexi- 
co by  six  wrecked  machines  which 
have  proved  inadequate  in  power  for 
the  service  and  are  now  mere  junk  on 
the  desert.

Printing  prices  are  soaring  due  to  the 
enormous  increase  in  the  cost  of  raw- 
materials  which  have  been  turned  to 
the  munitions'  markets.  Much  that  goes 
into  the  manufacture  of  shot  and  shell 
is  used  exclusively  by  the  paper 
manufacturers  in  time  of  peace.  The 
scarcity  of  dyes  is  another  burden  for 
the  worried  newspaper  publisher,  and 
inks  are  jumping  ahead  each  month. 
The  dye  scarcity  is  responsible  for  the 
weird  color  effects  found  in  your  daily 
newspaper. 

The  government  must  be  equipped 
by  the  people  with  power  to  compel 
able-bodied  citizens  not  only  to  serve 
when  needed  for  defence,  but  to  be 
prepared  to  give  efficient  service.  In 
order  that  the  burden  may  be  laid 
equally  upon  all  able-bodied  citizens, 
the  training  must  be  universal.  The 
liability  to  service  must  be  universal. 
The  burdens  of  government  in  military 
defence  as  in  taxation  for  maintenance 
and  defence  §hould  be  equitably  dis- 
triljuted  among  all  citizens  able  to  bear 
the  burdens. 

Over  seven  thousand  votes  were  cast 
for  street  commissioner,  a  very  re- 
spectable showing  considering  that 
the  result  was  a  foregone  conclusion. 
Why  it  was  necessary,  however,  to 
have  the  election  held  individually, 
when  it  might  have  been  conducted 
coincident  with  the  presidential  prim- 
aries, is  beyond  our  understanding.  It 
is  only  another  instance  of  unneces- 
sary extravagance  which  is  now  the 
popular  pastime  in  city,  state  and 
country.

The  number  of  licensed  automobiles 
in  the  United  States  as  late  as  1910 
was  only  400,000;  in  1914  the  number 
had  risen  to  1.253,875  cars  and  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1916,  the  number  was  2,225,000. 
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The  Equitable  Co-operative  Bank 
with  deposits  in  excess  of  four  mil- 
lions is  third  in  the  state,  in  its  class, 
according-  to  recent  report.  This  bank 
has  won  a  strong  hold  on  Lynn  peo- 
ple in  its  dual  capacity  as  a  depository 
for  savings  and  as  a  "home  builder" 
with  its  system  of  first  mortgage  loans. 
By  a  system  of  regular  monthly  pay- 
ments principal  and  interest  are  all 
paid  up  in  twelve  years'  time  and  the 
house  is  owned  without  encumbrance. 
Prospective  home  builders  should  in- 
vestigate the  Equitable  plan.

It  was  important  and  interesting 
news,  recorded  by  a  local  paper  last 
month,  when  stating-  that  a  man  and 
his  wife  "enjoyed  an  automobile  trip 
to  Danvers."  A  patient  public  is  wait- 
ing on  its  doorstep  in  these  care-free 
days  for  exactly  this  sort  of  informa- 
tion. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis, 
that  first  and  worst  social  reg- 
ister of  general  health  conditions,  has 
gone  down  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  and 
the  average  wealth  of  the  community 
per  capita  has  increased  from  less  than 
$500  up  to  $1500. 


We  have  had  law  making  and  tinker- 
ing enough  in  Massachusetts  to  last  us 
for  many  a  day,  in  our  humble  opinion. 
If  the  voters  so  feel,  the  constitutional 
convention  idea  will  be  vetoed  at  the 
election  next  fall,  when  the  electorate 
says  yes  or  no  on  the  proposition.  Law 
making  should  have  a  rest,  and  a  new 
constitution  would  be  likely  to  meet 
the  same  fate  here  as  in  New  York, 
where  it  was  turned  down  cold  after  a 
cost  of  a  million  dollars.  To  do  the 
tinkering  in  Massachusetts  would  cost, 
probably,  a  half  million  dollars,  and 
the  lawyers  can  be  better  employed.  At 
a  presidential  election  the  chances  are 
voters  won't  get  excited  or  interested 
in  a  constitutional  convention,  and 
therefore  be  likely  to  say  "No"  with 
emphasis.    At  least,  let  us  hope  so. 

The  Unitarian  Church  is  fortunate 
in  securing  Rev.  Maxwell  Savage,  son 
of  Rev.  Minot  J.  Savage,  as  permanent 
pastor.  Mr.  Savage  comes  to  Lynn  in 
June,  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  Albert  Lazenby. 
Mr.  Savage  has  been  remarkably  suc- 
cessful in  Louisville  and  the  calls  for 
pews  at  the  Unitarian  Church  since 
the  announcement  of  the  new  pastor, 
augurs  well  for  his  future  in  Lynn.

It  is  a  pity  that  the  readers  of  even- 
ing papers  in  Lynn  are  forced  to  have 
their  peace  of  mind  disturbed  each  day 
by  the  abuse  and  vilification  heaped 
at  will  upon  one  paper  or  another. 
There  are  enough  difficulties  involved 
in  building  up  a  city.without  the  pto- 
main  of  fraud  and  falsehood  l)eing  in- 
jected into  all  public  discussions  by  the 
press.

The    Roosevelt    Fallacy. 

W^hy  Mr.  Roosevelt?  We  say  this 
while  agreeing  with  every  word  and 
every  comment  that  he  has  made  in 
connection  with  the  terrible  war  in 
Europe.  We  believe  he  is  absolutely 
right  on  preparedness.  We  believe 
he  is  wrong  on  woman  suffrage  and 
the  other  humanity  theories  which  he 
has  retailed.  We  believe  him  to  be  the 
strongest  pen  and  jaw  man  in  Amer- 
ica. But,  in  spite  of  this  feeling,  his 
nomination  for  president  would  be 
nothing  less  than  suicide  because  of 
the  fact  that  he  turned  his  back  on 
the  party  and  organization  in  1912 
which  gave  him  every  political  ofRce 
he  ever  held.  Also  his  nomination 
would  be  a  serious  blunder  because  he 
is  opposed  by  one  million  Republican 
voters  of  Gorman  descent  in  the 
United  States.  It  would  be  the  poor- 
est sort  of  politics  to  nominate  Mr. 
Roosevelt  because  of  his  treatment  of 
the  Republican  party  in  1912  and  his 
radical   stand   on   prepai-edness. 

Taking  the  whole  country  into  con- 
sideration, extreme  action  for  defense 
is  not  popular  with  the  wage  earners, 
who  are  securing  such  fabulous  earn- 
ings at  the  present  time.  The  vote 
for  Ford  in  the  west  has  significance, 
although  we  have  no  sympathy  for 
Ford  and  his  platitudes  in  the  east. 

A  candidate  like  Root,  Knox,  Weeks, 
Burton,  Sherman  or  Fairbanks  would  ' 
fill  the  bill,  carry  every  northern  state 
and  make  some  of  the  northern  tier  of 
southern  states  doubtful.  Republicans 
are  out  to  beat  Mr.  Wilson  and  his 
"schoolmaster"  theories.  A  candidate 
should  be  nominated  who  can  stand  on 
and  back  up  a  sane  defence  prepared- 
ness platform,  one  that  will  result  in 
the  United  States  developing  a  re- 
newed confidence  in  our  industries.  By 
this  we  mean  a  safe  and  sane  tariff 
policy  that  collects  the  necessary 
money  to  run  the  government  without 
prying  into  offices  and  homes  to  se- 
cure the  required  funds. 

Americans  like  to  pay  their  toll  in  an 
indirect  way  and  the  Republican 
party  has  shown  them  how  to  do  it  In 
a  practical  and  business  like  manner. 
When  Republicans  are  in  control, 
brains  and  ability  prevail  in  Wash- 
ington.

It  is  the  custom  for  the  stage-mana- 
ger of  all  traveling  theatrical  com- 
panies to  go  to  the  theati-e  immediate- 
ly upon  the  company's  arrival  in  town 
and  lay  out  on  a  sheet  of  paper  a  list 
of  the  dressing  rooms  to  be  assigned 
to  the  various  members  of  the  com- 
pany. 

The  stage-manager  of  this  particu- 
lar company  repaired  to  the  "opry 
house,"  as  soon  as  the  troupe  ^ad 
landed  in  town.  He  made  inquiry  of 
an  old  man  whom  he  found  sweeping 
off  the  stage,  and  who  proved  +0  be  the 
manager,  about  the  number  of  dress- 
ing rooms,  so  that  he  could  lay  out 
the  list  for  the  actors. 

"We  have  two  dressing  rooms,"  said 
the  old  man. 

"But,"  said  the  stage-manager,  "I 
have  a  star  and  thirty  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen in  my  company.  How  can  i 
put  them  into  two  rooms?" 

"Well,"  replied  the  old  man,  "you 
can  put  the  star  in  the  little  room 
and  the  thirty  people  in  the  big  room." 

"You  don't  seem  to  understand,"  said 
the  stage-manager.  "Besides  the  star 
there  are  thirty  men  and  women.  How 
can  they   dress  together?" 

"What's  the  matter?"  asked  the  old 
man.      "Ain't  they   speakin'?" 

That  the  European  war  was  a  boon  to 
the  oil  trade  is  demonstrated  clearly 
enough  by  figures  showing  that  since 
August,  1914,  331  new  companies  have 
been  formed,  and  the  capital  author- 
ized for  formation  of  new  companies 
or  refinancing  those  already  in  exist- 
ence has  amounted  to  $294,759,000.  And 
this  total  only  includes  coi-poratlonsj 
with  capital  of  $50,000  or  over.  Prices 
for  oils  and  gasoline  are  high  and 
higher  prices  are  expected.  The  oil 
business  stands  decidedly  well  by 
comparison  with  the  munition  com- 
panies so  vociferously  boomed  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Bay  State  Railroad  expert,  at 
the  fare  hearing,  is  reported  to  have 
said  the  longest  car  in  service  was  34 
years  old.  Car  62,  our  old  friend  on 
the  Wyoma-Peabody  line,  is  134  years 
of  age,  if  it  is  a  day. 

Bernard  Shaw's  view  of  the  Irish 
revolt  is  worth  noting,  for  he  is  an 
Irishman.  "Silly,  ignorant,  wrong- 
headed — but  honorable,  brave  and  re- 
publican," he  says. 


There  is  ground  for  much  satisfac- 
tion over  the  defeat  in  the  National 
House  of  the  Philippine  bill,  contain- 
ing the  objectionable  Clarke  amend- 
ment, which  would  have  granted  the 
islands  complete  independence  in  four 
years.  We  have  assumed  the  duty  of 
instructing  the  Filipinos  in  self-gov- 
ernment and  it  is  unthinkable  that  we 
should  cast  them  loose  at  this  time, 
leaving  them  ready  victims  for  some 
land-greedy  power.  With  such  a  con- 
glomeration of  savage  tribes  inhabit- 
ing the  islands,  each  ambitious  to  have 
its  own  way,  a  fatal-  error  indeed 
would  be  committed  to  set  any  specific 
date  for  their  independence.  Those 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  the  islands  say  it 
will  be  two  or  three  generations  be- 
fore the  Filipinos  are  prepared  for  in- 
dependence. As  ex-Secretary  Garri- 
son put  it,  it  would  be  cowardly  to 
abandon  them.  We  were  glad  to  no- 
tice that  Congressman  Phelan  broke 
away  from  the  President's  absurd 
policy  and  voted  to  defeat  the  bill. 

Mrs.  Alfred  McGrath  of  Wakefield 
has  good  reason  for  a  union  card  as  a 
mason  or  carpenter,  should  she  desire 
to  take  up  a  more  strenuous  occupa- 
tion than  housekeeping.  Incidentally 
she  might  also  pass  as  a  painter.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  ISIcGrath  are  about  to  occupy 
permanently  a  substantial  little  bung- 
alow which  they  built  unaided.  One 
of  the  features  of  the  achievement 
was  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  construction  was  effected  between 
January  17  and  the  last  of  March, 
when  the  temperature  was  lowest  and 
while  blizzards  howled  and  snow 
drifts  piled  high.  While  her  husband 
broke  stone  gathered  in  the  field  and 
woods  near  by  and  laid  the  cellar  walls, 
Mrs.  McGrath  applied  the  mortar.  Mr. 
McGrath  then  cut  the  timbers  and 
boards  and  she  nailed  them  in  position, 
the  husband  doing  only  the  heaviest 
work.  Mrs.  McGrath  also  did  all  the 
painting,  inside  and  out,  and  expects 
to  build  the  veranda  and  paint  it, 
while  her  husband  is  at  his  work  as  a 
bookkeeper  in  Boston. 

Some  regret  is  expressed  that  the 
army  is  not  to  be  increased  to  the  full 
extent  asked  for.  This  would  seem  to 
be  somewhat  needless  inasmuch  as  re- 
cruiting is  going  on  at  a  rate  which 
does  not  promise  to  get  the  minimum 
of  soldiers  for  some  time  to  come. 
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The  defeat  of  the  British  at  Kut-el- 
Amara  will  seriously  interfere  with 
British  ambitions  in  the  Orient  and 
will  anything-  but  quiet  the  turoulent 
spirits  of  the  tribes  inhabiting-  that 
region.  Also,  if  the  Turks  strong-Iy 
fortifj^  Kut-el-Amara,  it  will  be  prac- 
tically an  impassable  obstacle  to  any 
further  advances  of  the  British  up  the 
Tigris  toward  Bagdad.  Bagdad  looks 
safe  now  and  Turkey  can  reinforce  her 
armies  opposed  to  the  Prussian  ad- 
ance  in   Anatolia. 

An  unusual  story  of  automobile  su- 
premacy comes  from  the  Catskill 
mountains  region  of  New  York  state, 
where  three  bankrupt  railroads  have 
just  been  sold.  Owing  to  the  influx 
of  automobiles,  these  properties 
brought  only  a  fraction  of  their  cost. 
They  were  built  for  about  $5G0,00,  and 
brought    $44,050   at   auction.

There  is  one  kind  of  propaganda  in 
this  country  that  comes  high  and  seems 
wholly  needless,  but  probably  there  is 
a  worthy  motive  back  of  it  all.  The 
telegraph  companies  have  figured  that 
peace  cranks  have  sent  no  less  than 
145,000  ]>eace  messages  to  certain 
members  of  Congress  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $250,000.  And  they  are  still 
being  received.  A  senatorial  investiga- 
tion is  suggested  to  discover  the  source 
of  the  money  and  also  to  find  out  who 
put  the  "stop  order"  on  the  telegrams. 
It  appears  that  the  bulk  of  them  came 
from  the  West  and  Middle  West  and 
that  the  original  plan  was  to  bombard 
Congress  with  500,000  messages,  but 
the  cancellation  of  them  at  the  time 
a  Congressional  investigation  was  in- 
timated arouses  a  natural  enough  de- 
sire in  Congress  to  find  out  what  or- 
ganization was  back  of  them.  Any- 
how, the  telegrfiph  companies  reaped 
a  harvest,  and  that  is  about  all  it 
amounts   to.

The  expense  of  maintaining  two 
branch  libraries  in  Lynn  with  the 
present  condition  of  our  finances 
should  not  be  entered  upon,  whether 
or  not  :Mr.  Carnegie  gives  the  libraries. 
Blessed  as  we  are  with  such  a  magni- 
ficent centrally  located  library  build- 
ing, the  unnecessary  expense  of  branch 
libraries  should  not  be  settled  upon 
Lynn.  As    before    intimated,    every 

possible  way  of  spending  seems  to  be 
discussed  at  the  city  hall,  but  never 
is  there  a  moment  taken  to  see  where 
money  may  be  saved.  In  these  trying 
days,  with  expenses  eating  up  the  city 
of  Lynn,  there  is  every  reason  for  the 
exercising  of  great  care.  Somebody  in 
the  near  future  will  have  the  job  of 
settling  for  the  city  of  Lynn,  but  no- 
body coverts  this  work.  The  govern- 
ment of  cities  is  the  hardest  proposi- 
tion in  the  American  scheme  of  gov- 
ernment. Everybody  has  the  ability 
to  spend  money,  but  a  small  per  cent 
of  people  have  the  acumen  to  save  it 
or  spend  it  wisely. 

Anthracite  coal  operators  are  to 
make  out  a  new  schedule  of  coal 
prices  following  the  new  wage  scale 
arranged  with  the  miners.  The  ad- 
vance in  wages  will  mean  an  addi- 
tional cost  of  mining  coal  of  from  ten 
to  twelve  million  dollars,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  compensation  law  has^ 
added  costs  of  about  seven  cents  a  ton 
which,  with  the  heavy  taxes  exacted 
will  force  the  consumer  to  pay  higher 
for  one  more  item  in  his  general  ex- 
penses. It  is  said,  however,  that  there 
will  be  no  change  from  the  custom  of 
allowing  discounts  during  the  spring 
and  summer  months.  Incidentally,  the 
wage  earner  is  compelled  to  part  with 
a  larger  percentage  of  his  wages  as 
he  obliges  the  employer  to  pay  him 
more.     Where   does  he  gain? 


The  most  wonderful  sight  ever  pre- 
sented to  Lynn  people  was  offered  on 
the  night  of  May  17,  when  at  10  p.  m., 
in  a  raging  high  tide,  the  wreck  of  the 
Lucia  S.  Porter  tossed  and  turned  in 
the  bright  moonlight.  It  was  the 
spectacle  of  a  life  time  for  this  mun- 
dane shore.

"No — 
not  so  far  as  that  it  ain't — not  if  you 
walks  fast." — London  Opinion. 
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A  good  illustration  of  locking  the 
stable  door  after  the  horse  has  been 
stolen  is  the  action  of  the  municipal 
council,  in  the  village  of  Wyoma,  where 
proper  protection  has  been  recently 
made  against  fire  by  installing  of  new 
water  mains.  Also,  the  fire  depart- 
ment electrical  service  has  probably 
been  put  in  proper  action  so  that  a 
fire  alarm  may  be  recorded.  It  is  this 
weakness  which  emphatically  calls  at- 
tention to  the  loose  conduct  of  munici- 
pal affairs.  The  government  of  a  city 
is  the  weakest  proposition  in  Ameri- 
can politics,  and  the  city  of  Lynn  with 
its  municipal  commission  is  attracting 
attention  to  itself  through  its  ineffi- 
ciency. There  never  was  a  time  when 
the  mun'f^inal  government  of  Lynn 
was  weaker  than  at  present  and  the 
tax  payer  who  does  not  see  the  need 
of  a  change  must  certainly  use  smoked 
glasses  of  a  violent  type.  No  city  is 
well  governed  that  is  not  training 
young  men  in  the  art  of  municipal 
government,  and  for  five  men  to  make 
the  appropriations  and  spend  the 
money  is  in  itself  a  sufficient  reason 
why  the  present  form  of  charter  is 
not  in  the  public  interest.  As  we  have 
said  before — Lj^nn  needs  a  new  charter. 


Why  are  theatrical  managers  and 
motion  picture  directors  permitted  to 
employ  the  American  flag,  so  dear  to 
every  true  American  heart,  for  dec- 
orating and  draping  the  participants 
in  their  productions?  It  is  indeed  de- 
plorable when  one  so  frequently  sees 
the  flag  used  even  for  the  dress  of  the 
ballet  dancer.  Motion  pictures  use  it 
for  every  phase  of  drapery  conceivable, 
to  gain  applause  for  the  stage  or 
screen  production.  Why  should  the 
flag,  a  sacred  emblem,  be  made  a  mere 
rag  and  plaything  of  the  theatre? 
Other  nations  do  not  countenance  or 
even  tolerate  such  use  and  abuse. 
Why  should  we? 

In  January,  February  and  March, 
1872,  eighty-six  thousand  lobsters 
were  taken  by  Nahant  fishermen.

The  fact  that  American  shipyards 
outstripped  British  shipyards  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1916  indicates 
pretty  clearly  the  present  position  or 
English  shipyards  and  ship  construc- 
tion. For  the  three  months  ended 
March  31  last,  American  yards 
launched  173  merchant  ships  of  94,464 
tons,  while  according  to  Lloyd's  ship- 
building returns,  British  yards 
launched  only  69  vessels  of  80,561  tons.

change  from  the  old  time  sj'stem 
was  counted  upon  to  bring  into  the 
field  of  municipal  service  a  set  of  men 
who  by  business  training  and  general 
adaptability  would  be  much  superior 
to  the  candidates  for  municipal  honors 
under  the  old  system,  says  the  Salem 
News.  The  same  idea  prevailed  in 
Salem,  prior  to  adoption  of  the  lately- 
discarded  commission  government 
principle,  and  there  was  the  same 
failure  here.  Whatever  theories  may 
be,  the  operation  of  the  commission 
principle  plainly  shows  that  when  five> 
commissioners  are  vested  with  certain 
functions,  through  the  management  of 
respective  departments,  the  tendency 
is  for  the  respective  heads  to  act  upon 
this  principle:  You  look  after  your  de- 
partment, and  I  will  take  care  of  mine. 
Result,  team  work,  so  called,  is  ren- 
dered out  of  question.  There  is  no 
cohesiveness.  When  a  system  of  gov- 
ernment degenerates  to  this  plane,  it 
is  surely  the  part  of  wisdom  for  citi- 
zens to  institute  a  change,  without 
waiting  for  scandals  and  misgovern- 
ment  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of 
facing-  squarely  about.

Only  men  of  judgment 
and  experience,  and  those  who  are 
capable  of  studying  human  nature, 
should  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
legal  affairs  of  a  corporation  like  the 
city  of  Lynn.  Cheap  advertising  hy 
public  officials  is  a  decided  detriment 
to  the  interests  of  the  city. 

Japan  apparently  thinks  the  time 
propitious  for  bringing  to  the  front  her 
complaints  against  legislation  in  Con- 
gress which  seeks  to  exclude  Orientals 
from  the  country.

But  for 
Britain's  navy  Germany  would  long  ago 
have  conquered  France,  and  had  she 
so  desired  would  have  been  in  control 
of  Boston  and  New  York  and  all  our 
seaboard  cities.  Now  Germany  in  its 
note  to  our  government  coolly  demands 
that  we  quarrel  with  our  protector, 
and  go  to  war  with  her  to  help  the 
Kaiser  out  of  the  disagreeable  hole  ho 
has  dug  for  himself.  This  is  carrying 
impudence  to  the  superlative -degree.

Manufacturers  are  one  in  declaring 
that  the  demand  for  shoes  is  unpre- 
cedented in  the  history  of  shoe  mak- 
ing in  Lynn.

You  have  to  be  on  drink  buying-, 
poker  playing  and  general  night  prowl- 
ing terms  with  the  average  hotel  clerk 
or  manager  before  you  can  get  what 
you  want  at  the  price  you  are  willing 
to  pay.

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New  England  will  have  to  plead 
guilty  to  being  a  member  of  the  in- 
temperate zone. 


If  Charles  E.  Hughes  is  elected  to 
the  presidency  in  November  he  will 
be  the  first  son  of  a  naturalized  citi- 
zen so  honored. 


One  hundred  years  ago  came  the 
"great  cold  suinmer."  There  were 
eighteen  inches  of  snow  in  certain 
sections  in  June,  ice  in  July  and  frosts 
in  August,  resulting  in  ruined  crops. 


That  was  a  pretty  hard  jolt  received 
by  presidential  candidate  Hughes  last 
month  when  Lynn  M.  Ranger  an- 
nounced that  he  had  not  as  yet  de- 
cided to  support  the  Republican  nom- 
inee. These  are  the  things  that  make 
life  unpleasant  for  high  public  officials. 


The  Lynn -Salem  limited  street  car 
line  service  via  Floating  bridge,  shows 
a  disjiosition  on  the  part  of  the  Bay 
State  Railroad  to  accommodate  its 
patrons.  The  small  patronage,  how- 
ever, would  indicate  that  the  effort  of 
the  railroad  was  not  appreciated  by 
the  public. 

Why  should  the  strap  hangers  of  the 
Bay  State  Railroad  be  called  upon  to 
pay  the  bill  for  unsuccessful  railroad- 
ing, when  non -paying  lines  were  capi- 
talized for  double  and  triple  their  real 
value,  upon  which  the  company  feels 
called  upon  to  pay  dividends?  There 
is  no  reason  in  this  sort  of  thing  and 
the  railroad,  and  not  the  strap  hang- 
ers, should  put  the  house  in  order. 


A  half  dozen  questions,  more  or  less, 
are  left  to  the  voters  to  act  upon  in 
the  fall  elections.  Practically  all  the 
problems  on  which  the  voter  decides, 
absolutely  demand  analysis  by  ex- 
perts. The  referendum,  originally 
thought  out  by  Mr.  Bryan,  is  about  as 
ridiculous  in  practical  operation  as 
ninety-nine  per  cent  of  his  theories. 


Hughes   and    Fairbanks. 

Republicans,  generally,  appear  well 
pleased  with  the  work  of  the  Repub- 
lican national  convention.  Hughes 
and  Fairbanks,  backed  by  a  united 
Republican  party,  are  likely  to  be 
elected.  Mr.  Wilson  is  a  minority 
president  by  between  one  and  two 
million  votes,  and  with  the  Republican 
party  practically  united,  it  is  fairly 
certain  to  carry  every  northern  state. 

The  Democratic  party  has  shown 
utter  inefficiency  in  conducting  the 
government.  Mexican  and  other  for- 
eign interests  have  been  sadly  attend- 
ed to,  and  economic  conditions,  out- 
side of  the  war,  never  were  worse. 
Internal  industries  in  the  United 
States,  as  affected  by  the  Democratic 
tariff,  are  in  a  serious  condition. 

Prosperity,  so-called,  has  been 
wholly  a  result  of  the  war  in  Europe. 
American  money  was  never  idle  to 
such  an  extent  as  at  pi'esent,  as  the 
result  of  the  absurd  Democratic  in- 
dustrial policy  of  attacking  business 
and  changing  the  tariff  laws. 

New  York  is  the  pivot  state  usually 
in  the  national  election.  Scarcely  a 
president  has  been  elected  without  the 
New  York  forty-five  votes  in  the  elec- 
toral college.  Mr.  Hughes,  so  ardent 
Republicans  believe,  will  carry  New 
York  by  a  great  majority,  as  evidenced 
by  the  Republicans  carrying  the  gov- 
ernorship and  legislature  in  that  state 
by  a  heavy  vote  at  the  last  election. 
Governor  Whitman  was  elected  by  a 
majority  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand.  Some  people  believe  that 
Mr.  Hughes  will  carry  New  York  by 
a  quarter  of  a  million  votes. 

With  practical  unanimity  for  Mr. 
Hughes  there  should  not  be  much 
question  regarding  the  result  at  the 
November  election.  The  writer  has 
the  satisfaction  of  having  voted  for 
Mr.  Hughes  as  a  candidate  for  presi- 
dent in  the  primaries  eight  years  ago, 
when  Mr.  Roosevelt  worked  hard  and 
successfully  for  the  nomination  of  Mr. 
Taft.  At  that  time,  had  the  latter 
gone  on  the  Supreme  bench,  as  he  de- 
sired, and  Mr.  Hughes  been  nominated 
for  president,  the  history  of  the  United 
States  would  undoubtedly  have  been 
far  more  brilliant  than  actually  re- 
sulted. 

Republicans  and  all  others  opposed 
to  Mr.  Wilson  should  forget  their  dif- 
ferences and  strongly  unite  for  Hughes 
and  Fairbanks.

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'  Tf  all  candidates  accepted  the  result 
of  a  nominating-  convention  with  the 
sAme  courtesy  and  good  humor  pos- 
sessed by  Senator  John  W.  Weeks 
political  conditions  would  be  much 
i-mproved.  In  these  days  there  is  too 
much  talk  about  individuals,  and  too 
little  thought  of  parties,  which  really 
perform  the  political  work  of  the  na- 
tion. The  Democratic  party  was 
eclipsed  by  Mr.  Cleveland  and  is  being 
obscured  by  Mr.  Wilson,  for  his  sel- 
fish interests.  Senator  Weeks  accepted 
the  result  of  the  Chicago  convention 
in  a  brief  speech  from  the  platform, 
being-  the  only  candidate  acting  in 
such  a  manner,  and  he  made  many 
friends  by  his  prompt  and  cheerful 
action.  It  does  no  good  to  rehearse 
how  badly  the  Senator  was  treated  by 
some  of  his  alleg-ed  friends.  This  is 
for  the  opposition  to  talk  about  rather 
than  Republicans,  whose  duty  is  now 
to  be  united  for  the  party.  There  are 
quite  a  few  things  about  the  Repub- 
lican party  that  might  well  be 
amended,  but  the  most  that  is  good 
for  the  country  is  embodied  in  its 
principles.  All  talk  about  individuals 
in  politics  is  really  a  blow  to  our  form 
of  g-overnment  which  rests  wholly  on 
political  bodies,  and  not  on  the  in- 
dividual. Mr.  Wilson  has  been  en- 
deavoring- to  run  the  executive,  judi- 
cial and  administrative  departments  of 
the  national  government,  which  we  be- 
lieve is  contrary  to  the  principle  of 
Democratic  government. 

It  was  admitted  by  the  Bay  State 
Railroad  expert  on  the  witness  stand 
in  the  six  cent  fare  hearing-,  that  the 
railroad  spent  fifty  thousand  dollars  in 
excess  of  the  real  need  in  construct- 
ing the  Salem-Lawrence  line  of  rail- 
road. Such  mismanagement  by  a  cor- 
poration paying  a  $30,000  annual  sal- 
ary to  its  president,  and  equally  im- 
portant salaries  to  other  officers,  rather 
indicates  that  somebody  is  being  over 
paid. 

In  Stockton,  California,  when  D.  C. 
Sommers  left  a  taxicab  at  the  South- 
ern Pacific  station  he  discovered  he 
was  minus  $1,000  in  gold.  Rushing 
back  into  the  business  di.strict  he 
found  the  di-iver  who  had  taken  him 
to  the  station.  The  two  hastened  to 
the  taxicab,  and  on  the  seat  was  a 
newspaper  package.  The  driver  was 
astonished  when  Sommer  opened  it 
and  revealed  $1,000  in  gold. 


The  Shoe   Manufacturing   Situation. 

The  shoe  situation  is  the  most  criti- 
cal in  thirty  years.  There  is  very 
little  raw  material  now  in  this  coun- 
try. Our  goods  are  made  largely  from 
imported  materials  received  from 
France  and  South  America  and  the 
stopping  of  shipments  has  been  dis- 
astrous. Prices  have  gradually  in- 
creased during  the  last  twelve  months, 
and  in  the  last  six  months,  values  for 
a  good  many  materials  have  nearly 
doubled.  Soles  for  women's  shoes, 
formerly  16  cents,  now  sell  for  29 
cents  and  calfskins  have  advanced 
fi-om  19  and  21  cents  to  28  cents  a  foot. 

The  colored  stock  is  fully  50  per 
cent  higher.  Every  little  item,  from 
laces  to  linings  and  counters,  has  ad- 
vanced a  good  deal.  The  worst  fea- 
ture is  the  growing  scarcity  of  differ- 
ent kinds  of  leather.  Many  morocco 
manufacturers  have  declined  to  take 
orders  at  all. 

Women's  boots  are  another  trouble  to 
contend  with.  Last  year  the  average 
shoe  was  from  6  to  Q\^  inches  high 
and  for  some  reason,  best  known  to 
the  women  and  style  makers,  shoes  in 
demand  now  a.i-e  from  8  to  10  inches 
high,  consuming  so  much  more  leather, 
which  adds  to  the  scarcity  of  that 
article. 

Last  year  when  leather  was  cheaper 
a  great  many  shoes  were  desired  with 
cloth  tops  and  now  all  at  once,  when 
leather  is  much  higher  in  price,  cloth 
tops,  costing  less  than  leather  makes, 
are  much  less  in  demand. 

It  seems  that  the  people  always  want 
that  which  is  hardest  to  get,  but  as 
long  as  many  women  are  ready  to  pay 
from  $5  to  $12  instead  of  from  $3  to  $5 
for  a  pair  of  shoes,  as  was  the  case 
before  the  war,  shoe  manufacturers 
naturally  have  to  bend  every  effort  to 
supply  the  demand. 
* 

The  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  undertaking  a  wise  campaign  to  re- 
lieve merchants  of  the  unjust  burden 
of  the  "returned  goods"  privilege 
which  has  been  so  unreasonably 
abused  by  women  shoppers.  Stringent 
rules  for  the  return  of  goods  have 
been  arranged  and  will  bfe  enforced 
after  the  first  of  July. 
* 

A  man  remarked  on  the  first  anni- 
versary of  his  marriage  that  he  was 
going  to  celebrate  his  golden  wedding 
because   "it  seemed    that   long." 
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"Controller  of  the  Currency  Wil- 
liams has  written  to  Chairmen  of  Con- 
gress Committees  recommending-  that 
2000  National  Banks  in  places  with  a 
population  of  less  than  3000  be  per- 
mitted to  act  as  agents  in  placing  fire 
and  life  insurance  and  real  estate  and 
farm  loans."  This  would  seem  to  be 
an  unfair  interference  by  the  govern- 
ment with  the  regularly  established 
business  of  insurance  agents,  and  the 
impracticability  of  the  idea  will  prob- 
ably be  clear  to  those  who  have  to 
enact  the  necessary  legislation.  Four 
years  more  of  John  Skelton  Williams 
will  not  be  appreciated  by  the  banking 
and  business  interests  of  this  country. 

Reader,  can  you  imagine  a  greater 
honor  coming  to  a  man,  under  the 
circumstances,  than  to  John  M.  Par- 
ker, Louisiana,  Progressive  candidate 
for  vice  president?

The  moving  picture  makers  tell  the 
authors  of  the  plays  put  on  the  films 
that  they  cannot  pay  them  big  royal- 
ties because,  as  they  say,  "The  reports 
of  our  profits  are  greatly  exaggerated." 
Yet,  on  the  other  hand,  the  film  manu- 
facturers make  no  bones  about  pro- 
claiming to  the  public  the  enormous 
salaries  being  paid  to  the  "movie"  ac- 
tors and  actresses,  some  of  whom  are 
hardly  out  of  short  skirts  and  kn^e 
breeches.  There  is  a  missed  cue  some- 
where here.  Considering  the  magni- 
tude of  the  "movie"  business,  it  must 
be  that  great  sums  of  money  are  taken 
in  yearly  and  expense  of  production 
isn't  eating  it  all  up.  The  ingenious 
writer  of  the  play  certainly  deserves 
more  consideration. 

From  present  appearances  it  would 
seem  that  Lynn  bathers  are  going  to 
be  afflicted  with  the  "sea  weed"  nuis- 
ance again,  this  year,  which  caused 
so  much  annoyance  in  1916.  The 
"dirty  water"  in  front  of  Nahant 
street,  if  it  becomes  a  regular  event, 
each  season,  will  kill  the  value  of  the 
bath  house.  There  may  be  some  rem- 
edy for  the  situation,  but  it  apparently 
is  not  clear  to  Metropolitan  officials.

With  $30,000  and  $15,000  salaries  on 
the  Bay  State  Railway  one  might  well 
expect  a  high  standard  of  manage- 
ment, but  strap  hangers  in  and  about 
Lynn  can  well  testify  to  the  contrary. 
Several  new  open  cars  were  ordered 
for  the  Lynn  and  Boston  line,  and 
when  they  arrived  could  not  be  run 
into  the  Boston  Scollay  square  sta- 
tion by  reason  of  imperfect  construc- 
tion. This  is  able  management  by 
$30,000  and  $15,000  officials,  and  is 
only  one  of  many  similar  important 
instances  of  childish  action  by  over- 
paid managers. 

The  tremendous  barren  stretches 
north  of  Lynn,  near  Essex,  Hamilton 
and  Manchester,  Mass.,  are  unknown 
to  many  people  who  think  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts  as  densely  populated. 
Some  very  excellent  roads  lead  to  hills 
and  woods  as  unpopulated  and  wild  as 
the  Ozarks  of  Oklahoma.

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In  patrolling-  Lynn  Woods  to  protecr 
fhe  Avater  supply  basins,  Harry  N. 
Williams  does  most  thoroug-h  and  at- 
tenti^"e  work  for  the  water  department. 
This  official  is  not  g-enerally  known 
to  the  public,  but  nevertheless  he  does 
inost  important  and  necessary  work 
for  the  welfare  of  the  city  in  the  en- 
deavor to  prevent  pollution  and  other 
interference  with  the  water  supply  of 
Lynn.  He  patrols  around  the  basins, 
summer  and  winter,  and  every  kind  of 
weather  finds  him  faithfully  at  work. 
He  is  not  so  much  in  the  limelight  as 
many  other  public  offlcials,  but  his 
work  is  nevertheless  most  important 
and  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the 
community.

In  these  days  of  dance  costumes  cut 
perilously  low  above  and  street  dresses 
cut  amazingly  hig-h  below,  it  appears 
that  the  courts  have  been  unable  to 
follow  as  fast  as  the  minds  of  mod- 
istes and  the  eyes  of  men.  Judge  Sil- 
bert,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  given  a 
decision  that  there  is  no  law  to  which 
a  shoe  salesman  is  amenable  to  fol- 
lowing- up — particularly  up^— his  pro- 
fession of  fitting  high  boots.  The  re- 
port that  shoes  eight  inches  high,  and 
maybe  higher,  will  continue  in  favor, 
raises  an  interesting  point  in  juris- 
prudence as  to  just  when  it  may  be 
necessary  for  legislative  bodies  to  sit 
up  and  take  notice — officially,  for  it  is 
understood  that  legislators  are  taking 
notice  now  just  as  are  ordinary  men. 
Judge  Silbert  was  called  upon  to  sit 
in  judgment  on  -this  matter  by  a 
woman,  who  alleged  that  she  went  to 
a  shoe  store  to  purchase  a  pair  of  high 
shoes,  and  that  the  clerk  in  fitting 
them  went  to  an  altitude  far  greater 
than  the  state  law  could  or  should 
permit  in  the  interest  of  public  se- 
curity. The  woman  did  not  charge 
that  the  salesrcian  proceeded  further 
than  the  laces  of  the.  high  top  sho  is 
he  fitted  her  Avith,  but  she  did 
say  she  would  not  have  dared  to  think 
the  shoes  would  go  that  high.  The 
judge  said  he  was  helpless  and  that 
as  a  mere  man  and  officer  of  the  law 
he  could  not  determine  where  shoe 
clerks  should  stop  in  lacing,  since 
fashions  in  shoes  were  climbing  higher 
and  higher  with  each  advancing  sea- 
son.    He  dismissed  the  case.

Makers  of  women's  novelty  boots  re- 
port an  increasing  call  for  tan  Russia 
calf  boots  for  fall.  In  fact,  the  tan 
boot  has  evidently  resolved  itself  into 
a  style  proposition  for  next  season.  So 
far  the  tan  calf  boot  is  seen  principally 
in  lace  boots,  cut  eight  inches  high, 
and  with  varying  patterns.  The  idea 
of  perforating  this  style  of  boot,  how- 
ever, seems  to  meet  with  universal 
favor,  and  many  manufacturers  are 
showing  it  with  a  wing  tip.  Tan  Rus- 
sia calf  combines  well  with  ivory  or 
white  kid,  also  with  calf  of  these 
shades  and  natural  buck.  Unlike  the 
tan  boots  of  former  years  the  edges 
are  close,  perforations  light  and  the 
heel   slender. 


There  is  something  about  the  "^It  is 
Said"  column  of  the  Lynn  Item  which 
might  create  a  wrong  impression  with 
the  reader,  and  react  on  the  welfare 
of  this  splendid  local  journal.

Few  improvements  in  late  years 
have  added  so  much  to  the  appearance 
of  Central  square  as  the  work  on  the 
front  of  the  Burdett  College  building. 
The  window  flower  boxes  and  the 
clock  at  the  top  of  the  building  are  a 
splendid  ornament  to  the  central  part 
of  the  city,  and  create  an  excellent 
impression  on  people  who  pass 
through  this  city  in  the  train.  The 
college  is  to  be  sincerely  congratulated 
on  its  enterprise  and  practical  civic 
pride,  so  well  expressed  by  these  im- 
provements on  the  building.

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It  takes  a  series  of  years  to  have  it 
placed  before  voters  in  the  most  em- 
phatic and  satisfactory  way  how- 
blunders  are  committed  at  city  hall. 
We  have  referred  to  the  votes  of  city 
officials  for  a  three  hundred  thousand 
dollar  water  filtration  plant,  now  not 
heard  of  or  discussed,  as  it  is  not  con- 
sidered necessary,  yet  in  spite  of  this 
fact,  several  municipal  commissioners 
at  one  time  voted  for  this  expensive 
scheme.  No  doubt  they  thought  they 
were  right,  but  they  did  not  have  the 
ability  to  comprehend  and  would  have 
committed  the  city  of  Lynn  to  this 
enormous  addition  to  the  municipal 
debt.  Another  action,  small  in  com- 
parison, is  the  location  of  the 
Brickett  School  on  Lewis  street,  where 
the  lives  of  scores  of  children  are  daily 
put  in  jeopardy.  Services  of  a  police 
officer  are  required  a  large  portion  of 
the  day  to  protect  the  children,  and 
when  the  writer  recently  noticed 
scores  of  little  tots  playing  in  the 
street,  crowded  with  traflic,  we  won- 
dered if  the  parents  of  children  at- 
tending the  Brickett  School  were  not 
in  the  habit  of  offering  up  a  daily 
prayer  for  the  safety  of  their  chil- 
dren. Why  municipal  commissioners 
located  a  school  of  this  character  on 
a  busy,  crowded  thoroughfare,  when 
more  desirable  sites  were  available,  is 
hard  to  comprehend.  It  really  does 
seem,  at  times,  as  if  all  reason  had 
fled  when  important  questions  are 
being  disposed  of  by  the  municipal 
commissioners.  Greater  wisdom  might 
be  possible  from  a  municipal  govern- 
ing body  representing  all  of  the  wards 
and  localities  in  Lynn. 

To  the  Allies  this  war  is  a  battle 
between  the  principles  of  Christianity 
and  civilization  and  the  gospel  of  the 
Hun  brute  force  backed  up  by  science. 
We  believe  that  we  are  fighting  not 
only  for  ourselves  but  also  for  the 
rest  of  the  civilized  world.

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The  ninetieth  birthday  of  the  Lynn 
Institution  for  Savings,  which  fell  on 
the  20th  of  June,  really  deserved  more 
than  passing-  mention.  The  record  of 
this  bank  establishes  its  position 
among  the  best  in  the  state  and  its 
prudent  and  efficient  management,  for 
close  on  to  a  century,  has  been  of 
marked  benefit  to  thousands  of  Lynn 
people.  In  December  of  this  year 
comes  the  100th  anniversary  of  the 
bounding  of  the  first  savings  bank  in 
Massachusetts.

But 
neither  squander  your  time,  nor  use  it 
too  strenuously. 

And  when  you  get  away,  use  your 
head,  enjoy  your  weeks  of  recreation 
to  the  full,  banishing  from  your  mind 
the  affairs  of  the  rest  of  the  year. 

In  the  unexpected  death  of  Earl 
Kitchener,  the  British  Minister  of 
War,  England  has  lost  her  grea*test 
organizer  of  armies  and  a  man  she 
could  ill  afford  to  lose  at  this  time. 
Thus  far  in  the  great  war,  England 
has  apparently  failed  to  develop  a 
leader  in  her  army  of  any  marked 
al>ility.  The  nearest  approach  to  real 
military  brains  was  Earl  Kitchener, 
and  his  abilities  were  more  in  the  line 
of  organization  work  rather  than  tac- 
tics and  strategy.  Perhaps  Kitchener 
was  about  to  lay  definite  plans  with 
the  Russians  for  that  long  deferred 
Allied  offensive.  At  any  rate,  England 
has  lost  the  only  military  leader  of 
prominence  she  possessed,  and  it  now 
remains  to  be  seen  how  his  death  will 
affect  future  actions  of  the  British 
army. 

The  Equitable  Co-operative  system 
of  home  building  should  have  a  strong 
appeal  to  the  many  newly  married 
people  Avho  are  now  busily  engaged  in 
planning  future  homes.  By  the  Equit- 
able method  a  regular  amount  is  paid 
each  month  which  eventually  clears 
up  all  interest  requirements  and  the 
principal  sum,  as  well.  Home  builders 
should  talk  over  their  plans  with  the 
Equitable  Co-operative  Bank. 


One  of  the  easiest  roads  to  failure 
is  the  habit  we  sometimes  form  of 
undervaluing  ourselves.  Self-deprecia- 
tion is  as  unwise  in  its  way  as  self- 
adulation,  yet  the  fact  remains  un- 
questioned that  much  of  our  non- 
success  is  attributable  to  a  lack  of 
confidence  in  our  powers  of  accom- 
plishment which  necessitates,  of 
course,  a  waste  of  opportunity. 
One  who  feels  no  confidence  in  him- 
self is  almost  morally  certain  to  pass 
by  chances  which,  if  seized  and  im- 
proved, might  have  changed  life  for 
him  very  materially.  Instead  of  be- 
coming discouraged  by  our  lack  of 
achievement  it  would  be  better  if  we 
were  to  feel  ashamed  of  the  little  or 
nothing  we  have  done  so  far  and,  re- 
solving upon  a  change  in  our  manner 
of  living,  show  that  we  are  of  some 
use  to  the  community  in  -v^^hich  we 
live  as  well  as  to  ourselves.  No  one 
cares  to  be  a  drag  upon  anyone  else, 
much  less  upon  his  place  of  residence, 
yet  unless  we  are  willing  and  able  to 
do  our  part,  if  only  in  a  small  way, 
for  the  general  welfare  we  must  not 
expect  to  benefit  personally.  Small 
factors  make  up  the  great  whole,  and 
while  many  of  us  sometimes  think 
that  we  are  of  no  consequence  in  the 
upbuilding  of  our  community  life,  the 
fact  remains  that  if  each  one  of  the 
many  small  factors  in  that  life  were 
removed,  there  would  be  no  life  at  all. 
* 

To  say  that  "President  Wilson  has 
kept  us  out  of  war"  is  a  huge  joke. 
The  main  reasons  why  we  have  not 
been  involved  in  the  war  are  because 
we  did  not  have  manhood  enough  to 
take  a  stand  against  the  dreadful  in- 
vasion of  Belgium,  and  the  fact  that 
substantially  all  of  the  German  sub- 
marines have  been  destroyed.  Had  the 
German  undersea  ships  continued  their 
warfare,  we  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  forced  into  the  conflict  to  save 
our  face,  on  account  of  the  death  of 
so  many  Americans.  England,  not 
President  Wilson,  has  kept  America 
out  of  the  war. 

Governor  McCall's  reappointment  of 
Stephen  O'Meara  as  police  commis- 
sioner of  Boston  was  an  expected  ac- 
tion and  a  tribute  to  a  painstaking, 
intelligent  and  efficient  official.

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The  Leather  Shortage. 
During-  the  first  year  of  the  war  the 
exports  of  leather  and  shoes  increased 
about    $100,000,000.      Closely    following 
this     foreign     demand     there     came     a 
wide-spread  boom   in   the   shoe   indus- 
try.    It   is   not   possible   for   anyone  to 
g-ive    statistics    showing    the    domestic 
sale    and    consumption    of    shoes,    but 
we  do  know  that  from  50  per  cent  be- 
low  normal   the    shoe   factory   produc- 
tion bounded  to  fully  10  per  cent  above 
normal,   or  110   per  cent  as  against   50 
per  cent.     Shoes  are  one  of  the  great 
staples.     They  are  worn  by  every  in- 
habitant     of    the      country    from      the 
cradle  to  the  grave.     There  is  a  pro- 
noimced   shortage   of   leather   as   com- 
pared  with   conditions   existing   before 
the  war.     The  true  gauge  of  the  situa- 
tion    is    the    price.       Sole    and     upper 
leather  are  selling  at  the  highest  rates 
ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  trade, 
says  the    Shoe   and   Leather   Reporter. 
Leather   as   a   munition   of  war.     It  is 
vised  for  harness,  straps,  bridles,  belts 
and      many   purposes    other   than      for 
.shoes.      In    war    more    leather    is    de- 
stroyed  than,  is   worn    out.      The    con- 
flict now  raging  is  more  destructive  of 
leather  than  any  previous  event  in  the 
history    of    the    world.      Strange    as    it 
may      appear    to    persons      unfamiliar 
with    the   economics  of  leather  it   is   a 
fact    that    no    more    leather    is    being- 
made  in  the  world  because  of  the  ab- 
normal    consumption.       The     quantity 
of    leather,    or    of    hides    and    skins    of 
which  to  make  leather,  is  fixed  by  con- 
ditions     over   which    the   tanner     and 
shoe    manufacturer    have    no    control. 
The  production   of  leather  in  the  war 
zone    has   been    greatly    curtailed,    but 
the  raw  material  which  under  ordinary 
circumstances   would   have   gone   from 
South    America    to    Europe    has    been 
diverted  to  our  ports.     The  supply   of 
leather  is  arbitrarily  fixed  by  the  num- 
ber  of   hides   and    skins   available   for 
tanning.     This   supply   is  rather   more 
than  less  because  of  the  war.     In  the 
United  States  we  are  so  fortunate  as 
to  be  receiving  more  than  our  normal 
share.      The    economic    effect    of    the 
war  is  to  force  the  United  States  into 
a  larger   participation   in   the   tanning 
and  shoe  manufacturing  of  the  world. 
In  Great  Britain   and  continental  Eu- 
rope  leather   prices   are   fixed   by   law. 
In  the  United  States  all  price  records 
have  been  broken.

Senator    Lodge. 


At  the  age  of  ten.  Prince  William, 
the  Ivaiser's  grandson,  is  a  lieutenant 
in  the  German  army.

Evidence  is  accumulating  each  day 
that  Lynn  needs  a  representative  mu- 
nicipal government.  The  commission 
has  got  to  go.  Politics  and  politics  is 
about  all  there  is  at  city  hall. 


W^hy  leave  the  entrance  to  Silsbee 
street  from  Broad  in  such  a  condition 
as  to  be  a  positive  menace?  Why 
allow  wagons  or  automobiles  to  stand 
at  this  most  dangerous  corner?  Whore 
or  why  are  our  so-called  traffic  regu- 
lations? _ 

Automobile  "time  payments"  con- 
tinue to  be  strongly  advertised.  The 
motor  mad  ten-dollar-a-week  fanatic 
is  being  snared  by  silver  tongued, 
sugar  coated  counsel  featuring  "low- 
upkeep  cost,"  "light  i-unning  expense," 
etcetera.  Automobiles  bought  on 
"time  payments"  is  double  financial 
suicide — the  last  plunge  into  the  river 
of  debt.  ^ 

Whenever  the  local  police  figure  up 
a  new  frill  or  fad  for  diverting  and 
systematizing  traffic,  the  result  is 
laughaV>le.  Witness  the  direction  posts, 
absurdly  placed,  that  littered  Broad 
street,  last  month.  A  particularly  silly 
post  opposite  the  Revere  Beach  depot 
makes  a  safe  corner  doubly  danger- 
ous. These  traffic  posts  must  have 
been  located  by  an  officer  who  never 
rode  in  an  automobile. 


The  writer  was  fully  as  much  pleased, 
this  year,  to  sign  the  nomination  papers 
of  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  for  Senator 
from  Massachusetts,  as  he  was  to 
serve  in  the  first  convention,  around 
1880,  which  nominated  Mr.  Lodge  for 
his  first  elective  office  as  a  member  of 
the   Massachusetts   legislature. 

Henry  Cabot  Lodge  is  of  the  old 
school  of  statesmen.  The  mould  which 
cast  such  public  officials  has  been  lost 
and  it  seems  to  be  an  acknowledged 
fact  that  we  do  not  have  the  calibre 
of  men  in  the  Senate  and  House  that 
was  so  characteristic  some  years  ago. 
However,  it  is  a  tendency  with  men. 
as  they  grow  older,  to  believe  that 
men  in  public  place  show  a  marked 
incapacity  in  comparison  with  the  old 
days: 

Business  and  other  interests,  have 
led  many  men  from  politics,  and  this, 
no  doubt,  largely  accounts  for  the  gen- 
eral inferiority  of  those  aspiring  to 
public   place. 

Men  of  all  parties,  in  Massachusetts, 
would  consider  it  an  honor  and  pleas- 
ure to  vote  for  Henry  Cabot  Lodge. 
This  is  the  first  election  of  a  United 
States  Senator  by  the  people  of  this 
state,  and  they  should  show  respect 
and  esteem  for  Mr.  Lodge's  ability  by 
giving  him  a  rousing  vote  at  next  au- 
tumn's   election. 

Many  authorities  are  of  the  opinion 
that  he  is  the  ablest  man  today,  in 
most  directions,  in  the  L^nited  States 
Senate.  Not  to  re-elect  him  would  be 
a  blow  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
country  which  he  has  held  to  be  above 
those   of  a   political   party. 

Although  a  strong  partisan  and  firm 
believer  in  the  policies  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  he  has  never  allowed  his 
political  feelings  to  interfere  with  the 
interests  of  the  Linited  States  when 
important  questions  were  under  con- 
sideration. 

In  other  words,  he  is  a  true  patriot, 
and  by  reason  of  that  fact,  and  his 
signal  ability  to  fulfill  the  duties  of 
Senator,  he  should  bo  voted  for  re- 
gardless of  politics  at  the  November 
election.  His  sound  judgment,  and 
great  knowledge  bearing  on  interna- 
tional affairs,  were  never  more  needed 
at  Washington  than  they  will  be  dur- 
ing the  next  few  years. 

It  would  seem  to  be  easier  to  recon- 
struct Munroe  street  than  to  add  new 
sewers.

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The  enactment  of  the  new  income 
tax  law  in  Massachusetts  was  likely, 
it  was  thought  by  many,  to  have  a 
tendency  to  lower  the  price  of  tax- 
exempt  securities,  especially  municipal 
bonds.  This  has  so  far  not  proved 
to  be  the  case.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
proposed  increase  of  the  Federal  in- 
come tax  and  the  possibility  of  a  fu- 
ture increase  of  the  Massachu.setts  tax 
on  intangibles,  has  served  to  make  the 
market  for  the  tax-exempt  securities 
exceedingly  steady,  with  a  probability 
of  its  remaining  so.

If  it  be  said  that  we  should  build  to 
meet  the  future  needs  of  growing 
communities,  the  porcine  roll  demol- 
ishes that  argument  with  the  notation 
of  three  ventures  in  the  State  of  Wy- 
oming, whose  representatives  have  de- 
manded post  office  buildings  at  a  cost 
of  $75,000  apiece  for  Green  River,  with 
a  population  of  1313  in  1910  as  against 
1723  in  1890;  for  Newcastle,  whose 
population  is  now  rated  at  975  as 
against  1715  in  1890;  and  for  Sun- 
dance, a  Imetropolis  which  in  1890 
boasted  a  glorious  aggregation  of  515 
happy  humans,  but  reduced  by  the 
census  of  1910   to  281! 


The  recent  howl  by  the  fanatical 
element  among  the  Progressives  at 
the  union  with  the  Republican  party 
would  be  more  impressive  if  the 
county,  of  New  York  had  not  cast  less 
than  8000  votes  for  the  Progressive 
ticket  in  1914  as  compared  with  about 
100,000  in  1912.

allied  trades  of  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Bump  has  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  that  portion  of  the  Massachusetts 
community  which  he  is  presumed  to 
represent  upon  the  Board^  and  Gov- 
ernor McCall  is  entitled  to  high  praise 
for  resisting  appeals  made  to  him  to 
make  a  change  in  the  organization  of 
this  important  state  board.  By  his 
action  he  rendered  a  distinct  favor  to 
the  shoe  and  leather  trade  of  Massa- 
chusetts, both  emploves  and  employers. 

If  additional  evidence  were  needed  of 
:Mr.  Wilson's  utter  lack  of  capacity  for 
the  leadership  of  a  nation  during  a 
world  crisis  it  is  to  be  found  in  his 
record  of  unprepardeness  for  the  iden- 
tical eventualities  his  weakness  has 
invited.  In  this  respect,  his  inaction 
has  been  so  flagrant  as  to  arouse  the 
country  over  a  failure_^  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  which  would  assume  the 
proportions  of  a  gigantic  national 
scandal  if  hostilities  should  begin  and 
the  lives  of  those  whom  we  love 
should  be  sacrificed — as  assuredly  they 
will  be  sacrificed — to  the  omission  of 
obvious  military  precautions  which 
long  ago  should  have  been  taken.

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The  ill-advised  speculation  in  motor 
stocks  came  to  an  abrupt  halt  and  so 
did  the  proposed  merger  of  the  auto- 
mobile companies.  It  would  seem  to 
appear  that  the  New  York  banks  failed 
to  see  any  justification  for  the  con- 
solidation of  the  motor  concerns,  head- 
ed by  the  Willys-Overland,  Hudson, 
.etc.,  and  refused  to  finance  the  deal. 
Merging  of  motor  interests  had  gone 
far  enough  in  their  wise  opinion,  and 
this  is  considered  a  poor  time  to  start 
anything  of  that  nature.  Such  infla- 
tion is  dangerous  and  in  this  latest 
proposal  to  merge  the  motor  companies 
too  much  water  seemed  to  be  in  sight. 
Many  automobile  stocks  are  compara- 
ble with  some  "movie"  shares  which 
were  so  popular  with  speculators  aboui 
eight  months  ago.  These  came  to 
their  expected  end,  the  boom  in  them 
virtually  collapsing.  Some  of  the  mov- 
ing picture  companies  are  reported  as 
hard  pressed  for  capital  and  dealers 
in  "movie"  securities  say  they  are  suf- 
fering from  over-production  and  fancy 
salaries  to  the  so-called  stars.  Ridic- 
ulously high  salaries  are  due  largely 
to  the  sharp  competition  among  the 
"movie"  companies,  and  of  course  some 
of  the  companies  themselves  are  not 
shov/ing  up  well  for  their  stockholders

If  anybody  ought  to  know  why  the 
mobilization  of  the  militia  was  such  a 
muddle  it  is  Major-General  Leonard 
Wood.  He  lays  the  blame  upon  the 
"system"  and  not  upon  any  individual. 
Says  the  General:  "In  the  first  place, 
the  militia  is  not  permitted  by  law  to 
keep  ammunition,  and  canteens  are 
lacking  whenever  the  militia  is  to 
mobilize.  This  is  far  different  from 
the  regular  army  system  and  also 
from  the  reserve  system  of  European 
nations."  And  he  further  said:  "The 
militia  is  up  against  a  much  harder 
proposition  than  the  regular  army,  in 
that  it  is  not  supplied,  and  owing  to 
the  present  system  supply  bases  are 
few  and  far  between."  Which,  of 
course,  brings  the  matter  back  upon 
the  shoulders  of  a  Congress  which  will 
not  listen  to  experienced  army  officers 
and  undertakes  to  show  that  a  civilian 
legislative  body  knows  more  about  the 
military  pi-ofession  than  those  who 
make  a  life  work  of  it. 

It  seems  natural  for  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  to  evade  paying  for 
anything.  Therefore,  the  attitude  of 
the  corporation  in  objecting  to  its 
share  of  Boston  street  paving,  be- 
tween the  tracks,  is  not  in  the  least 
surprising.

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The  unpreparedness  of  the  militia 
which  was  hurriedly  ordered  to  the 
Mexican  border,  is  a  sad  reflection 
upon  a  government  which  has  antici- 
pated trouble  with  Mexico  for  over 
four  years.  Troops  are  unable  to  leave 
when  ordered  to  because  they  lack 
various  kinds  of  equipment,  such  as 
horses,  mules  and  uniforms.  One  regi- 
ment in  New  York  state  has  a  machine 
gun  company,  but,  it  is  said,  no  ma- 
chine guns,  and  the  militia  of  Massa- 
chusetts was  delayed  for  hours  in  get- 
ting away  because  it  was  apparently 
short  in  horses  and  other  equipment. 
What  is  worse,  many  officers  and  men 
are  going  to  the  border  with  insufficient 
training  and  some  not  even  in  physi- 
cal condition  to  stand  the  rigorous  du- 
ties and  the  scorching  climate  of  the 
border  and  Mexico.  The  mobilization 
will  prove  a  great  lesson  and  the  glar- 
ing defects  exhibited  throughout  the 
country  will  awaken  our  people  as 
nothing  else  could,  excepting  invasion 
by  some  great  nation.  This  is  not  a 
reflection  on  the  splendid  spirit  of  the 
militiamen  themselves.  Theirs  is  not 
the  fault.  It  lies  rather  in  the  short- 
sightedness of  Congress  and  perhaps 
in  a  considerable  degree,  in  the  evident 
policy  of  the  administration  to  either 
ignore  or  gloss  over  the  real  serious- 
ness of  the  whole  Mexican  situation 
until   it  reached  the  acute  stage. 

About  three  years  ago  the  city  re- 
graded  Laighton  street,  between 
Franklin  and  Washington  streets.  At 
the  same  time,  a  large  portion  of  the 
sidewalk  was  torn  up  and  never  has 
been  replaced  or  repaired.  On  a  street 
where  every  abuttor  takes  pride  in  the 
care  of  his  estate,  this  is  viewed  as 
unreasonable  and  unnecessary  inac- 
tion, to  put  it  mildly,  by  the  city. 

For  the  first  time  since  1S87,  a 
period  of  twenty-nine  years,  a  well 
known  Lynn  citizen,  who  for  the  larg- 
er portion  of  that  time  has  been  em- 
ployed in  the  central  portion  of  the 
city,  paid  his  first  visit  to  Nahant,  last 
month.  This  man  has  taken  one  day 
off  in  twelve  months  as  a  "vacation" 
for  ten  or  fifteen  years  past.  With 
him  duty  is  the  chief  pleasure  in  life.

When  we  read  "The  Lightning  Con- 
ductor" we  thought  the  tourist  in- 
formation was  very  important  and  en- 
tertaining. If  it  was  not  more  cor- 
rect than  the  same  sort  of  information 
in  the  Williamsons'  latest  book,  "The 
Lightning  Conductor  Discovers  Amer- 
ica," we  think  many  people  have  been 
buying  much  absurd  information,  in 
the  past.  In  their  latest  book,  the  Wil- 
liamsons speak  about  crossing  the 
Merrimac  river  on  the  way  from 
Swampscott  to  Marblehead.  They  also 
go  from  Salem  to  Beverly  by  way  of 
Magnolia,  something  of  a  feat.  As 
one  Boston  critic  remarks:  "It  raises 
a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
have  enjoyed  the  travel  parts  of  the 
Williamsons'  book  about  lands  that 
the   readers  have  never  seen." 

In  order  to  placate  the  tempei-ance 
vote,  the  municipal  commissioners 
wasted  much  time  and  ecort  in  trying 
to  evade  the  state  law  which  is  man- 
datory, calling  upon  no-license  cities 
to  grant  permits  to  one  or  more  ex- 
pressmen to  deliver  liquor  In  said 
cities.  Some  of  the  commissioners 
talked  about  the  constitutionality  of 
the  law,  as  if  that  had  any  bearing 
upon  the  question.  Mr.  Cornet 
showed  more  "sand"  than  any  of  the 
commissioners  in  dealing  with  the 
question,  the  political  side  of  which 
could  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  the 
larger  number  of  members  of  the 
municipal  council.  The  law  is  man- 
datory in  this  direction,  and  in  con- 
sidering an  expressman's  license  for 
the  delivery  of  liquor  into  I^ynn,  there 
was  no  occasion  for  stump  speeches 
and  small  talk.

A  gold  medal  was  awarded  last 
month,  to  the  Hudson  and  Manhattan 
Railroad  Company,  better  known  as 
Hudson  Tubes.  The  record  of  this 
company  is  truly  remarkable.  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1916,  was  its  eighth  anni- 
versary, during  which  period  it  had 
carried  approximately  400,000,000  pas- 
sengers without  a  single  fatality  at- 
tributalile   to   train   operation. 
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It  seems  to  the  average  reader  of 
the  daily  papers  that  Hadley  B.  Dodge 
covered  the  situation  at  City  Hall 
fairly  conclusively  in  his  comments 
anent  the  recent  flood.  Mr.  Dodge 
said,  in  part:  "The  members  of  the 
Municipal  Council  deserve  the  deepest 
condemnation  of  every  person  on  this 
street,  and  the  public  as  a  whole  for 
the  mess  they  have  made  of  this  flood 
situation  down  here.  Talk  about  your 
old  form  of  government!  You  could 
see  one  of  the  members  once  in  a 
while  then,  but  you  cannot  now.  Not 
one  of  them  has  spoken  to  nae  about 
this.  It  is  a  disgrace.  Floods  have, 
closed  me  up  six  times  in  five  years. 
I  lost  $500  on  Monday,  and  was  forced 
to  close  my  business  until  late  in  the 
evening.  We  pay  our  money  as  well 
as  any  other  merchant,  and  what  do 
we  get  out  of  it.  We  get  a  lot  of  cheap 
talk,  some  elaborate  plans,  a  quantity 
of  first  class  politics  and  a  lot  of  hot 
air  from  five  of  the  cleverest  African 
dodgers  that  ever  were  elected  to  pub- 
lic office.  We  are  sore  and  we  are  go- 
ing to  tell  them  all  about  it."  All  of 
which  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
commission  government  is  not  gen- 
erally considered  a   complete   success. 

We  read  in  a  local  paper  that  Alley 
■  street  is  to  be  smooth  paved.  That 
thoroughfare  may  need  it,  but  there 
are  scores  of  streets  over  which  there 
is  much  more  passing  that  imperative- 
ly call  for  attention.  The  process  of 
reasoning  at  city  hall,  regarding  street 
improvements,  seems  queer.  Many 
ward  three  and  other  suburban  streets 
are  smooth  paved,  and  centrally  lo- 
cated thoroughfares  are  wholly  ne- 
glected. Look  at  Oxford  street,  be- 
tween Willow  and  Buffum  street,  and 
scores  of  other  places.  Silsbee  street 
is  wretched  in  large  part,  where  there 
is  fifty  times  more  passing  than  on  the 
paved  streets  in  the  outskirts  of  Lynn. 
No  decent  way  is  yet  provided  to  come 
across  Lynn  in  a  motor  car,  from 
Broad  street,  save  by  the  many  times 
overcrowded  Central  Square  route. 
Street  improvements  seem  to  be  de- 
cided upon  by  favor  rather  than  by 
worth. 

The  dollar  graduation  dress-  has  re- 
ceived less  notice  during  the  present 
season  than  ever  before  since  its  in- 
,  troduction.  It  has  become  too  much 
the  accepted  thing  to  be  regarded 
longer  as  a  novelty.

Worthy  of  note,  at  all  seasons  of  the

It  is  the  opinion  of  not 
a  few  tax  payers  that  a  more  repre- 
sentative government  at  city  hall 
would  be  less  autocratic  and  more 
attentive  to  the  needs  and  desires  of 
th§  public.  There  never  was  such 
autocracy  in  municipal  government  as 
since  the  commission  idea  came  into 
vogue. 


What  the  Doctor  Said. 

A  doctor  in  New  York  state  made  a 
neat  rejoinder  to  the  appeal  of  a  west- 
ern mail-order  house  which  sought  to 
get  his  trade.  The  letter  of  the  mail- 
order people  was  well  written,  and  full 
of  persuasion.  It  closed  with  the 
words:  "If  there  is  any  reason  why 
you  do  not  buy  from  us,  please  give 
your  reasons  in  the  enclosed  stamped 
envelope  and  we  will  strive  to  remove 
the  cause." 

The  doctor  polished  his  glasses  and 
wrote  as  follows: 

"Your  letter  of  recent  date  asking 
why  I  had  not  traded  with  you  for  a 
long  time  received,  and  you  ask  me  to 
tell  you  frankly  why.  I  will  give  you 
a   few  reasons: 

"First — I  am  in  business  in  this  com- 
munity, with  its  varied  industries,  for 
my  support.  I  cannot  ask  the  mei-- 
chants  of  this  town  for  their  support, 
if  I  do  not  give  them  mine. 

"Second — In  looking  over  my  books 
I  fail  to  find  the  names  of  any  mem- 
bers of  your  company,  which  reminds 
me  that  none  of  your  ofHcials  have 
ever  given  me  a  penny's  patronage. 
Why  is  this?  Am  I  too  far  away  or 
have  none  of  you  needed  a  physician, 
or  are  they  afraid  of  the  mail-order 
plan  when  it  comes  to  the  practice  of 
medicine?  I  can  certainly  give  as 
good  satisfaction  as  your  house  can, 
and  will  appreciate  a  call  Jrom  any 
member  of  your  company  when  in  need 
of  medical  services. 

"Third — In  looking  over  the  sub- 
scription lists  for  improving  our  pub- 
lic streets  and  public  highways,  I 
have  failed  to  find  the  names  of  any 
meml^ers  of  your  company  down  for  a 
penny  to  assist  in  the  work.  Also  I 
have  failed  to  find  your  names  on  kny 
of  the  charity  lists*,  where  help  has 
been  rendered'  to  the  poor.  In  fact, 
in  all  the  movements  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  conditions,  where  our 
community  has  needed  the  united  ef- 
forts of  her  public-spirited  citizens,  I 
have  failed  to  find  your  names  among 
the  lists  of  our  contributing  mer- 
chants. Your  names  are  not  in  the 
city  tax  books,  nor  do  I  find  where 
you  have  paid  a  city  license  to  do  a 
mercantile  business  in  competition 
with    our   home    merchants." 

Is  there  not  much  in  the  above 
which  materially  helps  the  "Trade  in 
Lynn"  argument? 
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If  the  advent  of  the  submarine 
freighter  menaces  sea  power,  England 
none  the  less  has  its  consolation.  No 
country  is  more  vulnerable  except  for 
its  control  of  the  sea  routes,  but  a 
fleet  of  submarine  cargo-carriers 
would  go  far  to  remove  the  menace  of 
starvation  in  case  of  a  catastrophe  to 
the  fleet.  As  ferries  with  a  short 
haul  from  the  continent,  they  could 
transport  vastly  more  than  across  the 
ocean,  both  because  more  trips  could 
);)e  made  and  because  less  space  would 
be  needed  for  fuel,  says  the  Springfield 
Republican.  On  the  whole,  England 
may  gain  quite  as  m.uch  as  Germany 
in  the  long  run,  and  the  Deutschland's 
notable  exploit  seems  to  be  received 
by  the  British  with  considerable  calm. 
For  one  thing,  it  has  never  been  hoped 
to  make  the  blockade  air-tight,  nor 
has  the  literal  starving  out  of  Ger- 
many, upon  which  so  much  rhetoric 
has  been  expended,  been  seriously  con- 
templated in  England  or  feared  by 
Germans  of  intelligence.  What  the 
British  g-overnment  has  hoped  to  do 
by  sea  power,  has  been  to  cripple  Ger- 
many to  a  considerable  extent  in  the 
conduct  of  the  war,  and  they  look 
upon  submarine  exploits  as  analogous 
to  the  brilliant  work  of  their  own 
blockade  runners,  which  alleviated  the 
blockade  of  the  confederacy,  during 
the  civil  war,  but  did  not  break  it. 

The  southerly  sidewalk  on  Nahant 
street,  between  Sagamore  street  and 
the  boulevard,  is  in  a  most  undesir- 
able condition.  When  one  considers 
the  number  of  people  who  use  this 
walk,  it  would  seem  as  if  the  commis- 
sion government  might  well  place  it  in 
proper  condition.  Many  of  the  side- 
walks in  the  suburbs  are  laid  with 
granolithic,  while  those  in  the  center 
of  the  city,  traversed  a  hundred  times 
more  than  in  the  suburbs,  are  left 
in  a  demoralized   condition. 


The  indifference  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  the  conditions  on  Mimroe 
street,  last  month,  fairly  well  sums  up 
"municipal  co-operation"  as  we  have 
come  to  understand  it,  in  Lynn.  The 
action  or  rather  lack  of  action  on  the 
part  of  the  department  was  in  line 
with  twenty  years  indifference  at  City 
Hall. 

Lynn  is  getting  about  all  it  deserves 
of  government  by  commission. 


Style  Hints  from   Paris 

The  fashion  correspondent  in  Paris, 
France,  of  Women's  Wear,  New  York, 
cables  that  paper  that  thei-e  is  a  no- 
ticeable tendency  among  the  creators 
of  Vv'omen's  dresses  and  gowns  to 
make  the  skirts  a  little  longer.  This 
tendency  is  also  noted  in  the  importa- 
tions of  fall  styles  of  dresses  and 
gowns  which  garment  fnanufacturers 
in  New  York  are  making  for  the 
American  trade,  next  fall. 

The  New  York  importing  houses  be- 
lieve that  skirts  will  be  an  inch  or  two 
longer  than  the  styles  which  now  pre- 
vail. Whether  the  Paris  designers 
have  made  their  new  models  longer 
than  the  styles  now  on  view  in  New 
York,  is  not  known  for  certain. 

The  same  correspon-^'^nt  reports  that 
it  is  an  accepted  fact  that  satin  is 
coming  back  and  that  velvet  will  be 
one  of  the  most  popular  fabrics  for  fall 
and  winter.  The  shoe  trade  are  inter- 
ested in  these  two  statements,  for  if 
any  great  vogue  should  develop  for 
these  two  materials,  its  influence  may 
be  reflected  in  the  use  of  satin  and 
velvet  for  boots,  and  perhaps  an  in- 
creased demand  for  slippers  made  of 
these  fabrics. 

A  few  years  ago,  there  was  quite  a 
run  on  satin  and  velvet  footwear,  but 
its  vogue  was  short-lived  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  was  found  that  satin  boots 
were  easily  ruined  by  the  fabric 
cracking  or  breaking  across  the  vamp. 
Velvet  has  been  "in"  and  "out"  dur- 
ing recent  seasons.  Last  fall  there 
were  some  signs  that  velvets  might 
have  a  big  run,  but  the  large  demand 
did  not  materialize,  as  its  promoters 
expected. 

For  a  Boston  paper  to  play  up  Ad- 
jutant General  Cole  with  a  two  col- 
umn illustrated  article,  starring  the 
fact  that  he  was  without  sleep  for  a 
couple  of  days  and  fed  himself  on 
crackers  and  coffee,  was  rather  "small 
potatoes"  when  it  is  considered  what 
military  men  are  expected  to  go 
through  in  emergencies.  Writing  up 
the  story,  in  this  direction,  might  have 
pleased  the  editor  and  the  vanity  of 
the  adjutant  general,  but  it  is  not 
considered  of  great  importance  for  an 
officer  to  go  without  his  sleep  for  a 
couple    of    days.  Such    emergencies 

very  often  occur  among  private  •in- 
dividuals, but  they  are  not  played  up 
in  the  papers  to  the  extent  of  a  num- 
ber of  columns. 
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In  most  quarters  of  the  United 
States  the  idea  of  a  tariff  commission 
is  received  with  applause.  But  much 
of  this  enthusiasm  is  based  upon  a 
mistaken  idea,  though  one  that  circu- 
lates with  great  gusto.  The  people 
really  believe  that  by  the  creation  of 
a  commission  they  will  be  eliminating 
politics  from  the  tariff.  There  is  no 
better  slogan  than  "Take  the  tariff 
out  of  politics."  When  people  are 
taken  out  of  politics,  when  oxygen  is 
taken  out  of  the  air,  when  several 
novelties  of  that  kind  occur,  there 
will  be  an  absolute  divorce  of  politics 
and  tariff,  and  not  before.  It  cannot 
happen  before  that  time,  for  the  tariff 
is  the  great  economic  question  of  the 
nation,  and  being  such,  is  something 
for  the  country  itself  to  decide.  What 
kind  of  a  tariff  is  to  be  made  is  settled 
at  the  polls,  and  will  be  until  the  end 
of  the  present  chapter.

Ex-President  Taft  made  a  plea  for 
the  support  of  his  preparedness  ideas 
saying  that  the  first  effort  in  inter- 
national disputes  should  be  arbitra- 
tion.

Force,  Mr.  Taft 
said,  should  be  the  combined  power, 
both  military  and  civil,  of  the  nations 
forming  the  international  court  di- 
rected against  the  "hotheaded"  nation 
that  threatens  to  disrupt  the  peace  of 
the  world.

Unless  you  are  tired  of  life,  learn  to 
control  your  temper. 

Have  you  ever  given  a  thought  as 
to  why  so  many  men  die  between  the 
ages  of  fifty  and  fifty -five? 

You  haven't?  Well,  do  you  want  to 
live  out  your  allotted  span  of  three 
score  years  and  ten?  You  do?  Then 
avoid,  as  very  plagues,  three  things — 
grief,  worry  and  anger.  The  latter 
particularly,  and  for  this  reason: 

Time  cures  grief,  and  wisdom  cures 
worry — you  get  wise  as  to  the  utter 
fultility  of  it  but- there  no  time-cure 
for  anger,  and  it's  only  the  wisest  or 
men  who  are  wise  enough  to  make  a 
point  of  never  getting  angry. 

Anger,  or  rage,  uses  up  the  vital 
forces  at  an  appalling  rate.  That  ex- 
hausted feeling  which  comes  over  you 
after  you  have  been  thoroughly  angry 
should  tell  you  that  you  have  drawn  on 
the  day's  supply  of  vitality,  and  that 
you  have,  in  very  truth,  "taken  it  out 
of  yourself." 

There's  another  effect,  too.  A  morn- 
ing rage  unfits  you  for  work.  None 
will  deny  that;  it  is  a  common  ex- 
perience. But  you  have  got  to  work, 
nevertheless,  and  you  are  obliged  to 
summon  your  precious  reserve  of  vital 
power  that  you  may  do  what  you  have 
to  do. 

Control   all   your  emotions. 

Mark  that  word  "precious."  Your 
reserve  vitality  is  precious,  because  it 
is  that  which  carries  you  through  ill- 
ness and  enables  you  t6  fight  off  dis- 
ease. A  wise  commander  keeps  Ins 
reserves  for  emergencies,  and  you  are 
the  commander  of  your  own  reserves 
of  vital  force. 

Anger  is  an  emotion,  and  all  emo- 
tions should  be  subservient  to  the  will. 
Keep  the  rising  anger  down  by  the 
power  of  your  will.  Admitted,  there 
are  many  things  that  cause  anger — 
justifiable  anger.  Yet,  now  that  you 
know  the  scientific  truth  that  anger 
is  a  killer  of  men,  and  that  every 
time  you  get  into  a  blazing  rage  you 
are  pegging  back  the  tale  of  your 
years,  is  it  worth  while  to  get  angry?

You  fire  your  verbal  shots 
at  any  one  who  has  angered  you,  but 
the  recation  on  yourself  hurts  you 
more  than  your  shots  hurt  him. 

So,  finally,  unless  you  are  tired  of 
life  and  don't  mind  dying  prematurely 
'ware  anger  in  all  its  shapes  and  forms, 


from  the  spasms  of  annoyance  to  the 
full-blown,    black-in-the-face    rage. 

Spare  yourself,  and  save  yourself. 
Keep  perfectly  cool  and  calm,  and  let 
your  words  cut,  if  some  defaulter 
needs  a  rebuke.  And,  as  a  last  thought 
remember  that  a  man  in  a  rage  is 
either  amusing  or  repulsive. — Answers. 


There  is  another  angle  to  this  rail- 
road question  which  has  appealed  to 
the  people  of  the  country  with  added 
force  since  the  Mexican  situation  be- 
came acute,  and  that  is  the  necessity 
of  having  every  railroad  facility  in 
shape  to  stand  the  strain  of  the  de- 
mands of  war.

Mayor  Curley,  at  the 
same  time,  assailed  Senator  Weeks  for 
not  going  to  the  front.  There  have 
been  many  specimens  of  false  and  ig- 
norant talk  from  Mayor  Curley,  but 
this  was  the  limit  in  that  direction 
Senator  Weeks  has  no  interest  in  a 
Boston  brokerage  firm,  which  was  at- 
tested to  as  a  fact  by  Mayor  Curley. 
Further,  Senator  Weeks  has  no  inter- 
est, directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  Mexi- 
can mines.  The  Senator  volunteered  in 
the  Spanish  American  war  and  his 
son  is  now  at  the  front  in  Mexico, 
therefore,  it  would  seem  as  if  the 
Weeks  family  had  done  its  full  duty. 
Mayor  Curley  is  placed  in  an  un- 
enviable light  by  reason  of  his  ill  con- 
ceived statements.

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On  July  1,  the  retail  stores  of  Boston 
put  into  effect  their  new  agreement 
governing  the  return  of  merchandise. 
The  merchant  and  the  consumer  are 
now  both  protected  and  the  long-tol- 
erated abuses  of  the  privilege  of  re- 
turning goods  is  brought  to  an  end. 
In  the  future,  any  article  of  merchan- 
dise, which  for  some  good  reason  is 
sent  back  to  the  store,  must  be  re- 
turned within  six  business  days.  And 
no  article  will  be  accepted  for  return, 
unless  it  is  in  substantially  its  orig- 
inal condition,  nor  will  goods  that  have 
been  used  or  worn  be  acceptable  for 
return,  unless  defective,  or  not  as  rep- 
resented. Gifts  of  all  kinds  will  not 
be  accepted  for  return  unless  ex- 
changed for  other  merchandise.  The 
Retail  Trade  Board  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  deserves  most  of  the  credit 
for  the  regulations  adopted  and  there 
should  be  a  saving  for  all  concerned 
with  the  stopping-  of  the  abuses  here- 
tofore   practiced    so   extensively.

To  pack  a  trunk  first  collect  every- 
thing- that  is  to  be  put  into  it.  Fold 
everything  as  flat  as  possible.  Even- 
ing  dresses  and  fancy  waists  may  be- 
put  into  thin  pasteboard  boxes,  packed 
in  tissue  paper  and  tied  with  tapes  so 
they  won't  slip  around.  These  will  go 
on   the  bottom  of  the   trunk. 

Save  all  the  oblong  pieces  of  paper 
that  came  home  from  the  laundry  in 
the  men's  shirts  and  fold  the  shirt- 
waists aroimd  these.  Use  stockings 
and  things  that  will  not  wrinkle  for 
filling  in  the  small  spaces  that  will 
happen,  even  with  the  most  careful 
packing.  Put  collars,  belts  and  ribbons 
into   small  boxes. 

Take  folding  hangers  for  dresses  and 
coats.  Short  lengths  of  ribbon  with  a 
safety  pin  at  one  end  and  a  brass  ring 
at  the  other  take  up  no  room  at  all  in 
a  trunk  and  will  be  useful  for  hanging 
up   skirts.

out  the  preparations  for  the  excursion 
to  Mexico.  Mr.  Cole  is  to  be  a  candi- 
date of  the  Democrats  in  the  pr'm- 
aries,  this  month,  for  the  nomination 
for  governor.  This  explains  the  pres? 
agent's  work. 

Sunday,  ,Iuly  30,  of  this  year,  re- 
minded many  people  of  the  famous 
"Yellow  Day,"  in  1881,  when  President 
Garfield  lie  nigh  unto  death  at  El- 
beron,  New  Jersey,  where  he  lingered 
for  about  two  months  after  being  shot 
by  Guiteau.  That  "Yellow  Day"  in 
1881  caused  much  consternation,  and 
many  of  the  rabid  rol'gious  figured 
the  end  of  all  things  at  that  time. 
However,  the  world  wagged  along,  as 
usual. 

There  is  no  community  in  New 
England,  so  it  is  believed,  wherein 
the  banking  interests  treat  business 
men  more  liberally  regarding  credit 
than   Lynn. 

Some  people  have  themselves  played 
up  for  mayor,  with  their  pictures  in

The  redistricting  done  by  the 
county  commissioners  will  give  to 
Lynn  eight  members  of  the  general 
court,  a  number  to  which  our  popu- 
lation is  entitled.

No  public  offi- 
cial in  Lynn  was  ever  better  liked  by 
the  public  than  Mr.  Leavitt,  who  al- 
ways had  a  cheery  smile  and  a  pleas- 
ant word.

GEORGE  C.  CURTIS,  195  Broadway,  Lynn,  Mass. 
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A  newspaper  item  reports  that  "a 
mile  of  State  highway"  is  to  be  built 
near  Belchertown.  That  is  the  way 
huge  sums  of  money  are  being  wasted 
in  Massachusetts.  Building  a  mile 
here  and  a  mile  there,  does  nobody  any 
good,  and  all  over  the  Commonwealth, 
automobilists  are  finding  short 
stretches  of  good  road  followed  by 
miles  that  are  in  execrable  condition. 
The  present  system  of  road  building 
is  due  probably  to  the  desire  to  pacify 
widely  separated  localities,  but  it  i.^ 
poor  business  all  the  same.  What 
should  be  done  is  to  put  the  main 
highways  in  first-class  condition  and 
then  go  into  connecting  roads.  About 
everything  that  is  under  public  con- 
trol and  management,  is  adversely  af- 
fected by  politics.  It  is  probable  that 
were  the  highway  commission  to  con- 
struct roads  as  they  would  like  to  do 
the  next  legislature  would  enact  a  law 
to  compel  them  to  go  back  to  the 
present  system  which  is  a  mighty  bad 
one. 


To  watch  the  automobiles  pass  on 
main  highways  on  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, one  would  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  most  of  the  population  of 
this  country  gain  their  support  from 
running  motor  cars.  According- to  fig- 
ures prepared  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  there  were 
last  year  2,445,664  motor  vehicles  reg- 
istered in  the  United  States  the  own- 
ers of  which  paid  $18,245,718  in  regis- 
tration and  license  fees.  Yet  how 
much  has  the  automobile  contributed 
to  economies  in  business?  How  much 
has  it  added  to  the  general  cost  of 
living?  How  much  to  the  creation  of 
new  industries  and  new  occupations 
for  wage  earners?  Some  day  a  social 
survey  of  the  subject  must  be  made. 
Everything  else  connected  with  the 
family  income  has  been  scrutinized.  It 
remains  to  be  settled  positively  what 
is  the  minimum  wage  on  which  a  man 
of  common  sense  can  keep  a  car. 


The  sum  of  .$25,000,000  for  the  three 
West  Indian  islands  of  Denmark  seems 
to  be  an  extortionate  price.  If  they 
were  worth  not  more  than  $6,000,000 
in  Secretary  Hay's  time,  according  to 
the  abortive  treaty  of  purchase  which 
was  then  negotiated,  what  new  consid- 
erations today  make  the  islands  worth 
four  times  as  much?

Her  mother  was  of  Dutch  line- 
age, being  a  descendant  of  Jan  Bur- 
hans,  who  settled  in  Kingston,  Ulster 
county.  New  York,  about  1660.  Her 
father  was  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry 
a  descendant  of  a  family  which  had 
settled  in  Ulster  county.  Gov  Hughes' 
great-great-grandfather  on  this  side 
was  Michael  Connelly,  who  was  on  the 
staff  of  Gov.  Clinton,  the  first  gover- 
nor of  New   York  state.. 

What  is  the  correct  pronunciation 
of  aeroplane?  A-er-o-plane,  accent- 
ing the  first  syllable.  Usage  will 
probably  displace  that  entirely  with 
air-o-plane.  Airplane  has  been  used 
but  the  best  word  is  airship.

Xo  better  evidence  could  be  had  of 
the  hxck  of  nvational  unity,  national 
spirit  and  national  self-respect  among- 
the  people  of  this  country  than  the 
reception  accorded  by  the  press  and 
general  public  to  the  submarine  and 
its  crew  at  Baltimore.

owning  this  machine  has  not  been 
brought  to  book,  is  enough  to  dis- 
hearten and  disgust  any  American 
with  red  blood  in  his  veins  and  pos- 
sessing a  minimum  of  self-respect 
Had  the  "boot  been  on  the  other  foot" 
and  the  United  States  Government 
murdered  German  innocents,  without 
having  made  immediate  and  complete 
reparation,  it  is  more  than  probaijle 
that  war  would  have  been  declared 
against  us  quickly,  or  failing  in  that, 
a  visitor  from  us  of  the  Deutschland 
type  would  not  only  have  been  denied 
clearance  from  a  German  port,  but  its 
crew  would  have  needed  police  pro- 
tection from  the  spontaneous  and  just 
wrath  of  a  united  and  patriotic  popu- 
lace, whose  God  is  not  money  and 
whose  national  spirit  knows  no 
bounds. 

The  Hetty  Green  estate,  reported  to 
be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000,000, 
has  engaged  the  close  attention  of 
New  York  State  authorities,  as  there 
appears  to  be  some  likelihood  of  the 
collection  of  an  inheritance  tax  of  ap- 
proximately $4,000,000.

In  Vermont  direct 
heirs,  such  as  children,  are  not  sub- 
ject to  the  inheritance  tax,  and  as 
Mrs.  Green  bequeathed  only  $25,000 
to  friends,  her  estate  owes  the  State 
of  Vermont  but  $1250.  When  visiting 
in  Vermont  she  was  said  to  stay  with 
friends,  as  her  own  home  was  dilapi- 
dated and  run  down,  so  everything 
considered,  the  New  York  tax  authori- 
ties ought  to  have  a  pretty  good  case.

Now  Mr.  Bergengren  comes  out 
with  the  statement  that  the  present 
charter  is  a  failure,  as  we  have  al- 
ways contended.

There  is  not  sufficient 
debate  and  consideration  over  im- 
portant matters  for  the  welfare  of  the 
public.  There  is  safety  in  numbers, 
especially  when  a  city  is  being  gov- 
erned, and  every  ward  in  Lynn  should 
have  its  representatives  at  city  hall. 
When  the  right  men  get  a  charter 
change  in  hand,  it  will  go  through. 
Up  to  date  suggestions  for  a  change 
in  charter  have  not  been  developed 
and  agitated  by  the  right  men.  Dear 
reader,  when  you  calmly  think  it  over, 
does  it  not  occur  to  you  that  govern- 
ment by  commission  has  been  a  sad 
and  sorry  blunder  in  Lynn?  Have 
not  predictions  made  by  the  Review 
been  borne  out  by  results?  No  young 
men  trained  for  municipal  \vork,  taxes 
increasing,  small  talk  and  almost 
slander  by  the  ream,  at  city  hall,  cer- 
tain sections  of  Lynn  built  up,  de- 
veloped and  catered  to  at  the  expense 
of  other  localities,  and  marked  ana 
deep-seated  inefficiency  in  nearly 
every  department  of  municipal  de- 
partment!

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The  public  service  commission  is  to 
be  heartily  congratulated  upon  its  de- 
cision in  the  six-cents  fare  question, 
as  relating  to  the  Bay  State  Railroad. 
It  was  refreshing:  to  read  such  a  de- 
cision. Briefly,  it  was  the  verdict 
that  the  company  put  its  own  house 
in  order,  and  not  tax  the  public.  This 
is  what  the  Review  has  claimed  all 
along.  Every  justifiable  rel'ef  should 
be  given  the  company,  because  its 
service  is  vital  to  the  public  welfare, 
but  crowded  zones  should  not  be 
taxed  to  correct  faults  of  a  system 
watered  and  over-capitalized  to  the 
extent  of  five  million  dollars.  Lynn 
should  deal  liberally,  as  a  municipal- 
ity, with  the  railroad,  and  in  return 
the  corporation  should  show  a  proper 
spirit.  The  interests  are  decidedly 
mutual.  P'ares  to  country  towns  from 
the  crowded  zones  might  well  be  in- 
creased. There  should  be  more  double 
tracking  on  main  lines,  and  signal 
lights  should  be  made  automatic,  all 
for  a  saving  in  time  and  the  expedit- 
ing of  service. 

Elihu  Root  tells  a  story  about  him- 
self and  his  efforts  to  correct  the  man- 
ners of  his  office  boy.  One  morning 
the  young  autocrat  came  into  his  office, 
and  tossing  his  cap  at  a  hook  ex- 
claimed: 

"Say.  Mr.  Root,  there's  a  ball  game 
down  at  the  park  today  and  I  want  to 
go  down." 

Now  the  great  lawyer  was  willing 
that  the  boy  should  go,  but  thought 
he  would  teach  him  a  lesson  in  good 
manners. 

"James,"  he  said,  "that  isn't  the  way 
to  ask  a  favor.  Now  you  sit  down  in 
my  chair  and  I'll  show  you  how  to  do 
it  properly."

turned  against  us.  This  record  of 
vacillation  does  not  reveal  sound  judg- 
ment, clear  foresight,  or  virile  leader- 
ship. 

P"'alse  rumors  regarding  sudden  ac- 
quired wealth  are  always  a  wonder 
tale  for  the  daily  press.  Hence,  last 
month,  the  story  of  a  Lynn  young 
man  inheriting  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars,  was  printed  with  as  little 
regard  for  the  truth  as  the  Overseas 
News  agency  has  in  its  reports  about 
the  war.  We  lose  our  faith  in  all  news 
items  when  we  read  some  of  these 
daily  paper  "specials." 


The  loss  of  two  and  three  weeks 
schooling  each  year  is  a  sample  of 
government    by    commission.  Such 

bodies  almost  invariably  become  dila- 
tory, arrogant  and  independent  of 
public  control.  The  commission  mem- 
bers delay  imperative  schoolhouse 
repair  work,  hence  the  backwardness. 
The  only  time  commission  govern- 
ment members  show  concern  and  de- 
cency toward  the  public  is  at  electior 
time.  Under  the  old  style  of  local 
government  had  the  city  council  reg- 
ularly, each  year,  deferred  school 
opening-,  as  does  the  arrogant  and  ir- 
responsible commission  governors 
there  would  have  been  a  riot.  Work 
done  on  the  Broad  street  engine  house 
is  another  sample  of  dilatoriness  pe- 
culiar to  the  autocratic  government. 

An  automobile  costs  nothing  until 
you  begin  to  operate  one.  This  ex- 
pense varies  from  six  cents  to  six 
dollars  a  mile.  A  man  who  owns  a 
multiple  cylinder  seven  passenger 
touring  car,  with  chauffeur  reckoned 
a  cost  of  $5000  yearly  to  cover  7500 
miles.  Figures  vary,  but  in  most 
cases  we  find  the  owner  willingly  de- 
ceives himself  as  to  actual   costs.

The  proposed  modification  and  in- 
creases in  the  Federal  income  tax  are 
the  subject  of  much  di.scuasion  in 
banking  and  business  circles  and  the 
concensus  of  opinion  shows  emphatic 
objection  to  many  of  its  features.  For 
one  thing,  the  new  measure  will  in- 
crease the  normal  tax  100  per  cent  and 
place  a  very  heavy  burden  on  all  per- 
sons subject  to  the  surtax  provisions— 
that  is,  persons  having  an  income  ovfi 
$20,000.  Its  unfairness  is  plainly  ap- 
parent, as  it  reaches  but  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  population  and  the  rich 
must  bear  the  burden  as  never  before. 
Those  with  large  incomes  are  giving 
greater  attention  to  escaping  It  and 
the  favorite  method  has  been  invest- 
ments such  as  municipals  and  state 
and  government  bonds.  There  will  be 
well  warranted  dissatisfaction  with 
the  income  tax  until  the  class  feature 
is  removed  and  until  it  reaches  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  people.  As  it  is.  only 
the  wealthy  are  obliged  to  pay  a  large 
percentage  of  their  earnings  to  help 
support  the  government.

When  the  moon  is  full 
her  surface  toward  us,  containing  more 
than  7,000,000  square  miles,  shines  up- 
on us  with  about  1 -600,000th  of  the 
brilliancy  of  our  sun.  The  whole  sur- 
face area  of  the  moon  is  about  14,700,- 
000  square  miles,  but  owing  to  simi- 
lar motions  of  both  earth  and  moon 
we  see  always  only  one  face  of  the 
moon,  always  the  same  side.  With 
respect  to  our  satellite,  she  is  l-49th 
as  large  as  our  woHa,  which  seems 
rather  small;  but  nevertheless  her 
diameter  is  2,163  miles  to  that  of  the 
earth's  7,918  miles.  Although  this 
queen  of  the  skies  of  night  is  more 
than  200,000  miles  distant,  she  is  when 
shining  full  and  clear  a  beautiful 
spectacle.

Gentle  reader,  when  you  calmly 
think  it  over,  does  it  occur  to  you 
that  government  by  commission  has 
been  anything  approaching  a  success 
in  Lynn?  Have  not  predictions  made 
by  the  Review  been  borne  out  by  re- 
sults? No  young  men  being  trained 
for  municipal  work,  taxes  increasing, 
small  talk  and  almost  slander  by  the 
ream,  at  city  hall,  certain  sections  of 
Lynn  being  built  up,  developed  and 
catered  to  at  the  expense  of  other  lo- 
calities, and  marked  and  deep-seated 
inefTicie.ncy  in  nearly  every  municipal 
department.

Then  if  she  has 
had  children  she  is  paid  extra  ac- 
cording to  their  ages.  A  wife  having 
two  young  ch'ldren  gets  $66  a  month. 
A  Canadian  society  of  women  sees 
that  she  has  comfortable  quarters  and 
that  there  is  no  danger  of  her  suffer- 
ing for  anything.  This  is  thought  to 
be  splendid  treatment  of  its  subjects 
bv  England. 

A.  A.  Thompson,  an  Ohio  farmer, 
has  passed  through  a  siege  of  illness 
that  baffled  physicians.  First  he  was 
operated  upon  for  appendicitis  and 
hovered  between  life  and  death  for  a 
week.  Then  he  was  discharged  from 
the.  hospital,  took  cold  and  was  sent 
back  with  pneumonia.  He  i-ecovered 
from  that,  only  to  become  afflicted  with 
double  pneumonia.  He  is  now  con- 
valescent. Before  he  was  taken  ill,  he 
was  quite  bald.

Nor 
Horace  Greeley,  nor  Joseph  Pulitzer, 
nor  the  elder  Bennett,  nor  many  an- 
other distinguished  editor;  nor  scarce 
one  of  our  great  business  geniuses, 
like  Rockefeller,  or  Carnegie,  or 
James  J.  Hill.

Questions  for   Voters   to    Decide. 

The  questions  that  will  be  found  on 
the  official  ballot  at  the  State  election, 
November  7,  have  been  compiled  and 
printed  for  distribution  by  the  elec- 
tions division  of  the  Secretary  of 
State's  office.  Voters  all  over  the 
State  will  be  allowed  to  mark  their 
ballot   on   these   three: 

-"An  act  to  ascertain  and  carry  out 
the  will  of  the  people  relative  to  the 
calling  and  holding  of  a  constitutional 
convention." 

"An  act  to  make  the  first  day  of 
January,  known  as  New  Year's  Day, 
a  legal  holiday." 

"An  act  to  prevent  the  voters  of  one 
political  party  from  voting  in  the 
primaries   of   another   political    party." 

To  the  voters  of  cities  only  will  be 
submitted    tlie    following    question: 

"An  act  to  authorize  cities  to  main- 
tain schools  of  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture." 

There  are  special  acts  for  many  of 
the  cities,  including  the  question  of 
establishing  an  independent  indus- 
trial shoemaking  school  in  J^ynn. 


There  is  another  habit  that  is  not 
so  prevalent  as  formerly — the  habit 
of  work.  Those  who  made  the  Amer- 
ican nation  what  it  is  today  worked 
long  and  hard.

We  have  ships  to  build,  railroads  to 
develop,  an  army  and  navy  to  be 
manned,  and  countless  tasks  to  per- 
form. Every  patriotic  man  should 
give  the  best  that  is  in  him,  not  the 
least,  if  we  are  to  avoid  serious  diffi- 
culties at  home  and  abroad. — Howard 
Elliott. 

It  won't  be  very  long  before  there 
is  something  at  least  closely  akin  to 
censorship  for  newspaper  advertising, 
particularly  in  describing  financial 
investments.  It  is  something  that 
needs  a  strong  rein,  if  the  prestige  of 
legitimate  advertising  is  to  be  main- 
tained at  a  high  level.
